


Campus undergoes summer renovations

Somewhere between $2-3 
million was spent this past sum- 
jmer improving and upgrading 
the quality of Bradley’s campus, 

I Jerry Boyea, director of facilities 
maintenance, said. 

"More work was done this 
(summer than in any year since 
1982. 1 don’t think there was a 
building or outdoor area that 
didn’t have some work done to 
it," Boyea said. 

All the work was the result of 
planning over the past couple 
jyears, fundings falling in the 
right place and receiving appro¬ 
val from the city. 

Changes made over the sum¬ 
mer will provide the University 
with many financial, aesthetic 
and safety improvements, 
Boyea said. 


ONE OF THE larger projects 
completed, costing over 

$800,000, was complete rewir¬ 
ing of the electrical system on 
campus. 

Boyea said all of the wires to 
the buildings were moved 

underground and all the 
transformer boxes were moved 
out of the buildings. 

Twenty-two meter boxes, 

each with a ’meterman’ charge, 
have been eliminated as a result 
of the rewiring. The campus 
now has only one meter. 

"This could result in a reduc¬ 
tion of $125,000 a year in 

electrical costs for the Univer¬ 
sity," Boyea said. 

This figure is contingent on 
whether or not the University’s 
electrical use remains the same. 

BASED ON THESE figures, 
Boyea said he estimates the sys¬ 
tem will pay for itself in about 
seven years. 

In the past, if electricity was 
out or needed to be turned out 
in one building, chances were 
that several other buildings 
would also go without power. 


Now, because of the rewiring, it 
is possible to isolate a particular 
building, Boyea said. 

The campus will also be safer 
now that the wires are no 
longer effected by the weather 
and the transformers are out of 
the buildings, he said. 

Besides making the campus 
more efficient, it also helped 
improve its aesthetic beauty 
because all the utility poles were 
removed, Boyea said. 

Another major project was 
the resurfacing of several of the 
parking lots and the south end 
oPElmwood Drive. 

THE GARRETT Center, 
Williams and St. James were 
redone and angled parking, 
which was started on the north 
end of Elmwood last year, was 
completed.- 

The crossing of Elmwood and 
St. James was improved by the 
addition of a planter in the 
intersection. 

Boyea said in the past, the 
intersection was "like a Chinese 
fire-drill" with everyone con¬ 
fused about which direction to 


go. 

The planter should eliminate 
the confusion and make the 
intersection safer, he said. He 
added that because the intersec¬ 
tion is a focal point from all the 
University entrances, it will 
greatly improve the aesthetic 
quality. 

New roof work is being done 
on Haussler Hall and the north 
end of the field house, these 
projects should be completed 
within the next 15 days. 

BOYEA SAID there is a 15- 
year warranty on the new roof- 
work which should reduce addi¬ 
tional expenses in the future. 

Lighting work at the field 
house, Williams Hall and 
Geisert Hall should be com¬ 
pleted in the next 90 days. This 
work, coupled with other 
changes on campus could save 
the University 65 percent of its 


current lighting costs. 

There was also extensive 
work done on the inside of 
buildings. $40,000 worth of new 
smoke detectors were added to 
every floor and trash chute in 
Geisert and Williams. 

Computers were wired to Olin 
Hall and the Dingledine Center 
which monitor the weather and 
control the heating, venting and 
cooling systems. 

He said these computers will 
also help lower costs by moni¬ 
toring 40 points inside the 
building and making automatic 
adjustments whenever needed. 

ALTHOUGH SOME of the 
work was done by outside con¬ 
tractors, most of it was done by 
Bradley workers, Boyea said. 

Boyea said that although 
there was more work done this 
year than in the past couple of 
years, he is very pleased with 
the job that was done. 


New year brings 
faculty changes

The University has 
announced several changes in 
its faculty and staff which 
occurred over the summer. 

Jerry Boyea has been named 
to the new post of planning 
assistant to the the vice- 
president and is vacating his 
position as director of facilities 
management. 

Boyea said that in his new 
position he will be doing many 
of the things he has done in the 
past under his old position, but 
will no longer be handling day- 
to-day maintenance problems. 

In the past, Boyea has done 
the long range planning and the 
day-to-day duties, now he will 
focus primarily on the planning 
aspects of the job. 

BOYEA SAID there were 
three primary reasons for the 
change in his position. 

He said the department began 
a reorganization two years ago 
and the final phases of this 
reorganization are now com¬ 
plete. He said long range plan¬ 
ning is what is needed to be 
done now, and that’s where his 
interests lie and where the 
University believes he will be 
most useful. 

He said he has been discuss¬ 
ing the change with University 
officials "for some time now." 

Mark Struss, one of the first 
supervisors hired under the 
reorganization, has been named 
as the acting director of facilities 
management to replace Boyea.

Dr. Joan Sattler been named 
acting dean of the newly joined 
departments of education and 
health sciences. 

HER APPOINTMENT 
marks the first time a woman 
has served as an academic dean 
at Bradley. 

Sattler said she was unsure 
whether she was actually the 
first woman academic dean, 
however, according to Bradley’s 
office of public information, 
there is no record of female 
academic dean prior to Sattler’s 
appointment. 

Sattler said she thought it was 
"pretty interesting" that she was 
the first female dean, consider¬ 
ing the College was founded by 
a woman (Lydia Moss BradleyL 

She said that in general 
women are making progress in 
higher education, but the rea¬ 
son there aren’t more women 
with positions like hers is that 
there haven’t been a lot of 
women in higher education in 
the past. 

"Women may have been lack¬ 
ing opportunities, but they are 
now opening up and (women) 
can now pursue things they 
couldn’t twenty years ago-such 
as engineering and medicine," 
Sattler said. 

"OF COURSE, the same is 
true for men...they can now go 
into nursing and other programs 
once restricted to women." 

Her plans for the department 
include continuing support for

Rachel Shevey, a sorority member of Pi Beta Phi, said "Dnnk- 
ing is an ice-breaker.

A freshman rushee, Jean Chambers, said, I m not using 
liquor for a crutch, but it’s easier to meet people with a drink in 
your hand. It was boring because not many people showed up 
because liquor wasn’t being served." 

SINCE DRINKING was not allowed, fraternities were forced 
to come up with new ideas to lure the freshmen. Some examples of 
this were the "Hot Legs" contest, sponsored by Tau Kappa Epsilon, 
the "Best Tan" contest, held by Sigma Nu, frisbees were given out 
by Theta Chi and Tau Epsilon Phi featured a late night strip-tease.

Over 350 pledge greek houses

Last Saturday night ended a week long stint 
of Greek rushing at the Robertson Memorial 
Field House. A total of 156 women and 209 men 
pledged into the Greek system. 

Panhellenic Central Rush Chair, Karin Lau- 
rin said 276 women rushed and 101 of them pre¬ 
registered by mail over the summer. "We were 
really happy with the turn-out this year, two 
sororities made quota this year, where only one 
made quota last year." Apparently, rush was not 
affected by decreased enrollment. 

Laurin said the non-alcohol policy for this 
year’s rush week "helped some and hurt others. 
The guys were more affected than we (the 
women) were." 

Sororities are prohibited from serving liquor 
at any time, but fraternities generally serve liquor 
at parties such as pre-rush. 

THIS YEAR’S national chapter quota for 


sororities was set at 28 pledges per house. Pi Beta 
Phi and Sigma Kappa were the only two to make 
quota. Gamma Phi Beta was next with 26 pledges 
and Chi Omega was third with 25 pledges. 

Interfraternity Council President, Mike For¬ 
man said Pi Kappa Alpha had the most pledges 
with 30 men. Sigma Alpha Epsilon and Lambda 
Chi Alpha pledged 20 men. Sigma Chi was third 
with 17 pledges. 

There were 20 rush counselors leading the 
women through the weeks activities, and 30 
counselors in charge of the men. Laurin said she 
was pleased with the performance of the coun¬ 
selors. 

The statistics for the other fraternities are as 
follows: Sigma Nu, 16; Tau Epsilon Phi, 15; 
Delta Upsilon and Alpha Epsilon Pi, 14; Tau 
Kappa epsilon and Sigma Phi Epsilon, 11; Alpha 
Kappa Psi, 10; Theta Chi, Pi Kappa Phi and Phi 
Gamma Delta, 7 and Theta Xi, 3. 

The sorority statistics are also as follows: 
Sigma Delta Tau, 22; Alpha Chi Omega, 20; 
Delta Gamma, 5; Delta Zeta, 2.

sons there will be one senator. 
"The dorms are pretty much up 
to capacity," Ellis said. U-hall 
will fill three seats; Williams, 
three seats; Geisert, three seats; 
Heitz, two or three seats; 
Wyckoff, one or two seats; 
single’s dorms, one seat; and 
Student Apartment Complex, 
one or two, Ellis said. "Greeks 
will get three or four. They had 
four last year. 

"So far there has been a great 
interest in Senate positions. One 
hundred petitions have already 
been picked up. We’ve had a 
heightened interest from fresh¬ 
man, 11 he said. 

LAST YEAR, 694 students 
voted-which was a 14.8 percent 
turn-out. "Since there has been 
such an interest I believe there 
will be a good turnout." he said.

Cuts could penalize 

How many of you (students) could attend Bradley 
without an Illinois State Scholarship Commission (ISSC) 
grant? 

The ISSC board is examing the possibility of reducing 
the award amount to private university students in order to 
have additional money for other students. 

Once again, the state has leveled a hammer at private 
universities, in favor of state universities. 

Reportedly, the ISSC would reduce half of the award 
given to private school student by $200 each in order to 
compile $2.5 million for January financial aid applicants. If 
these applicants plan to attend private universities, will they 
be penalized because of their decision to attend such a school. 

WILL THIS COME down to students who plan to 
attend state schools getting "first dibs" on state funds If 
that s so, private universities, such as Bradley, could be the 
victims of falling enrollment. 

e-w? e max * mum amount one could receive from the ISSC 
is $2,850. One out of three Bradley students receive some 
type of award from the agency. 

Private universities were chosen to reduce from because 
private university students are the ones that receive the max¬ 
imum amount. 

Why doesn’t the agency just tell prospective college stu¬ 
dents that if they apply to private universities they will be 
penalized and risk receiving a reduction in financial aid. 

Dr. Martin Abegg spoke out about the proposed cuts in 
a meeting of the Illinois Board of Higher Education Wednes- 

Dr. Abegg said, I think they need to either find a way 
to get more funds or let everybody lose a little." 

IF THE PROPOSAL passes, private universities could 
see a lot of their students leaving in favor of state universi¬ 
ties.

Einig to run Senate more precisely

Three major concerns Senate 
will address this year are: dec¬ 
lining enrollment, the alcohol 
issue and neighborhood rela¬ 
tions, Ray Einig, all-school 
president said. 

"Students are an untapped 
resource and they are our best 
resource," Einig said. There 
aren’t specifics yet, but Einig 
would like to get students 
involved in recruiting prospec¬ 
tive students. 

Einig and Karen Rekowski, 
all-school vice president, have 
specific internal and external 
changes for the 1985-86 Senate. 

Rekowski said, "Internally we 


are trying to in\prove the 
efficiency of Senate. Also, the 
(Senate) meetings will be no 
longer than need to be." 
Rekowski doesn’t want the 
meetings turning into a debate. 
The meetings should be a time 
to make legislative decisions. If 
it proves to be a debate, than 
issues will be sent back to the 
committee for rework. 

ONE MAJOR CHANGE is 
the elimination of the Educa¬ 
tional Affairs Committee. The 
executive officers said the pur¬ 
pose of this committee was 
being dealt with in other com¬ 
mittees so the committee was 


dissolved. 

Einig said, "We’re putting the 
committee work back into the 
committee." 

Rekowski said, "We had cer¬ 
tain responsibilities we were 
totally inconsistent with. We’ve 
cleaned and tightened up the 
communication within the com¬ 
mittees and the responsibilities 
they are to fulfill." 

Externally, Senate will be 
stressing getting out with the 
other organizations to find out 
what their needs and wants are. 
Both Einig and Rekowski want 
Senate to run more precisely 
with outlines, agendas and 


specific goals. 

"Senate’s responsibility is get¬ 
ting issues, letting students 
know what is going on, getting 
input from students and execut¬ 
ing their input. This will be a 
major goal for Senate this year," 
Rekowski said. 

LAST YEAR’S Senate had a 
Brown-Bag-It series, this year. 
Senate will not sponsor such 
activities. Eini^said, "We’re not 
a programming board, Brown- 
Bag-It was a good idea but 
Senate’s role should be one of 
policy making and decision 
making. We’re a legislative 
body." 
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Student finds no tension at World festival in Russia

Imagine waking up thousands 
of miles from your home, in 
new surroundings with different 
people and a foreign language 
filtering through your ears. 

Does this sound like a 
fairytale or maybe the beginning 
of a lengthy mystery novel? If 
that was your guess-think 
again. 

This is exactly what happened 
to Michael Arney, a former 
Bradley student who attended 
the 12th World Festival of 
Youth and Students in the 
Soviet Union this past summer. 

"1 didn’t realize I was in Mos¬ 
cow until I woke up in my hotel 
room," he said, "it’s not every 
day that someone goes to the 
Soviet Union." 

ARNEY ARRIVED in Mos¬ 
cow on July 27, as part of an 
eight day festival aimed at creat¬ 
ing peace and friendship among 
people around the world. 

"Every geographical area, 
social and economic system was 
represented. There were 20,000 
delegates from 157 countries 
around the world, all there with 
the same goal," Arney said. 

His trip was sponsored by the 
Novisti Press Agency in Peoria, 
while another Peorian attended 
as a delegate for the National 
Prepartory Committee, which 
organizes the festival on a local 
level. To attend the festival, 
Arney went through a screening 
process involving written appli¬ 
cations and interviews with the 
committee. 

"I was ecstatic when I found 
out that 1 was chosen to go. 
There were 278 Americans that 
went to the festival. All a mix¬ 
ture of U.S. citizens by race, 
age, educational background, 
gender and geographical area." 

The Youth Festival was then 
organized through an Interna¬ 
tional Prepartory Committee 
that unites every two years to 
plan a youth festival held in a 
sponsoring country. The Youth 


Festival centered around five 
main activities participated in 
daily: special events (rallies), 
cultural events, bi-lateral politi¬ 
cal discussions, and sports 
events. 

"I ATTENDED A variety of 
programs, but the hardest part 
was deciding on what to go to. 
There weren’t enough hours in 
the day to do everything. The 
first day I got there I was given 
a small thick book which listed 
all the programs from the 
beginning to the end of the fes¬ 
tival." 

"The interesting part was that 
there were scores and scores of 
interpreters and translators 
throughout the festival. In the 
political discussions there were 
six simultaneous ones in Span¬ 
ish, French, German, Russian, 
Arabic and English. I only wish 
that I spoke a language other 
than English because the rallies 
were always in the speaker’s 
language with no interpreter," 
Arney said. 

"One example is a rally I went 
to with an Italian speaker. I 
couldn’t understand him, but 
you could see the people getting 
excited, full of emotion to what 
he was saying it was frustrating. 

"Something that amazed me 
was that there was no hostility. 
People discussed controversial 
issues such as nuclear arma¬ 
ment and star wars plans 
openly, without aggression. The 
idea was to discuss, not find 
solutions. In fact, I didn’t find 
anyone who said that the arms 
race should not end. 

"Even though there were 
language barriers, it was easy to 
meet people; especially the 
Soviets. They really liked Amer¬ 
icans, so much so that they 
sang ’We Shall Overcome’ in 
English. When the Americans 
were in town we would find 
ourselves surrounded by young 
Soviet people wanting our auto¬ 
graphs. I felt a lot of warmth 
toward the American people 
from the Soviets," Arney said. 

"THERE WAS NO tension

toward the Americans. Hotel 
workers and the Soviet inter¬ 
preters were all very friendly. I 
didn’t feel threatened or as if I 
was being followed by the 
government, like most people 
think. I never heard one per¬ 
son, Soviet or non-Soviet insult 
the American people. 

"The only criticism that could 
be heard was of the Reagan 
Administration, but that you 
can hear from the American 
people. 

"One thing that did anger me 
was that the Youth Festival 


received a negative response 
from the media and the Ameri¬ 
can people who thought that the 
festival was going to be pro¬ 
paganda for the Soviet Union, 
and that we were going to be 
brainwashed. The media implied 
that the communist party set up 
the whole thing," Arney said. 

"How could they say that 
when 1 met people from all over 
the world? It was like giving 
and receiving their culture. It 
broke down a lot of stereotypes 
and ’ignorance’ people have 
about each other’s countries. 


"One example is of an Ameri¬ 
can talking to a Soviet about 
something so basic as childrear¬ 
ing. The Soviets do a lot of 
things just like we do, that’s 
one idea that everyone learned. 
It increases your awareness of 
other people; how could that be 
brainwashing?" Arney said. 

"I ONLY WISH every per¬ 
son in the world could attend a 
Youth Festival. No telling what 
might happen, maybe then we 
would all put down our 
weapons," Arney said.

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Touch-tone phones-new 
additions to dorm rooms

Bradley dorms have a new 
addition, touch tone phones. 
Starting in November, students 
will use their touch tone phone 
as a computer terminal to regis¬ 
ter for classes. 

The students will register by 
appointment. The appointment 
schedule, published in the fall 
semester’s Academic Hand¬ 
book, is based on semester 
hours actually earned. 

The student will dial for the 
appointment on the touch tone

under design for two years, will 
replace the old system of regis¬ 
tration which used punch cards. 
"The old system is obsolete. We 
(Bradley) looked for other 
options and out of five options, 
this was the best." Jass said. 
This type of registration system 
using phones has been success¬ 
fully used at Brigham Young 
University and Georgia State 
University. 

The touch tone phone system 
will alleviate the hassle of long 
lines and waiting for class open¬ 
ings to become available. Larry 
Stratton of the Morgan Hall 
computer center said that the 
computer system has been 
tested and is ready for opera¬ 
tion. Since any touch tone 
phone can be used for registra¬ 
tion, the process of choosing 
classes will be faster and easier. 

The new telephones in the 
dorms have not been perfect. 
Dave Baer, director of security 
and voice communication, said 
there has been some mechanical 
and programming failure which 
is being adjusted and fixed.

research, publications and 
grants by faculty members; con¬ 
tinuing community work pro¬ 
jects such as the gifted student 
program; and evaluation of the 
curriculum. 

As far as curriculum, Sattler 
said her department is working 
on finishing a report for accredi¬ 
tation that is due this year. 

Sattler will continue as acting 
chairman for the remainder of 
the academic year. 

A search committee is 
scheduled to make a decision 
on a full dean next spring. 


Dr. Joe Alber, a professor in 
Bradley’s Business Management 
and Administration Depart¬ 
ment, has been named acting 
dean of that department. 

ALBER, WHO has been at 
Bradley for 10 years and has 
previously served as an associ¬ 
ate dean, replaces J. Taylor 
Sims, who resigned to accept a 
position at Memphis State 
University. 

Aware of the problems in his 
department last year concerning 
then accounting »chair Dr. 
Mitchell Raiborn making public 
some criticisms of the depart¬ 
ment, Alber believes th^ situa¬ 
tion has been resolved and does 
not feel the problem is likely to 
return. 

Alber said he has two major 
goals for his department, as well 
as several minor ones. 

One goal Alber would like to 
see achieved is internationaliza¬ 
tion of the business program. 

He said that foreign trade and 
the foreign market are becom¬ 
ing increasingly important to 
American business. 
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A COMMITTEE has been 
set up to investigate the issue of 
internationalization and come 
up with a recommendation for 
the department. 

"This is an outgrowth of mak¬ 
ing sure our curriculum is 
current," he said. 

The second major goal Alber 
has is the incorporation of 
micro-computers into the 
business/accounting curriculum. 

A room in Jobst is now being 
remodeled to accommodate 30 
new micro-computers for use by 
students both during class and 
outside of class.

THE DEPARTMENTS of 
journalism and speech have 
been merged to form the new 
division of communication, and 
Dr. Joseph Misiewicz has been 
named as its director. 

Misiewicz said the newly mer- 
gered division should provide a 
"more streamlined curriculum." 

Misiewicz said he would like 
to see a much stronger contact 
between the professional media 
and the students and faculty in 
his division. 

During the next 18 months, 
Misiewicz said he would like to 
have anyone in his department 
to be able to pick up the phone 
and talk to any of the local 
media persons.

Peterson's Competitive, 

representing roughly 10 percent 
of all American schools of 
higher learning, documents 
detailed information on over 
300 colleges having a consecu¬ 
tive overflow of undergraduate 
applicants with above average 
qualifications.

"We've received more funding from SABRC 
(Student Activities Budget Review Committee) 
than in past years-meaning BSA can sponsor and 
cosponsor more activities," he said. 

BSA PLANS TO sponsor a film and lecture 
series, host Broadway performer Jennifer Lewis, 
Chicago disc jockeys Farley Keith and Julian 
Perez from WBMX and Dr. Joyce Brothers. 

"Our theme for this year is 'Nothing is as 
powerful as an idea whose time has come...' And 
we’re in the right time, at the right place and 
have the right resources.

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Silverado : A must; Dragon: Wait for cable

Those of us who missed the 
classic westerns of the 1950’s can 
hope Silverado is the start of a new 
trend This one has everything a 
good western needs: the wagon 
train, the corrupt sheriff, the stam-. 
pede, and yes, the gunfight in the 
street. 

Even with all these typical 
plot devices, the story of this film 
is not predictable. Writers Mark 
and Lawrence Kasdan (Lawrence 
wrote Raiders of the Lost Ark, and 
is also responsible for The Big Chill 
and Body Heat ) string all these 
events together into a delightfully 
untypical plot. 

The unusual casting helps. 
Who would have ever thought 
Kevin Kline ( The Big Chill , 
Sophie’s Choice) could play a 


gunfighter? Or Linda Hunt ( The 
Year of Living Dangerously) a 
saloon keeper? Or Desperately 
Seeking Susans Rosanna Arquette 
as a tough pioneer women out to 
make it on her own? It all works, 
and it works very well. 

The wonderful thing about this 
casting against type is that the 
actors--who were all good in the 
first place--had to work that much 
harder to make their characters 
believable. And these are real 
people, not shallow Western stereo¬ 
types. You can tell what they’re 
thinking...and that makes Silverado 
a cut above the ordinary B-movie 
Western. 

Others in Kasdan’s ensemble 
cast include Jeff Goldblum ( The 
Big Chill ) as a fancy gambler and 
another mis-casting ‘that works- 
Monty Python’s John Cleese as a 


cowardly sheriff. And there are 
many more characters, all of them 
good, that revolve around and work 
with each other in the film’s vari¬ 
ous plots and sub-plots. 

There’s also a great attention 
to detail here, down to the holes in 
one of the character’s boots. This is 
probably the best Western to come 
along in years...and for those of us 
who still watch reruns of Wild Wild 
Wesf it’s about time.

Joe Walsh: worth a listen

Although he is unappreciative 
of technology Joe Walsh has kept 
himself alive in the eighties with 
his latest album, The Confessor. 

Subtle synthesized parts are 
noticeable and the guitar is the

main instrument on the record. A 


fair amount of slide is added to 
some of the guitar parts, a Joe 
Walsh trademark. 

The title song, "The Confes¬ 
sor,” is probably the best song 
Walsh has written as a solo artist 
and probably rivals some of his 
work with The James Gang. Walsh 
ordinarily sticks with humorous 
ideas for his songs, but The Con¬ 
fessor seems to be a stab at con¬ 
veying a message rather than 
humor. 

The song "Bubbles" does not 
have the same deep meaning 
behind it but has the same nonsen¬ 
sical style that is characteristic of 
Joe Walsh. The addition of horns in 
a slightly demented style is also a 
contributing factor to the subtle 
humor conveyed. 

Walsh’s slide work is most evi¬ 
dent on The Confessor but is also 
evident on "Rosewood Bitters" and 
"15 Years." "Rosewood Bitters" has 
received a small amount of airplay, 
but not as much as it deserves. "15 
Years" is a bluesy song about 
Walsh’s fifteen years on the road. 
Just as he says in his old song 
"Life’s been Good," he again makes 
no qualms about his lifestyle. 

Walsh makes his first attempt 
at reggae with the song "Problems". 
Once again Walsh’s deepness lies in 
his humor rather than his philoso¬ 
phy. He does, however add a new 
dimension to reggae. 

Along the same lines of dis¬ 
torted humor is the song "I Broke 
My Leg," which tells the sad story 
of the rise and fall of a relationship, 
starting in a shopping mall and 
ending in Aspen, Colorado. Walsh 
could make fun of the end of the 
world but instead pokes fun at his 
- supposed heartbreak. 

All the songs on this album 
are very worthy of praise but unfor-

tunately the album lacks any 
excitement. One could not just sit 
down and listen to the record 
without having something to do at 
the same time. The album is not 
particularly boring; the guitar work 
is good and the vocals are...well 
humorous but it lacks the spark of 
Walsh’s work with The Eagles or 
The James Gang. If Walsh could 


get either of these groups back 
together it would be, besides a 
miracle, a benefit to his work and 
the music world. The album is 
recommended as study music and 
for other activities that require 
thought. One could not just sit 
down and vegetate with this album. 
Although it lacks luster, it is still 
recommended listening.

much. Which wouldn’t be too bad 
if what he was saying made any 
sense, but it doesn’t. Stanley 
spends most of his time philoso¬ 
phizing about Vietnam and saying 
things like "the gutters are going to 
run red with blood" and (no kid¬ 
ding) "I’ve got scar tissue on my 
soul." 

The idealistic White is played 
by Mickey Rourke, plus inches of 
dust in his hair to make him look 
fifteen years older. Stanley’s 
apparently single handed quest is to 
clean up New York City’s China¬ 
town, because the "Chinese mafia" 
is getting out of hand. Since our 
hero is the only cop honest and 
dedicated enough to do the job, he 
enlists the help of reporter Tracey 
Tsu, played by newcomer Ariane. 
(Always be wary of actresses with 
only one name. 


This newcomer seems to 
believe that the intensity of a line 
is directly proportional to its 
volume; she therefore spends much 
of her time shouting. The result is 
a totally unbelieveable, unlikeable 
character. That makes two lead 
roles the audience doesn’t like; 
Stanley and Tracey deserve each 
other. 

The quality of directing in this 
film at least matches that of the 
acting and dialogue. Director 
Michael Cimino seems obsessed 
with symbolism that never works 
(American flags, family pictures and 
the like) and doesn’t pay much 
attention to details, which are 
annoyingly inconsistent. 

My suggestion for this film-- 
wait until it comes to cable (that 
shouldn’t be too long), then watch 
it for a good laugh.

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Administrators' salaries rise, but more slowly this year 


WASHINGTON, D.C.~The 
average salaries of college and 
university administrators went 
up 6 percent in 1984-85, top¬ 
ping last year’s 3.7 percent 
increase, an annual survey 
reports. 

The increases lag behind the 
8 to 10 percent hikes of recent 
years, and women’s and minori¬ 


ties’ salaries continue to trail 
the average pay for men and 
non-minorities in most of the 
positions surveyed by the Col¬ 
lege and University Personnel 
Association (CUPA). 

Academic and external affairs 
administrators got the highest 
increases . (6.5 percent), while 
administrative affairs officers 


got the lowest (5.5 percent). 

The CUPA survey, which 
reports salary figures for 99 
administrative positions at 1,500 
schools nationwide, shows med¬ 
ical school deans again earned 
the highest average salaries of 
all higher education administra¬ 
tors.

aged $99,953, up from last 
year’s $98,000 and $86,700 in 
1982-83. 

Deans of dentistry, the 
second highest paid administra¬ 
tors, averaged $80,942. Hospital 
medical center administrators, 
the third highest paid officials, 
averaged $80,000. 

Rounding out the top five are 
law school deans at $77,850 and 
chief executive officers of sys¬ 
tems, who averaged $70,700. 

The five lowest paid positions 
are student housing directors, 
$24,690; news bureau directors, 
$24,530; student health nursing 
administrators, $21,300; and 
bookstore directors, $21,000. 

"The increases in most 

administrative positions were 
higher in public schools than in 
private schools,” Carin Luke, 
CUPA publications’ managing 

editor, said. 

BUT THE HIGHER 

increases don’t necessarily 

mean higher salaries, she said. 

Public medical school deans 
earned $96,408, while their 
private school counterparts 
made $125,000. 


As in past years, the biggest 
discrepancies were between the 
salaries of male and female 
administrators, and salaries of 
minorities and non-minorities. 

Women’s average salaries 
were less than men in 87 top 
administrative positions. Minor¬ 
ity administrators earned lower 
salaries than non-minorities in 
69 positions. 

Women chief executives of 
systems averaged $58,010. Men 
made $71,070. 

MINORITY CHIEF execu¬ 
tives earned $58,210, compared 
to an average non-minority 
Salary of $71,070. 

Luke said it’s difficult to 
determine yearly salary percen¬ 
tage changes because different 
schools and positions are sur¬ 
veyed each year, but governing 
boards most often use the sur¬ 
vey to compare the salaries they 
pay with what schools in their 
peer group pay for identical 
positions.

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IRS joins crackdown on loan defaulters 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 

(CPS)--In its latest effort to 
dramatize how tough it’s get¬ 
ting, the Education Department 
last week said it would sic the 
Internal Revenue Service on 
current and former students 
who don’t repay their student 
loans. 

The department said 
defaulters won’t get their 1985 
or 1986 tax refunds until they 
repay their loans. 

Department officials predict 
the agreement with the IRS will 
recoup $50 million to $250 mil¬ 
lion in past due financial repay¬ 
ments next year. 

They hope to corral almost 80 
percent of the scofflaws. 

THE DEPARTMENT has 
publicized ambitious recovery 


programs before, including 
ongoing media events like 
impounding defaulters’ cars and 
temporarily kicking some 
schools out of financial aid pro¬ 
grams. 

This time, officials add, the 
recovered money probably 
won’t go directly back into stu¬ 
dent aid. 

In all, current and former 
students still owe anywhere 
from $1 billion to $5 billion, 
according to various estimates. 

"This is the largest single 
effort in terms of money to be 
returned to the U.S. Treasury," 
contends Dick Hastings, the 
department’s director of debt 
collection and management 
assistance services. 

"About 82 percent of the 
defaulters on our data base get

income tax refunds," he said. 

HASTINGS PLANS to mail 
final payment notices to about 
one million defaulters this 
month, giving them two months 
to pay up or lose their 1985 
refunds. 

State agencies will threaten to 
withhold 1986 refunds from 
another million defaulters. 

"We’ve agreed to accept 2.3 
million referrals from the Edu¬ 
cation Department, accounting 
for $3.1 billion in debts," 
affirms IRS spokesman Steve 
Pyrek. 

"We’ll take a tape from ED 
with defaulters’ names to match 
with our tape of people getting 
refunds," he explains. 

During the two-year program, 
the IRS can withhold defaulters’ 
returns until all loan obligations 
are paid. 

FOR EXAMPLE, if a 
defaulter expects a $500 1985 
refund and owes $1,000, the 
IRS will withhold refunds in 
1985 and 1986. 

"We’ll send the money wher¬ 
ever the ED wants, and send 


the defaulter a note saying 
where the money went," Pyrek 
reports. 

"It’s not only not likely the 
money will go back into student 
aid funding, but it’s most 
definite it will go to the U.S. 
Treasury," Hastings says. "That, 
after all, is where student aid 
comes from." 

To get it back in 1982, federal 
attorneys in Philadelphia 
impounded the cars of 17 area 
defaulters as collateral against 
their overdue loan payments. 

That same, year, then-Ed 
Secretary Terrel Bell temporarily 
withheld student aid funds from 
400 schools with default rates 
over 25 percent. 

LAST YEAR, Congress 
authorized ED officials to hire 
private lawyers to collect past 
due accounts, and reported 
defaulters to private credit rat¬ 
ing agencies. 

"The credit agency program 
was extremely successful," 
Hastings notes. "It has doubled 
the amount collected since 
1981 ." 

Some states let schools with¬ 


hold defaulters’ college tran¬ 
scripts. A Kansas bill would 
have prevented defaulters’ chil¬ 
dren from getting stpte financial 
aid. 

Despite the high non¬ 
payment rate, a spring, 1985 
study by the Higher Education 
Services Corporation suggests 
most defaulters are unemployed 
or ignorant of repayment 
schedules. 

Most want to repay the debts 
but are financially unable, the 
study says. 

"THERE’S A PHONE 
number on the top of the final 
notice," ED’s Hastings counters. 
"We can work out arrangements 
for partial payment if the 
defaulter can’t pay it all at 
once." 

"We’re not the easiest guys 
on the block to get along with," 
he admits, "but you certainly 
can work with us." 

"We hope that the people 
(who) aren’t being responsible 
will realize they’ve got to 
repay," adds Dallas Martin, exe¬ 
cutive director of the American 
Association of Students Finan¬ 
cial Aid Administrators.

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Conference facilities useful in summer

Have you ever wondered what goes 
on at Bradley when the students go 
homq? The summer is the busiest time 
for Jack Kuntz, director of conference 


facilities, and his staff. Throughout the 
year they are responsible for organizing 
between 140 and 160 conferences at the 
University, hosting as many as 70,000 
people. 

When students go home, Kuntz util¬ 
izes the University facilities that are not

used by summer school students or 
incoming freshmen during orientation. 

This summer Bradley hosted about 
thirty conferences including such organi¬ 
zations as the National Jr. Olympic Box¬ 
ing Tournament, Christian Charismatic 
Renewal, Future Leaders of America, 
Illinois Bankers Association, a Canadian 
professional hockey team, members of a 
Governor’s Physical Fitness bicycle trip 
and about 300 Jr. high and high school 
cheerleaders and drill team members. 

The University does not advertise 
for these groups to stay at Bradley, 
Kuntz said. The word is passed by those 
that have stayed at the school in the past 
and "it’s a spin-off from that. All of the 
services that Bradley University students 
enjoy are available to the groups," Kuntz 
said. 

THE PRICE THE organizations 
pay depends on the amount of people in 
the group, the services they wish to use 
and the time of their stay, which aver¬ 
ages four days, Kuntz said. 

Bradley does not benefit financially 
from the revenue. The conferences, 
however, are good for publicity and pub¬ 
lic relations. They also expose potential 
students, such as the cheerleaders, to 
the University.

and state and local governments benefit 
from the visitors to the area also, Kuntz 
said. 

Kuntz points out that Bradley "won’t 
just take any conference. They must be 
an educationally related subject or of 
social value to the community or state. 
We always look for quality conferences," 
he said. 

Plans have already begun for next 
spring and summer. A children’s sym¬ 
phony will bring 10,000 to 12,000 kids to 
Bradley during spring break. There are 
also already four tentative requests for 
the summer. Kuntz said he hopes to add 
ten to twenty more by December. 

ACCORDING TO Kuntz, as the 
director of conference facilities he gets 
personal satisfaction. He said in doing 
his job he is "putting Bradley’s best foot 
forward" for a variety of people.

Baseball Braves to rebuild 


Players react to Italy

In the last six years Bradley 
Baseball has enjoyed great suc¬ 
cess. It has sent a total of eigh¬ 
teen players to professional 
baseball in those six years, 
including four from last years 
squad. The number of players 
that Bradley has sent to profes¬ 
sional baseball in these six years 
is the most produced by any 
school in the Midwest. 

But as the team starts its fall 
season, it looks toward a year of 
rebuilding, according to Coach 
Dewey Kalmer. The whole 
infield and two top pitchers 
either graduated or signed con¬ 
tracts to play professional base¬ 
ball. According to Kalmer the 




fall season is a good time for 
the whole team to gain experi¬ 
ence since all of the games are 
exhibition. 

There are several bright spots 
in this years team. The first one 
is that Paul DeJaynes, Mark 
Gillis, and Kurt Hausler are still 
on the team. They were all top 
pitchers on last years team. 
Coach Kalmer hopes that Roger 
Smithberg, Tom Shcrader, and 
Bob Bretwisch can pitch well 
this season, and pick up the 
slack left by the pitchers that 
left. All of the pitchers will have 
to carry this years team. 

On offense there are two 
players returning from last years 
team that were hitting stars.

"Don’t even breathe," 

whispered Bradley Braves 
center, Mike Williams, to 
accompanying team members as 
they filed passed uniformed 
guards brandishing machine 
guns. 

"They look like the kind who 
shoot first and ask questions 
later," he said. 

The Braves’ reception at the 
international airport was the 
first of several cultural 
differences to which the team 
had to adjust while touring Italy 
this past summer. 

The 17-day tour matched the 
rookie team against some of 
Europe’s professional basketball 
players. According to team 
members, the experience 
strengthened them both on and 
off court. 

"WE FELT like we were mil¬ 
lions and millions of miles away 
from home where no one spoke 
English but us," Williams said. 

"Everything was different 
from the hotels we stayed in to 
the pasta we always ate," said 
sophomore Greg Jones, a for¬ 
ward for the team. 

Even greater challenges faced 
the Braves on the court as they 
battled former National Basket¬ 
ball Association players and 
contenders also touring Italy 
from the United States. 

Having to dodge loose elbows 
and muscled by aggressive 
opponents under the basket, the 
Braves quickly adapted to the 
differences in strategies. 

"I knew we’d be playing a 
more physical and faster paced 
game using the international 
rules. The refs didn’t have to 
touch the ball before bringing it 
back in. And they didn’t call as 
many fouls as much. We could 
almost fight out there" said Her- 
sey Hawkins, a second-year 
guard. 

"WE NOW know the type of 
tempo we can play at. When we 
played our style at a slower 
tempo that kind of offsets them. 
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When we lost games we were 
trying to go too fast," Williams 
said. 

The Braves played in three 
tournaments, winning five of 
the 11 games, having lost four 
to the Chesterfield team 
comprised of former NBA 
players and contenders. 

The team members agreed 
that the tour was successful in 
uniting them. 

"The only people we could 
rely on were ourselves. We 
were the youngest team in the 
Missouri Valley Conference last 
year with eight freshmen, two 
sophomores, two juniors and 
one senior. 

"None of us had ever played

together or ever picked up a ball 
together. That’s what made this 
trip a necessity," said Donald 
Powell, a sophomore playing 
forward and center. 

"I THINK IT was a great 
experience. Something you do 
once in a lifetime. We were one 
big family. I felt we acted as a 
team," Jones said. 

"We did everything together- 
-ate together, played together 
and prayed together," Powell 
added. 

When asked what affect the 
tour will have on this year’s 
season, Hawkins responded, 
"We became closer as a team 
because we ’bonded’ together, 
and we’re not going to let any¬ 
one push us around this year."

"The biggest surprise of the whole trip was Bruce Mordini. 
Greg Jones was a big surprise, " Versace said. 

IN ONE GAME against Chesterfield, Mordini shot 71 percent 
from the floor. He also scored 21 points in a victory over 
LaSpezia-Magnani. 

Mike Williams shot 55 percent from the field for the tour, 
including 71 percent against K.K. Sebenka and 91 percent against 
Chesterfield. 

Donald Powell scored 31 points in one game against the 
Braves. Under international rules, the LaSpezia team, ^ playing 
without any Americans, selected Powell from the Braves’ roster. 
Powell also had a game of 25 points in 25 minutes for the Braves. 

More expected stars also shone for the Braves. Senior Jim Les 
averaged 15,8 points and 10 assists per game, in considerably less 
playing time than he would see in the regular season. Hersey Haw¬ 
kins led the team with 16 points per game and also had games of 
26 and 29 points. 

Les was named Most Valuable Player in two tournaments on 
the tour, while Powell received MVP honors in a third. 

THESE ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
were all achieved under conditions that were less than these Divi¬ 
sion I players are accustomed to. One gym was described by Gol- 
denberg as a concrete slab with a 1/32 inch rubber coating and no 
air conditioning. Another was brick court painted blue. The trips 
between cities were taken on buses that had no air conditioning 
and seats that didn’t recline. Despite these conditions, Versace was 
still more than happy with the tour. 

"It was a perfect trip. Good basketball. Good times. Some 
laughs," Versace said.

Braves summer in Italy

What did you do on your summer vacation? 

If you were a member of the Bradley Braves, you spent the 
summer playing basketball in Italy on brick courts against Bruce 
King of the University of Iowa and Ron Lee and Dwight Jones of 
the National Basketball Association, not to mention members of 
the Yugoslavian national team that captured the silver medal in the 
1984 Olympics. 

The Braves toured Italy from July 20 — August 7 and played in 
cities like Termoli, Porto San Giorgio, Cisternino, Sanremo, and 
LaSpezia. It was payed for by the Italian government and a "private 
benefactor." 

"We were eligible for a trip. . . we thought it would be a valu¬ 
able experience for them (the team)," Bradley Coach Dick Versace 
said. "We thought it might serve to form a stronger bond." 

VERSACE SAID he chose the entourage for the trip care¬ 
fully, in order to help build this bond. Included in this entourage 
was Leonard Bertolini, Sr., father of Bradley guard Len Bertolini. 
The trip allowed both Bertolini’s to see relatives in Italy. 

Also with the team was David Goldenberg. Bradley’s Director 
of Orientation and Advisement chronicled the tour for the Ama¬ 
teur Basketball Association of the United States and the Journal 
Star. 

The tour allowed Versace to take a long look at players who 
may not have gotten much playing time during the regular college 
season. 

"Len Bertolini, Bruce Mordini, Greg Jones and Trevor 
Trimpe... gave me more confidence in them. I was able to give 
them heavy doses of time, starting assignments—things I couldn’t 
do unless they knocked people over in practice," Versace said

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Lady Braves 
'experience'

Experience is one of several strong points 
fourth-year coach Pam Stanek looks toward as the 
Lady Braves opened the volleyball season. 

That experience she refers to is a "core" of 
five players—Stacey Besjak, Kathy Bickler, Carrie 
Brigman, Betsy Buckhold and Sharon Zaba-who 
brought Bradley its most successful season in its 
11-year volleyball history last year. 

Besjack has the highest hitting percentage of 
the "core" players (.229) as well as achieving 698 
kills to lead the team the last two seasons. 

Bickler, a senior, has been named the team’s 
Most Valuable Player the past two seasons with 
373 kills, 950 attempts as well as 423 digs. 

THE TEAM’S strongest setters, Brigman 
and Zaba are in their fourth years academically at 
Bradley, yet are juniors in eligibility due to inju¬ 
ries. Brigman who was red-shirted, suffered from 
ankle injuries causing her to miss one full year 
and all but 23 matches last year. 

Zaba red-shirted because of knee surgery and 
missed the 1982 season but fully recovered to 
lead BU with 2,298 assists during the past two 
seasons (72 percent of the team’s total). 

Buckhold, contributed 48 solo blocks to lead 
the team, while assisting 99 blocks in the 81 
matches she played at Bradley. 

Contributing further are senior Sue Przekwas

and sophomore Kathy Vaitkus. Przekwas 
transfered a year ago from a junior college to join 
the Bradley squad. She played in all 41 matches 
last year. 

Vaitkus, who as a freshman led the team in 
service aces (52) and averaged two kills per game 
and 11.26 digs. 

FIVE NEW players are also on Bradley’s 
roster. Athletes contacted as early as sophomore 
year in high school bring to Bradley their 
enthusiasm and dedication of the sport they gain 
through participation in strong club programs, 
according to Stanek. 

"Each year we will be able to get a better 
player due to stronger programs developing and 
growing, continually taking strides, which in the 
end leads to getting stronger players," comments 
Coach Stanek. 

Cheryl Christiansen, Sue Dodge, Karen 
Heubner, Kelly O’Neill and Mary Ward will all 
contribute to the Bradley squad. Each participated 
in summer volleyball programs. 

Determination is what has brought Bradley as 
far as they are; a quality team. How else could 
they be "winning more matches against harder 
and harder teams," as Coach Stanek stated. 

The Lady Braves are currently 2-1 having 
defeated Northern Illinois and Wisconsin on the 
road while losing to University, of Illinois in their 
home opener. 


Lady Braves prepare 
for spring title quest

The Lady Braves softball 
team will be taking a shot at the 
top of the Gateway Conference 
in the spring season. So, why 
write about the team in the fall? 
Because the Lady Braves six- 
game fall season is about to get 
underway. 

NCAA regulations limit the 
number of games to be played 
to 60 a year. Otherwise, the fall 
season would be longer, possi¬ 
bly 12 to 14 games. 

Coach Clint Wilson, in his 
fourth season at Bradley, is 
confident about the team’s 
chances. When asked to pick 
the favored team in the tough 
GCAC, he answered v "us." He 
did say that any team has a 
chance, and he picked ISU as 
the team’s toughest competi¬ 
tion. 

Wilson’s feelings may be 
justified. The Lady Braves 
return except for one player 
from last spring’s 34-15-1 team. 
The team seems to have a good 
balance of youth and experi¬ 
ence, and should be set for a 
few years down the road. What 
makes this year such a great 
chance for the team? The 
talented returning players. 


THE RETURNING player is 
pitcher Beth Hawkins. Last sea¬ 
son, as a sophomore, she went 
21-7 with an ERA of 0.64. She 
struck out 275 batters in 207 
and one-third innings. She 
pitched 26 complete games, 
including 3 perfect games and a 
no-hitter. She was GCAC Ath¬ 
lete of the Week twice, and was 
named MVP of the GCAC. She 
has worked hard to improve 
herself since then. Wilson calls 
her "the best I’ve ever seen" 
and "one of the premier pitchers 
in the country." 

Hawkins pairs with pitcher 
Kim Rosenbohm to be "the best 
1-2 pitchers around," according 
to Wilson. Rosenbohm went 
13-8 with a 1.49 ERA last sea¬ 
son, and her main weapon is 
her control. 

Gwen Seputis returns to 
shortstop following a banner 
offensive year in which she led 
the team in hits (54), doubles 
(seven), triples (five)-, runs 
scored (30), and batting average 
(.342). She swiped five of the 
team’s 12 stolen bases, again to 
lead the team. Rightfielder Patti 
Russo will be back after she was 
the team leader in HRs (four) 
and RBI (48) last season. 
Speedy Karla Cox, who led the 


Lady Braves in sacrifices (nine) I 
last season, returns to her 
centerfield position. 

The Lady Braves have many 
new players to go with the 
returners. Illinois Central Col¬ 
lege transfer Alicia Curtis plans 
to add some extra pop to the 
offensive attack. She struck out 
only once last season—against 
Hawkins. The battery of Glenda 
and Brenda Nelson highlights 
the class of freshmen on this 
year’s squad. 

While Wilson was pleased 
with the year the Lady Braves 
had last season, he was disap-1 
pointed with the team's 
offensive output (Seputis was 
the only player to hit over 
.300). To remedy that dilemma, 
Ernie Smith will join the team 
as an assistant coach starting 
this season. He will coach the 
Lady Braves on hitting and 
outfield play. 

WHILE THE FALL season 
is too short to be very impor¬ 
tant, it does serve a few pur¬ 
poses. New players can become 
acclimated to the team and the 
GCAC. Veterans get a chance 
to perfect their craft and every¬ 
body gets in some important 
game experience before the cru¬ 
cial spring season.

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King appears on national television

Reality of fraternity life-fraternities: the last 
male chauvinistic society-was the topic of discus¬ 
sion as the Donahue Show last Wednesday. 

Phil Donahue, host of the show, had a panel 
consisting of Ed King, director of residential life 
and student judicial systems at Bradley, Andrew 
Merton, professor and author. Merton wrote the 
article entitled "Return to Brotherhood" which 
appeared in the September issue of Mr. Maga¬ 
zine. Also on the show was Lucy Elridge, gradu¬ 
ate of Hampton College and Scott Hughes, 1985 
graduate of Bradley and Sigma Nu s Man of the 
Year. 

The show addressed the attitudes, values and 
morals of fraternity members and their chauvinis¬ 
tic attitudes of women. 

Fraternities were portrayed as training 
grounds for vandalism, violence and chauvinism. 
Several members of the audience were from 
Brown University, Providence Rhode Island, who 
cited incidents of rating females from 1-10 and 
fraternity songs/rhymes that portray women as 
sexual toys. 

KING SAID THE fraternity instills values in 
its members—self values, values with each other 
(honesty, integrity, justice) and trust in their 
God." 


When fraternities are found guilty of 
offenses. King said these are "atypical" instances 
"however. These houses should be closed down" 
when they are like that. 

Merton referred to his article and the pur¬ 
pose of writing it. He said he wasn t calling for 
abolishment, he was calling for reform. 

King agreed with Merton and said, "We need 
better supervision throughout the whole system." 

Merton’s article cites several instances where 
fraternities existence are questionable. "Brothers 
at the University of Florida’s Pi Lambda Phi fra¬ 
ternity did not deny that several of the brothers 
had had sex with a 17-year-old freshman. But 
they insist she was willing. She says she was 
raped," the article states. 

"FRATERNITIES ARE sporting clubs, and 
their game is women," the article stated. Whether 
this be true or false, is questioned by members of 
the fraternal organization. Fraternities have also 
been accused of hazing, (in some cases hazing 
leads to death). "There is a strong connection 
between the hazing and the harassment: a view of 
sex as a weapon rather than as an expression of 
love or friendship," the article states. 

In the article. King was quoted at the 
Western Regional Greek Conference last April on 
the matter of sexual harassment. King said, "Date

Stances on drinking see change

Greg Lindskogg, a 21-year-old Bradley stu¬ 
dent, was charged with allegedly delivering 
alcohol to two- minors following an incident in 
Harper Hall on August 31. 

The two minors involved were referred to 
Tim Wendle, associate director of residential life, 
for disciplinary action. 

On September 8, Sigma Chi fraternity was 
issued a city ordinance for supplying alcohol to 
Sue Smith, a 19-year-old Bradley student. 

Wendle said the first incident occurred after 
security received a complaint about a noisy party 
on the third floor of Harper Hall. 

WHEN THE OFFICERS arrived, the party 
was no longer in progress, but noise was still 
coming from one room. 

(?)Security notified the Peoria police prior to 
entering the room of the two minors. 

The students in the room were not found 
drinking, but bottles were found on the window 
sill and in the refrigerator. 

Wendle said the bottles allegedly belonged to 
Lindskogg, who lived in the next room and was 
storing the alcohol in the refrigerator of the 
minors. 

The second incident occurred after Peoria 
police officers witnessed Smith walking in a public 
area with alcohol after allegedly leaving a Sigma 
Chi party. 

WENDLE SAID both incidents reflect a new 
attitude of the Peoria police department about 
cracking down on minors in possession of 

alcohol. . , 

"In the past cases (of underaged drinking), 
the officers involved would use their own discre¬ 
tion. But the deaths of two area youths (this past 
summer) has changed this. Now the officers are 
citing everyone," Wendle said. 

He said Peoria Police Superintendent Allen 
Andrews met with members of fraternities, soror¬ 
ities and dorm staff and told them the department 
would not look for minors in possession, but 
would respond if called on another complaint. 

Wendle said he has met with Dave Baer, 


director of security and communications, Ken 
Goldin, Bradley’s business manager and Ed King, 
director of residential life and student judicial sys¬ 
tem to discuss how Bradley security would handle 
situations involving minors in possession in the 
future. 

He said they reached a consensus that when 
only students were involved, it would be handled 
internally and the only time city police would be 
called is if non-students were involved. 

"WE WON’T HASSLE students in dorms or 
fraternities, as long as they are not drawing atten¬ 
tion to themselves," Wendle said. 

Under age students are referred to Wendle, 
and he uses his discretion to determine whether 
they should attend a mandatory alcohol program, 
he said. 

Kevin Burke, campus affairs chairman spent 
the summer developing a new alcohol education 
program to coincide with the Senate passed 
alcohol policy. 

Burke said this program, which he hopes to 
have in operation for next semester, is an educa¬ 
tional, rather than disciplinary program. 

Students involved in alcohol-related incidents 
would be referred by their resident advisor or 
assistant resident advisor to the office of residen¬ 
tial life. 

THE OFFICE of residential life (Wendle or 
the students head resident) then determine 
whether to place the student with the program. 

Burke said the program is not intended for 
the one-time abuser or for the proven alcoholic 
("We’re not equiped to handle them"). "The pro¬ 
gram is for the person who has a problem, but is 
not in need of professional care." 

Once assigned to the program, the students 
must pay a five dollar fee to help cover the pro¬ 
gram cost. If the student fails to attend, a $50 
fine is assessed, but the student is not relieved 
from attending the program, Burke said. 

Students meet in group and one-on-one ses¬ 
sions, view one or more educational movies, and 
must pass one or more alcohol awareness tests 
before completing the program. 

Burke said he estimates there will be two 
programs each semester with fifteen people in 
each.

rape is common and gang rapes happen more 
than anyone would like to think.” King ack¬ 
nowledged that men should be reprimanded, 
even thrown out of their fraternities for such 
behavior. "We're reaping what we sow. The male 
attitude is, 'Sow your wild oats while you can’ 
And we're trying to talk you (women) into join¬ 
ing us,” he said. King said he was not laying 
blame on the women. 

Fraternities were said to be training grounds 
for social interaction. Fraternity environment iso¬ 
lates them and offers them the opportunity to 
meet people like themselves. It was said fraterni¬ 
ties institutionalize sexism. 

What are college administrations doing about 
these problems? Merton said s "Some colleges are 
getting rid of fraternities, others are taking a 
closer look and others are sheepish, let them 
exist but pretend they don’t.”

Reportedly, a crackdown on underage drinking in Peoria 
has been succeeding. John Barra, Peoria County State's Attorney said Mon¬ 
day that authorities are watering down the underage drinking problem. The 
combination of increased arrests and convictions of underage offenders and 
their suppliers and the removal of peer pressure is part of a get-tough policy 
formulated by Barra and Police Superintendent Allen Andrews. Barra said that 
concentration has also been put on increasing the penalty for underage drink¬ 
ing and having alternative activities for teens. 

One hundred and one arrests for the first eight months of this year for 
underage consumption and possession have been recorded by the city of 
Peoria. This compares with 89 such arrests during all of 1984. 


Caterpillar Tractor Company has unveiled a missile carrier 
called a Hard Missile Launcher. The vehicle, designed by Caterpillar and Mar¬ 
tin Marietta Corporation, can haul a missile with a nuclear warhead. The HML 
is about 85 miles long and will be able to travel at on-road speeds of about 
50 m.p.h. 

The missile launcher is part of a $50 million development contract which 
Caterpillar hopes will bring $1 billion in sales if it is selected by the Air Force. 


Foster and Gallagher. a direct mail-marketing firm, plans its 
second expansion at the Peoria facility on 6523 N. Galena Road. A new firm. 
Magazine Marketplace Telemarketing Inc., will be housed in a 54,000 
square-foot building now under construction. Construction should be finished 
Oct. 1. The Foster and Gallagher firm has 35 employees at the present time. 
An additional 50 employees may be added by next year, said Fredrick J. 
Stuber, financial vice president for Foster and Gallagher. 


Renovation of the Peoria County Courthouse and building on 
the former Peoria County Jail site has been approved by the Management 
Services Committee. These renovations, at a proposed cost of between $5.9 
million and $6.4 million, call for a building that would house non-court 
employees and the revamping of the current courthouse. 


Public school teachers are no longer allowed to teach in parochial 
schools as a result of a U S. Supreme Court ruling in July. Public schools 
must provide services for parochial school children who qualify for federal 
low-income programs. In Peoria, District 1 50 has sent teachers to South Side 
Catholic. Students here received remedial reading instructions. These students 
will go to Blaine-Summer School for this instruction.

former management workers of Keystone Steel and Wire 
Company were mailed checks representing $1 million in lost earnings Mon¬ 
day. The repayment of the lost earnings comes after a $1.9 million settlement 
of their age-discrimination lawsuit against Keystone. 

The workers filed the lawsuit in March 1983 after they were either 
forced to retire, fired, or demoted to other jobs. The workers, some with 
more than 30 years of service, claimed in the suit that Keystone violated 
federal age-discrimination laws that protect workers aged 40 to 70. 


Illinois Wildlife experts believe that an injured bald eagle did not 
fly 450 miles and die 30 miles from its birth place in Peoria but was dumped 
there. The eagle was born at Glen Oak Zoo in May. It was released last month 
at a Tennessee refuge and died of a broken wing and pelvis Aug. 30. The 
young eagle died of an injury by a collision of some kind. Because the eagle 
was not shot, the person or persons who moved it will not be in any trouble. 


Peoria Disposal Company's Pottstown hazardous waste landfill 
has been rejected as a dumpsite for waste from Missouri by the U S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency. The site was rejected because of small problems 
with the Pottstown landfill. 

The hundreds of tons of contaminated soil from southwest Missouri will 
be hauled to a landfill in Fort Wayne, Indiana. 


The Peoria Housing Authority will add two assistant supervi¬ 
sors and a foreman to its maintenance department next year at a cost of 
$50,000. The move is designed to aid the PHA, which has been operating at 
50 percent efficiency. The new offices are expected to be filled by October 1.

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Police crackdown 
affects Bradley

If you're not 21-years-old you can't drink, "It's as simple as 
hat," Mike Forman, interfraternity council president, said. 

Forman was commenting on the Peoria police's sudden "crack¬ 
down" on underage drinking in the Bradley area. Peoria police are 
jracking down city-wide since the deaths of two minors this sum¬ 
mer were alcohol related deaths. 

"I’m kind of indifferent about the issue (cracking down). I see 
^he reason for it, but it's a shame they have to do it—but they do," 
Forman said. 

Bradley’s interest in the underaged drinking issue was sparked 
ast fall after 19-year-old Timothy Palmer fell to his death after a 
light of drinking last summer at the Sigma Alpha Epsilon frater- 
lity. 

SINCE PALMER'S death, Bradley student leaders have taken 
the alcohol matter into their own hands. Last spring, the Student 
Senate developed a University alcohol policy which included an 
education program for offenders. Also, IFC/Panhel leaders opted 
for a dry pre-rush week this fall. 

Forman said, "Peoria police won't come up here (Bradley) 
unless they've had complaints. It was the same in the past, but 
before when the police would come they just told them (students^ 
to be quiet and they pretty much ignored underage drinking. Now 
they will pay attention to it and take action." 

If the police have probable cause, they can act on it, Forman 

iaid. 

If Bradley Security receives a complaint, "they have to call the 
Peoria police, unless they’re patrolling. Peoria police don't have to 
:all security (when they receive a complaint) but they usually do," 
Forman said. 

When it comes to disciplining the offender, sometimes "if 
you're lucky," Peoria will turn it over to Bradley officials, some- 
limes not, Forman said. 

West Bluff Fair 
to get new site

For the first time in its nine-year history, the West Bluff' Fair 
will not be held in Bradley's Olin Quad. Instead, it will be located 
in the upper level of Bradley Park. 

The fair will be held Saturday and Sunday from 11 a.m. to 5 
p.m. Attractions will include the Glen Oak petting zoo, a magician, 
martial arts instructor, a raffle, a balloon lift and arts and crafts 
booths. 

Bradley's Business Manager Ken Goldin said that his decision 
to ask the West Bluff' Council not to request the use of the quad 
for the fair was based on two factors: cost and atmosphere. 

Goldin said in recent years the University, rather than the 
West Bluff' Council, had been responsible for providing tables for 
the participants and had paid such costs for additional security per¬ 
sonnel, grounds crews, and electricians. Fie cited an incident that 
occurred several years ago, in which a woman who hurt her ankle 
during the fair sued for compensation, which Bradley paid. Goldin 
said that he did not believe it was fair for students to foot the bill 
for the fair with their tuition. 

GOLDIN ALSO said that the administration had hoped the 
fair would be of a "more educational nature" with information

Bradley University is losing one of its top 
administrative officials January 1, 1986. Dr. 
James Erickson, assistant to the president. Dr. 
Martin Abegg, has accepted the position of vice 
chancellor for university relations and develop¬ 
ment at the University of California, Riverside. 

Erickson was selected from a field of more 
than 100 applicants in the nation-wide search.

Erickson has mixed emotions about leaving. 
"I believe in the University, its people, and the 
student body is of the highest caliber. The com¬ 
munity has been good to me." 

ERICKSON HAS been recognized by the 
state of Illinois, the Urban League, the city of 
Peoria, the education community and the busi¬ 
ness community for his service, time and exten¬ 
sive leadership. 

His new job entails as many responsibilities 
as before, but with an emphasis on public iden¬ 
tity. He wants to show the California community 
that the institution is run by people, like himself, 
who take pride in their work and the school sys¬ 
tem. He also wants to cultivate a deeper trust, 
respect, and public acceptance of the college. 

Erickson is looking forward to his new chal¬ 
lenge but will miss his hometown and Bradley. 

The quote on his office wall by Abraham 
Lincoln says a great deal about the style and self 
of Dr. James Erickson: "I like to see a man proud 
of the place in which he lives.

Find out the 
many contributions Senate has 
made to Bradley University. 

A common assumption is that 
Senate is a battleground for debat¬ 
ing issues, but taking no further 
action once the meeting is 
adjourned. Wrong. 

Last year's Senate did more 
than in the past years.

A prime example is the birth control/abortion issue. 1 myself 

am an advocate of birth control by means of pills or devices to 
prevent impregnation, but am strongly opposed to abortion. How¬ 
ever, I feel that people have been given free will for a reason-so 
that they can make their own mistakes. If I were asked, I would 
advise a person to use birth control, but not to get an abortion, i 
would NOT require them to make a decision one way or the other 
because of MY personal beliefs, because that would be infringing 
on their right to their own beliefs. 

Those people who argue that abortion is murder should think 
about this: Homocide is illegal because it disrupts the fabric of 
society, not because it is immoral (this makes it no less immoral). 
Abortion essentially prevents an individual who is not present phy¬ 
sically from becoming present. No doubt, that individual could 
have some important contribution to society, but there are no 
adverse changes resulting from his or her absence. This makes 
abortion no less a murder, but it does eliminate the reason for that 
murder being illegal. 

Birth control has a very good argument for it: without birth 
control anywhere, humanity would soon overpopulate and the 
entire world would tend to be like the situation in Ethiopia-- with 
the rich eating well and letting the poor starve. That seems pretty 
immoral to me, and I don't think that the good intentions of those 
who oppose contraception as being immoral would change the 
situation. 

THE SAME PEOPLE who are attempting to control morals 
abroad are working at the same goals here at home as well. And 
they don't limit themselves to the abortion issue, either. They have 
made advances in their pressuring of record companies to put rat¬ 
ings similar to those of movies on popular albums, in hopes of cut¬ 
ting back the sale of things that they consider to be "immorally 
influencing our young people". They would rather the radio stations 
not play ANYTHING, by an artist that has perhaps one or two 
songs that are unacceptable to them, even though the songs which 
would be played probably aren't the objectionable ones. (The FCC 
does a fair job of keeping "profanity" off the air already.) 

The next logical step is the censoring of books and other 
printed materials. One would think that their ultimate goal is a 
morally controlled country. No one would have the right to make 
decisions, be cause they might make the "wrong" ones. 

Today, people in control of funds to aid birth control in third 
world nations are denying those funds to anyone who advises any¬ 
thing but "natural" birth control. This is not obviously passing legis¬ 
lation on the issue, but is certainly no less effective. If their gambit 
in controlling morality outside the United Stales is successful, not 
only will many poor nations suffer the problems of overpopulation,

A group of 10 Japanese busi¬ 
nessmen are learning what the 
Bradley and American experi¬ 
ence's all about. 

The businessmen are part of 
the 1985 Regional Banks Asso¬ 
ciation Seminar. They have 
been here since July 15 and will 
leave the campus on Oct. 8. 

Understanding American 
customs, behavior patterns and 
participating in a full range of 
organized business and social 
activities are some of the things 
the bankers are experiencing. 

The Regional Bank Seminar 
began in 1977 and was the 
brainwork of Greg Kaiser.

GSL debts too much for students

Findings from a recent survey confirm fears 
of many college aid experts that a continuing reli¬ 
ance on Guaranteed Student Loans (GSL) for the 
last decade and skyrocketing tuition rates have 
forced students to borrow more than they can 
repay after graduating, according to the College 
Press Service (CPS). 

Besides the student debt issue; students with 
bigger debts tend to delay raising families, buying 
homes, and other major financial acquisitions 
because they cah't afford the added financial com¬ 
mitments, a survey shows, which was sponsored 
by the National Association of Student Financial 
Aid Administrators. 

The survey also shows that younger, more 
recent graduates are having the biggest problem 
in repaying loans because they had to borrow 
more money to meet rising tuition costs. 

"In the 1970's there were no restrictions in 
regard to student loans, even if your parents were 
multi-millionaires. As a result, most people took 
advantage of this. The increase of loans was 
tremendous in a very short lime," Mike Swear¬ 
ingen, vice president of the Commercial National 
Bank of Peoria, said. 

SWEARINGEN SAID changes were made 
by the Reagan Administration because over the 
"span of five years, the growth of loans was astro¬ 
nomical" and the level of students not paying 
loans back had increased (default). 

In the past if students didn't want to or 
couldn't pay back his loan, he could just file for 
bankruptcy. Now, this cannot be done, and the 
government has perfected its ways in "recovering 
the amount of the loan." 

"There is a marked increase in defaults just 


because there has been a marked increase in 
loans and outstandings," Swearingen said. 

The survey showed that single women, 
minority and low income students are hit the 
hardest because they typically borrow more to go 
to School, and earn lower salaries when they gra¬ 
duate, only $17,000 a year, compared to $23,000 
for men. Most low-income and minority students 
never earn their bachelor's degrees, so they are 
stuck with repaying aid debts for an education 
they never finished. 

According to Dave Pardieck, unit director of 
financial assistance, the students at Bradley are 
"fairly homogenous. It has not been in our 
experience that any particular group has had a 
higher rate of defaults. The students lend to be 
generally alike-lhey tend to pay back their loans." 

THE STUDENT RATE of default at Brad¬ 
ley has been below national norm. "The rate has 
been consistently at 8-10 percent," he said. 

The American Council on Education (ACE) 
recently asked the House Postsecondary Subcorn- 
mittee on Education to raise GSL annual limits 
from $2500 to $3000. 

The ACE feels it is recommending a reason¬ 
able increase in limits, but not one that is big 
enough to add significantly to the debt burden 
problem, CPS said. 

Students debt burden affects the lives and 
consumer patterns of borrowers and it may be 
affecting the number of students who don't go on 
to grad school because they are so heavily in 
debt. 

ACE policy analyst Scott Miller said, "There's | 
a lot of concern over student debt, but there is I 
also a lot of concern over the fact that loan limits I 
aren't keeping pace with college costs."

Hanks plays Lawrence Bourne 
III, a snotty WASP-type who joins 
the Peace Corps to escape a gam¬ 
bling debt. (This film is set in 
1962, when people were joining 
the Peace Corps, for probably 
better reasons.) Lawrence is natur¬ 
ally a little alarmed when he finds 
himself in a Far Eastern village, 
to forgive other problems: like 
Hank’s now-you-hear-it, now-you- 
don’t upper-class accent, and the 
fact that the Peace Corps members 
are singing "Puff the Magic Dragon" 
on the plane...but their mouths 
aren’t moving with the words. (A 
friend who did live through the 
early 60s told me that might have 
been on purpose, since "Puff" was 
thought to be about marijuana. The 
lipsyncing discrepancies might be 
an in-joke. If that’s true, it was 
beyond me, and I resept directors’ 
jokes that the audience can’t under¬ 
stand. If it isn’t true, it’s just plain 
bad editing, and I resent that even 
more.)

Greenpeace is an ecological group 
dedicated to the preservation of 
life, who have received far too little 
recognition and support for the 
. tremendous work they’ve done. 

Greenpeace is the group most 
directly responsible for such great 


strides forward as the International 
Whaling Commission’s ban On all 
commercial whaling and, the gra¬ 
dual slowing down of the annual 
harp seal slaughter in Canada. 

And the really wonderful thing 
about Greenpeace is that in a 
decade of terrorism and violence, 
they accomplish a(l of their goals 
through nonviolent means -such as 
spraying harp seal 'pups with 
flourescent dye to render their pelts 
commercially useless to hunters, or 
photographing illegal Soviet whal¬ 
ing activities. 

In the latter case seven Green¬ 
peace members were actually cap¬ 
tured by the Soviets and held for a 
week. Some members of Green¬ 
peace have actually been killed, 
blinded or otherwise injured in the 
course of their duties, yet they are 
pledged never to respond to 
violence with violence. 

Greenpeace also campaigns 
against nuclear dumping and the 
proliferation of acid rain, as well as 
the slaughter of kangaroos and dol¬ 
phins. 

Recently, however, 

Greenpeace’s ship, The Rainbow 
Warrior, was bombed by terrorists 
in a New Zealand harbor, landing 
the group in desperate financial 
straits. Thus the benefit album, 
Greenpeace. 


If nothing else good could be 
said for the situation, at least the 
timing was good. Judging by the 
recent successes of Live Aid and 
USA For Africa, the public seemed 
to be in a humanitarian mood. 
Sure, some trends are irritating - 
okay, all trends are irritating--but 
some trends make up for their tren¬ 
diness by the good they do. Obvi¬ 
ously, this is one such case. 

As for the album itself, its 
surprisingly cohesive for such a 
diverse group of contributing 
artists. Although some of the songs 
have been previously released they 
are in all but a few cases represen¬ 
tative of the best work of the 
artists. If you have a good music 
« collection you might already have 
three or four of the songs, but since 
it’s a sixteen song album there’s 
really no way to lose. 

My personal favorites on the 
collection are Howard Jones’ 
"Equality" (another in his patented 
"synthesized-but-not-brooding-no- 
this-is-happy-music" style), 

Eurythmics’ "No Fear, No Hate, No 
Pain" (No Broken Hearts) 
(Synthesized-and-brooding-but- 
baby-we got-soul") Depeche Mode's 
"Blasphemous Rumours" 

("Synthesized brooding and 
soulless-but hey that's the 
eighties") and the Pretenders’ 


"Show Me" ("Whats-a- 

synthesizer?") 

Probably the only disappoint¬ 
ments on the album were George 
Harrison’s "Save The World," 
which continues the general 
downhill trend of his post-Beatles 
pop (Though ya gotta give him 
credit for trying, and the lyrics are 
nice), and of course the Queen 
Song. No, on second thought, that 
wasn’t a disappointment. It was 
expected. 

In summation, l didn’t mean to 
imply during this review that, for 
instance, it’s everybody’s human 
duty to buy this album’ all I basi¬ 
cally meant to say was that it’s 
everybody’s human duty to buy 
this album.

What is new for the creators of the 
dance floor gems "Blue Monday" 
and "Confusion" is the thoroughly 
commercial nature of their latest 
album. 

New order seems to have 
escaped--musically, at least--the 
depression they fell into when their 
lead singer, Ian Curtis, killed him¬ 
self just prior to their first Ameri¬ 
can tour. After the suicide, the 
band (formerly Joy Division) 
regrouped with a new name, a new 
vocalist, and not very much to be 
happy about. 

* New Order’s first efforts were 
characterized by synthesizer skill, 
unpolished vocals, and sombre 
songs. On /f2Low-life/fl, New 
Order has become much more 
accesible. The vocals have 
improved, and still the music is as 
punchy as "Confusion" and as 
powerful as "Blue Monday." 

Although the music is upbeat, 
the lyrics are not exactly those of 
care-free love songs. Words 
describing desperation, anger, isola¬ 
tion and loneliness are juxtaposed 
with New Order’s version of feel¬ 
good dance music. 

The contrast between the 
sound of the songs and their mean¬ 
ing notwithstanding, the album is a 
Schaumburg Shuffler’s dream.

Professorship set up

Bradley will be having prominent journalists and educators in 
the communications field lecturing, teaching and conducting 
workshops for students and professionals as the result of the newly 
established Mary Leslie Robison Professorship of Communications. 

Bradley President, Dr. Martin G. Abegg announced the profes¬ 
sorship at a ceremony in the Founder’s Room. Mary Leslie 
Robison, who was a Professor at Bradley from 1957 through 1969, 
provided the endowment. 

Robison and the Bradley administration hope that outstanding 
professionals in the field of journalism will be able to visit for one 
or two months each. "I owe loyally to Bradley. 1 enjoyed my years 
there," Robison said. The professorship is "something 1 can do to 
perpetuate journalism," she said. 

In establishing the professorship, Robison quoted Francis 
Bacon, "I hold every man a debtor to his profession." 

"I HOLD MYSELF fortunate to be trained as a journalist, to 
be a privileged member of the enviable Fourth Estate, to have had 
the enjoyment of teaching, the fun of working with words for print 
to many students now prominent in their professions. It is with this 
hope of in some way repaying my debt to my profession that I am 
establishing this endowment," Robison said. 

DURING HER years at Bradley, Robison advised the Univer 
sity newspaper and yearbook stall's. She also taught journalism and 
English for 14 years at Pekin High School. Robison said, "I hold 
myself very fortunate to be a journalism teacher. It’s fun working 
with words." This was one of the influential factors in her establish 
merit of the endowment, she said. 

Robison received her masters of Journalism from Medill 
School of Journalism at Northwestern. She did a doctoral study at 
the University of Illinois and received a Certificate of Proficiency in 
English at Cambridge. Many of her awards are listed in "The 
World's Who’s Who of Women", "2000 Women of Achievement" 
"International Who’s Who of Intellectuals". 

Robison is the past president of Delta Kappa Gamma, an 
international honor society for women in journalism and has been 
a long standing member of the Central Illinois Branch of the 
National League of American Pen Women. She has also received 
the Gold Key for Meritorious Service from the Illinois Association 
of Teachers in Journalism. ^

THERE IS ALREADY already a list of 
offenders who could be placed on the program, 
Burke said. 

"This is a good base...the best we have come 
with so far," Burke said. 

Burke said costs are still a concern, and they 
are seeking possible assistance from the human 
services center. 

A professional alcohol councelor is being 
saught, but Burke said he is not sure who. 

He said the human services center is also 
going to provide a professional critique of the 
proposal. 

THE PROGRAM has already received some 
approval. "The administration loves, we love it, 
and we need it," Burke said. 

He said the Student Senate has already 
ratified the creation >of the program, and he now 
hopes to present the final proposal to it. 

Burke was also involved with the alcohol 
awareness program presented during the summer 
orientation sessions. 

He said the program was to presented to the 
parents and students to make them aware that 
there was a problem at Bradley, no more or less 
than at other universities, and that they weren’t 
’sweeping it under the rug.’ 


Both students and parents were shown the 
movie Student Choices, after which they divided 
into groups with students meeting with parents 
other than their own. 

BURKE SAID ihis vnve b"ih students and 
parents chance to express their views and ask 
questions without fear of disciplinary action (on 
the part of the student). 

"Students are coming to Bradley to buy an 
education, not another parent," he said. 

Burke said the program met with mixed 
reviews, but most said they appreciated the pro¬ 
gram. 

The students caught were drinking in the two 
incidents were either in public areas or were cal¬ 
ling attention to themselves in some other way, 
Wendle said. 

University policy prohibits any person, 
regardless of age, from drinking in public areas 
on campus, he said. 

"THE DAYS OF block parties and big house 
parties are over," Wendle said. 

Students don’t need to be paranoid, but they 
should realize that they are taking a calculated 
risk when they drink underage or supply alcohol 
to underaged persons, he said. 

"The bottom line is responsibility," Wendle 
said.

College footballers may play for pay 


DENVER, CO. (CPS)~ 
Paying college students to play 
football-long considered wrong 
by most college sports officials- 
-may be mustering support even 
among coaches, according to a 
recent Denver newspaper 
report. 

Fourteen of the 18 represen¬ 
tatives of the Western Athletic 
Conference questioned this 
summer by the Denver Post 
said they support giving football 
players a monthly salary. 

Eight of the nine players 
questioned endorsed the idea, 
as did six of the eight coaches. 

”The current situation is not 
fair to the players, with as many 
hours as they spend on foot¬ 


ball,” Texas El-Paso coach Bill 
Yung told the Post. 

"IT’S LIKE A job-and you 
deserve to be paid for a job." 

National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) officials 
oppose paying student athletes, 
claiming it would undermine 
the amateur status of college 
athletics. 

The idea has been discussed 
informally for several years, 
mostly by critics of big-time col¬ 
lege athletics who charge stu¬ 
dent athletes generate profits 
for the schools, but get nothing 
in return. 

And some sports sociologists 
believe proposals to pay student 


athletes will gain support as 
schools struggle to find ways to 
end under-the-table payments 
that violate NCAA rules. 

But the athletic community 
itself has not shown much 
interest in the idea, until now. 

MOST COACHES AND 
players polled by the Post advo¬ 
cated a monthly salary of 
between $50 and $100. 

"Give the kids a few dollars 
in their pockets to spend legally, 
then 1 think you cut down on 
the temptation for them trying 
to get illegal money for their 
tickets or getting alumni to give 
thqm (gifts)," Wyoming coach 
A1 Kincaid said.

Enrollment declines

Bradley enrollment figures released this week show a decline of 
416 students over the same period last year. The decline reportedly 
is caused by a downward trend in the population of high school 
graduates. 

The decrease is seen greatest in the total headcount for the tall 
semester, which stands at 4950 students. The number of full-time 
students had declined from 727 to 391 from the fall semester. 
There was also a decline of 80 part-time students from last year. 

"We are continuing to experience the effects of a decline in the 
national population of high school graduates. The Illinois decline in 
high school graduates actually started in 1976 and will last until 
1992. During" that time, the number of Illinois high school gradu¬ 
ates will decrease by approximately 33 percent," Dr. Alan Gaisky, 
acting associate provost for student affairs, said. However, a report 
from the Registrar's Office stales Bradley enrollment had increased 
during part of this Illinois decline. During the period from 1976 to 
1982, enrollment peaked at 5600 up from 4820. 

The tuition increase for this academic year from S5750 to 
S6300, combined with an increase in room and board, brings total 
costs to S9260. This increase was, approved because of the expected 
drop in enrollment. This increase, up from S8550, was necessary to 
support existing programs. Gary Anna, Bradley University vice 
president for business affairs, said the enrollment decline has 
direct impact upon the University's budget because about 70 per 
cent of Bradley's S41 million operating budget comes from student 
fees.

WCBU and WTVP 

receive funding

More than $166,000 in slate grants have been earmarked for 
Bradley University's public television station, WTVP, and its sister 
radio station, WCBU, as a result of legislation enacted Sept. 11. 

The Illinois General Assembly had asked for $316,100 for 
WTVP and $94,800 for WCBU, based on a proportion of 75 per¬ 
cent for public television and 25 percent for radio. They received 
$126,000 and $40,000, respectfully, when Governor James R. 
Thompson signed the bill with an amendatory veto. Thompson 
explained because of budgetary belt-tightening, the statewide allot¬ 
ment had to be cut from $5 million to $2 million. 

According to Frank Thomas, station manager at WCBU, this is 
the first lime the Illinois General Assembly has set aside funds 
specifically for public television and radio. There has been funding 
in the past for certain programs, such as WCBU's programs for 
helping the blind, but the new grant will be used mainly to offset 
other funding decreases. The Corporation for Public Broadcasting is 
one such source of decreased funding. 

WCBU was aware of the possibility of receiving $94,800, but 
was not counting on it. They had not allocated money for specific 
programs, but had discussed ideas for its use. The decrease was not 
unexpected, but the station is happy to receive $40,000. 

THOMAS STATED that he was "a little surprised that he 
(Gov. Thompson) signed it, although this type of bill is nothing 
new. Other states do it. We're just glad that he did."

the Greeks who need supervi¬ 
sion. Fortunately, Bradley's 
Greek system is closely super¬ 
vised. Because of this, one can¬ 
not help but wonder why the 
Greeks receive a lot of negative 
attention. Why is it that certain 
cases which are not related to 
Greek life are down-played? 
You ask what cases? After 
reading a few of the security 
reports in the past issues of the 
Bradley Scout, such instances 
were cited:

We believe that you 
will come to realize for the 
most part, the Greek life is a 
positive experience even if you 
have chosen not to participate 
in it. Remember, you will 
honestly find trouble-makers in 
every organization or group. Do 
not base an opinion on only one 
or two individuals and/or 
instances.

Buffs to show International films

Nick Nolte and Katharine Hep¬ 
burn must be one of the most 
unlikely pairings in movie history. 
Yet, someone had the idea to put 
them together in "Grace Quigley," 
and the result is something unique. 

Hepburn plays the title charac¬ 
ter, an aged widow who witnesses 
the murder of her landlord. This 
doesn’t bother her too much; she 
was about to be evicted anyway. 
She finds out who the killer is and 
confronts him. She doesn’t want to 
vturn him in because she wants to 
hire him. The target? Herself. The 
reason? She’s broke and alone and 
tired of living. 

I’m not really giving away the 
plot by telling you this. There are 
so many twists and turns in this 
film, it’s hard to remember Grace’s 
original intention by the end any- 
. way. 

Nolte plays Seymore Flint, the 
professional murderer. He’s never 
been asked to kill the actual client 
before, and is a little hesitant about 
it. Especially since she’s a little old 
lady who reminds him of the 
mother he never had. 

Grace has a few things she 
wants Seymore to do before he 
kills her. It seems she has a few 
friends who also would rather be 
dead. Once Seymore is convinced 
he’s doing these people a favor, he 
takes to the role of humanitarian 
with gusto. And along the way, he 
adopts Grace as a mother figure. 
And so it goes. 

This movie isn’t a testament 
to mercy killings. It’s a light¬ 
hearted, somewhat warped comedy 
about where to draw the line before 
one gets carried away with one’s 
mission. 

Hepburn is...well, she’s Hep¬ 


burn, the stuff movie legends are 
made of. This role isn’t exactly 
Lady Macbeth, but Hepburn proves 
once again she’s as gifted a 
comedic actress as she is anything 
else. 

Nolte is perfect as the kindly, 
slightly confused Seymore. And

Applications are available for 
the spring semester of study at 
the American University in 
Washington D.C. for those 
interested in national govern¬ 
ment and politics, economic 
policy, foreign policy, justice, or 
journalism. 

The American 

University/Bradley University 
program is open to any student 
who is interested in any of the 
above areas, as well as those 
who may be thinking of a career 
in Washington or in the federal 
government. American Univer¬ 
sity requires the student to have 
at least a 2.5 overall GPA and 
at least a basic course in his 
proposed area of study. Bradley 
University also requires the stu¬ 
dent to be at least a second 
semester sophomore. 

Anyone interested in apply¬ 
ing for the program must see 
Dr. William K. Hall, Bradley's 


Washington Semester Programs 
Representative, in his office at 
432 Bradley Hall. He has pam¬ 
phlets and applications which 
are due by Friday, Oct. 18. The 
student must provide a letter of 
recommendation from a faculty 
member and propose a research 
project in his field of study. All 
applications will be considered 
by a local committee, which will 
make recommendations to the 
American University. 

Study will be during the 
spring semester 1985/1986 and 
students receive 16 hours of 
credit, which is transferred as 
residence hours and junior- 
senior credit. Unlike other 
transfer programs, the grades 
earned in Washington are also 
transferred. 

THE 16 HOURS are divided 
into four quarters. Two quarters 
are spent in seminars, similar to 
those, in upper level courses at 
Bradley. However, these sem¬ 


inars utilize Washington person¬ 
nel, such as press agents, lobby¬ 
ist, and senators. One quarter, 
in most programs, is dedicated 
to a research project proposed 
by the student himself. The 
final quarter is an internship 
related to the individual's long¬ 
term career goals. Past intern¬ 
ships have been with ABC-TV 
news, the House of Representa¬ 
tives, lobbying groups, and cer¬ 
tain offices of the Supreme 
Court. 

All financial aid which a stu¬ 
dent receives, except work- 
study, can be used for the 
American University program. 
The tuition is to be paid to the 
American University, which is 
more expensive. There is some 
funding available from Wash¬ 
ington, but only for those who 
cannot attend without it. Finan¬ 
cial aid is available at the Amer¬ 
ican University director's discre¬ 
tion and therefore requires

national competition. 

Bradley University has been 
participating in the Washington 
program for 15 years, sending 
at least one student each spring 
semester. Most of them have 
gone into the national govern¬ 
ment and politics area, although 
in recent years, there has been 
more interest in the journalism 
program. No one who has been 
recommended by Bradley has 
ever been turned down and the 
committee would like to send at 
least two students this spring. 
Hall said. 

According to Hall, the com¬ 
mittee is looking for people who 
are willing to work hard, are 
academically sound, are self¬ 
starters, and who are not afraid 
to ask questions.

Parziale works to keep players eligible

While four years at Creighton earned Kevin 
Ross athletic honors, he did not earn a college 
degree. Unfortunately, he was not chosen for the 
pros. 

Ross finally realized he needed an education 
to survive. He enrolled in the sixth grade at the 
Marla Gibbs School in Chicago to begin his edu¬ 
cation. 

During high school, he was never a good^stu¬ 
dent. Creighton's recruiter and coach knew this, 
but also knew he was a great basketball player. 
Someone to help them win. So how did he gain 
acceptance into Creighton and why wasn't his 
academic life supervised as well as his athletic 
life? y 

IS BRADLEY University in the same 
dilemma with its athletes as Creighton was with 
Ross? Not according to Sue Parziale, newly 
appointed assistant coordinator of the learning 
assistant's program, and athletic academic coordi¬ 
nator. Although she does admit some athletes, 
particularly basketball players, have gone four 
years without earning a degree. But in her new 
position she hopes to change this for all the ath¬ 
letes at Bradley. 

It an athlete could not graduate with a 
degree, the question arises: how did he gel 
accepted into the college? April O'Marah, assis¬ 
tant director of admissions at Bradley said, "Many 
factors are considered in accepting any student." 

"One factor is not involved, several are con¬ 
sidered," O'Marah said. The Bradley admissions 
screening office considers the quality of the 
applicant’s high school, curriculum, involvement 
in extra curricular activities, leadership qualities, 
ACT or SAT scores, and grades. 

According to O'Marah, "No one is exempt 
from our screening process." 

Parziale, a recent Bradley graduate and 
former participant in their athletic program, said 
her main objective is to "get these athletes gra¬ 
duated with a degree in four years." 

ALTHOUGH THIS is her goal, not all the 


coaches share this idea. Their main concern is to 
make certain athletes continue eligibility in order 
to play. Keeping these athletes in eligibility status 
is Parziale’s job. Her time is spept advising the 
athletes in the Academic Exploration Program 
(AEP) who are on a full or partial scholarship. "I 
help them choose their course load and guide 
them to a field in which their interests lie, and 
one in which they will declare a major." 

Parziale is the first to admit she works for 
the coaches in doing everything necessary to keep 
their athletes eligible. She enlists several pro¬ 
grams which help make her job easier for her as 
well as for the athletes. 

With the athletes’ schedules on file, she spot 
checks them to see if they are attending classes 
on a regular basis. If she finds differently, the 
coach is notified and he lakes action. Athletes’ 
professors are to notify her if they are not doing 
well. After she if notified of this, it is her job to 
call the coach. 

She has established Sunday through Thurs¬ 
day from 7-10 p.m. as study hours. Each coach 
notifies Parziale who will be attending. If they do 
not show up for a minimum of two hours, she 
tell their coach. 

Her final program involves coordinating 
tutors to assist the athletes. The program is open 
to all athletes. Tutors are paid through the ath¬ 
letic fund via donations from the B-Club at Brad¬ 
ley. Parziale makes it clear, "Bradley does not 
pay for the tutoring." 

"AN- ATHLETE’S eligibility is determined 
by his GPA and 12 semester hours of work with 
a D or better," Parziale said. The 12 hours must 
be accomplished in the previous semester before 
their season begins. The athlete must meet both 
requirements to be eligible to play. If these stipu¬ 
lations are not met, the athlete is put on 
academic probation. At this point Parziale reviews 
the athlete’s classes, schedules tutors, and advises 
him about his study habits. The athlete is given 
two semesters to raise his GPA to a 2.0. 

"Any athlete on academic probation can still 
practice and play with the team," Parziale said. 
There is no punishment when an athlete is on 
probation.

WHY IS THIS team so "special?" 
First of all, it is coming off* a 17-13 
season which included an NIT birth.

Also, Tim Bankston and Jerome 
Childs have transferred. But both didn't 
see much playing time last season, espe¬ 
cially toward the end. The other top five 
teams in the Missouri Valley lost at least 
two starters to graduation or the NBA 
draft.

Hawkins was the Valley's Newcomer-of- 
the-Year, with 14.6 points and 6.1 
rebounds per game.

(Bill permits Bradley 
■private security force

Under legislation approved by the House of Representatives 
(Higher Education Committee, the Bradley University Board of 
■Trustees have the authority to appoint a campus police department 
|or security force. 

Public Act 84-459, formerly House bill 598, states that the 
|members of this force must have successfully completed an 
approved training course established under the Illinois Police Train- 
ling Act and be insured for liability coverage of no less than 
■$250,000. The members of the forces are granted the powers of 
|peace officers. 

"I would hope that the Board will put the issue on its agenda 
Ifor the next meeting," Dave Baer, director of security and voice 
■communications, said. Baer expects the Board to approve the secu¬ 
rity force. "I believe we have the strong support of the administra¬ 
tion and the city police force," he said. 

Baer doesn't foresee any problems with the security move. 
|"We (the department of security) feel comfortable that it will work 
lout. I do not anticipate any drastic changes in the way the depart¬ 
ment is run." 

INSURANCE FOR the Bradley security officers is already 
Itaken care of by the University. The officers are trained at the 
(Department of Law Enforcement Academy in Springfield. 

The bill was brought about because of the difficulty Bradley 
lad last year getting the Peoria police department to commission 
Jthe school's security force. The bill was introduced to Congress by 
(Representative Donald Saltsman, D-Peoria. 

Baer said, "This bill is due to the administration (of Bradley 
Jniversity) as well as the student body. Don Saltsman brought the 
oill about with the support of other legislators." Prior to this, only 
public colleges and public universities in Illinois could appoint a 
campus police force. Baer believes the bill is "a positive step for the

The White House announced that President Reagan was readyl 
for a detailed talk regarding "any serious proposals" the USSR may wantti 
make regarding the reduction of nuclear arms. The real bargaining was, how¬ 
ever, reserved for Geneva where President Reagan is expected to meet tin 
new Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard Shevardnadze on Friday. 

The government of South Africa confirmed Wednesday that itT 
continue one of apartheid's most criticized factors: the practice of forcei 
removal, in which blacks are pushed off lands near white communities. Pre- 
toria proposed, on the same day, a land swap between white ruled areas and 
black homelands-both black and whites would be uprooted, though tin 
whites would emerge as the final winners. 

The Mexican earthquake is still gaining worldwide attention. Mex¬ 
ican President Miguel De La Madrid pledged that rescue efforts will continu 
as long as there are humans in the rubble. Rescuers saved two babies 
trapped for over 5 days on Tuesday. The official death toll has topped three 
thousand, with over 11,000 injuries. There are an estimated 1500 people stl 
trapped and teams of men and trained dogs are still in the process of finding 
them. Meanwhile, the mass exodus from Mexico City continues as thousand* 
fearing disease from polluted water and decaying corpses, flee the city. 

The kidnappers of El Salvador's president's daughter set thi 
ransom day as Wednesday. The bait was the president's daughter and th( 
pay off was 34 jailed rebels. The kidnappers wanted the 34 by Wednesda 
afternoon and refused to say what the consequences would be if the deadline 
wasn't met. 

There will be one common factor between the presidential raced 
1984 and 1988-Rev. Jesse Jackson. The Reverend announced that h 
hadn't ruled out the idea of trying again in '88 to become the nation's firs 
black president. Jackson said his rainbow coalition is still organizing aroun 
the country and also said "I am not ruling out anything. I am still eligible."

The publication of a tabloid to be called the 
Minority Students Network has been proposed to 
Bradley University by Dr. K. Paul Kasambira, 
director of minority students services. 

The publication was the brainchild of the 
Minority Students Directory Council, a group of 
students affiliated with Dr. Kasambira's office. 
"They wanted a publication that was uniquely 
theirs," Kasambira said. They have chosen not to 
call it a "newsletter" because it will be much more 
than a one page report. 

The "Minority Students Network" will include 
schedules of upcoming events, reports of past 
events, and announcements of workshops to be 
conducted at the Garrett Center. It will also pro? 
vide information about career development 
workshops and deadlines for various financial aid, 
student loan, and scholarship forms. Kasambira 
hopes to have guest writers and editors raise 
issues and questions. 

"All minority organizations will have the 
opportunity to tell about their upcoming events. 
In essence, it will consolidate all minority activi¬ 
ties," Kasambira said. 

THE STAFF OF the publication will invite 
announcements from offices of the University, 
such as admissions. They also hope to provide a 
list of tutoring services, complete with students' 
names and fees. By doing so it will provide an 
academic link between the office of Minority Stu¬ 
dent Services and minority students. While the 
publication is primarily aimed at these students, 
anyone who wishes to express his opinion is wel¬ 
come to write. 

Although the "Minority Students Network" 
has not yet been authorized by Bradley's publica¬ 
tions committee, Kasambira foresees no prob¬ 
lems. "Camille Ratcliff (program director for 
cocurricular and organizational development) has 


been very, very supportive of the idea." The Pub¬ 
lications Council will meet Tuesday to analyze the 
proposal. 

"I want to emphasize that this publication will 
not in any way replace the Scout. It will concen¬ 
trate on minority issues on Bradley's campus and 
the surrounding area," Kasambira said. 

It will be run basically the same as any news¬ 
paper, with students in various organizations, 
such as the Black Students Alliance, responsible 
for bringing in information. The publication will 
cost approximately $17 per issue to publish with 
most of the work being done by students. The 
Minority Student Services will provide the work¬ 
ing space and do the typing. Kasambira will 
advise and counsel the staff'. 

The main purpose of the publication will be 
to inform minority students of opportunities 
available to them. It will also increase visibility of 
the office of Minority Student Services and the 
programs it provides. Another goal is to be able 
to directly communicate with minority students 
who may or may not be currently enrolled at 
Bradley. 

THE FIRST publication is tentatively 
scheduled for Nov. 6, with additional issues every 
two weeks. It will be mailed directly to each 
minority student, both on and off'campus. 

"I feel extremely good about this being the 
first publication of its kind for many reasons. 
First of all, the students themselves initiated it. 
Secondly, not only did they suggest it, but they 
are also willing to work for it. 

"Perhaps most important is that it helps peo¬ 
ple to understand that this office is at least trying 
to promote one of Bradley's goals. Which is to 
help minority students feel that Bradley Univer¬ 
sity is an institution where they can grow socially, 
culturally or otherwise and contribute to the 
wider Bradley University and Peoria community," 
Kasambira said.

An almost pre-WWII hostil¬ 
ity toward the Japanese is erupt¬ 
ing today in the American 
society due to the trade imbal¬ 
ance between the two nations. 
Dr. Mikiso Hane, a PhD. from 
Yale, said. 

Hane gave a lecture Wednes¬ 
day night at 7 p.m. in the Gar¬ 
rett Center entitled "Japanese- 
American Trade Relations." 

Hane spoke to an audience 
of approximately 25 people, dis¬ 
cussing the reasons behind the 
incredible post WWII industrial 
recovery in Japan and also the 
reasons for the large United 
States trade deficit. 

"Japanese society as a whole 
is a closed system...(it's) hard 
to break into the market with 
your (American) products," 
Hane said. This is one of the 
major complaints United States 
business establishments have 
toward Japan. 

HANE COMPARED the 

situation to old world trusts. He 
also said "rules and regulations 
and bureaucratic red tape (are) 
making it difficult for American 
producers to get into the 
Japanese market." It is compar¬ 
able to the United States saying 
"all imports should go through 
Kokomo, Indiana, and the 
office is only open from 9-11 
Tuesday and Thursday." 

Meanwhile, the Japanese are 
flooding the United States . 
market with their products. 
Hane said the most dramatic 
example is in automobiles. In 
1983, Japan surpassed the 
United States in auto making by 
two million units. Japan now 
has 18 percent of the United 
States car market. Japan has 
also gained a monopoly in con¬ 
sumer electronics. "What was 
once an industrially devastated 
nation is now a major industrial 
power," Hane said. 

Hane attributes Japan’s suc¬ 
cess to three major factors: 
quality control, management 
technology and a high rate of 
savings, along with government 
encouragement. In Japan, "life¬ 
time employment is universal", 
so management can make long 
term plans. There is also "not 
that pressure on management to 
increase profits."

Hane also said the Japanese 
have a strong sense of com¬ 
munity interest which leads to a 
good working relationship 
oetween the management and 
the workers. "Management 
gives the workers a sense of 
belonging and in return elicits 
loyalty," Hane said. 

"Japan is not a free enter¬ 
prise system as the United 
States presumably is," Hane 
said. The government subsi¬ 
dizes industry to compete with 
foreign powers. Innovations 
come into Japan and the 
government protects them by 
blocking out the foreign com¬ 
petition until industry is ready 
to compete with foreign coun¬ 
tries. 

HANE SEES SOME of the 
problems as the lack of quality 
in American goods, a weakened 
work ethic in the United States 
and a lack of trying on 
America's part to break into the 
Japanese market. "Very few 
American businessmen speak 
Japanese while the Japanese 
workers spend hours learning 
English," Hane said. 

As of August the United 
States has become a debtor 
nation while Japan is now a 
creditor nation, Hane said. 
There have been many propo¬ 
sals about what to do to solve 
the problem but "on major 
issues governments seldom act 
wisely. We are different cul¬ 
tures. We cannot adopt 
Japanese practices. We must 
solve our problems our own 
way," Hane said.

September 22, 1985 will go down in the his¬ 
tory books.

Farm Aid was a prime example of what men

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Leadership conference stresses back to basics

Omicron Delta Kappa leader¬ 
ship fraternity and Mortar 
Board Senior Honor Society its 
annual leadership conference 
last Friday and Saturday with 41 
people in attendance. 

The conference was held at 
Camp Tapawingo.

Such 
topics as the campaign for Brad¬ 
ley, the alcohol policy, and the 
recent loss of some top faculty 
were discussed. 


Abegg gave an outline of 
what projects were earmarked 
for funding. They include the 
library, a new art building and 
expansion of the Student 
Center. 

On the alcohol policy, Abegg 
said "If you drink and you’re 
not 21, you’re taking your 
chances." 

Finally, on the loss of top 
faculty, Abegg said there are* 
good jobs at Bradley, but there 
are other places too. "It speaks 
well for Bradley that we have 
people other universities want." 

THE SECOND day of the 
conference was divided into 
three major group discussions.

Campus conservatives report 'liberal' profs 


BOSTON, MA (CPS)-"All I 
know is that they have me on 
their list," Boston University 
political science professor 
Howard Zinn said. "Whether 
they have agents in my class¬ 
room is a good question. That’s 
the most insidious part of this 
whole thing-everything is kept 
secret. You just don’t know." 

He may not know who is 
watching him, but he does 
know why. 

Zinn, a self-proclaimed 
"Marxist, socialist, and indepen¬ 
dent radical," is on a list of 
several thousand social science 
professors with leftist leanings. 


And so it is going across the 
country this fall as a new 
"watchdog" group—Accuracy In 
Academia (AIA)-enlists con¬ 
servative students to "monitor" 
their professors for "liberal" 
slants and "misinformation." 

AIA HAD recruited so many 
student volunteers nationwide it 
has dropped its original plan to 
use senior citizens to monitor 
classrooms for liberal senti¬ 
ments. 

Now students, most with 
grades and credits on the line, 
will do the monitoring, reports 
Les Csorba, AIA’s executive 
director. 


While many students volun¬ 
teered independently, many of 

them are also members of 

campus conservative groups 
such as the College Republicans 
and Young Americans for Free¬ 
dom. 

AIA, in fact, has begun 
direct mail campaigns to solicit 
campus conservatives for 
money and support. 

All of which conjures up 

images of "witch hunts," "Red 

Scares," "McCarthyism," and 
"Thought Police" for critics in 
the academic community, who 
charge the monitoring practice 
could have a "chilling effect" on 


college classrooms. 

THEY CITE HOW the fear 
of being branded a communist- 
-and losing jobs and grades- 
during the 50s stifled thought 
on campuses and, according to 
some observers, so retarded 
American scientific thought that 
it took huge federal spending to 
restore U.S. primacy in the 60s. 

An offshoot of Reed Irvine’s 
Accuracy in Media (AIM)-a 
group which monitors the 
media for leftist biases and then 
conducts publicity and letter¬ 
writing campaigns against liberal 
offenders-AIA was formed to

"It’s got a great beat, is easy 
to dance to, and is chock full of 
sexual innuendos and profanity. I 
give it an "X". 

If a group of well-connected 
Washington wives have their way, 
this may. be how records are rated. 
It sure is a lot different from the 
way they do it on # "American Band¬ 
stand." 

This group of women have 
formed the Parents Music Resource 
Center (PMRC). PMRC is calling 
for the music industry to start put¬ 
ting ratings on albums, tapes, and 
videos. The rating system would be 
similar to that used with movies. 

There are four categories for 
rating the albums. Songs being sex¬ 
ually explicit or profane would 
receive an "X" rating; songs occult 
in nature would receive an "O"; 
those glorifying violence a "V"; and 
songs that support drug and alcohol 
a "D/A". 

Many people feel this is a 
great idea, especially parents. In a 
way, it is. It will give parents a 
chance to know what their young¬ 
sters are listening to. There’s no 
denying that there are some pretty 
raunchy songs out there that pre- 
teens probably shouldn’t be listen¬ 
ing to. 

However, actually issuing the 
ratings might, be a little more 
difficult than people think. Accord¬ 
ing to an article in both "People" 
and "Rolling Stone," the record 
industry releases over 25,000 songs 
annually. If records were to be 


rated, it would average at about 
100 albums being rated per day! 
All this in comparison to 325 
movies rated annually by the 
motion picture industry. 

Another snafu in the plan is 
just who will be reviewing these 
albums? Frank Zappa had the fol¬ 
lowing lyrics cut ‘from the song 
"Let’s make the Water Turn Black" : 
"And I still remember Mama in her 
apron and her pad/Feeding all the 
boys at Ed’s Cafe." 

The reason? A radio station 
thought the pad in question was 
referring to a sanitary napkin. 

Zappa was quoted recently as 
saying, "That’s the kind of thing 
you can be subjected to when you 
let somebody decide what is dirty, 
what is occult what is violent, and 
the rest." 

Some artists feel a rating on 
their albums may only make fans 
go out and buy the album because 
of the rating. Just as pre-teens 
enjoy sneaking into an "R" rated 
movie, so they would enjoy buying 
an "X" rated album. 

On a local level, Bob Hering- 
ton of Mainstreet Co-op Records, 
thinks the proposed system is "ridi¬ 
culous." "It’s coming from the south 
which is very conservative. Am I 
going to have to start carding kids 
who buy albums?" 

It sounds far-fetched, but if 
PMRC gets its way, it might just 
happen. They claim they don’t 
want censorship, just a rating sys¬ 
tem. However, in addition to their

Little Bagarriddim by UB40 

It should come as no surprise 
that remakes of bad mid-60s pop 
hits are now the rage (we have the 
Power Station’s cover of "Bang the 
Gong to thank for that). What is a 
surprise, and it’s a very pleasant 
one, is that the latest remake tran¬ 
scends the banality of the original 
and comes up with something true 
and even inspiring. 

UB40 has made an important 
song out of a former piece of junk 
called "I Got You Babe,” even if it 
did take the vocals of Campbell 
and The Pretender’s Chrissie Hynde 
to give it life. It’s a song that car¬ 
ries enough emotion to make you 
cry, if you only weren’t so busy 
dancing. Who ever thought the 
music world would be thankful to 
Sonny Bono? 

In fact, the only thing wrong 
with "Little Baggariddim," the 
American EP of UB40’s new British 
album "Baggariddim," is that it’s 
only an EP! (Hey A&M Records, 
was it cheaper to give us only six 
songs?) The sampling on the EP 
makes one long for more. "Little 
Baggariddim" is intelligent and 
eniovable. 


The joyful kick-off of "Mi 
Spliff" runs down a list of nick¬ 
names for cannabis, and gives a lit¬ 
tle insight into that Jamaican ritual 
in comparision to urban American 
rapping, explored on "Hip Hop Lyr¬ 
ical Robot". "Don’t Break My 
Heart" is a captivating ballad that 
was also on the previous "Labour 
of Love," while "One in Ten" turns 
a critical eye on industrial England 
(the band, belying its reggae beat, 
hails from Birmingham). 

"Little Baggariddim" contains 
a lot of great music for such a little 
bag of rhythm; let’s hope the whole 
album makes it over here soon.

Red Sails in the Sunset by Mid¬ 
night Oil 

A band with a vision is not 
such a novel idea: groups have 
been making music in order to 
make a statement probably since 
early cavemen started pounding 
dinasour bones on each other’s 
heads. (Hev. it’s a statement...) 


So what makes Midnight Oil 
so different? Never mind that for 
the past five years they have 
staunchly remained an Australian 
band, refusing to sacrifice their 
uniquely native voice and outlook 
in order to gain mass-market 
appeal. 

Forget about their previous 
album, "10,9,8,7,6,5,4,3,2,1," 
which holds a record for weeks 
spent at number one on the Aus¬ 
tralian charts, or their record set¬ 
ting concerts in their homeland. 

Never mind the fact that 
singer and lead song-writer Peter 
Garrett is also a teacher and a 
lawyer, plus is running for public 
office Down Under--what kind of 
commitment does that prove? 
Ignore all of the above, but you 
won’t be able to ignore the musical 
excellence of "Red Sails in the Sun¬ 
set," the Aussie quintet’s latest 
album. 

The cover art alone let’s you 
know that this is an album which 
takes its issues on whole heartedly; 
an after-nuclear apocalypse Sydney 
bathed in an eerie green light. 
Could you guess that Midnight Oil 

opposes nuclear weaponry? Put on 
the album and you are aware that 


the band wants to do something 
about the danger too; songs like 
"Shipyards of New Zealand" and 
"When the Generals Talk," don’t 
encourage anarchy, but they do 
question the current political state. 

What Midnight Oil is most 
effective at has always been works 
relating to purely Australian 
themes, however, and "Red Sails" 
delivers on that level too. "Jimmy 
Sharman’s Boxers evokes the atmo¬ 
sphere of the turn-of-the-century 
outback, while "Who Can Stand in 
the Way" is a haunting lament to 
the loss of humanity that occurs in 
pursuit of an industrial dollar. 
What’s most surprising is that Mid¬ 
night Oil can take on these topics 
so successfully in the writing and 
turn them into almost danceable 
tracks. 

The band’s style is all their 
own. They have refused to allow 
themselves to be influenced by 
market-appeal or profit, therefore 
they don’t sound like clones, either. 
"Red Sails in the Sunset" is an 
album that needs to be heard, by a 
group that will be heard from 
again.

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International student 
dissatisfied at Bradley

Trouble getting to Bradley, not to mention 
getting to Peoria; complications in opening a bank 
account without a social security number; arriving 
in cold weather she was not accustomed to and 
living on dorm food she called "appalling" are just 
a few of the frustrations one international student 
faced when she arrived at Bradley last fall. 

A 22-year-old Nigerian, who asked not to be 
identified, said many of her experiences at Brad¬ 
ley have not been nice. She said her problems 
started even before she arrived at Bradley. 

Before she got her visa, she needed an 1-20 
to submit to the Embassy in London and at 
O’Hare Airport as proof that she was coming to 
the United States for the purpose of attending 
school. The 1-20 is issued by immigration services 
to authorize legal status for foreign students to 
enter and remain in the country. 

She said Bradley officials did not give her 
directions to the school or to Peoria, so she had 
to call a cousin in Chicago for directions. 

PROBLEMS CONTINUED when the inter¬ 
national student went to open a bank account at 
the Madison Park Bank on Main Street, only to 
learn she needed a social security number which 
she neither had nor heard of. Eventually, she 
opened an account at another bank downtown 
where she did not need a social security number. 

The student now has a social security 
number but to this day she said she has yet to 
use it. As far as the social security number, 
"things like that Bradley should have told you 
about." 

The student said in previous schools, all that 
was needed to receive mail was her name and the 
name of the school on the envelope, so that was 
how she received some of the first mail she was 
sent at Bradley. She said one particular letter 
sent to her circulated around the campus 
(administration) and by the time it got to her it 
had been opened and re-sealed. She said she went 
to the director of International Student Services, 
Dr. William Walker, about the situation and he 
told her to go find out who had received the 
letter and report it to him. 

She said, "Bradley does not do anything at all 
for international students." For as many interna¬ 
tional students as they have attending the Univer¬ 
sity, they should do more for them. According to 
record,' over 200 international students attend 
Bradley from about 50 countries. 

The student said she has a host family to 
help her adjust and thinks, "It’s a good idea (the 
host family) as long as you let people know about 
it." She said she did not know about the host 
family program when she came to Bradley, but 
she came about it coincidentally. 

THE STUDENT said she went to Walker to 
find an Anglican church to attend; the next thing 
she knew someone called her and said,"I am your 
host." According to the student, much of what 
the host said she was going to help her do, the 
student had already done for herself. 

Walker said most international students hear 
about Bradley by word of mouth, such as fhrough 
relatives or reference books in American Embas¬ 


sies. 

This student learned of Bradley through the 
United States Educational Committee, where she 
was directed by the Embassy in London. She 
attended school in London six years prior to com¬ 
ing to Bradley including attendance at the Ameri¬ 
can College and Richmond College for one and a 
half years. 

The Nigerian student came to Bradley pri¬ 
marily to be near her sister who goes to school in 
Wisconsin, but her first intention was to go to 
school on the East Coast, not Bradley. 

She will be graduating in December and said 
she "definitely" plans to leave Peoria then. After 
graduation, she will attend graduate school on the 
East Coast. 

THE STUDENT said she is not satisfied at 
all with the attitude of many students, saying they 
are ignorant of her culture but refuse to ask ques¬ 
tions. Because they do not ask, she thinks stu¬ 
dents do not want to know or are afraid to show 
their ignorance about Nigeria. 

She said she would welcome questions about 
her homeland. "It’s all a part of education." Also, 
she said she would like to learn more about 
America but not a lot of foreign and American 
students get together. 

She thinks foreign students usually stick 
together because "we have more in common, 
such as we’re all from different countries." She 
said she does not approach American students 
because she does not want to feel like she is forc¬ 
ing herself on anyone. 

She said her only problems with language 
have been the use of slang and sometimes stu¬ 
dents have problems understanding her accent, 
particularly when she talks fast. "So they look at 
you like. 

Also, she said many students were surprised 
she was able to speak English when she came to 
the United States and usually ascribe it to the fact 
that she spent time in England. She said many 
students do not realize English is the official 
language of Nigeria since it was a British colony. 

GENERALLY SPEAKING, she said, "I 
don’t like it (Bradley) very much. I feel restricted 
in Peoria. Imagine coming from a big city like 
London to somewhere like Peoria." 

As far as the student body is concerned, 
"Generally, I think I’m more mature than most 
students here." She said most students are "so 
spoiled—so silly. I left that in high school." 

She does not wish to insult Americans, but 
she thinks many students have not learned to 
stand on their own feet. She said she was shocked 
to hear of parents doing laundry for some of the 
students. "That’s unheard of at home." 

The student attributes her .maturity to her 
upbringing and her leaving home at 11-years-old 
to live in a boarding house. She said they never 
had cleaning ladies to come clean their bath¬ 
rooms, as in the American dorms. "We cleaned 
our own bathrooms, cleaned our own floors." 

She also found it unfortunate the food 
service in the dorms did not make allowances for 
people’s religious beliefs. "In our house we don’t 
eat meat on Good Friday, but they didn’t have 
fish at all in the dorms."

attack what Irvine and others 
believe is the other great bas¬ 
tion of liberal thought- the col¬ 
lege campus. 

"The response and need for 
this service have been 
overwhelming," Csorba said. 

"This organization really has 
exploded with letters and phone 
calls-hundreds of them-from 
students on campuses interested 
in helping us," he said. "We 
now have almost 100 colleges 
where students are in contact 
with us about what,their profes¬ 
sors are saying in class." 

The group has targeted the 
social sciences, he reports, and 
specifically professors with 
liberal beliefs "because they 
have been most guilty of violat¬ 
ing (objective teaching) guide¬ 
lines." 

BUT "ANY professor-right 


or left—will be reported and 
exposed if they are distorting 
the facts." 

Among other things, Csorba 
says, AIA will complain to 
school administrators, depart¬ 
ment chairs, and the local com¬ 
munity, as well as "printing up 
student complaints in our 
national newsletter" when it 
finds professors who mention 
facts with which AIA disagrees. 

For many academicians, it's 
a nightmare come true. 

"We are growing very con¬ 
cerned about the group and its 
allegations," Iris Molotsky, 
spokeswoman for the American 
Association of University Pro¬ 
fessors (AAUP), said. 

"The presence in classrooms 
of monitory will inhibit 
academic freedom. Students will 
hesitate before presenting contr¬ 
oversial ideas and • professors 


may withhold unpopular opin¬ 
ions. We believe the group’s 
claim—that they alone can 
decide what is correct or 
incorrect information-is both 
arrogant and hollow," she said. 

BOSTON’S Z1NN is more 
to the point. "This whole thing 
has a strong element of fas¬ 
cism," he said. "The Thought 
Police from 1984 are here. 
They’re just a year late." 

"As far as their effect on me, 
I don’t care. I have Tenure. But 
for untenured faculty it is a real 
threat, and creates an atmo¬ 
sphere of fear in the classroom." 

"And what really concerns 
me is the impact this could have 
on the students. With people 
monitoring what I say and what 
the students say, it could have a 
very chilling effect in the class¬ 
room." 

But "we want to expand 


academic balance, not restrict it. 
The classroom is an open 
forum, and students have a 
right to speak out and question 
their professors. That’s all we’re 
doing." 

IF (AIA’S CRITICS) are 
really for free speech and 
academic freedom, then why 
are they against us? These peo¬ 
ple are the ones engaged in 
their own form of thought¬ 
policing. We like to think of 
ourselves as a public service for 
students," Zinn said. 

But the United States Stu¬ 
dent Association (USSA), the 
largest student organization in 
the country, said the group is 
more like a "public menace." 

"USSA has very strong con¬ 
cerns about the purpose behind 
a campaign of this type. We 
would not encourage any of our 
members to get involved with 


ii especially on the grounds 
that it is promoting or 
encouraging student rights," 
spokeswoman Kathy Ozer said. 

Critics also question how 
objectively students with pre¬ 
formed opinions and grades at 
stake will review their profes¬ 
sors. 

"In most cases there is a 
grade on the line, and at some 
universities the students may be 
associated with campus groups. 
But we really don’t care if a stu¬ 
dent has an issue over grades, 
or whatever. We just want to 
know what the professor is say¬ 
ing, not settle personal 
grievances," Csorba said. 

"OF COURSE, why worry 
.about that when the group is 
way out in right field anyway? 
In fact, they’re way beyond the 
foul line," Zinn said.

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Computers next 
dorm option?

As a 10-page term paper is assigned, palms turn clammy, 
beads of sweat pour from the brow and vision becomes blurred as 
the panic of spending endless hours tapping away on a typewriter 
writing and rewriting strikes most university students. 

Writing major term papers may soon be a little easier for Brad¬ 
ley dorm students as the choice of a petsonal computer in each 
dorm may become a part of the dorm package. 

According to Jeff Stephens, support analyst for Bradley's 
micro-computers, more research has to l?e done on this proposal, 
which, if passed, would mean the purchase of 500-1000 micro¬ 
computers each costing $1500-$2000. 

Stephens said there had been discussion of issuing every 
incoming freshman his own personal computer, prorating the cost 
of the computer over his four years at the University. Although 
Stephens thinks this is a "super idea," he thinks it is not in 
Bradley's best interest. 

"WHAT WE RAN up against when we said, 'let’s require this 
for all the people' is that we would have a very high initial expense 
retraining the staff to use computers and an initial expense from 
the computer center because our staff would need to expand— 
needing an additional eight people to help the approximate 4000 
students and 300 faculty members." 

By making the computer part of a dorm package, the student 
has a choice whether he wants or needs a computer. 

Stephens said, for example, an art student would probably not 
be able to use a micro-computer to its fullest. This, with many 
other examples Stephens cited, would make the option of having a 
computer more economically sound to Bradley’s point of view than 
automatically assigning one computer to each student. 

Stephens said the University has roughly 250 micro-computers 
And the micro-computer division underwent various expansions in 
facilities to meet increasing demands. The biggest expansion was 
moving the micro-computer lab from Baker 403 to Baker 201, a 
bigger facility, in order to house 15 new AT&T computers which 
are "clones of IBM". 

Reflecting on the computer center improvements during his 
four years of working at Bradley, Stephens stated that the 
University’s current computer systems (mainframe, micro’s and 
mini’s) are "above average, but there is always someone 
better...and although Bradley is not the leader in technology, we’re 
not far behind it." 

THE UNIVERSITY 

will decide on the computer/dorm package proposal by next fall.

The Lady Braves softball team closed out an 
undefeated 1985 fall season by winning the four 
team tournament held at Western Illinois last 
weekend. In sweeping all four of the games 
played, the Lady Braves pushed their final record 
to 6-0. 

The first game at Western was an easy one. 
Pitcher Beth Hawkins struck out ten in a 5-0 win 
over Eastern. The Lady Braves scored all the runs 
they needed in the third inning, as three Braves 
crossed the plate on Gwen Seputis RBI groun- 
dout and Patti Russo’s two-RBI single.' Two 
insurance runs were scored in the fourth when 
Kathy Dolinger doubled and Karla Cox hit a 
home run that Coach Clint Wilson said "exploded 
off the bat." 

Despite what Wilson called a "superb perfor¬ 
mance" by pitcher Kim Rosenbohm in the second 
game against ICC the Lady Braves won only 3-2. 
Errors cost the team, as both ICC runs were 
unearned. Rosenbohm put in a sparkling perfor¬ 
mance, striking out ten, walking one and allowing 
only three hits. 

The Lady Braves struggled again in their next 
game, a 1-0 win over Western. The only run of 
the game scored in the second, when Russo dou¬ 
bled and advanced to third on a wild pitch. Two 
batters later, Sue Poison’s ground ball scored 
Russo. The run was unearned. 

GLENDA. NELSON pitched another com¬ 
plete game win for the Lady Braves. Nelson 
struggled with her velocity and movement, but 


still had enough stuff' to shutout Western. Wilson 
said this showed how good a pitcher Nelson was; 
she lacked her best, but was still good enough to | 
pitch a shutout. 

The championship game of the round-robin 1 
tournament pitted the Lady Braves against 
Eastern once more. As in the first game, Hawkins j 
pitched the team to a victory. 

The first three Bradley runs were gifts. In the : 
first, three Eastern errors allowed one run to 
score and set the stage for Leanne Bonifas’ two-J 
RBI single. More errors plagued Eastern in thel 
fifth, allowing two more Bradley runs. ■ 

In the meantime, Hawkins was posting a per¬ 
fect game into the sixth. In that inning, however, 
errors by Chelle Rigdon and Hawkins let the lone 
Eastern run score. But it was not enough as the 
Lady Braves had a 5-1 championship victory. 

The fall season was a good one for the soft- 
ball team. Besides being undefeated, the pitching 
staff' did not allow an earned run. The team; 
yielded only three runs in six games, while scor-1 
ing 22 themselves. Wilson said, "If your pitching 
staff' doesn’t allow any earned runs, you’re in 
pretty good shape." The fall season proved] 
definitively that pitching is the team’s strong 
point. 

BUT THAT’S not all. Wilson was pleased 
with the offensive production, and was happy 
with the defensive play. The team’s mental errors 
disturbed him a bit, but "we accomplished what 
we wanted to accomplish" in the 1985 fall season. 
He looks forward to seeing Bradley in the NCAA 
Top 20 next spring. 


Volleyball team ranked 13th 


The men’s cross country team placed seventh in the Parkside 
Invitational last Friday with a total of 185 points. Hillside College 
finished first overall with 78 points. 

Rich Kruiswyk came in fourth overall with a time of 25:05. 
"He ran with the leaders all the way," said coach Craig Dahlquist, 
"There’s no doubt he’s one of the best runners in the conference 
especially if he continues to show improvements." 

The seventh place finish for the team can be attributed to the 
fact that two of the team’s top five runners were out with injuries. 
Mark Oberle suffers from a knee injury and Terry Isbell is having 
hip problems. It is uncertain as to when they will be able to run 
again. 

Tim Courtney and John McConnell responded to the challenge 
of being in the top five. They finished 42nd and 59th respectively, 
with personal best times for both of them. 

"WE’RE CONFIDENT that when Oberle and Isbell return 
that the team will be in top shape," said Dahlquist. 

The women’s team finished 15th in the same meet with a total 
of 385 points. The team finished only one point behind Eastern Illi¬ 
nois University and 18 points behind Northern Iowa University. 
"Both are conference teams and we should be able to beat them in 
the conference meet," said Dahlquist. 

Melissa Swank, a freshman, was Bradley’s top runner. Swank 
finished 24th overall with a time of 18:04. This time broke the 
Bradley all time record for the women’s 5,000M race. 

Only one conference runner placed ahead of Swank according 
to Dahlquist, he added that "it was a tough field of runners, but 
she gave an impressive performance, we are right on track with our 
women’s team." 

On Sept. 14 the teams ran at Indiana State University. 

THE MEN competed against Indiana State and Illinois State 
University. Bradley finished behind both teams. The final scores for 
the meet were BU-43 and ISU-17; BU-36 and Indiana State-22. ^

Kruiswyk again led the team to the finish line with a sixth 
place finish and a time of 25:06. Scott Schroer ran a personal best 
with an eighth place finish time of 25:28.

Swank won overall with a time of 18:17. Tepe Rench place 
fifth; Julie Mixell, ninth; Teri Shall, 13th and Lynn Mueller 15th. 

"The team ran well as a group," said Dahlquist, "The team is 
now a little ahead of our expectations."

Nursing division 

awarded grant

A grant totaling $624,105 to develop a 36 semester hour 
master’s degree program has been given to the Division of Nurs¬ 
ing. 

The three year grant comes from the Department of Health 
and Human Services, of which the Division of Nursing-Public 
Health Service is one program. A master’s degree program was one 
recommendation of the University Strategic Planning Committee. 

The funding will be used for the planning, developing, and 
implementing of the new nursing program, under the direction of 
Dr. Lois Frels, professor and director of the Division of Nursing. 

Frejs said, "1 believe it is a real advancement for the Division 
of Nursing and Bradley University and will meet a need for nurses 
in Central Illinois as well as other parts of the state and nation. 

"FEWER THAN 4 percent of the nursing population have 
master’s degrees and the lack of master’s prepared nurses is 
identified as one of the major shortages in the health care system 
nationwide." 

The funding will provide the salaries for employment of nurs¬ 
ing faculty with doctorate degrees, student assistants, consultation, 
equipment and supplies, travel and library acquisitions. The under¬ 
graduate nursing program has 373 majors under the guidance of 20 
full-time faculty members. 

Graduating its first class in 1974, the Division of Nursing 
received its initial accreditation from the National League for Nurs¬ 
ing, four years later. In March 1985, it received additional accredi¬ 
tation for 8 years. Furthermore, the National League for Nursing 
uses Bradley’s program as a model for other universities to review 
when they are preparing for their accreditation.

Damage done in Duryea

A door was removed from a room in Duryea 
Hall last Saturday night, a fire extinguisher was 
sprayed throughout the building and student pro¬ 
perty was damaged. 

Four students were reportedly found in the 
building by a Bradley Security officer some time 
after midnight. 

Dave Baer, director of security and voice 
communications, said as far as he knew the 
University hasn’t pressed charges against the 
four. * 

A Bradley student who had some of his per¬ 
sonal property damaged during the incident said 
he was called around 3 a.m. Sunday morning by 
the officer, who knew the student had property in 
the building. The student said he filed charges. 

THE STUDENT said Baer didn’t seem to 
want to do anything about it when he called him. 
He said he thought Baer wanted to send the stu¬ 
dents home and have Ed King handle it. 

Baer said it was hard to determine everything 
by one phone call and he sent the students home. 
He said he told the student if his property was 
involved he could go downtown Monday morning 
and file charges. 

Baer said it is not his job to influence people 
to press charges. 

After the officers sent the students home, 
they searched the building and found "extensive" 
damage, Baer said. 

Some cups which were reportedly taken from 
Duryea were found in the possession of the four 
students caught in the building. 

AFTER THE ALLEGED vandals were sent 
home, the student talked to Baer and called the 
Peoria police. He said the police then came and 


took the men downtown. 

Ed King, director of residential life and stu¬ 
dent judicial systems, said he was not sure what 
exactly happened Saturday night. King said, how¬ 
ever, he has the names of the four students 
caught in the building and he will be holding 
hearings. 

King said he does not have enough informa¬ 
tion to know what action will be taken against the 
students. He said there is some confusion as to 
what was done and who did the damage. 

The students caught admitted they were in 
the building, but claimed they didn’t know who 
did the damage, King said. 

"Unfortunately, the building has been broken 
into at various times. I don’t know, they may 
have been victims of circumstance," King said. 

KING SAID A polygraph test may be used if 
necessary. 

The student said it has been a problem in the 
past with the door to Duryea being unlocked, and 
believes that is how the students may have 
entered the building. 

Baer said his officers reported the door had 
been locked earlier in the evening. However, an 
instructor or someone else may have entered the 
building and left it unlocked after that time. 

Jim Hansen, who teaches at Duryea, said the 
incident was unfortunate. It is necessary for art 
students to leave their projects out where they 
can work on them, and there has to be a certain 
amount of trust involved. 

Referring to other incidents, such as last year 
when canvases were cut and projects smashed, 
Hansen said the problem is beginning to spread. 

RESPECT FOR learning is falling apart, 
which is unfortunate because it is a foundation 
for learning, he said.

The transcript of the doomed Delta Flight 191 which went down 
in August revealed a thunderstorm and possibly a tornado in the area where 
the plane crashed. The transcript also showed that the pilot was not warned 
of the weather conditions. 


Jordan's King Hussein met with the members of the House and 
Senate on Oct. 1 in an attempt to secure $1.5 billion arms deal. His task was 
complicated because Congress had imposed a conditional ban on arm 9 sales 
to Jordan last June. It decided Jordan should not get any weapons until 
Hussein agreed to direct peace talks with Israel. Hussein agreed to do it on 
the condition that the talks be a part of the international conference which 
includes the presence of the Soviets. 


Six Israeli warplanes have bombed the headquarters of the Pales¬ 
tine Liberation Organization situated about 21 miles south of Tunis in North 
Africa. PLO leader Yassir Arafat escaped uninjured. The reported raid followed 
last week's killing of three Israelis in Cyprus by pro-Palestinian gunmen. 


Interpol officials met in Washington this week to discuss terror¬ 
ist activities and various anti-law issues. Law officials from around the world 
have gathered in the US for a week long conference--the first in the US in 25 
years. 


Robert Hedly, head of the Illinois Federation of Teachers, said Illi¬ 
nois may currently have a teacher surplus but in order to keep it, school dis¬ 
tricts will have to increase their wages. The present salary is at a state 
minimum of $10,000, which Healy wants increased to $20,000. Failure of 
the legislature to increase the mandated minimum salary disappointed Healy 
and he said it was “unfinished business..." and it would come up again. 


Federal authorities released figures which showed as many as 
40,000 aliens were registered to vote in Chicago illegally. Brian Perryman, 
assistant district director of Immigration and Naturalization, said unless proof 
of US citizenship was required, the entire election process would be “sub¬ 
verted." Federal authorities have found evidence of alien registration in Kane 
and Lake counties also.

Former Bradley University employee, Billye D. Woolard, pleaded 
guilty Monday to taking $2,090 from the University. Woolard, 34, formerly of 
Peoria now resides in Stilwell Okla. Woolard must repay the stolen money to 
the University in monthly installments during her two years of probation. The 
agreement was part of a plea accepted by Circuit Judge Stephen J. Covey, it 
also call for Woolard to perform 350 hours of public service. 

Two of the dismissed counts charged Woolard and former boyfriend, 
fired police officer Elmer J. Harris Jr., 29, 1006 N. Parkside, with burglarizing 
Swords Hall in March 1984. Harris was sentenced to a year of probation, 
500 hours community service and fined $1000 for the misdemeanor offense. 
Harris was on duty at the time and acted as Woolard's lookout while she 
searched the Office for documents containing information on her embezzle¬ 
ment. An assistant state's attorney said the documents, which were taken 
have not been found. 


Peoria's City Council supported efforts 

to find funding for a $40,000 gang prevention program on the South Side 
The city, by an unanimous vote of the Council, wjll send a grant application to 
Springfield seeking money from a $850,000 fund set up to stop gang activi¬ 
ties. The proposed program will set up workshops which will help young 
people learn how to apply for jobs and set up a job bank to list job openings. 


The first day of testimony in the trial of accused kidnapper and 
rapist David W. Phillips began Tuesday with testimony from the mother of^ 
the kidnapped 3-year-old girl. The mother said the girl said Phillips was bad , 
and mentioned rocks hurting her feet during the incident. Evidence introduced 
in the trial showed semen from traces found on the girl and her nightgown^ 
are from a person of AB-secreter blood type, which is in only 3 percent of 
the population. Phillips is an AB-secreter. 


The P.E.O.R.I.A. Project started Sunday with a benefit and- 
recording session at the Copper Kettle in Peoria Heights. Chuck Senrick and * 
other area musicians including-the Caterpillar Employees' Big Band appeared , 
free at the Kettle to raise money.

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Recruitment efforts heightened

There is a declining population of high school 
students in Illinois and the decline will continue 
until 1993, according to Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting 
associate provost for student affairs. 

Gaisky addressed Student Senate on Monday 
to explain the University’s plan to attract incom¬ 
ing freshmen. 

A combination of factors prompted Bradley 
to act on this situation. "Within an eight month 
period, Bradley had lost its top five admissions 
people," Gaisky said. 

When the school learned about the decline in 
students, it began to rework its slide presentation 
which Bradley shows to prospective students at 
hotel receptions. "The slide show was remade 
because it was out of date, poorly done, and we 
wanted something that would capture the feeling 
of Bradley." 

GALSKY SAID all admissions publications 
were revamped because they were outdated. "The 
University depends heavily on tuition and enroll¬ 
ment," and so work began to attract more stu¬ 
dents. 

Some new admission objectives have been 
drawn up: increase minority student recruitment; 
increase international student * recruitment; 
increase interaction and communication with 
community colleges; continue recruitment to out 


of state market; increase competitiveness of Illi¬ 
nois recruitment effort; increase yield rate of 
admits to deposits (increase the number of appli¬ 
cants); and, increase the retention rate. 

"The declining population will show a decline 
of 30 percent by 1992. The same trend is 
predicted for Missouri (-29 percent), Michigan (- 
35 percent), Iowa (-31 percent), Indiana (-26 per¬ 
cent), Wisconsin (-31 percent); however, Texas is 
predicted to go up by 10 percent," Gaisky said. 

In other business. Senate passed a resolution 
to recognize Dr. James Erickson for "outstanding 
service and dedication to the University, stu¬ 
dents, faculty, administration and staff." A formal 
acknowledgement was made because Erickson 
will be leaving in January to accent the position 
of Vice Chancellor for University Relations and 
Development for the University of California. 

Also, nominees for the two vacant advisory 
positions spoke to Senate. Walter Wilkins, 
librarian, was elected back to the position for the 
seventh year. Dr. Paul Kasimbira of the elemen¬ 
tary and secondary education department, will 
also serve as advisor. Kasimbira replaces Peggy- 
Sassarossi, director of student activities. 

IN ADDITION, All-school President Ray 
Einig announced Gaisky and himself will be eat¬ 
ing in the dorm cafeterias. "We’re doing this to~ 
open up communication lines and to meet stu¬ 
dents on an informal basis," Einig said.

The Cabaret Music Theatre offers a lovely form of theatre 
going. Located at the foot of Alexander St, they showcase musical 
theatre, with a nightclub atmosphere. In addition to the plays, they 
have a full service bar and popcorn. Presently they’re running "The 
Best Little Whorehouse in Texas." It’s a lively musical, featuring 
Bradley dance instructor Lizann Wetherington. It runs through 
mid-November. 

CONKLIN DINNER THEATRE located 20 miles outside of 
Peoria in Goodfield also offers a unique theatre experience. Conk¬ 
lin offers theatre and dinner. 

Conklin has a permanent acting company of 20 people, but 
they do hold open auditions for many of their shows. 

Conklin’s is open year-round, seating 260 people. Prices for 
dinner/theatre range from $15 ta$22. 

Perhaps the most well known theatre in Peoria is the Peoria 
Players located at 4300 N. University. The "Players" is in its 67th 
year and is the "Oldest Running Community Theatre in Existence," 
according to Ray Sharp, a box office volunteer. 

The "Players" have open auditions for all their productions.

The 
closest theatre is the Varsity, located a block from campus on Main 
Street, which has two screens. 

All the theatres in Peoria, which are owned by Kerosotes, 
feature recently released films, except the Varsity II, which features 
international films also.

If you’re the type who enjoys to go out and 
listen to music, have a few drinks, dance or just 
have a good time, Peoria has something to offer 
you. 

One of the largest, and closest places to 
campus, is Jumer’s Castle Lodge, located on 
Western Avenue. 

Jumer’s has live entertainment every night 
except Sunday in their bar/lounge, featuring con¬ 
temporary music. They also have a restaurant 
that features a strolling accordion player and a 
piano player and they have seven private banquet 
rooms available, the largest holding 300 people.

Sully’s Pub & Cafe, on Adams Street, also 
has a dance floor and disc jockey.

Although many of the health clubs in Peoria require member¬ 
ship, they offer a variety of services for the money. 

" The Landmark Racquet and Health Club offers its clientele the 
use of Nautilus equipment, 12 racquetball courts, a full gym¬ 
nasium, swimming pool, indoor track, steam room, sauna and also 
has exercise classes. 

Although the club, which is located in the Landmark Recrea¬ 
tion Center on Dries Lane, charges a monthly fee to members, 
non-members may use'the equipment for a charge of $10 a day. 

THE RIVER CITY Athletic Club has 12 indoor and 8 outdoor 
tennis courts, 15 sets of Nautilus equipment, universal and free 
weights, four racquetball courts, 2 full basketball-courts, 2 volley- 
ball courts, a 90 person aerobic area, sauna and whirlpool. 

The Nucleus Health Club and Spa, on West Lake Avenue, has 
dual facilities for men and women which include $120,000 worth of 
exercise equipment, sauna, steam room, outdoor pool, masseuses, 
co-ed aerobic sessions, four tannifig beds and dynamic and Olympic 
weights. 

The YMCA, which has a membership of $103 a year for col¬ 
lege students, has a pool, weight room, gym, racquetball and hand¬ 
ball courts, and a track for members to use. Guests may accom¬ 
pany members for a charge of $5. 

FOR THOSE interested in getting some exercise or outside to 
view some of the sights, there are numerous options. 

The most obvious is probably Bradley Park, which has baseball 
diamonds, frisbee golf courses, horseshoe pitching (for members), 
tennis courts, and plenty of room to roam. 

Detweiller Park, the largest in Peoria, has five soccer fields, a 
rugby field, and a cross country trail. The park is located on North 
Galena Road. 

Glen Oak Park offers a variety of outdoor activities and things 
for students to do. 

The park has a zoo with over 400 animals, a botanical garden 
housed in a 5000 square-foot conservatory, an outdoor theatre, a 
lagoon and tennis counts.

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Literary story hour with writer Coover

Many college students long for 
he time when their mothers used 
:o read them bedtime stories. Some 
jot to relive those times, university 
style, Thursday night at a reading 
oy poet, author, and playwright 
Robert Coover. 

Coover’s works have been 
acclaimed as contemporary classics. 
He’s not only gifted as a writer, but 
also as a reader/entertainer, judging 
by the audience’s frequent bursts of 
laughter. 

Coover read three short selec¬ 
tions, and one rather’ long epic-type 
poem. He has been described as an 
"experimental writer of fiction , 
creating "alternate worlds. 

Of his readings, an entertain¬ 
ing one was entitled, "An 
Encounter." It dealt with a man s 
encounter with emptiness. The man 
wanders and wanders through an 
empty house, opening doors. He 
then encounters sameness, realizing 
that sameness is a structure of 
emptiness. The man finally sits 
down, only to realize it doesn t 
matter if he sits or runs, everything 
is still the same, empty. 

Frustrated, he wonders when it 
will all end. "He then opens a door, 
and ..." 


Coover’s works lead the 
readers (or in this case, the 
listeners) on a wild goose chase, 
roller coaster ride, making them 
long to know what is going to hap¬ 
pen next. 

Another reading dealt with a 
man in a big hotel, and his 
encounters on a seemingly endless 
elevator ride...yes, that’s right, 
encounters in an elevator. It sounds 
normal to most people. Most peo¬ 
ple just keep quiet and stare ahead. 
Well, most people aren't Robert 
Coover in a big hotel at convention 
time! 

In this man’s encounters, much 
liquor is consumed, and a lot of 
womanizing takes place, including 
fornication in the elevator. At the 
end, the man is ready to go back 
and do it all again, because "Hell, 
that’s what conventions are all 
about." 

Coover has a knack for taking 
the most ordinary experiences and 
turning them into raucous fun. At 
times, his works sounded similar in 
style to Shel Silverstein’s writings. 

Coover’s visit was sponsored 
by the Bradley University Cultural 
Affairs committee, and the depart¬ 
ment of English and foreign 
languages as part of the 1985-86 
Visiting Writers Program.

Mixed bag: Creator and Maxie

After this summer’s deluge of 
'teenage scientist " movies, it’s 
good to have a film out that fol¬ 
lows the same theme, but does 
much better. "Creator" is that film. 

Peter O’Toole ("My Favorite 
Year") plays Harry Wolper, an 
eccentric biology professor who’s 
trying to re-create his wife who 
died thirty years ago. She remains 
alive in Harry’s daydreams, and in 
a vial where some of her cells have 
kept for all that time. Harry 
recruits Boris, an unwitting gradu¬ 
ate

experiments. Along the way the 
two pick up Meli, a "self-admitted 
.19-year-old nymphomaniac," to 
contribute an egg to the endeavor. 
The three battle bureaucracy and 
stodgy, conventional college faculty 
as they move toward their goal. 
However, complications arise as 
Meli falls in love with Harry, and 
Boris with Barbara, another gradu¬ 
ate student. 

But it isn’t just another mad 
scientist movie. Although it starts 
out a little fast-paced and it’s 
pretty obvious that a lot of the 
original script didn’t make it to the 
screen, "Creator" does eventually 
find itself and turns into a credible 
film with some very human themes. 
Much of this comes from the actors 
^rather than the script. 

O’Toole is very good at play¬ 
ing the eccentric who everyone 
sympathizes with as he comes to 
realize his dream may be an impos¬ 
sible one. Vincent Spano, who’s 
grown about seven inches since his 
first success in "Baby It’s You," 
plays Boris. Not as a stereotypical

The formation of a new fact finding and 
evaluative ad hoc committee has been approved 
by the Student Senate. 

The Representation Evaluation Committee 
will have a fact finding, investigative role and will 
recommend changes to the Senate, All-School 
Vice President Ray Einig said. 

The outline for the committee, which was 
submitted by Einig, states: "Whereas there is a 
separation of student government entities and 
this has caused a lack of communication and pol¬ 
itical infighting...” and "whereas there is need for 
a unified student government to be a central sup¬ 
port system and to be a clearing house for 
campus problems" and "Whereas there needs to 
be a central organization recognized be the Brad¬ 
ley University administration and student body as 
being continually effective and have concrete jur¬ 
isdiction over Senate issues;" "Therefore, be it 
moved that the Representation Evaluation Com¬ 
mittee be established." 


Einig said the committee will have the power 
to make recommendations based on its findings, 
but Senate has the power to approve or disap¬ 
prove them. 

HE SAID HE is very excited about the pos¬ 
sibilities of the ad hoc committee. 

Because the committee will be represented by 
over 10 campus organizations ranging from the 
Activities Council of Bradley University (ACBU) 
to the Student Activities Budget Review Commit¬ 
tee (SABRC), Einig said the committee will take 
its recommendations to the University and "they 
will have no choice but to accept" because it will 
represent what the students want. 

He said the committee has received approval 
from the administration and he doesn't foresee 
any problems with them accepting recommenda¬ 
tions, "after all, it's our system." 

Einig said all the members to the committee 
should be named by Oct. 14 and it should make 
its initial presentation to Senate on its progress by 
Dec. 2.

Colleges exaggerate athletic grads-GAO 

^ Ae a rpQiilt. thev didn t starting school. 


(CPS) - Colleges are exag¬ 
gerating the number of athletes 
they actually graduate, the 
Government Accounting Office 
(GAO) said. 

Some campus, sports support¬ 
ers fret the GAO report may 
resuscitate congressional efforts 
to force colleges to pay closer 
attention to how well 
student/athletes are doing in 

The GAO said studies claim¬ 
ing college athletes graduate at 
about the same rate as their 
non-athlete peers are flawed. 

The GAO said an American 
College Testing (ACT) Program 
study of how many athletes gra¬ 
duate simply compared gradua¬ 
tion ratqs of athletes and non¬ 
athletes, but didn’t break out 
how many athletes were on 
scholarship, the GAO’s Carolyn 
Boyce said. 

ANOTHER STUDY, this 
one by Advanced Technology, 
Inc. and trumpetes by the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) as proof 
colleges work hard to educate 
athletes, statistically compared 
"apples to oranges," Boyce said. 


As a result, they didn t 
answer questions posed last year 
by Rep. James Howard (D- 
N.J.), who wants to stop alumni 
from deducting from their 
money donated to colleges that 
fail to educate their athletes. 
"Should we allow money to be 
deductible for advancing educa¬ 
tion when athletes don t gradu¬ 
ate?" Scott lmus, an aide to 
Howard, said. 

Howard wants to end deduc¬ 
tions for donations to schools 
that don’t graduate at least 
three-quarters of their scholar¬ 
ship athletes within five years of

Visitation was Wednesday 
and the funeral was Thursday at 
10 a.m. at Collier’s Funeral 
Home in St. Louis.

900 jobs will be lost at the Caterpillar Tractor 
Co. because of a phase out planned for the Decatur plant. The phase out of 
some of the plant's operations is caused by cost-cutting measures needed at 
the Decatur plant. Plant Manager Ron Diamond stated in a letter to plant 
employees that the cost-cutting measures are necessary to try to keep the 
plant open. Production of some expensive parts will be transferred to other 
Caterpillar factories and cheaper outside suppliers. This will result is savings 
of at least 40 percent. The final assembly of equipment made at the Decatur 
plant such as motor graders, off-highway trucks, and drive trains will con¬ 
tinue to be done at the factory. Caterpillar is having problems due to 
increased foreign competition. The final decision on the layoffs is expected to 
be made by the end of the year. 

The proposed Korean auto parts factory scheduled to be 
built on the abandoned 42-acre site along the river on Peoria's far south side 
is threatened by flooding from the river. The factory was given free land on 
the south side by the city. Developer G. Raymond Becker said the site along 
the river needed extensive work to bring it above flood level Becker said the 
work needed to make the site useable would be too expensive for such a 
small piece of land. Although AMKOR has been given the free land and prom¬ 
ised a $18 million federal grant for the project, the company will have to 
look for another location for the factory. We'll save the city a lot of money 
and ourselves a lot of headache, Becker said. The real estate department of 
Becker Bros is searching for another location in Pedria. Mayor Jim Maloof 
believes the AMKOR factory will be in Peoria. 

Reportedly, more than 6,000 Peoria County properties have 
delinquent 1984 taxes This is a decline of nearly 1,300 from lazy year. The 
drop in delinquency may be because lending institutions are keeping better 
track of mortgages and demanding borrowers pay off taxes into an escrow 
account managed by the institution. 

Don Schwertfeger, a Peoria man, plans to manufacture hear¬ 
ing aid devices early next year. Schwertfeger presently is opening a chain of 
hearing aid centers in Bergner's department stores. He plans to open nine 
'hearing aid centers next year and a manufacturing plant called Hearing of Illi¬ 
nois. His first hearing aid center was opened a year ago in Bergner's LaSalle- 
Peru store. There are also centers in Pekin, Galesburg, and Champaign. 

The new Educational Service Center will not be 

located in Peoria. The Center board members chose Pekin as the location and 
Superintendent Solie Myers of Tazewell County was chosen as the adminis¬ 
trative agent of the center. The bid for Peoria was turned down because the 
center's location had been decided after Meyers was chosen as the adminis¬ 
trative agent.

In the years the Peoria 
chapter of NOW has sponsored 
the walk, Corl said she has seen 
improvement in awareness of 
the problems women face. 
"There has been a dramatic 
improvement in attitudes in the 
area. 

"Nationwide, the walk has 
been real effective in bringing 
attention to problems. In our 
own area, a lot of concrete 
activities have evolved from the 
walk," Corl said. 

Among improvements, Corl 
said the attitudes of Peoria pol¬ 
ice have changed. "They’re not 
taking an insensitive attitude"' 1 
when dealing with women and 
rape situations. 

Corl said wonfen police 
officers are being used in deal¬ 
ing with rape victims now. 

WOMENSTRENGTH, a 
24-hour support/hotline group 
has evolved from NOW’s stance 
in the local area. The group 
offers support to women who 
have been assaulted or raped. 

It was suggested this year’s 
walk be held on the Bradley 
campus as result of comments 
made by Ed King, director of 
residential life and student judi¬ 
cial system, in the September 
issue of Ms. Magazine. 
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King said his quotes were 
taken out of context when the 
article quoted him on the sexual 
behavior of women. 

"Originally it was to be in the 
West Bluff' area-the 
neighborhood-then the campus 
and Tiow the neighborhood 
again. People would miss the 
point for the whole rally if it 
was hqld on campus," Corl said. 

The central theme for the 
walk is to encourage each per¬ 
son to become aware—to have 
people make their own personal 
commitment to what can be 
done to make the neighborhood 
a safer place at night. 

"WOMEN SHOULD BE 
allowed to go out at night—we 
want to take back the night," 
Corl said. 

Corl believes the walk will be 
effective this year, because "this 
year’s rally will pass residential 
streets, apartments and 
businesses," In the past the 
walk has been downtown and 
this type of audience was not 
reached. 

"We’ve never done this in a 
neighborhood before, it’s an 
idea whose lime has come. If 
we’re pleased, maybe we will 
move it around in the future. 
Everyone can walk. Whole fam¬ 
ilies walk," Corl said.

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Discover computer to be discontinued

The days of the Discover 
Computer in Bradley Center for 
Career Development are num¬ 
bered. As of November 1, the 
computer will not exist at Brad¬ 
ley. 

Discover is produced by the 
ACT (American College Test¬ 
ing) Program. It helps students 
learn more about themselves, 
their interests, and possible 
occupational areas which fit 
their interests. 

Patrick Rothberg, part-time 
student advisor in Career Plan¬ 
ning for the Center for Career 
Development, said, "There are 
four separate modules of the 
Discover computer: 

•Getting to know yourself 

• Searching for occupations 

• Learning about occupations 
and 

• Getting graduate school infor¬ 
mation. 

Any student can elect to do 
whichever modules they want 
or may find useful." 

Rothberg said, "Anybody can 
use it, but we especially 
encourage freshmen and sopho¬ 
mores to use it." It is included 
in the AEP course curriculum, 
but otherwise, it is offered at a 
minimal cost of $1 per hour. 

THERE ARE two main rea¬ 
sons for discontinuing the Dis¬ 
cover computer program. Jane 
C. Linnenburger, acting director 
for the Center for Career 
Development, said, "Due to 
increasing costs of the software 
and problems with the 
hardware, we believe that we 
can better serve students by 
providing a greater variety of 
career guidance software and 
exploring additional uses for the 
Apple computer." 

Rothberg said, "The problem 
is with the Corvus drive. The 
information on the floppy disks 
is transferred onto the Corvus 
drive, because the Corvus is 
less bulky to use. The Corvus 
first broke down while still 
under warranty. To repair the 
Corvus can be very expensive- 
$400 to $600. A new Corvus 
can cost $1500. The Corvus is a 
very good drive, but we haven’t 
had much luck with itI feel it 



is partly due to the climate of 
the room where the computer 
is. The cost of leasing the Dis¬ 
cover program also increased 
from $750 to $1500 a year. 

"Due to the budget cuts 
because of decreased enroll¬ 
ment, a better use of the funds 
would be to buy our own disks 
from all over and to start a 
library of our own. With the 
Apple computer, we are also 
hoping to connect it to our Dia¬ 
blo printer to print out cover 
letters and resume letters. 
We’re going to buy programs 
which deal with simulation of 
occupations, and management, 
business, and engineering prob¬ 
lems. We want to buy software 
geared to different majors." 

The second major problem 
with the Discover usage is the 
low amount of student partici¬ 
pation. Linnenburger said, "Stu¬ 
dent use and satisfaction never 
reached the level that we had 
hoped it would." 

There will be a meeting next 
week to discuss the purchase of 
a new model of an Apple com¬ 
puter, which has a greater capa¬ 
city for information storage. 
Linnenburger said they are hop¬ 
ing to make the transition from 
the Discover program to*their 
own disks by Nov. 1 so no gap 
will occur.

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Japanese professor expresses views

Bradley's mechanical 

engineering department has a 
new faculty member who is a 
native of Japan but has spent 
the last 26 years living, work¬ 
ing, studying and teaching in 
the United Slates. 

Dr. Kihohisa Okamura said 
he came to the United States in 
I960 to finish his college stu¬ 
dies, which he started in Japan, 
at Purdue University. 

After graduating from Pur¬ 
due, he worked for General 
Motors' Aerospace Division and 
then went on to teach at such 
places as Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute, the oldest engineering 
school in the nation, an^ North 
Dakota State University, where 
he spent the last 17 years. 

He said he came to Bradley 
this semester because he 
thought it would be a better 
opportunity for him. 

BRADLEY IS known for its 
microcomputer work, in which 
he is interested, and Bradley is 
more open to new ideas. 

Okalnura also said that Brad¬ 
ley is close to Chicago and he 
hopes to eventually develop 
some contacts with people in 
the industry in the Chicago 
area. 

He also has many views on 
the comparisons between Amer¬ 
ican and Japanese schools, busi¬ 
ness and the trade situation, 
which are discussed in the fol¬ 
lowing articles. 


Education 

Dr. Kihohisa Okamura, a 
new professor in Bradley's 
mechanical engineering depart¬ 
ment, said there are both 
differences and similarities 
between the American and 
Japanese schooling systems. 

Prior to World War II, the 
Japanese system followed the 
European system, and there was 
a small number of colleges and 
few students went, he said. 

After the war, the United 
States urged Japan to adopt its 
system of mass education, 
which they did somewhat 
begrudgingly, Okamura said. 

"The result was a great suc¬ 
cess, even better than the 
American system," he said. 

OKAMURA SAID the 
emphasis on education in Japan 
is much, much stronger 
throughout life than the Ameri¬ 
can system. 

Although what is taught in 
both countries is similar, 
Okamura said the Japanese 
pre-college education system is 
much better. 

Okamura said he likes cer¬ 
tain aspects of American 
education better. 

In Japan they treat students 
more like adults, leaving them 
alone. Here they treat them 
more like kids. The disadvan¬ 
tage of the Japanese system is 
that if you don’t study hard, 
you don't learn much, he said. 

In Japan there isn’t much 
homework, he said. You would 
study and have only one test a 
semester, thats it. 

HE SAID the Japanese stu¬ 
dents usually graduate from 
high school with a strong back¬ 
ground in math and the sci¬ 
ences, while the American stu¬ 
dent doesn’t usually reach 
equivalent levels until the fresh¬ 
man or sophomore year of col¬ 
lege. 

The American system is very 
thorough, but the Japanese sys¬ 
tem is much more practical, he 
said. 

While American college stu¬ 


dents are spending a 
compressed amount of time 
learning what the Japanese 
learned in high school, the 
Japanese students are spending 
their time working on projects. 

Okamura said that at the 
University of Tokyo, he visited 
a friends lab in which every 
computer used was hand-built 
by students. 

"The Japanese students 
hand-build everything, they 
really struggle to make the 
things work." 

OKAMURA SAID both 
Japanese and American stu¬ 
dents are prepared for the 
future, although the American 
students lack the basic training 
in mathematics the Japanese 
have. 

He said American students 
do catch up in college, but so 
much is compressed in so little 
time, that they may end up 
shaky in mathematics. 

American course curriculum 
is very good and the textbooks 
are excellent, he said. 

"Japanese engineering text¬ 
books are very poor, not many 
examples'," he said. 

"If they combined both sys¬ 
tems, it would be a very good 
system."

Business 

American and Japanese gra¬ 
duates face different futures 
when they graduate. Dr. 
Kihohisa Okamura said. 

In America, companies hire 
you arid put you to work 
immediately. In Japan they 
spend much time retraining you 
first. 

In Japan you are more likely 
to work for a company for the 


rest of your life, so they are in 
no hurry to pul you into the 
work force. 

Japanese workers learn to do 
everything on the job. 
Engineers even learn to operate 
the machines, Okamura said. 

IN AMERICA, engineering 
graduates are likely to be put 
behind a desk in an office right 
after they are hired. 

Okamura said this is why the 
Japanese system has been so 
successful. 

There is a great deal of 
redundancy and overlap in the 
Japanese workplace, Okamura 
said. That way, if one person is 
sick, someone else can fill in for 
him. 


This is generally not allowed 
in America because of union 
restraint against it, he said. 

He said the basis for this 
may be found in the cultural 
differences of the two countries. 

HERE IN America, there is 
more individualism and 
independence, sort of a "this is 
mine, don’t enter my territory" 
attitude, he said. 

Japan is too small for this, 
he said. 

Japan is about the size of 
California and 85 percent of this 
space is mountains. In the 
remaining 15 percent, an area 
about the size of Connecticut, 
lives a population about half the 
size of that in the United 


Stales, he said. 

We must learn to comprom¬ 
ise and are brought up to share. 
We can not say "this is mine," 
we must say, "this is ours." 

Okamura said this country is 
much more comfortable and it 
is easier to make complaints, 
but some Japanese find that 
freedom uncomfortable. 

"IN JAPAN we never say 
This isn’t in my job descrip- 
. lion,’" he said. 

He said introducing this idea 
of compromise would be 
difficult in America because of 
American’s free attitudes, but 
some American companies are

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Hunger problems discussed

International and local 
hunger poverty and misconcep¬ 
tions of the problem by coun¬ 
tries was the topic of discussion 
Wednesday night in the Garrett 
Center. 

A small group gathered in 
the Garrett Center for a panel 
discussion on international and 
local hunger. Key speakers were 
Dr. Patrick Bellegarde-Smith, 
professor in the international 
studies program at Bradley and 
the Reverend Jack Cramer, Pas¬ 
tor of the Faith United Metho¬ 
dist Church and president of 
the Central Illinois Food Bank. 

Bellegarde-Smith spoke 

about the international aspects 
of hunger and poverty and 
some misconceptions the 
United States and other coun¬ 
tries are led to believe. 

"In many countries we are 
told, and of course there is evi¬ 
dence to support that food pro¬ 
duction is up, and this is espe¬ 
cially true of South America. 
What we are very seldom told is 
that food consumption is 
down." 

HE SAID we cannot speak 
of population problems as the 
whole solution for poverty, for 
most African countries and 
many Latin American countries 
are underpopulated. Land 


resources of these countries are 
not being used properly. 

Food production might be 
rising, but it is going toward the 
foreign market and being 
exported instead of remaining 
for local needs. 

A vicious circle is esta¬ 
blished. High foreign debts and 
bank loans are repaid by agri¬ 
cultural exports. What is said to 
these local populations is we 
want your land, we want your 
labor, but we don’t consider 
anything else important. Exam¬ 
ples of this include the Philli- 
pines, Brazil, Kenya, Costa Rica 
and Guatemala, Bellegarde- 
Smith said. 

Brazil, supposedly escaping 
the poverty trap, is the second 
highest country in numbers of 
infant mortality rates due to 
malnutrition. 

Bellegarde-Smith said beef 
production has gone up in 
places like Costa Rica and 
Guatemala, making things look 
brighter, but in reality, the 
average American domestic cat 
consumes more beef per day 
than the average Central Amer¬ 
ican. Even so, the governments 
are considering utilizing more 
land for commercial exporta¬ 
tion. 

Bellegarde-Smith said: 

• 70 percent of Mexicans cannot 


buy Mexican-produced food. It 
is just not there. The Mexican 
population is too poor to buy 
what is produced in their own 
country. 

• Agricultural land in Haiti is 
being flooded by industry such 
as baseball-making for the 
United State market. Haitians 
are being paid $2.64 a day to 
work in those factories. 

• Some small countries in 
Africa use a very economically- 
limiting production of peanuts 
to suppbrt their national 
income. 

THE REVEREND Cramer 
said: 

• More than 35 million people 
in the United States live in 
poverty, 13.8 million of which 
are children. 

• In the 1980s that number has 
increased by 6.5 million. 

• It’s an estimated 25 percent of 
all children in this country live 
in poverty. Living in poverty is 
defined as a family of four earn¬ 
ing an average income of no 
more than $10,500 per year. 

• A national study of 181 emer¬ 
gency food suppliers to the poor 
showed that over half of these

Eating disorders 
afflict women

Anorexia nervosa, bulimia and compulsive 
overeating are three major eating disorders that 
predominately affect women, according to an 
authority in the field. 

As a part of the Council For Women's 
Awareness "Different But Equal" series, Joann 
Hendelman, Director of the Eating Disorders 
Program sponsored by St. Francis Medical Center 
and the Human Service Center, spoke Tuesday 
night on the three major eating disorders. 

Hendelman said anorexia nervosa is a self- 
inflicted starvation that usually affects women 
between the ages of 13 and 18. Those affected 
usually lose 25 percent of their body weight. Up 
to 15 percent of those afflicted die from starva¬ 
tion and 3-15 percent kill themselves, Hendelman 
said. 

Those who are anorexic, are usually "trying 
.desperately to get love. They feel out of control 
and try to find something to control. The one 
thing they can control is food." The anorexic usu¬ 
ally begins with dieting and when people notice 
the weight loss, they continue to diet. They lose 
sight of what looks good and they finally come to 
a point where they are starving themselves, Hen¬ 
delman said. 

HENDELMAN SAID the anorexic foses her 
abstract reasoning abilities because she is starv¬ 
ing. All she can think about is food but she still 
supresses her hunger. The first step is to feed 
them in order to bring back their abstract think¬ 
ing, then we find out why this happened." 

A woman consumes as many as 55,000 
calories in as little as 15 minutes and then causes 
herself to vomit. She may spend as much as $400 
a day on this binging and purging habit. This is a 
disease known as bulimia and it most often 
affects women of college age. 

She said it can be seen in large proportions 
on the college campus. Those afflicted with 


bulimia eat tremendous amounts of food and 
then try to rid themselves of the excess by vomit- 
ting or using laxatives. 

’'The binges which are usually about 15 
minutes range from 1000-2000 calories, she said. 
The normal woman consumes 1000 to 2000 
calories a day. Hendelman said these binges range 
in cost from S50 to $400 and many bulimics steal 
or prostitute themselves to sustain their "habit." 

"Most of the time bulimics are well-liked and 
popular people. They are the ones who are active 
and involved. They think they are terrible people, 
though, so they deal with their anxiety with food. 
They are trying to feed the whole." The food does 
relieve the tension, but when they realize they 
will gain weight, they vomit or use laxatives, 
Hendelman said. 

THE SELF-ABUSIVE behavior is in itself 
addicting and very difficult to stop. It usually 
takes months even years of therapy. Similar to 
bulimia is compulsive overeating. Women 
afflicted by this disease binge for many of the 
same reasons as the bulimic, but they do not 
purge, she said. 

Hendelman believes our society plays a large 
role in the perpetuation of eating disorders. "We 
train women to be body conscious, body first, 
mind second. In our society, we must fit into a 
certain mold. We fight against our bodies, our set 
weight point. . .setting ourselves up for eating 
disorders." 

The St. Francis Eating Disorders Program 
consists of an inpatient unit for those who cannot 
control their functions, those who are suicidal or 
need immediate medical attention. They are com¬ 
mitted for a minimum of four weeks. Afterwards 
there is an outpatient department in which the 
afflicted are put into individual and group therapy. 
There is also a group for the family and friends 
of the patients. Hendelman said "any kind of call 
is okay", so if you or anyone you know faces any 
of these problems, don't hesitate to call.

Study: collegians lonely 


LINCOLN, NE (CPS)- 
College students, particularly 
entering freshmen, are more 
lonely than virtually all other 
social groups except single 
parents, alcoholics and some 
high school students, according 
to a researcher at the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln. 

"We have been very 
surprised to learn that college 
students are one of the more 
lonely groups of people we've 
surveyed over the years," John 
Woodward, UNL professor of 
human development, who has 
given his loneliness lest to 
thousands of people-including 
over 400 students—over the past 
20 years, said. 

After asking respondents 
how they feel and behave in 
specific social situations. Wood¬ 
ward rates them on what he 
calls his "loneliness index." 

"Ironically, what we have 
found is that high school and 
college students-who you 
would expect to be the least 
lonely of all people-rate very 
high on the loneliness index. 


while the elderly—who you 
would expect to feel lonely-are 
the lowest group on the loneli¬ 
ness index," he reported. 

THE ONLY people lonelier 
than entering freshmen, he 
says, are alcoholics, single 
parents, rural high school stu¬ 
dents and female, inner-city 
high schoolers. 

"We believe that students are 
lonely for a good many reasons. 
Most of them have been 
uprooted from their family sup¬ 
port systems, their life-long 
friends, and are searching to 
establish a new support system 
in a, strange place among 
strange people." 

In addition, "college students 
are in a period when they have 
to make new decisions about all 
sorts of things-committing 
themselves to college, building 
a philosophy of life, setting 
rules for moral behavior, what 
classes they will take—and 
decision-making is a very lonely 
process." 

"College is indeed a time of

Guitarists form perfect ensemble

It’s a good thing Robin 
Neihardt Petri and Mark Bentley 
Smith are not mathematicians. 
When they gave their classical gui¬ 
tar performance last Sunday in the 
Dingeldine Music Center, they 
proved one of the most basic 
axioms of mathematics to be 
wrong. 

In their case, one plus one 
equals one. 


While bqth have their own 
sound (Neihardt’s tone being the 
brighter of the two), the difference 
is not so much of two diverse 
talents, but rather of the same 
musician playing two different gui¬ 
tars. 

Like a finely tuned car, 
Neihardt-Bentley are well-oiled 
with seven years of experience 
playing together and are able to 


shift musical gears smoothly and 
effectively. The ease and comfort 
with which they play together is 
obvious, as is the familiarity each 
has with the intricacies and tenden¬ 
cies of the other’s style. 

They began playing together 
in 1978 at the University of 
Missouri-Kansas City when they 
saw the partnership as a way to 
fulfill a required ensemble credit. 


They have played together since 
and often in orchestral settings. An 
album is planned to be recorded in 
May. If it is anything like Sunday’s 
concert, it should be a stunning 
debut disk. 

They began the program with 
three Renaissance lute pieces, one 
by John Dowland and two, 
according to Neihardt, "written by 
our favorite’ composer, 

Anonymous." 

Christian Scheidler’s "Sonata 
in D Major" followed. Neihardt- 
Bentley sounded like more than 
two instruments, yet changed 
dynamics and flowed as smoothly 
as if one. 

Five Spanish and South Amer¬ 
ican folk songs were included, to 
close out the first half. Neihardt 
said they were chosen "just for 
fun". 

The second half began with 
perhaps the highlight of the after¬ 
noon, Fernando Sor’s 

"L’Encouragement, Op. 34". 
Featuring fast and tricky runs, Sor’s 
piece forced the guitarists to reach 
what appeared to be their highest 
level of intensity. Unfortunately, 
Neihardt struggled through the end 
of the piece with only five strings, 
having broken one during the final 
movement. 

While Neihardt replaced his D 
string, Bentley entertained the 
audience with an unrehearsed "Can- 
cion Triste," which Bentley later 
admitted to not having played for 
three weeks. 

The two then continued with 
the "Intermezzo from Goyescas" 
and "Spanish Dance No. 4" by 
Enrique Granados. 

"Cordoba," dripped sentimen¬ 
tality, while Manuel DeFalla’s lively 
"The Miller’s Dance" ended the per¬ 
formance.

Midway through "Entres 
Nous," Miou Miou asks Isabelle 
Huppert "Why am 1 so comfortable 
with you?" The audience might ask 
the same question about the movie. 
Rarely has a motion picture dep¬ 
icted the relationship between two 
women in such an easy and relaxed 
manner. 


"Entre Nous" brings together 
two women in France who are 
recovering from World War II. 
Their bond grows to the point of 
dependence, despite the distractions 
of family life. 

Both Huppert and Miou give 
appealing portrayals. The two 
women are fascinated by each 
other, and similarly, the audience is 
captivated by each successive reve¬ 
lation of Miou’s and Huppert’s 
characters. 

The direction and camera 
work is simple, elegant, and unob¬ 
trusive. In one scene, Huppert’s 
husband goes on a bitter rampage, 
accusing Miou and Huppert of 
being "dykes." The scene begins 
with a closeup of an oriental and 
cactus terrarium, Miou’s first gift to 
Huppert, moments before it is shat¬ 
tered against the wall by Huppert’s 
husband. 

Huppert’s spouse’s inability to 
understand, or even allow his wife’s 
relationship with Miou is the pri¬ 
mary source of conflict in the 
movie. Both women are forced to 
re-examine their feelings about 
their husbands when they realize 
how important they are to each 
other.

Agnes of God

This is the time of year, 
between the summer and Christmas 
teen-flick deluges, when all of 
Hollywood’s actors make their bids 
for the year’s Oscar nominations.

For University of Maryland 
'freshman Michael Osman, the 
beginning of college life last 
month meant living in a motel. 

"It’s hard meeting people 
jhere," Osman said. He was one 
of about 170 classmates who 
couldn't get space in any of 
Maryland’s overcrowded dorms. 
"I really haven’t had a chance to 
see the campus yet." 

But at the University of 
Colorado, a condo and apart¬ 
ment glut forced landlords to 
lower rents, pay for utilities and 
waive students’ first month’s 
rent to attract tenants. 

"We need our tenants," Ed 
Mock, Boulder apartment 
manager said. Last spring he 
wrote his tenants a letter saying 
"We love you. Don’t leave us." 

THE EXTREMES -from 
overcrowded dorms on one 
[campus to empty student hous¬ 
ing on anolher-are typical of 


student housing this fall. As 
recently as fall, 1983, dorm 
space was at a premium at hun¬ 
dreds of campuses. Students 
chose to live in dorms because 
of high transportation costs and 
the expense of most off-campus 
housing. 

Administrators, however, 
were reluctant to build new 
dorms to accommodate students 
because they anticipated a large 
enrollment decline by mid¬ 
decade about the time they 
would finish building the new 
housing. 

The National Center for 
Education Statistics recently 
predicted American college 
enrollment this year would stay 
at about last year’s record level. 
And students’ access to dorm 
space, as a result, depends on 
how well their particular schools 
have done in keeping their 
enrollments up. 

A random nationwide Col¬ 
lege Press Service sampling of 
housing officers found dorm

overcrowding. Students are 
either forced to live three or 
four to a room or must move 
temporarily into off-campus 
commercial space. This is more 
common in Sun Belt states, 
where enrollment is steady or 
increasing, and less common in 
the rest of the nation. 

However many students do 
enroll, though, they still seem 
to prefer living on campus. 

"THE TIDE IS still turned • 
(toward students living on 
campus)," Jim Grimm, past 
president of the nationwide 
association of university hous¬ 
ing officers and still the Univer¬ 
sity of Florida’s housing chief, 
said. "Students are slowly com¬ 
ing back to campus." Grimm 
expects the number of students 
living on campus to increase 
between 3-6 percent this year. 

But Grimm’s successor as 
president of the Association of 
College and University Housing ' 
Officers (ACUHO) thinks stu¬ 
dent demand for . on-campus 
housing is down marginally this 
year. 

"The smaller and middle- 
sized schools in particular have 
plenty of vacancies," Washing¬ 
ton State University housing 
director Bill Bierbaum said. 
More students are going to col¬ 
lege closer to home to cut costs; 
and commuter students don’t 
need on-campus housing, "Peo¬ 
ple are trying to cut costs by 


retrenching," he said. Colleges 
consequently are doing the 
same thing airlines do when 
they’re not sure they can fill the 
space they have to sell: they 
overbook their rooms. 

Maryland, for example, still 
had 70 students in an off- 
campus motel by the end of 
October. Kearney State College 
in Nebraska housed about 40 
students in small temporary 
quarters. 

"It was not fun," Kearney 
State sophomore Heather Moats 
said. "Boxes were stacked as 
high as the middle of the win¬ 
dow. Stuff' was all over." 

SOME 200 University of 
Miami students began the year 
shut out of dorm space they’d 
been promised, compared to 
some 40 students who found 
themselves in the same fix in 
fall, 1984. 

And the University of Illi¬ 
nois had to convert 57 dorm 
lounges into temporary rooms 
to house students it couldn’t 
accommodate in regular rooms. 

The resultant densities alien¬ 
ate students and provoke unex¬ 
pected tensions. A dispropor¬ 
tionate number of black stu¬ 
dents who were jammed into 
dorm triples at Maryland 
brought accusations of housing 
racism. 

The overbooking also 
angered some off'-campus land¬ 


lords, who thought they could 
have rented space to the stu¬ 
dents now squeezed into 
lounges and motel rooms if the 
schools hadn’t misled the stu¬ 
dents. 

Owners of the University 
Plaza apartments in De Kalb, 
Illinois even sued Northern Illi¬ 
nois University, arguing NIU’s 
dorm overbooking violated 
federal fair trade laws. This fall, 
the school put about 180 stu¬ 
dents into temporary housing. 
In September, a federal judge- 
ruled the University’s over¬ 
booking policy was legal. 

"SO LONG AS enrollments 
don’t increase, there will be a 
greater tendency for private 
housing interests to say that 
what universities are doing is 
cutting into their business," 
Western Illinois University’s 
Garry Johnson, a regional 
ACUHO director, said. 

Bierbaum and Grimm 
believe there will be more over¬ 
crowding in a few more years. 
By the end of the decade, col¬ 
lege enrollments will begin to 
increase substantially, once 
again putting the squeeze on 
campus dormitories and pushing 
off-campus rents higher again. 

Until then, Bierbaum expects 
campus housing officials will 
concentrate on renovation and 
repair projects.

PEORIA, IL (CPS)—Police officers "have come to the door on 
a noise complaint, and have just walked in, and started carding 
people. They don’t have the right to do that without a warrant," 
Mike Forman, Interfraternity Council president at Bradley Univer¬ 
sity said. 

They may in fact have the right, and colleges across the coun¬ 
try are using it more to keep a closer eye on students this fall as 
the nationwide crackdown on student drinking begins its second 
year. 

Some critics fear the crackdown may scuttle campus "responsi¬ 
ble drinking" programs, forcing many students off campus—and 
into their cars-to drink in less controllable, more dangerous situa¬ 
tions. 

And while observers can’t agree if tougher regulations and 
stricter enforcement actually are changing student drinking habits, 
campuses’ switch to more aggressive anti-drinking tactics this fall is 
beyond question: 

• At Indiana University, the .dean of students has .made 
surprise visits to campus parties to find underaged drinkers and 
enforce a new campus keg policy. 

• Yale prohibits alcohol at many campus events, and issues 
students "drinking cards" to enforce the rules. 

• Local police broke up traditional school-opening street parlies 
at West Virginia and Western Michigan, and arrested 42 students 
the first week of classes at West Virginia. 

• Pittsburgh police warned student groups they would drop in 
at University of Pittsburgh parties unannounced to enforce new 
drinking age laws. 

• University of Florida administrators made a point of holding 
a public hearing into alleged violations of their new dry rush rules 
the first week of school. 

Bradley officials had two students arrested for violating drink¬ 
ing rules during the first week of classes. 

Boston University, Southern Cal, Berkeley, Penn State, San 
Diego State, Kentucky and Arizona, along with other campuses, 
have adopted stricter rules for student drinking this fall. 

At Smith College underaged drinkers no longer can get legal 
help from the college. Students can’t have liquor in dorms at South 
Dakota state schools any more, while Penn State restricts the kind 
of parties that can have kegs. 

Administrators are responding to new minimum drinking ages 


and to the difficulty of buying liabililv insurance without proving 
they’re trying to enforce the rules. 


NO ONE IS sure how much the crackdown is changing stu¬ 
dent drinking. 


The keg is still the major-focus of a party, but there is a trend 
toward more responsible use of alcohol on our campus," Harold 
Reynolds, director of student affairs at Cal-Berkeley, said. 

"There are some disgruntled views about the’ ban on alcohol, 
but we are living with it" George Kuntz, president of the InterFra- 
ternity and Sorority Council at Boston University^aid. 

"In the past, 10 people would work on the homecoming com¬ 
mittee. We had 35 this year. There is a definite increase in partici¬ 
pation in school events. It has worked phenomenally well," Kuntz 
said of the new alcohol regulations. 

"I wouldn’t say consumption has gone down in our house but 
there is more awareness of the potential abuses of alcohol,” Mike 
Allen, president of Della Tau Delta at the University of Missouri- 
Columbia, said. 

AT YALE, "there will be fewer large parties," predicted Mark 
Watts, of Yale’s Joint Council of Social Chairmen. "I expect there 
will be more coat and tie parties with more food and also more 
VCR rentals," he said. 

And at Texas’s Austin campus, "there's not less drinking,-but 
more responsible drinking," Trina Hedemaon of the school’s 
Alcohol Education Task Force, said. 

The University now is debating whether to ban alcohol in 
Texas s dorms. 

Raising the drinking age will drive students from bars and 
dorms, probably starting "a trend toward private house parlies " 
Hedemann said.

"We had a superb program with the 18-year-olds. We lost a lot 
of this positive input," Fields said.

Americans may complain 
about the trade imbalance with 
Japan, but it may not be long 
before the Japanese themselves 
are faced with a similar situa¬ 
tion, said Dr. Kihohisa 
Okamura. 

Okamura said small coun¬ 
tries like Korea, Taiwan and 
Singapore are beginning to take 
away part of the Japanese mark¬ 
ets.

big producing countries such as 
Japan and the United States. 

HE SAID Japan is investing 
big money in their high-tech 
centers because they realize big 
industry is going down in their 
country. 

He said trade balance is a big 
promise. The imbalance can’t 
be solved easily. 

He said the Americans are 
also worried about trying to 
solve their huge deficit, but he 
said he doesn’t think it is as big 
of a problem. 

Other countries still believe 
in America and are buying its 
government bonds, and com¬ 
panies like Japan and Germany 
are beginning to move many of 
their plants over here. 

He said part of the reason 
for our huge deficit is because 
Americans don’t save money. 

OKAMURA SAID it would 
be hard to make Americans 
start saving money because they 
are such independent people. 

In Japan, if the government 
asks people to save money, the 
people save money. That is why 
Japan has the highest saving 
rate per capita in the world, 
Okamura said. 

The money saved by the 
Japanese goes to the industry in 
the form of low interest loans, 
which industry uses to make 
improvements, he said. 

He said the people’s saving 
habit is based on a trust in the 
government, and with that trust 
in the government, inflation 
would set in. 

The Japanese government is 
conservative and extremely 
stable, which helps to build this 
trust, he said. 

THE PEOPLE save, the 


money goes into the industry, 
the industry makes improve¬ 
ments with investments,, the 
government remains conserva¬ 
tive and builds trust, the people 
save, and the cycle continues, 
Okamura said. 

The simple fact is that the 
Japanese don’t have the 
spending habits of Americans. 

The Japanese, on the aver¬ 
age, are not as greedy as Ameri¬ 
cans, he said. 

He said there is an advantage 
to American greed-it is a great 
motivator for people. Thomas 
Edison and Apple computers 
are two examples of where 
greed has led to invention. 

"Greed is the mother of 
invention," he said. 

HE SAID because the 
Japanese lack this basic greed, 
something they can’t afford 
because of their comparative 
size and population, they don’t 
have the individual drive Amer¬ 
icans have. 

He said Japanese drive 
comes more in group form and 
is based on a belief that society 
comes first and the individual 
comes second. 

He said the result of all this 
is Americans invent new pro¬ 
ducts and ideas, and the 
Japanese take off and run with 
them. 

Unfortunately the late start¬ 
ing countries such as Korea, 
Sinapore and Hong Kong and 
even Germany and Yugoslavia 
are picking up on the Japanese 
method and even outdoing 
them in some areas. 

He said this process is inevit¬ 
able, and when China awakens, 
the whole world situation is 
bound to change drastically.

BU advising named finest

Forum focuses on greeks

Bradley University’s applica¬ 
tion, entitled "A Comprehen¬ 
sive Approach to Advising", 
gained Bradley recognition as 
having the finest academic 
advising program in the nation 
among private universities. 

The award for the 1985 Out¬ 
standing Institutional Advising 
Program was presented to Brad¬ 
ley on Oct. 16 by the American 
College Testing Program and 
the National Academic Advising 
Association. 

ACT/NACAD’S criteria for 
the award is based on innova¬ 
tion, creativity, currency pro¬ 
grams implemented within the 
past three or four years and 
transfer programs which interest 
students and are applicable to a 
wide variety of institutions. 

Ray Zarvell, educational 
development program director, 
and David Goldenberg, director 
of orientation and advisement. 


are co-authors *)f Bradley’s pro¬ 
posal, submitted March 1, 1985. 
According to Zarvell, the propo¬ 
sal is actually just a description 
of the academic advising pro¬ 
gram already in effect. 

BRADLEY’S comprehen¬ 
sive approach identified six tar¬ 
get areas including: 

•special populations, which 
includes students who have not 
decided a major and so receive 
special opportunities and coun¬ 
seling through Bradley’s 
Academic Exploration Program 

•peer advising that involves 
student aides 

•advisement 4 tools, whereby 
courses that would support 
student’s major are suggested 

•advisor training through 
workshops 


•orientation for incoming stu¬ 
dents 

•telephone advisement services 
designed to complement the 
existent decentralized advise¬ 
ment system and provide stu¬ 
dents with information without 
having to leave their dormitory 
rooms. 

This is the second year that 
the ACT/NACADA has 
honored universities for their 
exemplary advising efforts and 
the first year Bradley has com¬ 
peted. Bradley competed among 
66 institutions and Zarvell said, 
"With the number of nominees, 
I was pleasantly surprised (with 
the selection of Bradley)." 

Zarvell said he hopes new 
students will look at Bradley’s 
honor as a measure of the qual¬ 
ities of Bradley’s advising pro¬ 
gram as well as the opportuni¬ 
ties offered in the University as 
a whole. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting 
associate provost for student 
affairs, said a comprehensive 
program produces a more com¬ 
fortable student, a student more 
satisfied with the institution. In 
turn this leads to greater suc¬ 
cess in the classroom. 

Gaisky said, "One of the key 
components of what a univer¬ 
sity can offer a student is qual¬ 
ity advising."

Elitism, sexism, racism, 
.the Bradley Greek system has 
been accused of all of them and 
more. 

In response to the growing 
controversy over the value of 
the Greek system, the Bradley 
University Philosophy Club held 
the first organized forum "The 
Pros and Cons of the Greek 
System." 

About 80 people attended 
the discussion on Oct. 17. 

Ed King, director of residen¬ 
tial life and student judicial sys¬ 
tem, who recently appeared on 
the Phil Donahue show to dis¬ 
cuss the same topic, was on the 
pro side. King is the advisor for 
the Interfraternity Council and 
the PanHellenic Council. He 
said the problems the Greek 
system face are a concern we all 
have. There have always been 
and will continue to be ques¬ 
tions, he said. 

KING QUESTIONED 
whether freshman should be 
allowed to pledge their .first 
semester and whether students 
should be rushed the first week 
on campus. To the charges of 
elitism and discrimination. King 
said, "all these could be true or 
could not be true, depending on 
the fraternity, the chapter or the 
individuals in that chapter." 

King said individuals are 
unique. "Be careful in both criti¬ 


cism and praise because frater¬ 
nities change from semester to 
semester." King asked if indivi¬ 
duals have the right to assemble 
into organizations such as fra¬ 
ternities and sororities. 

Dr. Heather Salamini, pro¬ 
fessor of history and the head 
of women’s studies, took oppo¬ 
sition to the Greek system. 
Salamini said, "There are alter¬ 
native ways to find small 
groups, living arrangements 
with the same spirit and rapport 
you supposedly get in the Greek 
system." 

Salamini said she is critical of 
the way members are chosen in 
fraternities and sororities. Rush 
is a very artificial process in 
which individuals are judged in 
an hour or two, basically on the 
basis of appearance, she said. 

She said the majority of 
emphasis in the Greek system is 
on social activities that center 
around parties. "It is the per¬ 
petuation of certain values 
which are distasteful in our 
society," she said. She cited 
such things as male dominance, 
in which women are not allowed 
to develop in the same way as 
men and cases of multiple rape 
as examples. 

SALAMINI SAID, "It 
appears as though rape is to be 
condoned. I don’t think the 
Greek system works for 
academics." She said generally 
independent men have higher 
averages than Greek men. 

Dr. Norris Clark, Associate 
Professor of English and Direc¬ 
tor of Black Studies, also took 
on a negative view of the Greek 
system. Clark said in college he 
was enthusiastic about joining a 
fraternity but said fraternities 
and sororities have ideological 
problems. "The realities of the 
Greek system are in opposition 
to our basic democracy." 

Clark said merit is seldom 
looked at. The selection and 
induction is often based on 
beauty. Aristocracy, racism and 
sexism are perpetuated in the 
Greek system, he said. The 
existence of separate systems 
for male and female and for 
black and white proves the 
point. 


Science grant awarded

The Illinois State Board of Education has awarded Bradley a 
$33,000 grant to offer a Science Concepts Institute for elementary 
teachers of grades kindergarten through fourth. 

From Nov. 7 through May 15, 25 area teachers will be pro¬ 
vided with comprehensive, up-to-date scientific information on 
ecology, behavioral and molecular biology and space and energy. 

The program will include lectures and discussions from visiting 
scientists and laboratory experiences. Participants will meet on the 
Bradley campus once each week for 27 weeks and will also take 
part in weekend field trips. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting associate provost for student affairs, is 
project director for the Institute. In addition to updating teacher 
knowledge, he said the Institute’s main objectives are: 

•to develop materials for teaching elemetary school science 
• to establish a network of cooperating elementary teachers and 
university faculty to share materials and ideas. 

TOPICS TO BE addressed include space science and astron¬ 
omy, energy applications and measurements, components and 
operation of the ecosystem, developments in molecular biology 
genetic engineering, robotic systems in aerospace environments, 
and animal behavior and communications. 

Each of the 25 Institute participants will earn four semester 
hours of graduate credit. The University will also supply teacher 
participants with all textbooks and instructional materials free of 
charge. 

Besides Gaisky, other Bradley faculty on the Institute staff are 
Dr. Gerald Dillashaw, assistant project director and associate pro¬ 
fessor of education; Dr. Richard Bjorklund, professor of biology; 
Dr. John Sathoff, professor of physics. Dr. John Kenny, professor 
of physics and Dr. Barbara Frase. assistant professor of biology

Chrysler announced its new contract with the United Auto 

Workers could cost the corporation more than $1 billion. However, Chrysler's 
chief negotiator said the company was pleased with the tentative agreement 
which included a $2,000 bonus for the company's 70,000 workers- 
compensation for concessions they made in the 1970 s to avoid the ban¬ 
kruptcy of Chrysler. 

36.6 million social security recipients can look forward to a bigger 
benefit payment starting January. The 3.1 percent increase is the smallest in 
a decade. For the average retired worker, this means an extra $14 a month. 

Eleven people charged with smuggling and concealing illegal 
aliens were back in a Federal Courtroom on Wednesday in Tucson, AZ. The 
defendants-among them a minister, a nun and two priests-belong to the 
sanctuary movement. They contend their religious beliefs compelled them 
to bring Salvadoran and Guatemalan refugees to the U.S. 

Italian newspapers carried the story that one of the alleged 
hijackers of the Achille Lauro had named Mohammed Abbas as the 
mastermind of the operation. While prosecutors deny the allegation, Abbas, a 
PLO official, is also accused by the U.S. of planning the hijack. Italy's decision 
to release him has strained ties with the U.S. 

There was concern about the first recipient of a Penn 
State heart. Doctors at Pennsylvania's Hershey medical center said spasms 
in the blood vessels and in the brain of Anthony Mandia may have caused 
him to lose consciousness on Tuesday. The doctors were unsure if it was 
related to the mechanical heart. 


Peoria Update

A developer for AMKOR auto parts factory said the company is 
appraising three possible sites in the Peoria area. The three sites being stu¬ 
died for the plant, one on the south side, one of the western edge of Peoria, 
and one to the north of the city, are alternatives to the site given to AMKOR 
by the city. G. Raymond Becker, the agent for AMKOR, said he will present 
the sites and their costs to company officials Nov. 1. AMKOR will be 
manufacturing oil, fuel, and air filters for Japanese-made cars. The company 
will need about 40 million acres of land and access to rail transportation. 

Carl Veal, the man who confessed to child molestation, was found 
guilty Tuesday of two counts of aggravated indecent liberties with an 8- 
year-old girl. Veal confessed that in March 1984 he took Polaroid pictures of 
the girl partially unclothed performing ora! sex on him. Assistant State's 
Attorney Kenneth Wilhelm said Veal's confession which was given under 
duress, is the strongest evidence against him. Veal is scheduled to be sen¬ 
tenced Dec. 6. 

A Peoria County Board member said Monday the county may 
grant one-time salary bonuses instead of a salary increase in next year's 
budget. Bob Burhans said the Board's executive committee is expected to 
consider salary increases for the 1986 budget in the second week of 
November. These salary bonuses are planned in an attempt to avert a deficit. 
In the past, the county granted bonus payments at four percent of salaries. 

It is expected that Peoria School District 150 will be reorganized 
next year. Some of the reorganization likely to occur will be the busing of 
students.and changing attendance boundaries. Superintendent Harry Whitaker 
said specific recommendations will be made at the Nov. 4 school board 
meeting. Whitaker said no schools will be closed and all areas of the city will 
be equally affected. The reorganization study was brought about because of 
concerns about split classes, budgetary concerns, and declining and shifting 
enrollment. 

A fifth arrest was made in the investigation of a rash of bur¬ 
glaries in the Richwoods area during the past two months. Police with a 
search warrant were able to recover goods taken during 7 or 8 of the 27 
reported burglaries. Ronda Hines of 1107 N. Underhill was arrested after her 
home was searched. Hines's boyfriend, Sidney B. Paskins, was one of the 
three men arrested. He and the two other men were believed to have commit¬ 
ted some of burglaries. A bungled burglary attempt led police to the search 
and the arrests. 

The Peoria Civic Center Authority has abandoned a proposed 
landscaping project at the corner of Fulton and Jefferson. The $220,000 pro¬ 
ject may be replaced by a $25,000 interim designed by the Park District. The 
abandoned project was a plan to use an award-winning design by Kenyon and 
Associates, which involved a sculpture and a stream. 

The Civic Center Authority did vote to use a ''network'' of personal com¬ 
puters at the cost of $84,000. The computer system will use a network of 
computers united within a mainframe computer. Included in this system is an 
$11,225 software accounting system.

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Celebrity look-a-likes plan MS fundraiser

Hordes of celebrities like Bruce Springsteen 
and Madonna will gather this February at Bradley 
to sing their popular hits to students and raise 
money for Multiple Sclerosis. 

The event, "Rock Alike," is actually a phi¬ 
lanthropy kick-off for student celebrity look-a¬ 
likes in a national funding campaign for MS. 

Rock Alike began in the spring of 1985, 
when students at 12 Midwestern universities par¬ 
ticipated in the program conducted in seven 
states. Together they raised about $90,000 and 
generated extensive attention to the national 
campaign for Multiple Sclerosis. 

Multiple Sclerosis is a major neurological 
disease that strikes young adults between the ages 
of 18 and 34. Over 200 cases in the Peoria area 
have been diagnosed as MS, for which there is no 
known cause or cure. Over 2 million people 
throughout the world have Multiple Sclerosis. 

MTV DEVELOPED the look-a-like concert 
a year ago for SAMS (Students Against Multiple 
Sclerosis) and encouraged entrants by offering the 
top money raiser a chance to appear on MTV. 

The fund raising begins with a video kick-off 
party and culminates in a lip-synching competi¬ 
tion on March 1. 

The campus which raises the most money 
will receive a concert on their campus in the fall 
of 1986. MTV will televise a video lip-synching 
contest featuring Rock Alive winners from eight 
regions of the country. 

The University of Notre Dame, which raised 
the most money in the spring of ’85 test pro¬ 
gram, hosted a concert by former Styx guitarist 
Tommy Shaw. The show, with highlights of the 
top MS Rock Alikes, was aired on MTV in Sep¬ 
tember. 

This year’s program will take place on 150 
universities covering all 50 states. Top student 
leaders (designated as campus chairpersons) were 
chosen from the Greek system, student govern¬ 
ment, programming boards, residential hall asso¬ 
ciations and were sent to Miami to receive pro¬ 
gram orientation at a leadership training confer¬ 
ence last month. 


UPON THEIR RETURN to school, they 
will conduct an MS awareness and education 
campaign, followed by the inter-collegiate Rock 
Alike competition. 

Bonnie Hansen, Campus Chairperson at 
Bradley University, participated in seminars and 
workshops and heard from top corporate leaders 
in preparation for the fund raising movement to 
take place here October through February. 

Hansen leads a group of students called the 
SAMS Board of Directors. She will oversee activi¬ 
ties such as education and awareness, special 
events, business solicitations, promotions and 
publicity, and recruitment of other students for 
Bradley’s participation in the event. 

"This is the first time something like this has 
ever been attempted," Clifford H. Goldsmith, 
chairman of the National Multiple Sclerosis Board 
of Directors, said. 

Goldsmith conceived the SAMS program 
with conscientious students in mind who would 
combat the disease with education, awareness and 
money. 

"I’VE ALWAYS BELIEVED that young 
people would want to help themselves to fight a 
disease which affects their age group," Goldsmith 
said. 

The National Multiple Sclerosis Society was 
founded in 1946 and is the only non-profit volun¬ 
tary health agency dedicated to finding a cause 
and a cure for the disease. 

After two years, Goldsmith’s vision of a 
national college program to battle MS has become 
a reality. Students in every state are taking charge 
and preparing for successful fund drives. The 
money they raise will be used to research the 
disabling disease. 

It most often attacks during the person’s 
family forming and career building years-or "just 
as they are starting to live". This generation, the 
National Society believes, is one which will be 
able" to claim they wiped out MS. 

What was once an idea in the mind of a top 
corporate executive has now become a major 
national event.

Greek supervision proposed

Under a Residential Life and Student Judicial system proposal, 
fraternity houses may have a supervisory staff similar to assistant 
resident advisors in dormitories. 

Residential Life and Interfraternity Council representatives will 
meet next month to discuss the proposal. 

"The University is getting more involved with the greek system 
and the greek system is getting more involved with the University," 
Tim Wendle, associate director for residential life and student judi¬ 
cial system, said. 

An official job title and description for the position has not 
been determined, but Wendle said training and duties will resemble 
those of an ARA but with some differences. 

LAST JANUARY, dormitory staff and fraternity representa¬ 
tives shared a training session on alcohol awareness and referral 
resources. With the new staff position, greeks can have further 
access to campus resources, Wendle said. 

It hasn’t been decided if participation will be mandatory for all 
fraternities. Staff selection and funding will be discussed at next 
month’s meeting. 

1FC president Mike Forman said the recent Phil Donahue 
show on fraternities focused attention on supervision. 

"Although this may be a necessary idea. I’m not sure this pro¬ 
posal is the solution. And if the staff person for a house is a 
member of that fraternity, he would face a conflict of interest," 
Forman said. 

Wendle said this would be a challenge and some may have 
more.difficulty than others. 

"MUTUAL INVOLVEMENT is the key and we see this more 
and more as a trend." Wendle said. The program is modeled after a 
similar one at Northwestern University.

licly. The subcommittee would 
survey the student population 
and advertisers to see if there is 
enough money to support a 
second issue.

Supervisory question , 

Who's liable? 

Supposedly, we are all adults by the time we get to col¬ 
lege and shouldn’t need any supervision. Unfortunately, 
some of us are less adult than others. 

There have been a number of incidents (such as gang 
rapes, underage drinking, vandalism, etc.) involving 
members of Bradley’s Greek system which seems to indicate 
there is a problem. There have also been some similar prob¬ 
lems with students living in the dormitories. 

The difference between the two groups: dormitory 
residents are supervised. 

So why the difference? Is there any reason the Greeks 
should not also be supervised? 

THERE HAS BEEN much discussion lately about put¬ 
ting advisors in fraternities—establishing a system similar to 
that of the residential advisor system that exists in the 
dorms. 

This all sounds logical and good enough. If these stu¬ 
dents can’t behave like adults, then maybe they need to be 
supervised. 

However, before this remedy can be applied there are 
some Questions which may have been overlooked in the 
search for a solution. 

Does the University have any legal liability for those 
students living in the Greek houses? For that matter, do 
they have any legal liability for those students living in the 
dorms? 

If the University is liable for either of these groups, 
what exactly are the liabilities? 

NOW THAT Bradley has the power to create its own • 
campus police department with officers granted the powers of 
peace officers and now that the Peoria police are cracking 
down on illegal activity at fraternities and on campus, the 
time has come to clarify what liabilities the University does 
have. 

Suppose the University does have liability for fraternity 
and sorority house members. Then fine. They should be able 
to impose some form of supervision. The same holds true 
for dorm residents. 

However, if the University has no legal responsibility for 
the Greeks (or dorm residents for that matter), then do they 
still have that right? 

If the answer to the last question is yes, are off-campus 
student’s apartments next? 

It is hoped the Greeks would be willing to either volun¬ 
tarily accept supervision or act more responsibly as a group. 
But if they choose not to accept the supervision, does a well 
meaning administration, not backed by any legal responsibil¬ 
ity, have the right to force it on them? 

A solution to the problem is needed, and supervision of 
Greek houses by the University may be the answer. First, 
however, for the benefit of students, Greek and indepen¬ 
dent, they should know where both they and the University 
stand. It’s a matter of rights.

Ad protest 

Dear Editor, 

1 would like to object to the fact 
that the March of Dimes gets free 
advertising in the Bradley Scout. 
That may seem like a startling state¬ 
ment since the march of Dimes is 
an organization whose expressed 
purpose is to "fight birth defects," 
and I am all for the goal of curing 
Birth Defects. 

But there are two ways to fight 
birth defects. One is to prevent birth 
defects by curing them, or prevent¬ 
ing the defects from occurring in 
the first place, and the other is to 
prevent birth defects by killing 
defective babies before they are 
born. 

The March of Dimes has been 
a primary funder of the latter tech¬ 
nique making available diagnostic 
tests to be used on intrauterine 
"search and destroy missions" for 
defective fetuses. These means of 
ending birth defects remind me of 
the medical joke of a few years ago, 
"The operation was a success but 
the patient died!" Unfortunately, 
there is nothing funny about these 
techniques. They succeed only when 
the defective patient does die. 

Dr. Jerome Lejeune, the geneti¬ 
cist who discovered the cause of 
mongolism (also called Down's Syn¬ 
drome or trisomy 2D, predicts the 
possibility of a breakthrough in the 
prevention or treatment of mongol¬ 
ism. 

He states, though, that "very 
little research was being done on 
this because effort was being 
directed primarily on prenatal diag¬ 
nosis of the disease and abortion of 
its victims." (About 90 percent of all 
research funds go for this purpose 
by one estimate). He further states, 
"We know by the history of medi¬ 
cine that it is not those who burned 
the plague people inside their homes 
or those who stuffed rabies yictims 
between two mattresses who 
delivered humanity from plague and 
rabies." 

Dr. Lejeune is assisting in the 
establishing of an alternative to the 
March of Dimes in the Michael 
Fund, International Foundation for 
Genetic Research, 259 Hournaday 
Rd., Pittsburgh, Pa, 15210. This 
fund's expressed purpose is "to pro¬ 
mote prolife genetic education, 
research and services for an interna¬ 
tional center for research and treat¬ 
ment of prenatal defects including 
chromosomal disorders." I urge you 
to provide advertising for the 
Michael Fund. Their flyer ends 
with these lines: "And please, also, 
before you give to anybody else or 
any fund-raisers that say they are 
fighting birth defects, look beyond 
their headline. Look at the bottom 
line. Are they trying to kill the 
defect or the defective?" 

Now, I think that it is only fair 
to say that I have a vested interest 
in this issue. I am hardly a disin¬ 
terested observer. My interest is 
five years old with red hair and a 
winning smile. Her name is Julianne 


and she has a genetic disorder that 1 
passed along to her. She has a form 
of MD and if you saw the telethon 
on Labor Day you might have 
caught a glimpse of her. 

Her defect is not exactly the 
same as mongolism but she does 
require a great deal of care which 
her mother and I are delighted to 
give since we receive far more from 
her than the daily extra effort she 
requires of us. Through her, 
though, I do identify strongly with 
those who have a child with any 
defect. Such a child inevitably brings 
extra pressures into the parents' 
lives but I find that an incredibly 
selfish reason for killing the handi¬ 
capped child, either in the womb 
through abortion or in the hospital 
through medically approved infanti¬ 
cide. 

There is a reward though that 
far exceeds the pressures we face. 
Each and every handicap is different 
but they each have something spe¬ 
cial to teach us. Julie teaches me 
how to give. She expands my heart. 
She shows me how to love the 
imperfect.* She also teaches my 
other children the same lesson. The 
real problem with those in our 
society that demands physical per¬ 
fection as a prerequisite to a life that 
is considered "Meaningful", is that, 
like the Grinch who stole Christ¬ 
mas, their hearts are two sizes too 
small. They need to learn to give. 
And there is no better way that I 
know of to learn how to give than 
to have a cute little redhead who 
needs extra care every single day. 

In America, we do not lack the 
financial resources to help the han¬ 
dicapped. No, the only resource we 
lack to meet the needs of the chil¬ 
dren is Love. 

Contributions to the March of 
Dimes, in many cases do not go to 
the intended effect of the giver. I 
urge everyone to give instead to the 
Michael Fund.

Rape 

Dear Editor, 

It is time to think about what is 
too often ignored: Acquaintance 
Rape. Acquaintance Rape is forced 
sexual intercourse with someone 
who is known and trusted. Unfor¬ 
tunately, Bradley students turn their 
back on the problem: on February 
15 the Bradley Scout ran an article 
called "Acquaintance Rapes" Go 
Unreported", but received no evi¬ 
dent feedback from the student 
body. Unfortunately, many victims 
also turn their back on the problem: 
the reporting for acquaintance rape 
is very low. 

It is our belief that the low 
reporting rates of acquaintance rapes 
represent a significant problem. 

We have a problem with 
acquaintance rape. A pamphlet pub¬ 
lished by CARE entitled "When Sex 
Becomes A Crime" quotes the 
results of a recent survey: over 90 
percent of female ^college sopho¬ 
mores indicate that they have had at 
least one sexually aggressive experi¬ 
ence, one-third have been forced to 
have sex aeainst their will, and 
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almost 60 percent of the attacks 
occur between people who know 
each other. 

Barb Carraway, Chairperson of 
CARE, indicates that "20 percent of 
Bradley women may have been 
raped by someone they know." 
Many more have had experiences 
they would like to forget. Kim 
Olsen, University Hall Assistant 
Head Resident last year, estimated 
that 80-90 percent of Bradley 
women had some sort of forced 
sexual encounter their freshman 
year. 

What do these numbers mean? 
These numbers mean that there are 
an unacceptable number of acquain¬ 
tance rapes. We cannot be exactly 
sure how many rapes there are 
because most are not reported. 
Furthermore, many women who are 
attacked do nothing about it, not 
reporting it and not seeking help. 

There are several things that we 
can do as Bradley students to help 
alleviate this problem. 

First, if you are, or have been a 
victim of such a crime, know that 
you are not alone. The first step is 
recognizing that a rape has occurred 
and that it can be handled as such. 
Also, because others have gone 
through similar experiences, there 
are organizations that can help. 
WomenStrength, a community 
organization, offers counseling for 
the victim after the attack has 
occurred. Also, they operate a 24- 
hour hotline to help victims get 
help. 

Second, if you are, or have 
been a victim please respond by 
seeking remedial action. The more 
acquaintance rapes are reported the 
more the problem can be dealt with. 
It is difficult for social and legal 
organizations to change policy on 
the basis of survey data. 

Third, as students we can take 
steps to protect ourselves, avoiding 
ever having to protect ourselves. If 
we are careful, we can avoid being a 
victim. 

With a little more attention, we 
can minimize this problem.

A list of 10 possible suggestion to make people aware and start 
having a personal commitment in making people aware was handed 
out at the rally, Corl said. 

People need to become active with organizations like NOW, 
CARE (a program at Bradley designed to educate people on date 
and acquaintance rape) or CWA (Council for Women s Aware¬ 
ness), Corl said. 

THE WALK AND the rally is organized to dispell the myths 
of sexual assault 

Corl said these myths include blaming the woman, it only hap¬ 
pens in other neighborhoods and to other people and strangers are 
the assaulters when in fact many women are assaulted by men they 
know-date or acquaintance rape. 

"Many women believe rape is a sexual thing rather than a phy¬ 
sical crime of violence. It’s a power trip for the assaulter. When 
women realize that (the assaulter) is out to dominate and humiliate 
the victim, women can stop feeling guilty," Corl said. Women 
believe they entice or ask to be raped. "That’s not true. 80-year-old 
women are being raped," Corl said. 

Corl acknowledged men also are victim to violent crimes, how¬ 
ever, the problem is very pervasive with women. 
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Take Back the Night. Participants in last 
Saturday's NOW march walked for women's right 


to safety when out at night. Photo by Mark Richey

Clark said the fraternities 
and sororities "do not allow 
individuals to be different yet 
still participate." He said that 
defacto segregation exists and in 
order to stop this, it must be 
made clear the behavior will not 
be tolerated and those who 
tolerate it should be gotten rid 
of. 

Clark said the fraternities 
retain deviants who do such 
things as rape and steal. He said 
one prevalent attitude is "lie and 
deny" in which "anything is 
acceptable as long as you don’t 
get caught." There is an ideal of 
comradery of the brothers 
before that of human kind. This 


is "unchristian and undemo¬ 
cratic," he said. 

MIKE FORMAN, president 
of the interfraternity council 
and Susan Eisenberg, PanHel 
treasurer spoke on behalf of the 
Greek system. 

Eisenberg said since there is 
such a diversity of houses on 
campus, it would be unfair to 
generalize. She said there are 
problems with the system but 
pointed out with any large 
organization there are problems. 
"We need to address' the prob¬ 
lems that do exist," she said. 

Jim Culver, president of the 
Philosophy Club, moderated the 
open forum fos the audience, 
composed mostly of Greeks.

Violence in the fraternity 
system was one of the topics 
discussed. It was alleged there 
are fights at fraternity parties 
every weekend which people 
just pass off. Does this go 
against what fraternities are 
supposed to stand for? Culver 
said fraternities are supposed to 
be set up to combat such 
occurences. 

King, said, ’The ideal is to 
improve the individual and to 
be a better person." 

THE GREEKS SAID 
reports show no more violence 
in fraternities than anywhere 
else on campus. Forman said 
the majority of incidents in the 
fraternities are caused by dorm 
people coming into the parties. 

Clark brought up the ques¬ 
tion of telling authorities of a 
crime a brother or sister has 
committed. He said the Greeks 
maintain a degree of silence and 
they do not turn themselves in. 
"You cannot expect anyone to 


turn in a brother," he said. Is it 
more beneficial to help some¬ 
one in your fraternity or soror¬ 
ity or turn them in? 

Clark said we first have an 
obligation to society. "Is there a 
code that says we have the right 
to police our brothers and sis¬ 
ters?" Clark asked. 

Eisenberg replied, "We are as 
much people as anyone else." 
She said she would turn in a 
sister that committed a crime. "I 
would not tolerate living with a 
thief or a murderer." 

A major concern of the audi¬ 
ence was the rape of the visiting 
high school student which 
allegedly occurred two years 
ago. The victim wrote an 
anonymous column to the Scout 
stating she was gang raped at a 
fraternity while she was visiting 
for Spring weekend.

brought up any charges. If there 
is anyone who has been 
wronged I would encourage 
them to bring charges," King 
said. 

Salamini said it would be 
difficult for a victim of a sexual 
crime to come forward, espe¬ 
cially against a house. She said 
the victim would have to testify 
and go through a series of trials. 

The question of racism in 
fraternities was also brought up. 
Clark said, "The black Greek 
system would not have existed 
if blacks had not been excluded 
from white fraternities." 

He said if fraternities and 
sororities fell under civil rights 
laws, they would be forced to 
integrate. "Racism in many 
houses goes against the basic 
principles of the United States," 
he said. 

King said the black fraterni¬ 
ties have no intention of joining 
IFC. In order to be a member, a 
group must be a member of a 
national fraternity and then 
petition to IFC. King said the 
black fraternities have not done 
this. 

AS FOR INDIVIDUAL¬ 
ITY, it was asked whether a 
person was more likely to 
choose someone from the same 
background or someone from a 
different background to be in 
your fraternity. 

Clark said each fraternity has 
similar values and physical dis¬ 
tinctions could be noticed in 
fraternities. He said people tend 
to become more homogeneous 
in a fraternity. 

On a dorm floor you are 
likely to come into contact with 
people you didn’t choose, who 
are varied, he said.

In this age of women’s 
liberation, women are actually 
still taken for granted, and inad¬ 
vertently, they are to blame. 

This was the issue discussed 
at "Women, Language and 
Power," a lecture given by Ruth 
Torrence. The lecture was the 
final one in a series sponsored 
by the Council for Women’s 
Awareness. 

Torrence spoke about how a 
woman’s language and actions 
allow others, especially men, to 
not take them seriously. Many 
of the characteristics are not 
even realized by women them¬ 
selves. 

Torrence defined women’s 
language as "those language 
behaviors that women use more 
often than men." These verbal 
and nonverbal behaviors are 
socially learned These include: 


•Tag questions- the impres¬ 
sion that youTe not sure about 
something, even though you 
may be. For example; "You’re 
going aren’t you?" This shows 
doubt about oneself. 

• Qualifiers- such as "I don’t 
think so," "I guess," or 
"Perhaps." These say "I’m infe¬ 
rior." 

• Lengthening requests or 
comments which allow a mes¬ 
sage to lose effect. Often the 
message gets lost in the word¬ 
ing. It is indirect, as opposed to 
a man’s directness. 

Other facts cited by Torrence 
were: 

• Women allow men to con¬ 
trol turn taking. 

• A woman’s personal space 
is smaller and therefore is more 
easily invaded. 

• Women smile more often 


than men, which makes what 
they’re talking about seem less 
serious. 

TORRENCE ALSO said 
that contrary to popular belief, 
women talk less often and for 
shorter periods of time. Women 
also ask more questions than 
men. 

Torrence also spoke about 
women and maintenance roles. 
Maintenance roles are being 
responsive to others, accepting 
failure, and making a person 
feel they are part of a group. 

In the business world, men 
were happiest when top female 
administrators fulfilled these 
maintenance roles. Those 
women who didn’t were 
thought to be ineffective 
leaders. These women had a 
good grasp of "task roles." 

Task roles include goal get¬ 


ting and planning. Women who 
know what they want and go 
after it are thought to be aggres¬ 
sive attention seekers. 

Torrence cited three steps 
women must go through to 
achieve acceptance. 

FIRST, THEY MUST learn 
to accept shock from others. 
These are people who may 
think their advancement was 
just a "lucky shot." 

Second, they will feel resent¬ 
ment from others because they 
continue to pursue these 
achievements. 

Finally, women will achieve 
acceptance and recognition, but 
only if they have the persistence 
to keep going. 

"We don’t have to slap oth¬ 
ers down, just don’t allow your¬ 
self to be slapped down," 
Torrence said.

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Passion of Dracula pierces the ordinary

Hahg garlic in your windows and doorways, and 
beware, Dracula is here. He lurks in alleys and corners, 
but he is at his best on the stage of the Hartmann 
Center. 

Count Dracula arose last Friday night in "The Pas¬ 
sion of Dracula," a 1920s version of the Bram Stoker 
classic. 

This production, which marks the directorial debut 
of Jim Langley, is consistently well put together from 
every angle. 

Greg Lhamon was the Transylvanian nobelman. 
He maintained a quality from his first appearance to 
his dying scene. Nothing about his performance was 
rushed; his accent, his actions were all slow and deli¬ 
berate adding to the tension and melodrama of the 
play. 

Dracula had his eyes and teeth set on the nape of 
Wilhelmina Murray, the sickly niece of the head of the 
local sanatarium. Played by Kim Koziol, the character 
slipped in and out of fits of delirium and trances placed 
on her by the vampire. 

Professor Van Helsing, played by Jeff Laird, was a 
Dutch psychiatrist brought to England to cure Wilhel¬ 
mina and ended up being the Count’s most talented 
adversary. 

In addition, there were several strong supporting 


roles. James McCaffree played Mr. Renfield, a patient 
at the sanatarium and a "follower of the Great One." 
The character, with his bent-over walk and hysterical 
way of talking, was as annoying as the bugs which he 
liked to eat. 

With Julie Martino as the scenic designer and 
technical director, the set and costumes were mono¬ 
chromatic. Most of the things on stage were very sub¬ 
tle and subdued, except for Dracula. He was dressed in 
black-and-white with a crimson lining inside his full 
cape. 

On the lighting side, dimming, flashing lights were 
used for changes in mood and the level of tension. The 
backwash which highlighted the Count when he 
appeared on the terrace was wonderfully gloomy. 

There were also technical surprises--mice, bats, 
gunshots-all the things that go bump in the night. 

It isn’t until all these parts come together that you 
get real feeling about the play. The strongest part of 
"The Passion of Dracula" is its completeness, its whole¬ 
ness. When the parts fit together, they fit together like 
the fangs of Count Dracula into the neck of of his 
beloved Wilhelmina. 

The play continues this weekend with a special 
"midnight" student performance at 11 p.m. on Satur¬ 
day Tickets are $2.50 for Bradley Students.

Masterpiece Theatre meets 
Hollywood in "Plenty," the latest 
Meryl Streep film. And it’s not a 
good combination. 

Streep plays Susan, an English 
woman who, at the start of the 
film, works for the French Resis¬ 
tance during World War II. When 
the war ends, Susan finds civilian 
life doesn’t match the peculiar 
excitement of the resistance. The 
rest of "Plenty" is concerned with 
her search for a fulfilling life, and 
her slow decline to insanity. 

She gets involved with several 
men along the way, and a list of 
those actors reads like a role call of 
Who’s Who on the British Stage. 
Notably, Charles Dance plays 
diplomat Raymond Brock, who 
marries Susan for a time; Sam Neill 
is Lazar, Susan’s one true love; Ian 
McClellan is another diplomat. 
Even the venerable Sir John Giel¬ 
gud makes an appearance as 
Dance’s boss. 

And there’s some unorthodox 
casting here, too. Sting plays the 
man Susan chooses to father her 
child (and he isn’t as excruciatingly 
bad here as he has been in the 
past). Rocker Tracey Ullman plays 
Susan’s eccentric best friend, prov¬ 
ing she can act as well as sing. 
With such a respectable cast, one 
would think "Plenty" would get 
good ratings here—but not from 
me. 

MOVIES 

I don’t like films which deli¬ 
berately confuse the audience, and 
this one does. The story takes place 
over a period of 18 years. Never 
mind that none of the actors, least 
of all Streep, show any marked 
signs of aging, that’s not my main 
complaint. Every 10 or 15 minutes 
the plot skips forward a few months 
or years. But it doesn’t tell the 
audience when this happens. We’re 
given no subtitles saying "Two 
Years Later,” and the only indica¬ 
tion we have of the change is 
Streep’s hairdo. 

It takes a few minutes for the ; 
audience to catch up, to realize 
where the film is and what has hap¬ 
pened in the interim. By then, the 
plot’s moved 'on again. It’s these

brain games which can please audi¬ 
ence members who rarely have a 
chance to use their intellect in the 
movie theatre these days, but it can 
also get old very quickly, and 
"Plenty” pushes its luck by about 
half an hour. 

PBS fans may rejoice that this 
style of entertainment has found its 
way to the American movie theater, 
but people who go just to see 
Streep may be in for a dull two

The villain is a wealthy 
defense contractor who’s taking the 
government’s money without 
delivering the goods. And of 
course, through the miracle of 
bureaucracy, has the Pentagon 
wrapped around his little finger. 
Not for long once Remo gets on his 
trail. This is typical Saturday morn¬ 
ing adventure, with lots of action, a 
little comedy, and even a romantic 
interest, very awkwardly played by 
Kate Mulgrew. One can hope she 
isn’t carried over into the series, if 
there is one. 

But one character I hope is 
carried over is Chiun, played by 
Joel Grey ("Cabaret") plus lots of 
make-up to make him look Korean. 
Chiun is sort of a cross between 
Professor Kingsfield of "The Paper 
Chase” and Mickey Mouse. He 
watches soap operas, chides Remo 
for eating junk food and frequently 
tells him he "walks like a pregnant 
yak” or "drives like a monkey in 
heat.” This is a fun character. 

Overall "Remo Williams" is a 
fun film, not one to take seriously, 
certainly not an Oscar-winner, but 
good for a study break.

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New band is growing out of U.K.

Often (perhaps too often) the 
lyrics that accompany pop songs 
are acclaimed as poetry. 

In the case of Prefab Sprout, a 
relatively new group out of Eng¬ 
land, however, the question is 
whether the stuff that accompanies 
lyricist Paddy McAloon’s poetic 
words can be called songs. 

Prefab Sprout’s second album, 
Two Wheels Good , combines 
McAloon’s considerable ability to 
concoct an apt metaphor with the 
talents of a four piece band. Tho¬ 
mas Dolby, previously "Blinded by 
Science" and "Hyperactive," pro¬ 
duced the album, and it shows. 

Dolby has rarely exhibited a 
tendency to create what can be 
called songs in the traditional 
sense, frequently choosing instead 
to explore moods in ambience-filled 
vignettes. Unfortunately, Prefab 
Sprout could have used some of 
the structure and accessible melody 
that Dolby declined to bring to the 
album. 

Over half of Two Wheels 
Good suffers from thin, stumbling 
production with all the fluidity of a 
ride on a gravel road. Such aurally 
annoying music wastes McAloon’s 
lyrics, which are spankingly free 
from cliche and banality. 

Many of these same songs are 
hampered by McAloon’s delivery, 
which too often sounds like speak¬ 
ing rather than singing. Wendy 
Smith’s reed-like back-up vocals 
soften McAloon’s enunciation, but 
the result still lacks sincerity or 
expression. 


The result of Dolby’s inade¬ 
quate production and McAloon’s 
vocals are tracks that strain the 
definition of "songs.". Fortunately, 
the songs that make Prefab Sprout 
out to be Aztec Camera without 
melody, harmony, or sincerity are 
all on the second side of Two 
Wheels Good. 

On side one, four tracks suc¬ 
cessfully combine all the elements 
of meaningful music and believable 
songs. 


RECORDS 

"When Love Breaks Down, 
the only song not produced by 
Thorny Dolby, is as good as a pop 
song gets. The song begins clear 
and reflective, builds to describe 
the sorrow and results of a love 
broken down, and ends with the 
desperation of "When love breaks 
down you join the wrecks, who 
leave their hearts for easy sex." On 
this song more than any other on 
'the album, McAloon’s vocals are 
spirited and true. 

Similarly, "Faron Young," 
"Bonny," and "Appetite" are accom¬ 
plishments of .expression and mood, 
with divergent but appropriate 
musical influences. If there ever 
was cause to play only one side of 
an albufn, the first four songs on 
Two Wheels Good are reason 
enough. Too bad the album isn’t 
half-price.

Stanek leads volleyball turnaround

You would think that a coach who spends an 
average of 40 hours a week with her team would 
relax when a rare, free weekend comes along. 

Well, that weekend is here, but Bradley vol¬ 
leyball coach Pam Stanek isn’t about to slow 
down. Today and tomorrow she’ll be scouting 
four high school volleyball tournaments in the 
Chicago area. * 

This kind of dedication has helped turn 
Bradley’s volleyball program around. 

When Stanek arrived on the Hilltop four 
years ago she had one objective. "I wanted to not 
only build a team that would succeed, but one 
that people would respect." 

THAT SHE HAS DONE. 

Starting in 1982 with a dismal 14-31 season, 
Stanek has brought her ranks national recogni¬ 
tion. 

Setting a school record of 28 wins in 1984, 
this year’s team is only four wins shy of re¬ 
breaking that mark. 

"A lot of credit has to go to the girls. The key 
to success is having a team unit feeling and a 
desire to excel," Stanek said. 

Senior offensive hitter Kathy Bickler has 
been here as long as Stanek, and agrees. "We had 
the physical abilities four years ago, but lacked all 
of the mental aspects. We now have confidence in 
ourselves and work more as a team." 

THE 1985 BRADLEY team boasts 25 wins, 
accomplished by "very hard work," Stanek said. 

Starting Aug. 15, the team has practice 
three times a day. "The girls put in so much time, 
they have about one-third of their practices com¬ 
pleted before school even starts." 

During the school year, they practice two 
and-one half hours a day and use Nautilus twice a 
week. 

But after the season ends, the work doesn’t. 
In January the team continues its work spending 
20 to 25 hours a week on volleyball. 

"The spring season consists of about six 
weekends of play with tournaments in the Chi¬ 
cago area," Stanek said. 

WITH A TWO month break in May and 
June, the girls begin intensive running on their 
own from July to August. 


Stanek said it isn’t easy competing with other 
division one'schools which give full scholarships. ' 
"Players on this team do not receive them. We - [ 
can give tuition scholarships, but nothing in full." I 
"This makes recruiting difficult in maintain¬ 
ing the quality of players we need," Stanek said. 

Since Bradley can’t offer full scholarships to 
its volleyball players, it depends on something 
else to lure recruits...something relatively new. 

"We’ve just started it here at Bradley—a win¬ 
ning tradition."

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Clark alleges Spirits 
discriminated against him

Spirit’s Night Club allegely discriminated against a Bradley 
faculty member by refusing entrance to him. 

If these allegations are proven true by officials, the Hotel Pere 
Marquette, where the night club is located, could lose its liquor 
license. 

”1 would go back to Spirits to show I cannot be driven away. I 
think other black males should go to the lounge also. This is a 
form of protest they should take or else the management would 
win." Dr. Norris Clark III, director of the black studies program 
and associate professor of English, said. 

Clark has charged the Spirits Night Club with racial discrimina¬ 
tion. He said he was not allowed to enter the establishment because 
he was black. 

CLARK TRIED to enter the lounge July 23 but was told he 
was not dressed properly. He had on a T-shirt, shorts, and a pair of 
thongs. According to Clark, he and two while women accompany¬ 
ing him were dressed in the same fashion. He was going to meet 
three other people—a black woman and two other white people- 
who had already entered the lounge. 

"Our attire was acceptable at the two other restaurants we had 
been to earlier (The River Station and Barnicle Billy’s),” he said. 
The River Station has no dress code. 

Clark said the doorman he spoke to knew nothing about a 
dress code at Spirits. However, when he and his companions tried 
to enter the lounge, he was not allowed to enter. Tim Carle, the 
beverage manager of the lounge told Clark he was not allowed to 
enter the lounge because he was not properly dressed. Clark then 
asked to see a written dress code. 

He said the manager. Brad Blakely, told him there was a writ¬ 
ten dress code, yet there was not one posted anywhere. Clark asked 
to see the hotel security guard to verify the dress code rules. Peoria 
police Sgl. Russell Buck, who is black, backed the management's 
story. 

One of Clark’s companions, told the manager there were oth 7 
ers inside who were dressed similarly to Clark. Clark asked for the 
aid of outside police officers. When officers Thomas Larson and 
Michael Doyle arrived, Clark asked them to file a report of the 
incident and his complaints. 

"THE OFFICERS were asked to file a written report. They 
refused. One officer told me that he would file a report only if he 
was subpoenaed. The officers were negligent," Clark said.

Educational issues served for breakfast

Area school superintendents and high school 
principals gathered for breakfast to discuss educa¬ 
tional issues Monday in the Student Center Ball¬ 
room. 

The "Presidents Breakfast" served as a forum 
for pertinent issues in the education field. Super¬ 
intendents and high school principals from a 50- 
mile radius were invited. 

This years guest speaker was Ted Saunder, 
state superintendent of schools. Saunders spoke 
to a group of about 100 educators. Less than ten 
percent were women. 

Saunders was concerned about appropriation 
for schools. The stale legislature has already 
begun working on the first cuts for next year's 
appropriation. 

THERE IS OVER S410 million set aside for 
students. If the 8 percent cigarette tax does not 


pass, the schools plan to lose $72 million. This 
makes the lax "essential" according to Saunders. 

Saunders also spoke about the Board’s objec¬ 
tives. They include a rethinking of recognition 
and supervision in order to improve school 
administration. 

The Board is also looking for new ways of 
educating the public on the importance of schools 
and ways to better themselves. They see these 
goals coming about through more interaction by 
parents. 

Improving supervision is very important 
these days, considering there is a shortage of 
qualified teachers. Saunders said there are Quan¬ 
titative” numbers of teachers, but not "quality" 
numbers. In fact, a large amount of teachers are 
in the lower quantitative of ACT and S AT scores

Earthquake exper Don Finly contented that the quake 

that shook Mexico City on Oct. 29 for 25 seconds was just an aftereffect of 
the massive one that devastated the city. No damage was reported and the 
Mexican Red Cross dispatching desk reported no emergencies. 

Caterpillar, the world leading maker of construction 

equipment announced the expansion of its line of timber industry proiducts. 
This, the Cat officials hope, will boost the annual sales by some 60 million 
dollars. Caterpillar is doing this as joint venture with Canadian firm of Tang¬ 
way Industries .Incorporated. The agreement will take effect on Mar. 1 and the 
new products will be sold under Caterpillar name Cat dealers. 

Three French doctors have succeeded in dramatically 

halting the development of AIDS by-using a drug commonly givn to prevent 
rejection of transplanted organs. This type of treatment allows the infected 
immune system to repair itself by temporary suppressing its functions. The 
doctors so far have tried it on six patients—all in the last week. Thought the 
treatment doesn't represent a cure, it however allows for long term mainte¬ 
nance of AIDS-stricken patients. 

The Chicago based National Safety Council 

announced that the economy was getting better and that meant increased 
traffic fatalities. Spokesperson Barbara Carraro said for the first time in ten 
years, traffic fatalities were up four percent. The increase is because people 
travel more miles in a better economy. Traffic fatalities traditionally decline in 
a recessionary period. 

If the State Board of Higher Education approves a 

new staff proposal, prospective college freshmen will face tougher admission 
requirements, including a more detailed load of high school courses. The staff 
recommended that starting all of 1990, freshment should enter Illinois' Public 
Universities with four years of high school English, three years of social stu¬ 
dies, three years of mathematics, three years of laboratory sciences, and two 
years of foreign language, art or music. 

Even as some in the congress tried to get the govern- 

ment to put away its credit cards, one congressman suggested the American 
people do likewise. Democrat Frank Annunzio Of Illinois said credit card 
interest rates averaged more than 18.5 percent nationally. If American people 
stopped charging things, maybe the card companies would get the message.

The revenue losses would be counteracted oy the new sales 
tax which is expected to net about $1 million Twenty-one positions in the 
City/County Health Department are being recommended in the proposal. 
Krigns calls for a fiscal budget of $35.1 million for 1985-86 This is 
$400,000 higher than this year's. The message of the tax proposal was 
mailed to County Board members during the past weekend The members are 
expected to act next month before the fiscal year ends Dec. 1. 

The proposed sales tax will add one cent to a $2 purchase. This 
quarter-cent tax would go in effect in July if it is approved by the County 
Board. 

Tony Green, president of United Auto Workers Local 974 said 
Tuesday the union will not go on strike despite the widespread rumors. The 
rumors are forecasting a wildcat strike at Peoria-area Caterpillar factories 
because of the workers' disapproval of increased subcontracting.

A set of recommended party procedures to 
be followed by the student body was the subject 
of a discussion conference Monday night. 

Presidents of all fraternity and sorority 
houses, head residents of the dorms, residential 
life officials, campus security officials and the 
director of educational development were among 
the invited, however, only 13 out of 25 greek 
houses were represented and no one from the 
Inlerfraternity Council/Panhel were present. 

The discussion, conducted by the security 
subcommittee of Student Senate, presented 
recommendations to those present in regards to 
regulating parties on campus. 

The representatives present came to a con¬ 
sensus that all the recommendations should be 
implemented. The remaining question was the 
method of enforcing the procedures, and who 
would enforce them. 

INCLUDED IN the party procedure recom¬ 
mendations are: 

• Forms of carding and regulating parties 
•The availability of non-alcoholic beverages 
•The use of hired security guards 

• Methods of preventing people from leaving with 
alcohol 


•Treatment of security/police if a problem does 
develop at a parly 

• Methods of avoiding conflicts with neighbors 

• Ways of developing order within and outside 
the house 

• Keeping house rivalries in their proper perspec¬ 
tive during parties 

Mike Sullivan, Delta Upsilon president, said 
he doesn’t think the problem is as significant as it 
was when the school year began. "Peoria (police) 
seem to have settled back." 

Dave Baer, director of security, said there’s 
still a problem but not to a degree. "Overall as a 
student body, conduct of students has been 
exemplary. They’ve done more than asked to do." 

"ignoring these recommendations would put 
you back where you started, implementing them 
would not," Baer said. 

SULLIVAN SAID he would like to see 
everyone using a uniform policy for party pro¬ 
cedures. 

Kevin Ades, security subcommittee chair, 
said all recommendations will be sent to 1FC once 
the new executive board is inducted later this 
month.

Mr. Dorfman was in possession of a 
copy of our club's schedule, and I 
informed him personally that wc 
were playing U of I. I called in the 
score so that a sentence could be 
tacked on the end of the hockey 
article written by Andy Masur. 
Needless to say, I was extremely 
surprised and dismayed when such a

Clark gave the manager his 
professional card and left. He 
changed clothes and returned to 
the lounge. He was allowed in. 
While in the club, Clark look a 
survey of the people inside. 

In a four page single-spaced 
letter he sent to Peoria’s Equal 
Opportunity Office on Sept. 3, 
he reported in his survey that 
there were 22 white women 
wearing sandals or open-toed 
shoes, one female dancing 
without shoes, two white males 
with thongs, and five white 
male in shirts without collars. 

There were also shirtless 
waiters doing a special promo¬ 
tion for the Chippendale male 
dancers and the dancers them¬ 
selves whose costume was shirt¬ 
less. Clark reported there were 
no black males in violation of 
the dress code out of the two 
present that night. 

"Positive things may develop 
from the letter including a new 
ordinance which would add 
public accommodations to the 
Equal Opportunity Office. It

would allow the office to handle 
matters of human rights. This 
would be a positive step for the 
city if it is approved," Clark 
said. 

THE LETTER spawned 
three investigations. The Illinois 
Department of Human Rights 
filed a charge Oct. 15 and 
informed the Hotel Pere Mar¬ 
quette. Peoria police Superin¬ 
tendent Allen Andrews said an 
investigation is underway into 
the actions of Officers Doyle 
and Lawson. "Everything is 
pretty up in the air because 
there are some discrepancies in 
the case" Andrews said.

Clark said a gender discrimi¬ 
nation suit has been filed. "The 
women’s feet should have been 
of some concern lo the manage¬ 
ment since there were so many 
women in violation of the dress 
code. This is a health hazard for 
them also." 

Since the Peoria Journal Star 
ran a front page story about Dr. 
Clark’s allegations Friday, Oct. 
25, he said he has received calls 
about discrimination at the 
lounge. "I have received six 
calls from four blacks and two 
whites regarding previous 
incidents of discrimination at 
Spirits." 

"If the people at Spirits had 
known that I was a faculty 
member at Bradley, they prob¬ 
ably would have treated me 
differently. Black men are 
discriminated against according 
to class. I am not surprised at 
the large amount of publicity 
this has caused because I am a 
Bradley faculty member. It is a 
further example of discrimina¬ 
tion by class," Clark said.

Student Senate’s Campus 
Affairs Committee has grown in 
size and re-organized under 
Chair Kevin Burke. 

There are two assistant 
chairs this year, "and more 
leaders within CA have author¬ 
ity and responsibility. CA is 
really a bunch of committees 
within a larger committee," 
Burke said. 

"The membership of CA has 
tripled this year, with over 60 
members, half of which are 
senators," Kristin Keifer, assis¬ 
tant CA chair, said. 

CA consists of eight subcom¬ 
mittees with more divisions 
within these. "CA is a very 
structured committee" and its 
approach is in direct response to 
the students, Burke said. 

THE SECURITY subcom¬ 
mittee is chaired by Kevin 
Ades. This committee is divided 
into 3 divisions focused on 
work on the security confer¬ 


ence, making benefits of secu¬ 
rity known to the students, and 
the training program for secu¬ 
rity, Burke said. 

Neighborhood Relations is 
currently working on a 
student/neighbor mixer, the 
Greenway Project, trying to get 
more neighborhood input, and 
an all-Bradley philanthropy pro¬ 
ject. This subcommittee’s chair 
is Brian Lenaburg. 

Lisa Snowden chairs 
academic affairs. This subcom¬ 
mittee is trying to establish 
test/syllabus files and make 
them available at a central loca¬ 
tion during registration. They 
are examining the feasibility of 
mid-term reports for all stu¬ 
dents, the break up of tuition 
costs, and financial aid packages 
to returning students, Keifer 
said. 

The basketball seating sub¬ 
committee is looking into better 
seats for students and how they 
can play a more significant role 
in the student seating process. 
They will be working closely 
with Ron Ferguson, director of 
athletics, and the field House. 
Mike Grant is the chair. 

Varsity Sports, chaired by 
Jonathan Arndsten, is trying lo 
make varsity soccer a reality at 
Bradley. This subcommittee will 
be interacting closely with 
alumni, students, administra¬ 
tion, as well as members of the 
soccer club. They will be look¬ 
ing into whether this is econom¬ 
ically feasible and if it makes 
sense to have a varsity soccer 
team, Burke said. 

THEY WILL ALSO survey 
the students of how to shape 
Greg Killoran’s, director of 
intramural and recreational 
sports, non-credit physical edu¬ 
cation program for next year. 

Linda Tichnor chairs food 
service. This subcommittee will 
analyze what is served, the 
quality and taste, employee ser¬ 
vice, freshness of food, and 
cleanliness. They will work with 
Bob Byczynski, director of food 
service. 

The housing/campus 

beautification subcommittee Avill 
focus on dorm retention, help¬ 
ing to attract prospective stu¬ 
dents, beautifying certain 
aspects of the campus and the 
prospect of cable TV. Mark 
McCracken is chair, Burke said. 

The alcohol education pro¬ 
gram is still developing and 
working on its mechanics. 

"This is basically a way for 
students to know what’s going 
on and to get involved," Keifer 
said. 

"THERE IS ALWAYS room 
for enthusiastic people to con¬ 
tribute significantly to any of 
these issues. Any new ideas are 
always welcome," Burke said.

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Relations between Bradley and West Biff i nr 


Council pres, identifies problems, improvements

Gary Morris, president of the West Bluff Council, said the 
relationship between the neighborhood and the students seems to 
have improved, but there is still little interaction with the adminis¬ 
tration. 

He said there are always problems, but this fall has been fairly 
quiet and definitely is an improvement. 

Part of the reason the student/neighbor relation has been less 
abrasive this fall is because of the alcohol awareness taking place 
on campus, he said. 

The West Bluff' residents have had some problems with Brad¬ 
ley administrations plans in the past, particularly with the 
University’s expansion plans, but for the most part, there is not 
much involvement between the two groups, Morris said. 

MORRIS SAID he sees the drinking and other violations by 
Bradley students from both sides. 

Morris is a prosecuter for the city and said he deals with Brad¬ 
ley students when they violate city ordinances. 

He said the problem this year is not as great as in the past and 
attributes this to stricter enforcement by law enforcement officials, 
as well as self-restraint by Bradley groups. 

He said new police policy draws the lines more clearly as to 
what is and isn’t a violation. 

In the past, each officer would react differently to each situa¬ 
tion, often looking the other way. Now, however, students know if 
they commit a violation, they are likely to be charged. 

MORRIS SAID claims by some Bradley students that the 
increased police activity are the result of neighbors who "don’t like 
them" are unjustified. # 

Most of the people living in the area now moved here within 
the last 10 years and did so because they liked the idea of living 
near a campus. 

Those people are aware noise is likely to be greater under 
those circumstances, but they shouldn't have to put up with some 
of the stuff they occassionally have to put up with, no matter what 
part of the city they live in, he said. 

Those people that feel they are being picked on have things

out of perspective and are self-centered and probably think they are 
a special class of citizen. These are the only types of students we 
have problems with, he said. 

He said he hopes that communication between the University 
and .the West Bluff can be improved, and hopes the Student 
Senate's Neighborhood Relations Subcommittee will hope. 

HE SAID THE Senate has had a representative on the West 
Bluff' Council in the past, but until now there hasn’t been much 
involvement. 

The first step toward belter relations is communication and 
things like this new committee should be encouraged because only 
good can result from it, Morris said. 

He said both sides can be faulted to some degree for the lack 
of communication in the past. 

The administration has had members on the council, also, he 
said, but there was not much interaction. 

He said the University cjoesn’l have any organizations in which 
West Bluff residents are contributing members. 

"IT’S BEEN KIND of a one-way street," Morris said. 

"I’m sure there are some things we have done. Maybe we 
should have been more communicative," he said of the lack of 
interaction in (he past. 

He said the main concern the West Bluff' residents have 
regarding the administration, and the only area which he foresees 
the possibility of trouble in the future, is expansion. 

Hopefully, the University will consult the neighbors before 
they make any expansion changes. 

He said the main reason for the concern is because of property 
-values. 

PEOPLE’S LIFE savings and Bradley’s future depend on 
keeping up property values he said. 

He said the planned "Greenway Project" along Western Ave¬ 
nue will generate some controversy because of residents concern 
for their properly values. 

"What’s good for some neighborhoods may not be good for 
others," he said.

Last year. Bradley’s Student 
Senate created the Neighbor¬ 
hood Relations Subcommittee 
to deal with problems between 
Bradley and West Bluff 
residents. 

That subcommittee, with 28 
members, is now the largest 
one in the Senate, Brian Lena- 
burg, chairman, said. 

Lenaburg said one of the 
main purposes of the committee 
is to try to make Peoria realize 
Bradley is a valuable part of the 
community. 

"Right now, most of the peo¬ 
ple in the community see us as 
people who play loud music and 
throw beer cans in their yards," 
he said. 

WE WANT TO open up 
communication with the West 
Bluff area and the city as a 
whole by working with neigh¬ 
bors, students, city councilmen, 
administrators and West Bluff 
residents, he said. 

They must see a majority of 
Bradley students do care and 
are out to help solve the prob¬ 
lems, not hinder them. 

He said this is an area Brad¬ 
ley has ignored in the past, but 
this committee is laying the 
groundwork for better relations. 

We will go out in person and 
talk to neighbors, try-to get a 
feel for the problems, and seek 
solutions, Lenaburg said. 

Lenaburg met with the West 
Bluff Council on Oct. 17 and 
told them of the committee’s 
plans and goals. 

HE SAID HE wanted them 
to know if they have any con¬ 
cerns, they should contact him 
or his committee so they can 
work together. 

One concern Lenaburg has 
heard expressed by West Bluff 
residents is their neighborhood 
used to be one of the best and 
wealthiest in Peoria and they 
want to restore that status. 


"We must let them know the 
students feel the same way,” he 
said. 

We have pride in this 
campus and when we come 
back five years or so after gra¬ 
duation, we want to be proud of 
the area, too. he said. 

Lenaburg said the subcom¬ 
mittee has several ideas for 
improving relations. 

ONE IDEA is for a mixer¬ 
getting students and neighbors 
together to meet and talk to one 
another. 

A West Bluff philanthropy 
project in which all campus 
organizations would be 
encouraged to take part in is 


also planned. 

There is so much we can do, 
such a broad spectrum for help¬ 
ing both Bradley and the neigh¬ 
borhood, he said. 

"Can you imagine what this 
could do for the image of Brad¬ 
ley?" 

Part of the reason Lenaburg 
feels the committee has such a 
chance for succeeding is 
because the members, most of 
which are non-senators, are 
serving because they have a 
genuine interest—not just 
because they were appointed. 

He said the more people get 
involved, the more people will 
realize the benefits of the com¬ 
mittee and its goals.

Administration gets involved

The third Thursday of each month, the West 
Bluff Council, consisting of Peoria area residents 
and Bradley administration officials, gather in the 
Student Center to discuss local concerns and 
interests. 

"This group has been meeting for years to do 
things that will benefit the whole neighborhood. 
Bradley thinks it’s very important to have a great 
neighborhood surround the campus,” Ken Gol¬ 
din, business manager for Bradley University and 
past member of the council, said. 

Recent topics of discussion by the West Bluff' 
representatives have to do with University rela¬ 
tions with the homeowners. 

According to Gary Anna, vice president for 
Business Affairs, and present council member, in 
the past, Bradley and the West Bluff have more 
in common in regards to area and its potential 
than either used to give the other credit for. 

THIS, HOWEVER, and general feelings 
between West Bluff' and the University seem to 
have changed over the last couple of years and 
lines of communication are opening up more now 
than ever. 

Administrative officials such like Dave Baer, 
director of security and voice communications, 
Goldin and Anna believe relationships between 
the students and local residents have improved 
substantially and are upbeat and very positive. 

This has to do with many factors. 

For one, the Greeks have been more 
cooperative. "Their stand on alcohol has changed 
a lot of opinion about what students are here to 
do and how they go about it. This is important to 
a homeowner who lives adjacent to the campus, 
Anna said. 

The homeowners, however, have to accept 
what comes along when they move into a vicinity 
of a major universliy. There are both advantages 
and disadvantages. 

BRADLEY PROVIDES the public with 
many cultural events as the theater and music 
concerts. Security patrols not only the campus but 


the outlying areas, too. Bradley has built and 
black topped more parking lots closer to school so 
students won’t park in front of homes or drive¬ 
ways. The neighborhood also benefits from the 
spending power of the faculty and staff' employed 
by Bradley, and the students who live in the 
immediate area. 

"The students are naturally an important part 
of the Bradley-Neighborhood relations. As 
responsible citizens, the students can positively 
impact the West Bluff' attitudes towards the 
campus and the student body," Anna said. 

The students’ impact is in part a direct result 
of interaction with the West Bluff residents. Stu¬ 
dent activities with the community include the 
West Bluff' clean-up, campus carnival, and 
University-hosted Christmas parties. >> 

The Student Senate is also concerned with 
the neighborhood’s perception of Bradley and is 
working more closely with the homeowners to 
coordinate activities. 

In addition, there is a new student committee 
looking to the administration for guidance in their 
efforts towards the Hilltop area. 

ON OCCASSION, the residents are 
displeased with the students’ noise level. Goldin 
believes this is just part of a college campus. 
"We’re trying to educate them to the fact that 
young people eat, sleep, study, and play at 
different hours and they don’t have to go to bed 
at nine o’clock," Goldin said. 

Baer said security doesn’t get called with 
problems unless someone has reached a breaking 
point, and this is usually an isolated case. 

Sometimes there are things that can be done 
to alleviate a problem, but it’s a give and take 
situation. 

Anna said at best: "The only way the 
University is going to continue to improve itself 
aesthetically is to have a healthy neighborhood. 
One of the keys for the neighborhood to remain 
healthy is to have a strong University. Both par¬ 
ties have come to realize this during the last few 
years, and we’re working closely now on 
improvements that help everyone." 
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M.J. Hansen. West Bluff resident: I 
don't have any problems with the 
Bradley students.

Einig: communication, not apathy problem

Whal is happening to Student Apathy? 

"Student apathy is not a problem at Bradley, 
communication is..." 1 stated these words to the 
Scout as I prepared to run for all-school office. 

Since then, I have been in a position to 
observe many events, and as this semester has 
progressed, 1 have witnessed something strange, 
but good. There has been a significant increase in 
student participation on this campus as compared 
to recent years. 

The Student Senate, particularly, has been 
subject to increased interest. We started the year 
with our senator elections. There was fierce com¬ 
petition for several seals. Overall, voter turnout 
was satisfactory, and the results included the fact 
every seal was filled. 

LAST YEAR WE started the year with eight 
unfilled positions. We then conducted advisor 
elections. In the past, there have been 2-3 faculty 
candidates running for the two open positions. 
This year, however, we had seven; this is 
significant as it indicates the extent of v faculty 
interest. 

Presently, Senate's committee system, which 
is open to the entire campus, consists of about 50 
percent non-senators. Last year we hardly had 
any outside participation. Although we've experi¬ 
enced two resignations from our executive board, 
the reasons were entirely personal, and the posi¬ 
tions were filled immediately. 

I have also noted student participation 
increasing in other organizations. Black Student 
Alliance had 70 percent of all minority students 
participating in their annual meeting-incredible. 
These organizations have recently arisen from 
dormancy: Off-Campus Student Association, and 
Association for Computing Machinery and Coun¬ 
cil for Women’s Awareness. 

The Administration at Bradley has also noted 
increased interest. Gary Bergman, the new direc¬ 


tor of enrollment management said he has been 
overwhelmed with inquiries about student partici¬ 
pation in enrollment effors. 

At Parents Weekend, the turnout was out¬ 
standing. Over 1000 parents attended the Tom 
Deluca show sponsored by ACBU at the Field 
House. 

THE LIST OF growth in participation goes 
on; therefore, it is my opinion that the trend of 
apathy on this campus has begun to disappear. 
More students are participating in more events 
and in more organizations. * 

Why is this? No onv. can really specify the 
exact reasons, but I believe we are observing not 
only good leadership at Bradley, but also, the 
effects of a national trend. I believe we are mov¬ 
ing out of the "Me" generation and into for lack 
of better words, the "We are the world" era. 

In recent months, we have seen Live aid, 
FarmAid. and a multitude of other fund raising 
efforts for our starving world. We’ve also wit¬ 
nessed increased pressures placed on South 
Africa to end the apartheid reign. Social activism 
seems to be the "in" thing these days. 

Another possible explanation might have 
something to do with the nation's economic 
recovery. Maybe if people aren't worrying about 
their own pocketbooks, they are enabled to worry 
about others. 

Are these observations and opinions valid? 1 
don't know, but the Student Senate and other 
organizations are enjoying'successful years so far. 
In the past, and the future, this may not be the 
case. 

IN ORDER TO assure continued success of 
a student government here at Bradley, the 
Representation Evaluation Committee (REC) has 
been formed. The committee has the charge of 
evaluating proposals for change. It is important 
that all ideas are brought forth and evaluated. If 
you have some definite ideas about helping the 
Senate system, please present your thoughts. A 
simple phone conversation is all it takes-cal!

Phone registration 
near horizon

Early registration for second semester will start Nov. 11 and 
students will register for the first time using their phone. 

The new computerized registration system is expected to facili¬ 
tate and shorten the entire process. According to the Touchlom 
Telephone Registration System pamphlet distributed by the Univer¬ 
sity. 

Students only need three things; Bradley I.D. #, Bradley 
Registration # which was given to students during the beginning of 
October, and a planned schedule of classes showing the five digit 
course call numbers for each class, which can be found in the 
Academic handbook. 

Once the student has completed his intended class schedule 
the next step is to call 672-3910. This will connect the student to 
the computerized system. A voice response component in the sys¬ 
tem will answer and it will guide you through the process. 

AFTER ENTERING your Bradley I.D. and registration 
number, the student assisted by the computer voice will register by 
using the telephone key pad. 

To add a class, simply depress "A" or the "2" button, then 
enter the course number, and finally depress the # sign. The same 
process is followed to delete or drop a class, and to be put on a 
waiting list for a certain class. Simply follow the same process sub 
stituting "D" or "W" for drop or wait. 

When registration is completed enter zero followed by a # sign 
and hang up. 

Once you have made an entry into the system, you may re¬ 
enter the system whenever it is in operation. If for some reason 
you need to interrupt your registration, you may enter zero a # 
sign and hang up. Then you may re-enter at a later time and con¬ 
tinue registering. 

STUDENTS ARE urged to have a list of optional courses 
handy, should their first choices be filled, and to consult the stu¬ 
dent handbook for registration times. 

If you have questions or problems with the system, consult' the 
Academic Handbook for detailed instructions, or call the 
Registrar's Office 676-761 1, ext. 364.

Artificial turf may cause injury 


(CPS) - A football player 
runs a 50 percent higher risk of 
injury while playing on a syn¬ 
thetic field than on natural 
grass, a recent National Collegi¬ 
ate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) study said. 

The NCAA, which has been 
studying football injuries for the 
last three years, also found that 
more injuries occur in the third 
period than any other time. 

But many athletic directors, 
enamored by artificial turf’s 
lower maintenance costs, say 
the injuries caused by synthetic 
grass usually * are superficial. 
They said they need more data 
before they abandon the 
artificial surfaces and return to 
grass. 

NCAA officials also said not 
enough data have been col¬ 
lected to justify a movement 
back to grass, and note many of 
the injuries sustained on 
artificial turf may be minor. 

YOU HAVE MORE abra¬ 
sions on an artificial surface,” 
Assistant Athletic Director Bill 
Goldring of Indiana State said. 
There does not seem to be any 
evidence, however, of more 
seriojus injuries on such fields, 
he said. 

While the NCAA study did 
not differentiate between seri¬ 
ous and minor injuries, it did 
show knee injuries occur about 
50 percent more often on syn¬ 
thetic surfaces. 

Other athletic directors seem 
to agree with Goldring that, 
until there’s more evidence the 
artificial fields cause more inju¬ 
ries, they won’t go back to 
natural grass fields. 

Blaming artificial surfaces for 
increased injuries is "a common 
opinion, but it’s not proven, not 
scientifically,” Clarence Under¬ 
wood, commissioner of the Big 
10 Conference men’s programs, 
said. 


"There haven’t been enough 
serious injuries to compare,” 
Jim Muldoon, spokesman for 
the Pacific 10 conference, in 
which half of the teams play on 
plastic composition, said. 

"VERY FEW players like to 
play on it. They complain about 
abrasions and some say it’s hard 
on their legs. They hurt after a 
game,” Muldoon said. 

"Wide receivers and backs, 
some of them like it (artificial 
surface) for making quick turns. 
They say they feel faster on it,” 
Muldoon said. 

Some college officials are 
adamant. "We’ll never switch. 
Nobody has ever talked about 
it," Dave Baker, sports informa¬ 
tion director for Pennsylvania 
State University, said. "Our 
coaches and trainers think it 
(grass) is safer." 

Baker said Penn State is for¬ 
tunate to have plenty of land to 
accommodate the schools' wide 
array of athletic programs. 
Some schools do not have the 
space, and find synthetic sur¬ 
faces hold up better under 
heavy use. Baker said. 

Artificial turf can cost 
upwards of $500,000, but the 
maintenance is minimal com¬ 
pared to grass fields. Goldring 
said. 

MANY SCHOOLS choose 
synthetic fields because of 
weather, Underwood said. All 
the schools in the Big 10 except 
Purdue play on such fields 
because of the severe weather 
in the Midwest. 

The Pac 10 schools with 
artificial grass mostly are located 
in the rainy Northwest, Mul¬ 
doon said. 

Some athletic directors prefer 
the new surfaces. "We have 
actually shown less injuries. 
However, I don’t think there is 
any significant difference," 
Georgia Tech Athletic Director 


Homer Rice said. 

"I studied this when I was 
coaching Cincinnati (Bengals). 
The problems we found were 
mostly when turf (artificial) was 
set up for baseball and football," 
Rice said. 

Rice said the new turfs are 
better and may have less inju¬ 
ries occurring on them. 

ALTHOUGH COLLEGI¬ 
ATE sports officials do not 
widely recognize the higher rate 
of injuries in third quarters as a 
problem needing ' immediate 
attention, some conferences 
plan to address the issue. 

Gene Calhoun, supervisor of 
Big 10 football referees, has 
recommended the conference 
discuss letting athletes have a 
longer time to stretch before 
the start of the third quarter to 
lower the rate of the third- 
quarter injuries. 

"1 will put it on their agenda 
for their November meeting,” 
Underwood said.

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New computer considered

The Bradley University Board of Trustees has 
authorized the purchase of a new computer, with 
funding to come from the existing computer 
budget. 

"The University has not made the definite 
decision to purchase it yet," Gary Anna, vice 
president of Business Affairs, said. 

The computer being considered is a Control 
Data Cyber 830. "After a number of discussions 
with a number of vendors. Control Data was 
agreed upon by the Board," Anna said. He said if 
the decision were made to purchase a computer, 
the Cyber 830 would probably be the one chosen. 
The computer could be paid off in about three 


years, Anna said. 

The new computer has more capabilities than 
the present Cyber 171. Joel Hartman, associate 
director of the Center for Learning Resources, 
said, "The Cyber 830 basically differs in perfor¬ 
mance. There are three main points in which this 
computer is better than the existing one. 

"IT HAS EIGHT times the amount.of main 
memory, the CPU (central processing unit) can 
deliver more information faster, which means 
faster results, and 32 ports would be added to the 
mainframe. The new computer would work like 
the existing one only faster," he said. 

Hartman said the computer, if chosen, could 
be installed and ready for use by Jan. 2.

US Secretary of State George Shultz announced his talks with 
top Soviet official have yielded little in the way of concrete agreement on 
major issues confronting the superpowers. He told reporters the U S. and 
US S R, were still far apart-and may not be successful in nailing down 
agreements on any subject when the Geneva Summit convenes later this 
month. 

Vitaly Yurchenko, the KGB official who defected to the United 
States a couple of months ago, announced Monday Oct. 5 his intention to 
return to Russia. The Soviets consented to an interview of Yurchenko by U S. 
officials. The aim of the interview is to find out if Yurchenko really wanted to 
go home. Charles Redman, a State Department spokesman, said it seemed as 
if Yurchenko's intention to return home was a personal decision. Redman 
hoped to confirm this through the interview. 

East St. Louis teachers met on Nov. 5 to vote on a new contract 
which could end a strike there, the teacher walkout had disabled 18,000 stu¬ 
dents and threatened to disrupt the school's football team bid for a third 
consecutive state title. A tentative agreement was reached and classes were 
schedule to resume Nov. 6. 

The State of Illinois' higher education board voted overwhelmingly , 
to adopt a staff proposal which will require stringent requirements for high ! 
school students aiming for public colleges and universities. The new require¬ 
ments take affect in fall 1990 and they include four year of written and oral 
English, three years of social studies, three years of mathematics, including 
an introduction to advanced algebra, trigonometry and geometry,a and funda- i 
mentals of computer programming. Also required are three years of labora¬ 
tory sciences and two years of electives in Foreign Languages, Music or Art. 

Illinois Secretary of State Jim Edgar, announced his intention 
to run for re-election. If re-elected, he'll push for mandatory auto insurance ' 
and better protection for consumers against auto thieves. Edgar, who was 
appointed secretary of state in 1981 and re-elected in 1982, said he would 
be campaigning on his record of efforts to combat drunk driving.

The trial of two brothers, James E. and Samuel L Carpenter, 
accused of attempted murder, began Monday. The brothers were each 
charged with two counts of attempted murder and one count of armed 
violence. Jamal Williams, 14-years old, testified that James Carpenter pointed 
a gun at a youth and demanded to know the whereabouts of the youth's 
cousin. Carpenter, accompanied by his brother Samuel, allegedly fired shots 
into a group of about five people. Gary Steward and Levi Quincy Blake were 
wounded during the shooting. The shooting occurred June 4 on a playground 
near Charles Street and Augustana Avenue at 8:45 p.m. Blake reportedly | 
suffered wounds to both legs and his right hand. Steward was struck in the | 
right leg, arm and hand. 

Domino's Pizza was robbed by two masked men, one of whom 
was armed with what was either a rifle or pellet gun. The robbery at 400 E. 
Memorial Drive occurred at about 8:45 p.m. Monday. The amount taken was 
undetermined by police at the scene. The men, wearing stocking caps over 
their faces, reportedly walked in through the front door and took the money. 

The Peoria School Board unveiled its plan for the reorganiza- I 
tion of the city's schools. Under the plan, schools will be reorganized into 14 ! 

kindergarten through fourth grade schools and 13 fifth through eighth grade 
schools. It was estimated between 25-30 teachers would lose their jobs i 
because of the reorganization. Reportedly, this would save about $600,000. 
The reorganization plan was developed toward an expanded neighborhood 
concept which would keep the schools close to home. The plan Is in f 
response to declining enrollment in the city's schools. Parents at the meeting 
were reportedly unhappy with the plan. Some felt it would divide families and j 
compromise the children's safety. 

Owners of the two largest buildings of the old Pabst Brewing 
Co. said they may be torn down within a year. The buildings are worthless 
because of extensive damage done to the structure after a salvage company | 
removed several large pieces of equipment. The owners hope that by tearing 
down the eight story malt house and tank house the 30 remaining 
buildings will be more appealing to potential buyers.

Leaders meet for conference

About 20 leaders from vari¬ 
ous student organizations gath¬ 
ered in the Garrett Center 
Wednesday to discuss issues of 
student concern. 

Issues discussed at the All- 
Organizational Conference were 
the alcohol situation and neigh¬ 
borhood relations, the proposed 
computer-intensive program, 
registration over the phone, 
campaign for Bradley/campus 
improvements, recognition of 
your organization, academic 
status of the University and 
personal safety and security on 
campus. 

Brian Lenaburg, Senate parli¬ 
amentarian and chair of the 
neigborhood relations subcom¬ 
mittee, said neighborhood rela¬ 
tions was a subject that has not 
been dealt with in the past and 
there is a need to develop com¬ 
munication in that area. 

"We need to develop com¬ 
munication with (the area 
residents) and let them know 
we want to be an integral part 
of the community," he said. 

HE SAID HIS committee is 
working on several aspects of 
neighborhood relations, includ¬ 
ing the greenway project, off- 
campus housing’ improvements, 
the Fredonia area and a phi¬ 
lanthropy project. 

In explaining work his com¬ 
mittee is doing on the Fredonia 
area, he said they are looking 
into blocking off the street and 


sprucing it up. 

Right now there is only one 
non-greek house on the strip 
between TKE and PIKE, and 
hopefully we can change that, 
he said. 

Lenaburg also said Fredonia 
was an old, shabby road that 
the cops drive down. 

He said his committee plans 
to give names and phone 
numbers of the fraternities, 
Bradley security and individuals 
on the committee to the neigh¬ 
bors so if noise or alcohol prob¬ 
lems arise, they can contact one 
them instead of calling the 
Peoria police. 

RICH GOSHA, president of 
IDC, said he sided with the 
neighbors and a better idea 
might be to take steps to solve 
the problems. He suggested lim¬ 
iting party hours and getting 
better garbage facilities. 

Karen Rekowski, all-school 
vice president, said she was 
looking for student input on a 
proposal to put personal com¬ 
puters in every dorm room. 

She said under the proposal, 
the cost of the computers would 
be figured into the students 
financial package. 

Responses given included: 
not all students need comput¬ 
ers, reference to a study that 
shows students under similar 
programs at other schools spent 
much of their time playing 
games and the computers would 
become outdated and would 
need to be replaced frequently. 


Rekowski said Bradley is 
already outdated because it was 
behind in technology and wasn’t 
state of the art and we need to 
be state of the art if we want to 
attract more students. 

CAMPUS AFFAIRS Chair 
Kevin Burke said if Bradley just 
tries to become state of the art 
without considering the addi¬ 
tional costs involved, they could 
still lose students. 

Gosha said they should con¬ 
centrate more on quality than 
quantity. 

Suggested campus improve¬ 
ments included upgrading the 
single rooms in Heitz, improv¬ 
ing the interior of some of the 
academic buildings and putting 
cable television into the dorms. 

All-School President Ray 
Einig suggested maybe the stu¬ 
dents should make a donation 
to the campaign for Bradley. 

The suggestion didn’t receive 
support from the other 
members of the conference, 
and one student leader said, "If 
you suggest it (to the students), 
they’ll just laugh." 

THE MEMBERS of the 
conference also discussed con¬ 
cern over the number of stu¬ 
dents leaving Bradley, with one 
member saying he was in that 
number. 

Some of the reasons for the 
problem recognized included 
problems finding courses to take 
and the lack of student interac¬ 
tion with their advisors.

Last Tuesday, the Publications Council approved the 
Scout’s security policy. The policy sets the guidelines for 
when and when not to use the names in reports. 

You will see a change in the reports, you many notice 
the names are not used as often as in previous editions. 

THE FOLLOWING are guidelines the Scout will follow 
when publishing security reports;

• Names, ages and addresses will be included in each report 
with some exceptions. 


Letters 


•We will not print the names of a rape victim or characteris¬ 
tics of the victim that could lead to identification of the vic¬ 
tim. 


Forum off base 


•The names of students in a security/police report who have 
been formally charged and arrested by the State’s Attorney 
will be used. 


•We will generally not print the name of a student referred 
to Bradley’s judicial system. We will print the incident 
without the names, however, if the student has been charged 
by the State’s Attorney and referred to the University, we 
will print the name. 


• If it cannot be acsertained as to whether charges have been 
filed, the report may be printed without the names. 

Each incident must be evaluated on news merit and the 
decision to print names in such incidents as burglary and 
assault will be made by the editor. 

The Scout gets the reports from the Peoria Police 
Department, which is why the scope of the reports are so 
broad. 

I sincerely hope the stating of this policy will help clarify 
any questions.

The founder of the National 
Organization for Women 
(NOW), Betty Friedan, is com¬ 
ing to Bradley Wed., Nov. 20. 
Women’s liberation pioneer and 
author, Friedan will lecture in 
the Student Center Ballroom. 

Friedan founded NOW in 
1966 and served as president 
until 1970. She is the author of 
"The Feminine Mystique," "It 
Changed My Life" and "The 
Second Stage." 

"The Feminine Mystique" is 
the book that started it all and 
is called the most important 
book of the twentieth century. 
The book addresses the theory 
that modern American women 
have been trapped by the "fem¬ 
inine mystique"; the pervasive 
belief that the only desirable 
role for women is wife, mother 
and housekeeper. 

In 1975, Friedan received 
the Humanist of the Year 
Award and the American Public 
Health Association Citation. In 
1982, she received the Author 
of the Year Award given by the 
American Society of Journalists 
and Authors. 

FRIEDAN HAS been a 
leader in the fight for the Equal 
Rights Amendment and for new 


approaches to divorce, abortion 
reform, housing employment 
and education. She has been 
named by Esquire Magazine as 
"one of 50 Americans who 
made the difference" in the last 
50 years. 

Friedan has identified a new 
"problem that has no name." 
How can women live with the 
equality they have won? The 
first stage of the women’s 
movement is over, but Friedan 
believes the larger revolution, 
evolution and liberation that the 
movement set off have just 
begun. 

A visiting professor at 
numerous institutions, including 
Temple University and Yale 
University, Friedan will appear 
at a book autograph session 
from 4 to 5 p.m. Nov. 20 at the 
Bradley Bookstore. 

Lecture tickets are $1 for 
Bradley students, $2 for other 
students and $4 for general 
public.

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IDC ready to make changes

Having received criticism and negative feed¬ 
back in the past years and recently, the Interdorm 
Council (IDC) is ready to make changes after 
attending a regional conference last weekend. 

Seven representatives of Bradley's IDC 
attended the Great Lakes Affiliate of Colleges and 
University Resident Halls (GLACURH) confer¬ 
ence held at Western University. Twenty-five to 
30 schools attended the conference. 

Meryl Horalek, Illinois and national com¬ 
munication coordinator for IDC, said, "The 
conference is a big information exchange session. 
The organization, IDC, is having problems. This 
conference has given us new ideas, new inspira¬ 
tion. 

"We've had so much negative feedback we 
needed some positive-too bad it came from out¬ 
side of Bradley," Horalek said. 

RICH GOSHA, president of IDC, said, 
"GLACURH is one of the greatest conventions 
for dorm living. We found out problems exist in 
programming and apathy everywhere. We have 
problems at Bradley and we're not alone. The 
convention helps in finding ways of handling 
these problems." 

The conference offered 55 sessions over a 
three-day period. Some of the sessions included 
delegation, publicity, newsletters and study skills. 

Already in the planning stage, IDC is design¬ 
ing a newsletter. Adrian Alvarez, publicity chair 
for IDC, said, "We want the newsletter to be 
informational and possibly provide some competi¬ 
tion between the dorms." 

The newsletter will present the views of IDC 
executive board, resident advisors and the stu¬ 
dents living in the dorms. 

Another idea already implemented by IDC is 


Program of the Month. "In the spirit of competi¬ 
tion, we've started implementing program of the 
month. Mr. Chips night is an example," Horalek 
said. 

ONE FACT THE Bradley delegates found 
out, executive boards of dorm councils at other 
schools are paid. Horalek said the salaries range 
from $50 a month to $500 a semester. 

It cost $65 per person to send the seven 
representatives to GLACURH. "This was the first 
time SABRC funded us for this regional confer¬ 
ence," Gosha said. 

Along with Gosha, Alvarez and Horalek, 
Marie Spataro, Cathy Schmalzer, Dave Robson 
and Claudia Blanco attended the conference. 

Alvarez said, "Our goal is to send 25 people. 
We got funded for six and raised the money for 
the seventh person to attend. All the dorms were 
represented at the conference except Heitz." 

The Illinois Resident Hall Association 
(IRHA) is a statewide convention and the cost is 
$53 per person. Alvarez said IDC would like each 
dorm to sponsor someone for the convention. 

HORALEK SAID, "We're making such a 
concentrated effort to send people to IRHA 
because if they decide to join other organizations, 
the leadership skills they learn would be 
beneficial for the student and the organization." 

Alvarez said, "You learn how to advise and 
not be dominating. "You want to come in and 
help the council, move the council--but don't run 
it. 

"We've come back gun-ho. We’re going to 
try so hard to get the system working. Bradley 
isn't the only school with apathy," he said. 

IDC will begin presenting a program to the 
dorms and explain what they've learned in 
leadership, programming and getting students 
involved.

While nothing can be done about how busy your schedule is, 
there is, in fact a "very important" speaker coming to Bradley that 
you should consider finding the time to see. 

This important speaker is Betty Friedan. Who is she, you ask? 
If you don’t know, that's one good reason to hear her speak. Ms. 
Friedan is the original founder and president of the National 
Organization for Women (NOW) and author of several books 
including her most popular, The Feminine Mystique, a book that has 
sold over 2 million copies. 

MS. FRIEDAN WAS recently named in Esquire Magazine as 
"One of 50 Americans who made a difference in the last 50 years." 
And bringing this a little closer to home, Ms. Friedan grew up in 
Peoria, right here in the West Bluff'. 

It is not important that you agree with Ms. Friedan to attend. 
In fact, you may wish to attend for just the opposite reason, so that 
you may ask questions about the Women’s Movement, feminism, 
or sexism. Of course, the best reason to attend would be if you 
don’t know what her exact position is or if you are undecided as to 
whether or not you agree with her position. 

Remember, you came to college for a broader education than 
you get only in the classroom. You owe it to yourself. How often 
does a speaker of Betty Friedan's caliber come to speak at Bradley?

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Some music

Tuesday night was a night for music that was not 
music and music that was not for everyone as "This is 
Not Music" and "The Not" put on a performance in the 
vacant building adjacent to Main Street Records. 

The music from both bands was loud and difficult 
to understand at times, but the crowd, a majority ot 
which appeared to be of high school age, seemed to 
enjoy the music as they shook, slammed and danced 
most of the night. 

"This is Not Music" is a band consisting of three 
Bradley students: Bob Cox on vocals with Brad Gil¬ 
lespie on bass guitar, and Kevin Williams on guitar. 
Clay Thompson provided the beat for the band on his 
"drum machine." 

Most of the songs by the band consisted more of 
inter-related screams than of true lyrics in the tradi¬ 
tional sense. 

"This is Not Music" opened the show with a song 
called "Pain." Written by Cox, the song, which consists 
of a strong beat and echoing screams from Cox, 
brought to mind Humphrey the Humpback Whale 
detouring down the river Styx. 

One song that seemed to get the audience moving 
and jumping early on was "Jesus," written by Gillespie, 
which proclaims "Jesus was the first test tube 
baby/non-violent revolutionary" and "Mary was the 
first surrogate mother." 

Other songs by the band included: "Ancrito," 
which "takes you on a ride through the dark side," 
"Run Like Hell," "Cold Destruction," and "Lower," 

At the end of their session, the crowd screamed 
for "This is Not Music" to perform "Wild Thing." How¬ 
ever, their request was delayed to the end of the next 
session. 


"Not" for everyone 


"The Not," a hard rocking band out of Boston, 
followed "This is Not Music" and received a raucous, 
enthusiastic response from the members of the young 
audience. 

The three man band included Tom Lamont, lead 
vocals and guitar, Peter Patino, backing vocals and 
guitar and Rob Wallace on the drums. Lamont has a 
fairly good hard/punk rocker’s voice, but Patino 
sounded like he still hadn’t finished puberty and should 
stick to the guitar. 

"The Not" were louder and faster than "This is 
Not Music." They were so fast, as a matter of fact, it 
often seemed like they had to take a relatively long 
pause during the middle of some of their songs to 
catch their breath. 

The audience seemed to be equally active. They 
crowded the stage, sometimes actually going on it. On 
several occasions, three male members of the audience 
stood face-to-face with lead singer and guitarist Tom 
Lamont at the microphone and screamed the lyrics 
along with him. 

Unlike "This is Not Music", not all of the songs by 
"The Not" were original pieces. One of the pieces they 
played was "Hey Joe" by the late Jimi Hendrix. 

Most of their own songs were the kind only a true 
punker could love or understand. "Lonely Afternoon," 
in which Lamont says "l think about what to do and 
nothing comes to mind...I don’t know what to do. I’m 
lonely," did seem to express the universal feeling of 
loneliness well. 

Other songs .by the band included "Shakefree 
(Breakfree)," "For the Glory," and the show’s finale 
"Wild Thing," which the crowd demanded from both 
bands, but only "The Not" delivered.

High School seniors, do ypu 
feel like you’re being pulled in five 
different directions? Do you want 
to attend one college and your 
parents another? 

Have no fear, author Scott 
Edlestein has compiled a 
comprehensive guide containing 
"more than 200 surefire strategies 
for campus success." The book is 
"College: A User’s Manual," and is 
available in paperback. 

Edlestein is no stranger to the 
college campus. He has taught on 
the college level for over seven 
years, and was a college student for 
six. He has taught at the University 
of Minnesota, Oberlin College and 
the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison. 

The purpose of his book is to 
inform entering college freshman, 
(and even upperclassman) some of 
the ins and outs of surviving in col¬ 
lege. 

Edlestein’s book is straightfor¬ 
ward, and is full of helpful advice. 
The best thing about the book is 
it’s easy to read. 

Every chapter is divided into 
sections by facts and fallacies 
printed in dark print. Below the 
dark print, Edlestein elaborates on 
the fact. For example: 


"Don’t sign up for a class in 
the hope it will discipline you or 
straighten you out, or force you to 
study harder or change your lifes¬ 
tyle." 

"This doesn’t work..." 

Other chapters discuss "Get¬ 
ting a Good Start," "Grades," 
"Papers, Tests, and Exams," and 
"Stress, Anxiety, Fear, and Other 
Pain." 

Perhaps the most important 
chapters in the book are the latter, 
and the chapter entitled, "Everyday 
Life as a College Student." 

These chapters deal with the 
biggest changes a college freshman 
will encounter. 

Some of the information, such 
as "You cannot do better than your 
best," and "Almost nothing that 
happens in college is a genuine 
disaster or a permanent liability, no 
matter how bad it might seem," 
may seem self explanatory. How¬ 
ever, ask any college upperclass¬ 
man and he or she will tell you 
they didn’t know these statements 
to be true their first year.

The harboring of illegal Cen¬ 
tral American aliens by Ameri¬ 
can churches was discussed by 
Michael McConnell, co-author 
of Sanctuary: The New Under¬ 
ground Railroad, Tuesday night. 

McConnell, who spoke as 
part of Latino Week, blames 
the American government for 
the presence of these refugees. 
The United States government 
labels them "economic 
refugees," although they come 
to the United States in search of 
safety, the government tracks 
them down and deports them 
and the American citizens who 
harbor them are called crimi¬ 
nals. 

McConnell, a member of the 
Chicago Religious Task Force 
and the Wellington Ave. United 
Church of Christ in Chicago, 
said there are as many as 250 
churches and other religious 
organizations in the United 


States that have declared them¬ 
selves as public refugee harbor¬ 
ing sights. 

The "underground railroad" 
in this country for Central 
American refugees began in 
1982 in a small church in 
Arizona. Previously the 
refugees were held in detention 
centers much like the 
Japanese-Americans were held 
in during World War II, he said. 

GUATEMALA IS known as 
one of the worst violators of 
human rights and yet our 
government has given them as 
much as a billion dollars in mili¬ 
tary aid. He said over 100,000 
people have been killed in the 
country since 1954 by the 
oppressive government. These 
people are being killed by the' 
military "using American 
weapons, wearing clothing made 
in the United States and driving 
in American jeeps," McConnell 
said. However, less than 1 per¬ 
cent of the Guatemalans who

come to the United States gain 
political asylum. 

He said the mentality in 
many of the Central and South 
American countries facing revo¬ 
lutionary movements is one of

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"counter-insurgency warfare," 
much like what occurred in 
Vietnam. The mentality of these 
military governments is to kill 
the villagers who support the 
movements rather than the 
guerrillas, whom they consider 
too illusive. These civilians, 
who are being tortured and 
killed, are seeking safety in the 
United States, but they are not 
finding it, McConnell said. 

The sanctuary movement "is 
one of the most effective move¬ 
ments in the United States to 
tell the American people what is 
happening." He said the United 
States government is not against 
the actual charity of refugee 
harboring but against the vocal 
policy of the movement. 

"More and more people in 
churches are hearing from 
refugees what it is like to live in 
Guatemala and El Salvador," 
McConnell said. 

He said there are currently 
70,000 Americans actively 
involved in the movement and 
eight to 10 universities which 
have also declared themselves 
sanctuaries. These people are all 
considered criminals according 
to present law. McConnell said 
there are presently 11 sanctuary 
workers on trial in Tucson, 
Arizona. These people face up 
to 30 years in prison for con¬ 
spiracy to aid and abet and har¬ 
bor refugees, McConnell said. 

THE PEOPLE involved in 
the movement are not breaking 
the law. He cited the 1980 
Refugee Act, which allows for 
those with legitimate fear for 
religious reasons to stay in the 
United States. 

"I would be a part of the 
movement even if it meant 
breaking the law." He said he 
would rather obey God's law 
than any secular law. He asked 
Americans to remember when it 
was legal in this country to own 
slaves and those people who 
helped them escape were also 
breaking the law. 

McConnell hopes the move¬ 
ment will grow as more people 
become aware of the Central 
American problem. He said he 
would like to see a "deepening 
of the movement." He wants 
people to see it as more than 
just charity; he wants it to be 
viewed as "movement against 
US domination in Latin Amer¬ 
ica." 

McConnell said the United 
States government is creating 
policies in Central America 
which are creating refugees. He 
wants people to see the real 
causes of why there are 
refugees. McConnell said he 
would like to see justice, real 
deep-seeded justice." 
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Despite prosperity hopes, tuition rise expected 


(CPS)--Mosl college administrators 
think their schools c on the brink of a 
more prosperous oia, but they predict 
students will pay for it by paying even 
higher tuition over the next few years. 

In a survey by a group called the 
Higher Education Panel, a majority of 
administrators think the collegiate fiscal 
woes of the past decades—from the 
hyperinflation begun by the oil embargo 
of 1973 through the federal budget cuts 
of 1981 and the recession of 1982-83- 
may be drawing to a dose as legislatures 
give more money to campuses and the 
improved economy makes it easier for 
schools to attract donations. 

But schools will have to raise tuition 
for students anyway, the respondents 
said. 

To adequately fund private colleges, 
for example, tuition will probably have 
to rise 1.5 to 2 percent faster than the 
inflation rate, Julianne Thrift of the 
National Institute of Independent. Col¬ 
leges and Universities said. 

PUBLIC COLLEGE administrators 
also said tuition must increase faster 
than inflation, although not as rapidly as 
in the last four years. 

The reason is that "education is 
labor intensive. Industry can deploy 
technology to offset labor costs," James 


Buchholz, a vice chancellor at Washing¬ 
ton University in St. Louis, Mo, said. 

Colleges also are trying to catch up^ 
on construction projects they’ve delayed 
since the hard times began. They’re also 
trying to improve teacher salaries, which 
lagged during the high inflation of the 
1970’s and early 1980s, Thrift said. 

But Thrift is optimistic because 
private colleges tend to do better when 
the economy at large does well. "Our col¬ 
leges tend to do very well when parents 
have a rosy outlook on the general 
economic climate. Parents react /to us 
like they do blue chip investments," she 
said. 

Labor costs and erasing inflation’s 
effects are public school issues as well, 
but the improving health of public col¬ 
leges also depends on how much money 
their state legislatures give them. 

LEGISLATORS IN states which 
have not participated fully in the 
economic recovery may not be able to 
appropriate as much money as those in 
other states. 

Last week Nebraska legislators, for 
example, debated cutting state college 
budgets drastically. 

New Mexico’s public campuses are 
so broke that administrators announced 
Oct. 23 they would no longer make 


counter salary proposals to faculty 
members offered jobs by other schools. 

State schools in Michigan and Ohio 
have suffered from the decline of the 
steel and automobile industries. Louisi¬ 
ana, Texas, Alaska and Oklahoma, 
robbed of tax revenues by the oil glut, 
cut their state college budgets earlier this, 
year. 

Moreover, "higher education has 
more competition for state funds" in all 
states, Franklin Matsler of Illinois’ Dept, 
of Higher Education Administration, 
which monitors state higher education 
appropriations around the country, said. 

LEGISLATORS ARE being pres¬ 
sured to fund new prisons and appropri¬ 
ate more money to compensate for 
recent cuts in programs for the poor and 
the handicapped, he said. 

Nevertheless, administrators in 
prospering states generally are optimistic 
about their immediate fiscal futures. 

"We have really seen the dawn," 
Adrian Harris, a vice chancellor at the 
University of California at Los Angeles, 
said. "We had about 17 years drought 
beginning with Reagan’s(governorship)." 

"Under Edmund (Jerry) Brown, we 
would be lucky to get $7 million" for 
new construction on all nine schools in 
the state’s university system, he said. 


In the last two years, California 
Governor George Deukmejian has budg¬ 
eted S300 million for campus construc¬ 
tion needs. 

HARRIS AND other officials in the 
California university system plan to ask 
the legislature for more money / for 
teaching assistants. 

But some planners remain skeptical. 

"My outlook is tied to the national 
scene. Due to the staggering deficit, 
there will be severely reduced spending," 
Roger Horton, a budget planner at Cal- 
Santa Barbara, said. "I do not share in 
the rosy outlook." 

"We are at the peak of defense 
spending," Horton said, pointing out the 
California economy depends greatly on 
weapons-related industries. 

Even upbeat private college adminis¬ 
trators worry about the deficit. 

"THERE ARE concerns about long 
term implications of the deficit. A 
number of college presidents have 
expressed increasing worries in the last 
few weeks. All higher education finance 
discussions include worries about the 
deficit," Thrift said. 

Others think, despite last week’s 
congressional deficit-cutting bill that 
would slash student aid funding, colleges 
will be immune from the knife from 
now on. 


Teachers misassigned

WASHINGTON D.C. 

(CPS)-Many college students 
planning to become primary or 
secondary school teachers can 
expect to spend all or part of 
their time teaching classes they 
are not certified for, according 
to a new study. 

The study, produced by the 
American Federation of Teach¬ 
ers (AFT) and the Council for 
Basic Education (CBE), esti¬ 
mates 200,000 teachers are 
teaching at least one class a day 
they are riot properly trained to 
teach. 

"It is not an exaggeration to 
infer that what some educators 
call 'out -of-field’ teaching is 
out of control," CBE director 
Graham Down said. 

"It's not a pretty picture^ The 
implications for morale, profes¬ 
sionalism, pedagogy, subject 
knowledge and student learning 
are dire, to say the least." 

DR. CECELIA Lynch , asso¬ 
ciate professor of secondary 
education at Bradley, views the 
consequences differently. "Addi¬ 
tional pressures may be placed 
on those teachers, aside from 
the normal pressures of running 
a complex classroom." 

As for implications for stu¬ 
dents, Lynch sees the possibility 
that students may not be able to 
pursue certain areas of interest. 


"Not necessarily because of the 
teacher’s lack of knowledge in 
that area, but because that 
teacher may not know where to 
send a student for additional 
help." 

The study, released Sept. 24, 
is based on a state-by-state sur¬ 
vey of misassigned students. 
Some 15 states permit misas- 
signments on a limited basis, 
the survey found while six 
don't restrict the practice. 

Because many states do not 
track misassignments, few have 
reliable ways of preventing or 
accounting for the problem. 

The report’s authors reject 
the widely-held assumption that 
misassignments invariably occur 
because of shortages of 
qualified teachers in certain dis¬ 
ciplines. 

LYNCH SAID IT occurs 
because school districts must fill 
their needs as regulated by the 
Illinois Board of Education. As 
budgets are cut, the newest 
hirees are cut and tenured 
teachers are reassigned to fill 
the empty spaces. 

The authors call on state 
lawmakers to tighten policies 
against misassignments, but 
they blame teachers themselves 
for some of the problem. 

The report charges some 
teachers do not understand the 
subjects they are certified to

teach, and are therefore reluc¬ 
tant to challenge misassign¬ 
ments. 

There is one feature of the 
problem which will help reform¬ 
ers, according to the report: 

."It may be the only problem 
currently plaguing education 
that schools themselves could 
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correct, alone, quickly, without 
cost, and probably with 
dramatic effect." 

LYNCH PROPOSED two 
possibilities to help solve the 
problem. "One thing that could 
be done is to look at rif-ing 
(Reduction in force) policies. 
Other than that, a more careful 
examination of teachers’ tran¬ 
scripts and credentials may be 
in order." 
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Standardized exams tested 


(CPS)--A new organization plans to defend 
the rights of millions of Americans who take 
standardized exams annually. 

"We will be a clearinghouse for students, 
parents, schools, legislators and civil rights groups 
who seek an independent source of information 
on standardized tests. People have always ques¬ 
tioned the tests in the dark,” John Weiss, execu¬ 
tive director of the National Center for Fair and 
Open Testing, creators of the FairTest project, 
said. 

"Every year the educational and career 
opportunities-and self-perceptions-of over 10 
million Americans are forever altered by stand¬ 
ardized exams. Most of these standardized 
multiple-choice tests are culturally biased and 
poorly designed," Weiss said. 

The Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT), perhaps 
the best known and most widely administered 
standardized test, has come under heavy scrutiny 
in the past 10 years with allegations that the exam 
is biased on social-economic lines. 

FAIRTEST WANTS to expand such scru¬ 
tiny to all standardized tests under the "Truth-in 
Testing" program. This will allow test takers an 
opportunity to review copies of their scored 
exams and challenge inaccurate answers to poorly 
witten questions, Weiss said. 

FairTest will also seek to extend the "Golden 


Rule" procedure to employment exams required 
in more than 80 occupations, and for admission 
to more than 3,000 colleges and professional 
schools and graduation from high schools in 30 
states, Weiss said. 

Currently, the "Golden Rule" requires replac¬ 
ing discriminatory questions with less biased 
items of equal difficulty and is required only in a 
few state employment exams. 

The "Golden Rule" guideline originated from 
a lawsuit by the Golden Rule Insurance Co. of 
Lawrenceville, II. It charged that the Illinois 
Insurance Agent Licensing Exam, designed by 
the Educational Testing Service of Princeton, 
N.J., was racially biased and not job-related. 

FairTest challenges the wisdom of letting 
ETS run the federal Education Resources Infor¬ 
mation Center on Tests, Measurements and 
Evaluation (ERIC/TIME Clearinghouse), he said. 
ETS is the largest writer of standardized tesis in 
the country. 

"HAVING ETS RUN this ERIC Clearing 
house is like having a fox guard the chicken 
coop." Weiss said. 

FairTest will coordinate the efforts of about 
700 researchers, independent of test designing 
firms, who frequently have been critical of fair¬ 
ness of standardized tests. 

"We wish to extend the public debate on the 
legitimacy of many of these tests," Weiss said.

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Tuition increase declines

The rate of tuition increase dropped from 
11.9 percent two years ago io 9.5 percent last 
year, and the increase could be even less this 
year, Gary Anna, vice presidenl for Business 
Affairs at Bradley, said. 

Anna said the University's dependency on 
tuition for the budget should decline in the 
future. 

Tuition last year provided approximately 86 
percent of budget revenues. 

The 9.5 percent increase amounted to 
$2,689,000, but because of the budgeted decline 
in full-time equivalent students, the net increase 
was only $1,303,000. 

THE MONEY generated by the increase in 
last year's tuition, was spent in the following 
areas: 

$850,000 for salary increases of 3-5 percent; 


$80,000 for capital campaign costs; and $373,000 
for other non-salary budgets (average increase of 
2 percent). 

Anna said the preliminary range for next 
year, set by the Board of Trustees, calls for a 4-7 
percent increase in tuition. 

He said the actual increase could be even 
lower, but at this point he couldn’t say anything 
with any degree of certainty. 

Anna also said they expect to hold the future 
increases to around the 4-7 percent range 

ALTHOUGH HAVING 86 percent of the 
budget (last year’s figure) funded by tuition is a 
little, high in comparison with other schools, and 
we are enrollment dependent because of it, the 
capital campaign will help us move away from 
that, Anna said. 

It's not going to happen overnight, however. 
Anna said.

In 1981, Bradley University's Center for Career Development 
was given an $800,000 grant aimed at expanding the cooperative 
education program, this week, the program had its final evaluation. 

Patricia Van der Vorm, president of the National Cooperative 
Education Association in Washington, D.C. came to Bradley last 
Monday to conduct the final evaluation of the three-year 
comprehensive Demonstration Grant. 

The grant was awarded through a government program by the 
cooperative education branch of the department of education and 
was to be used in expanding the Co-op program into academic 
areas not included before. 

Van der Vorm said Bradley’s program, in general, is ’’terrific. 
The staff and office personnel in the career center have met all the 
gjxils specified by the grant." 

AT THE TIME the grant was awarded, the major aims were 
to expand the cooperative education program to more students and 
to expand the program into other academic areas not involved

before. 

Compared to other schools, Bradley’s program is "very good," 
Van der Vorm said. "Bradley is a medium size university and it has 
a medium size program, which has the potential to be larger. It 
stands up very well (to other schools)." 

Since 1980-81, Bradley's cooperative education program has 
had a 113 percent increase-in students placed in jobs from all 
academic disciplines. The number of participating employers has 
risen by 280 percent. 

Bradley was one of 12 universities in the nation to be awarded 
the grant. 

Van der Vorm was also at Bradley to discuss a new nationwide 
publicity campaign for cooperative education programs. She met 
with area media public service directors Tuesday. 

THE PUBLICITY campaign, set to be launched Nov. 18 at a 
press conference in New York City, will be aimed at heightening 
awareness of the cooperative education program. 

Van der Vorm said many people misunderstand what coopera-

Bradley has 
sent special recruitment packets 
in response to foreign student 
requests and the University has 
also been working to pul out an 
international student handbook. 

Gaisky just returned from a 
trip to Washington, where he 
visited the -embassies of those 
countries Bergman will visit in 
March. 

"The three basic areas the 
students are interested in are 
engineering, business adminis¬ 
tration and computers," Gaisky 
said. He emphasized since these 
are strong areas at Bradley, "we 
have a good market." He also

Stricter requirements were proposed for would be Illinois 
teachers by three top educators. Gary Griffin, Nancy Cole and Lynn McCarthy, 
deans of the colleges of education at the University of Illinois-Chicago, 
Urbana-Champaign and Evanston based National College of Education, 
respectively, suggested teachers take charge of a classroom with undergra¬ 
duate degrees in English, math, science or humanities as compared with the 
present requirement of a degree in education only. New teachers also would 
serve a one year internship before earning state certification. 

Nikolav Zinovyev, Soviet Chief of Trade for the Americas, 
said while addressing a conference in Chicago that the USA and USSR 
should endeavor to achieve an acceptable level of trade despite their political 
and philosophical differences.

Dr. John Hitt, provost and vice president for academic affairs, 
spoke about the academic future of the University at Monday's 
Student Senate Meeting. 

"We must maintain our commitment to academic excellence, 
and develop an erqphasis on new programs," Hitt said. He said he 
is looking into the development of an honors program and of 
research assislantships. 

"We’re nearing a decision point and looking at a program for 
physical therapy. It’s certainly possible we could attract 100 or more 
majors. I don’t know exactly how much it would cost, but it is 
expensive to start a program," Hitt said. 

Hill said the University has always been interested in "attract¬ 
ing and retaining the very best staff. The overall quality has been 
always something we have been very proud of." 

THE UNIVERSITY receives almost 80 percent of its money 
from tuition. The University has tried to raise tuition, control 
costs, and raise money from others to combat the decreased enroll¬ 
ment, he said. 

"We are in difficult times budgetarily. We will be making some 
cost reductions, which will mean some reduction in services. But 
let me assure you, we are not going to make reductions in the level 
of financial aid that we give to the students." 

"We want to make things happen for the students and faculty 
in a cost effective manner," Hitt said.

At 16 Burris set goals to be a 
lawyer and a statewide elected 
official. 

In 1979 Burris was elected 
Illinois Slate Comptroller, at 


which time he had made both 
his dreams come true. With 
academic scholarships, Burris 
graduated from Southern Illi¬ 
nois University in Carbondale 
and Howard University and stu¬ 
died in Germany. 

WEDNESDAY NIGHT at 
the Garrett Center, Burris, who 
is now seeking re-election for 
Comptroller, tofd an audience 
of about 50 his story of achieve¬ 
ment, and challenged the stu¬ 
dents to set goals and prepare 
for the obstacles. 

Burris recalled not getting 
jobs in the 60s because he was 
black and then being hired at a 
bank where he said he sat in 
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the corner for two months 
because "They didn’t know what 
to do with me." 

In that job at Continental 
Bank Burris said a white man 
with less seniority than he was 
assigned to an apprentice pro¬ 
gram while Burris was assigned 
to the back room in the trust 
and tax division. 

Burris said he questioned the 
bank’s actions and was sent to 
the vice president of the bank 
for an answer. He said the vice 
president told him he was going 
to have to be 10 times better 
than his white counterpart to 
get anywhere. 

Burris said this disturbed 
him to the point of tears but as 
things became clearer he told 
himself "Fine" and decided to 
play by the rules, doing the 
work of others as well as his 
own and bringing business to

Candidate defeated 
in House victory

Twenly-nine-year-old Repub¬ 
lican, Rick McIntyre was 
defeated in a controversial race 
for Congress in spring 1984 
allegedly due to what has been 
termed "bold theft" by the 
Democratic party. 

"Bold theft" according to 
John Grolberg, Illinois 
Congressman and session chair¬ 
man in the final day ofv the 
Experience Politics conference 
(EXPO) hosted by Peoria 
Republican Congressman 

Robert Michel last weekend. 
Grolberg referred to McIntyre’s 
loss in the 8lh District of lndi- 
ina as "The stealing of Indiana 
eight." 

According to McIntyre, 
several people throughout the 


country have filed federal 
lawsuits on his behalf and even 
a "McIntyre is Congressman" 
fund has been established. 

Sunday in his speech "Can 
Four Votes Make A 
Difference?" McIntyre said on 
election night he appeared to 
have about a 700-vote lead but 
following a lengthy recount pro¬ 
cess his Democratic opponent 
incumbent was declared the 
winner by four votes. 

ACCORDING TO McIntyre, 
who is now in private law prac¬ 
tice, on Thursday following the 
Tuesday election, his lead had 
"slipped" from 700 to 34 votes. 
Even so, he said his victory was 
certified by the Secretary of 
State. He said he still has the 
certificate of Congressman on

said Bradley is not the only 
school with these novel ideas. 

He thinks the plan will help 
Bradley get its name recognized. 
"It's better to be one of the first 
in than one of the last,” he said. 

There are currently 54 full 
time undergraduate foreign stu¬ 
dents. He said he hopes the 
plan will lead to an increase in 
the foreign enrollment. This 
year's entering class had 10 
foreign students; he would like 
to have double that number 
next year. 

SOME Of the problems the 
students might face and the 
additional responsibilities the 
University might have with the 
increase of foreign enrollment 
have been discussed, Gaisky 
said. He said any potential 
situations that may need con¬ 
sideration are minor and can be 
solved. The University has set 
up criteria for students that will 
eliminate most of the problems. 

The criteria that has been 


established are: the student’s 
countries should have stable 
governments, place a high 
premium on educating young 
people, students should be 
government or privately spon¬ 
sored, should have a good grasp 
of the English language, and the 
country should have a history 
of sending undergraduates. 

Gaisky said of the countries 
from which they choose to 
recruit, four are among the top 
20 in the world for sending stu¬ 
dents to the United Slates. 
Malaysia is ranked second, 
sending 21,700 students to the 
United Stales. 

Gaisky said he thinks Brad¬ 
ley would be a good choice for 
foreign students because of the 
personal attention they could 
receive here. He also said an 
increase in foreign students 
would be good for the students 
here. "It's part of what educa¬ 
tion should be about.”

Farkas: Problems still exist in Poland

Americans tend to believe 
just because they don't hear 
about the problems in Poland 
any more that the problems 
have gone away, according to a 
DePaul University political sci¬ 
ence professor. 

Dr. Richard Farkas, profes¬ 
sor of political science at 
DePaul spoke Tuesday night on 
the topic, "Poland: Continuing 
Challenges and Opportunities.” 
The lecture was a part of the 
International Affairs Organiza¬ 
tion lecture series. 

Farkas traveled in Eastern 
Europe and Poland and written 
extensively on these areas. He 
said there is a tendency for 
Americans to think the prob¬ 
lems in Poland have gone away. 

Farkas said there are some 
good things that take place in 
the Polish system and it does 
achieve a "meaningful level of 
popular support. AH the criti¬ 


cism we hear from the Poles 
about Poland is not systematic 
dissent.” The system does 
manage to lake the uncertain¬ 
ties from life but as a result 
frustrations are commonplace. 

Poles perceive themselves as 
an economic democracy, 
because they lake measures to 
achieve economic equality, Far¬ 
kas said. However, they do not 
see everyone in the society as 
politically equal. He said those 
with better insight and more 
intelligence are those endowed 
with political power. This is in 
direct contrast to our society, in 
which we strive for political 
democracy. He said just as we 
do not achieve oQr goal neither 
does Poland achieve economic 
democracy. 

FARKAS DISCUSSED soli¬ 
darity, saying it was not a 
movement toward capitalism, 
but showed what the Poles were 
against and what was wrong in 
their society. Farkas said the 
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Richard Farkas 

people wanted "intellectual 
more than political pluralism. 
They wanted a consumer com¬ 
munism or a goulash commun¬ 
ism." That is, the government 
should give the people what 
they want rather than what the 
government says the people 
should want. 

Farkas said the Polish people 


ask, "Can socialism be what it 
says it can be?"; they are assess¬ 
ing what they have as opposed 
to what the system says they 
have. The government is having 
trouble contending with such an 
"honest and lough measure." He 
said the government has no way 
to get out of the situation 
because it is a system that over¬ 
states its achievements. 

The idea that politics is 
conflict is rarely handled intel¬ 
lectually in Poland. He said 
leadership corruption is a bar¬ 
rier; the Polish leadership has 
only limited knowledge and lit¬ 
tle design for change. In fact, 
the system is actually "designed 
to resist change." Farkas said 
the leaders are insecure and 
they see all criticisms as a chal¬ 
lenge to the whole system. 

Poland is experiencing 
change but it is not managing 
the change. He said Poland, like 
the adolescent is not self- 
assured, has no clear direction 


and has an inclination to be ol 
many minds at the same time, 
as well as being overly con¬ 
cerned with its peers. Farkas 
added the roles of the United 
Stales and the Soviet Union 
into the analogy. He said the 
Soviet Union is like an "over¬ 
bearing father...a father who 
himself became a father at an 
early age." The United States 
could be compared to a distant 
uncle with* no children of its 
own, always trying to tell the 
parent what is best for the child. 

Farkas said Marshall Law, 
which was an overreaction and 
a "grotesque mistake", showed 
the inability of the government 
to manage change. It has been 
replaced with a "search for nor¬ 
malization." The problem is 
there is no clear concept in the 
leadership as to what normaliza¬ 
tion is. "What will happen to 
Poland in the future? It will 
muttle through as long as possi¬ 
ble."

poor food and housing condi¬ 
tions, poor medical care for 
civilian victims and other 
tragedies of war. 

Feldslein said her reaction to 
what she saw in Central Amer¬ 
ica was how similar it was to 
what she had^seen in Vietnam. 

Does that mean we are at 
war with the * Central 
American's? 

Baber said there is a war 
going on down there, and both 
sides can be credited with 
abuses. 

He said every argument used 
for our involvement in Vietnam 
is being dusted oft' and used for 
the Central American situation 
and the United Slate's involve¬ 
ment is liable to stay. 

THERE ARE NO limits on 
time and money to the U.S. 
commitment and the situation 
may have already developed 
into a "bottomless pit," he said. 
The U.S. has taken on the view 
of supporting capitalist systems 
in Central America, despite 
capitalism's poor record there. 

The United States has a pol¬ 
icy of trying to eliminate any 
communist government, despite 
how well the system may work 
for that country's people, he 
said. 

In Central America, we're 
trying to gain the upper hand 
militarily, and that is "highly 
improbable," especially since the 
region is only a few hours away, 
Baber said. 

If all this is true, then why 
are we involved? 

The panelists said .the con¬ 
servatives sitting in Congress

the bank. 

BURRIS SAID his goal at 
that time had been to work his 
way up within five years. Four 
years and eight months later he 
said he became an officer of the 
bank. "Students, the rest is his¬ 
tory," he said. 

Burris urged the students to 
"Stay in there and not to give 
up," calling his philosophy the 
three P’s. Preparation, which he 
said should begin at elementary 
school. Patience-"It’s not going 
to happen overnight." And per- 
serverence. Burris told the 
predominantly black audience 
that "Nobody is going to give 
you anything." He also told the 
crowd not to "ever" let the 
"darker pigmentation" of their 
skin be a disadvantage to them 
and not to accept the status 
quo. "If you believe it you can 
achieve it," Burris said.

can too." 

He said he reached his goals 
in 25 years. Burris told the audi¬ 
ence to think about where they 
will be 25 years from now;

his office wall that he never pul 
lo use. 

In January 1985. McIntyre 
said he prepared to be sworn 
into the House but was told the 
the majority of the House 
members preferred he not be 
due lo the closeness of the race. 
He said the 8th District of Indi¬ 
ana was. thus, denied the 
opportunity to be represented in 
the House for months. 

McIntyre said following his 
being denied office, another 
recount later, conducted mainly 
by Democrats in the 8th District 
of Indiana, he was shown the 
winner once again, this time by 
418 votes. 

According to McIntyre, 
Michel made a motion that 
McIntyre be sworn in but he 
wits denied the opportunity 
•.gain when House members 
told him there was a problem 
with Indiana election law, and 
sent in its own task force lo 
investigate. 

The majority Democrat 
House sent two Democrats and 
one Republican lo recount the 
voles for a third time, and lo 


count all those votes, including 
those invalid under Indiana law, 
such as non-nolorized absentee 
ballots, according to McIntyre. 

MCINTYRE SAID about 
5000 of those votes counted by 
the task force were invalid 
under Indiana law. In counting 
those voles. McIntyre said his 
opponent pulled the lead by 
four votes. 

According lo McIntyre the 
task force decided not lo count, 
the remaining 32 voles because 
they said they were invalid 
under Indiana law. McIntyre 
said they had already counted 
600 ballots identical lo the 
remaining 32. 

McIntyre said several voles 
were taken on the floor of the 
House to hold special elections 
but those votes lost. He said he 
also gained the support of 19 
Democrats in the''House who 
opposed the handling of the 
recount. 

It does set the precedent that 
it's very dangerous to us as 
Republicans. Independents and 
Democrats." McIntyre said, lie 
said it is dangerous that the 


majority can count and dismiss 
votes at its discretion. 

McIntyre said the system 
must be changed from without. 
"The House is not going to 
reform itself." he said. 

THE DEMOCRATS have 
created an "arrogant majority," 
McIntyre said. ”We (Republi¬ 
cans) must spread the message 
that we are the party ol tair¬ 
ness. not the Democrats,” he 
said. 

McIntyre said Republicans 
must seek control in the House 
and Senate. He said they must 
start recruiting now for 1991 so 
when reapportionmcnt comes 
about Republicans can have 
some say in "drawing those 
lines.” 

McIntyre termed the contro¬ 
versy a "battle of integrity.” An 
audience of about 250 sup¬ 
ported McIntyre with a standing 
ovation when he concluded, 
"Through their 
use of power and manipulation 
of the system they may win a 
few battles but we're going lo 
win the war."

The Kind fights declining popularity

The combination of The Kind 
j and the opening act, 1313, pro¬ 
vided an evening of quality enter- 
i tainment, and stark contrast.

The Royal Family made a stop in Normal Friday 
night. 

It wasn’t Chuck and Di, but the welcome that 
greeted Paul Young and his regally named back-up 
band was the equivalent of a "royal reception." Young 
didn’t disappoint his subjects. 

For nearly two hours he danced, bounced, rolled, 
twirled and tossed microphones, charmed the crowd, 
and gave his stunning voice a real workout. Yet at the 
i end, still looked fresh enough to knock off a game of 
rugby. 

With the pre-concert music piping in the best of 
Motown, it was obvious this tour’s purpose was to sup¬ 
port the hype claiming Young to be the premier 
blue-eyed soul" singer in pop today. 

As Gene Kelly’s voice, "Singing in the Rain," 
came over the loudspeakers, the lights dimmed, cur¬ 
tains drew back,and Young made his entrance to an 
upbeat version of Marvin Gaye’s "Wherever I Lay My' 
Hat". "Love of the Common People," and "Bite the 
Hand That Feeds" had the already energized crowd 
dancing in the aisles, and that is where Young kept 
them for most of the show. 

While the lack of variety in tempo occasionally 
worked against him. Young’s eagerness-to-please made 
up for sometimes repetitive material. Singing practi¬ 
cally the entire output of his two albums, the songs 
were highlighted by an effective lighting design(at its 
best during an emotional rendering of "Come Back and 
Stay," with white back lights holding Young in 
dramatic shadows). 


The eight man Royal Family was having a good 
time, for the most part leading tight support--only key¬ 
boardist Ian Kewley seemed excessively loud. The 
back-up trio consisting of George Chaudler, Jimmy 
Chambers, and Tony Jackson added much to the show. 

One of the evening’s highlights was an engaging 
medley of "Save the Last Dance for Me" and "Da Doo 
Ron Ron." Their forced banter was not needed, 
though; Young should stick to singing, or maybe hire 
Howard Jones’ mime. Sizzling versions of "Love Will 
Tear Us Apart," I’m Gonna Tear Your Playhouse 
Down, "This Means Anything," and "Every Time You 
Go Away" ended the show on a strong note. 

Young remained confident and in superb voice 
throughout the evening. In his tight black pants and 
torn tee-shirt he looked great. Young seemed more 
than able to handle the size of Braden Auditorium at 
ISU, and will probably gain the popularity to tour 
larger venues very soon. 

Oh yeah, I almost forgot. Simon F. opened for 
Paul Young. Simon (or Mr. F.) looked like an out-of¬ 
control experimental hybrid consisting of equal parts of 
Adam Ant, Billy Idol, and Liza Minnelli; his material, 
however, seldom'rose to that level of distinction. Mr. 
F. had few members of the audience involved. Perhaps 
he should have tried harder to sell his material instead 
of himself. At one point, Mr. F. said, "People who can’t 
dance can’t_." 

Okay, Mr. F., but where does that leave people 
who make music that you wouldn’t want to dance to?

room and then left as a group.

Shortly after the discussion 
opened, it was closed, and the 
members decided to pul the 
incident behind them and move 
on to normal business. 

AFTERWARD, CARLSON 
said the group wanted to know 
what the jurisdiction of Senate 
could be. 

We are elected officials, not 
an advisory board. The whole 
notion is to represent the stu¬ 
dents. Right now, we can only 
make recommendations after 
they have been tossed around 
by the administration, he said. 

’What good are we?" Carlson 
asked. 

He added the act was not a 
slap in the face as much as a 


message to Senate that they 
have a problem and need to 
recognize it 

He said the issue had been 
brought to Rekowski with 
recommendations, but 

apparently, she chose to ignore 
it. 

ALL THE ISSUES Senate 
has worked on-basketball seat¬ 
ing, health fee. alcohol 
program—were issues the 
administration told them to deal 
with. 

"Senate has generated noth¬ 
ing worthwhile itself," Carlson 
said. 

All-School President Ray 
Einig said he thought the ges¬ 
ture was "an immature last hur 
rah." and they were "running 
away from the problem." 

He said now that these peo¬ 
ple are gone, it will give Senate 
a chance to fill the seats with 
dedicated people. 

Abegg said he was surprised 
and disappointed by the action 
because Senate is a strong fac 
tor in making recommendations 
to the administration.

The founder of the National 
Organization for Women who 
started the women’s movement 
rolling, returned to her home¬ 
town Wednesday to urge 
women of the young generation 
to forward their movement and 
defend the rights they tate for 
granted or they will be taken 
away. 

Betty Friedan, the author of 
"The Feminine Mystique" and 
"The Second Stage," addressed a 
crowd of 400 Wednesday night 
at the Student Center Ballroom 
and urged them to begin the 
second stage of the women’s 
movement. 

Friedan, originally from 
Peoria, said the large turnout 
was "especially warming at this 
critical stage of the women’s 
movement." 

"All the problems leading us 
to the second stage are right 
here in Peoria," she said. 
FRIEDAN SAID the women’s 
movement is in a stage of criti¬ 
cal paralysis. "It has been beaten 
back—backlashed. The Reagan

administration is taking away 
some of the rights we fought so 
hard to obtain." she said. 

If we don't move on to the 
second stage we will be very 
vulnerable to economic down¬ 
turn, and our gains could all be 
wiped out." 


Why is there a paralvsis in 
the movement? Friedan'asked. 

Because the older generation 
that fought for the rights are 
getting burned out and the 
vounge generation are har- 
rassed by nameless problems," 
she said. 

Friedan said there are a lot 
of women saying *I’m not a 
feminist, but. They (the young 
generation) lake for granted the 
rights and they say 1 can have 
it all,’ she said. 

"Smart women. foolish 
choices—realization that mavbe 
they can’t have it all." she said 

WANTING IT ALL has 
placed burdens on today's gen¬ 
eration. While they have a 
career and a home, there is an 
"illusion of equality." 

Friedan compared how it was 
to be a woman before the 
women’s movement in the 
1960s, and what it felt like to 
where a girdle. 

How many of you have 
wore a girdle? We encased our 
flesh in this thing and we were 
supposed to ignore how uncom-

White House spokesman Larry Speakes said it could be j 
assumed the leaders follow the agenda set before the blackout. These talks 
included a range of issues including human rights. 

First Ladies Nancy Reagan and Raisa Gorbachev had a meeting of r 
their own to discuss some very important things. Some of these things t 
were the comments made by White House Chief of Staff Donald Regan that I 
most women do not understand weighty issues as arms control. Whereas 
Mikhail Gorbachev defended women, Mrs. Reagan reported that she had not 
seen Regans comments. 

Reverend Jesse Jackson said that he was encouraged by if 

The 
two met for about 45 minutes on Nov. 20 and discussed questions regarding 
arms race and Soviet Unions human rights performance. Jackson reported 
that he was impressed by Gorbachev's performance and openness.

Peoria District 150 school board voted 4-3 Monday to reject 
the reorganization plan targeted towards elementary schools in the district [ 
The proposed reorganization plan was opposed by many parents. Instead, thi t 
board opted to form a task force of parents, teachers, and administrators t< 
explore alternatives and gather community input and support for nay plar 
recommended. Board member Leo Sullivan said. When the public stands u[ 
and speaks, they're usually right. I can't ignore that. Many parents said in i 
2 1/2-hour discussion they didn't have enough time to study the plan an< \ 
they didn't have any alternatives to compare it with. 

In the murder trial of Joshua Fierer, Psychiatrist Dr. James SI 
Ward testified Tuesday that Fierer was overwhelmed by impulses and wai i 
unable to control himself when he stabbed his wife to death. Dr. Ward sail 
he diagnosed Fierer as suffering from an isolated explosive disorder . This ' 
is a rare psychiatric disorder that is the failure to resist an impulse or drivi 
which could be harmful to others. Ward said. Ward testified that sifter exa 
mining Fierer about 30 times, he diagnosed that Fierer had been depresses 
for several years prior to the day of the murder, Dec. 6. Ward said Fierer ii 
general is an overcontrolled man. Yet Ward testified the isolated disorde 
is not ongoing and today Fierer is not a sick man. I think that it is highly 
unlikely that this would recur again, Ward said. 

Fierer, 47, is accused of five counts of murder in connection with thi 
stabbing death of his wife Mary. Fierer allegedly stabbed her to death durin( 
a divorce settlement. 

Frank Bussona, president of WEEK-TV, resigned effective Dec 
31. Bussone began to work for WEEK in 1980 and was named presiden 
earlier in 1985. I set myself long-term and short-term goals, and I believe 
I've achieved every one of my goals, Bussone said. He has accepte< 
another job offer but declined to identify it. According to Dick Appleton, vic( 
president of Prece Communications (owner of WEEK), a successor has beei 
chosen. 

West Bluff residents have taken a proposed greenway expanj 
sion plan along Western Avenue and enlarged it from a $3 million to a 
million project. The residents reportedly want to add more park space alonj 
Fredonia, buffer Whittier School and create a Greek mall along with th( 
original plan of widening Western Avenue. The Greek mall will consoli I 
date Bradley University's fraternities and sororities. 2nd District Councilmar 
Roger Worman said this is just phase one of the plan. Other plans propose(, 
for a later time include simplifying local traffic patterns, creating a nevi 
entrance for Bradley and helping the local business district. 

Three firms are studying Peoria as a site for their facilities. Twi 
prospective suppliers for the Diamond-Star Motors Corp. and a third 
unidentified company visited Peoria earlier this month to examine the city a! 
a possible location for new manufacturing facilities. The exploratory visit! I 
were thought to be promoted by EDC advertisement which invited would tw 
Diamond-Star suppliers. Ads were placed in automotive trade journals after i 
was learned that the Diamond-Star plant would be constructed 40 miles eas 1 
of Peoria. 

Reportedly, some changes in vocational education in 

Peoria will be made. One major change will make the emphasis of the pro , 
gram education for employment rather than vocational training. Fifty-niru 
directors, including Robert Evans, director of Peoria's regional vocational edu¬ 
cation center, are new to the program. These directors are part of educatior 
reform legislation. Other changes include the regional approach, which wil 
allow school districts to pool financial resources and students to offer morj 
up-to-date and quality programs. 

The bench trial for Peorian John Brown, accused of raping al 
retarded woman, began Monday. The victim, a 51 year old Peoria woman, 
testified that Brown, an employee at her special care home sexually assaulted 
her at her home in January. Brown, a former program assistant at the PARC 
home, is charged with two counts of aggravated sexual assault.

’’We presented a united front of concern, and tried to help 
them (incoming students) learn responsible drinking. The end 
result was the most effective alcohol awareness program in the 13 
years I’ve been affiliated with orientation," Zarvell said. 

A presentation called Student Choices" involved parents and 
students at each orientation session. A film was shown and follow¬ 
ing the movie, they broke into groups and discussed students’ 
drinking habits. 

Also, Brian Lenaburg, neighborhood relations sub-commitjlee 
chair, said Senate is in the process of getting "rid of the stench in 
Peoria." 

LENABURG CALLED the Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) about ADM, a brewery that was converted to a chemical 
company, which is responsible for the smell that lingers in the air. 
The EPA agrees ADM is in violation of environmental standards 
but said they can’t do anything until they get enough complaints, 
Lenaburg said. 


Speaker: ads promote drinking

Dr. Jean Kilbourne, media 
analyst and lecturer, spoke 
about how advertisers link an 
image to an alcohol product in 
order to sell it. Her lecture enti¬ 
tled "Under the Influence: The 
Pushing of Alcohol Via 
Advertising" was given Tuesday 
in the Student Center. 

The lecture "is an examina¬ 
tion of altitudes about alcohol 
and the effects of these atti¬ 
tudes on all of us. . .and to use 
the ads to illustrate just what 
these attitudes are," Kilbourne 
said. 

In her lecture. Kilbourne 
used a slide presentation of ads 
and information about alcohol 
use and abuse. She addressed 
the myths used to sell alcohol, 
the attitudes they promote, and 
information that contradicted 
the altitudes. 

Ads were shown that 
glorified alcohol as a way of 
having attributes and qualities a 
person may desire, and as a 
celebration in itself. Advertis¬ 
ing encourages high-risk drink¬ 
ing and it creates an atmosphere 
in which this type of drinking is 
acceptable." 

SHE SAID that personality 
change, a sign of alcoholism, 
and alcohol as a cure for 
depression are being promoted 
in some ads. "alcohol is also 
related to depression, suicide, 
murder, and violence, and of 


course, these things are never 
seen in the ads and in general, 
they are not seen in the media." 

Because alcohol is big busi¬ 
ness. the other side of alcohol 
use and abuse is not shown. 
Many times the symptoms of 
alcoholism arc glorified in the 
•ids. Ads link alcohol to positive 
images such as power, success 
and money. Many limes risk 
taking but not its consequences 
arc linked to alcohol. Kilbourne 
said. 

Kilbourne showed how much 
advertising is targeted towards 
different groups according to 
stereotypes and wants. Because 
advertising has access to demo¬ 
graphic. and sociographic infor¬ 
mation regarding the public, it 
can target its ads towards 
groups such as women, college 
students, young men, and oth¬ 
ers. Women arc shown in ads to 
be glamorous and powerful. 

According to Kilbourne, the 
advertisers have a good market 
with college students. Beer 
advertisers target their ads to 
college students. especially 
males, as a way of having fun 
and being a winner. They also 
use different holidays such as 
Christmas, New Year's, and 
lather's Day to reach all 
groups. 

Kilbourne mentioned the use 
of subliminal suggestions in ads 
as a way to reach people in 
another way. "It just takes a few 


seconds for images to register 
subconsciously or 

unconsciouslv--and as we know 
today from psychology, it is 
really the unconscious material 
in our lives that has the most 
power over us. It's the things 
that we are least conscious of 
that affect us most deeply." Kil¬ 
bourne said.

suggestions. This suppression 
creates anxiety which can cause 
People to drink out of the belief 
that the alcohol is a way to 
relieve the anxiety.

Already the repercussions of 
Student Senate’s absorption of 
InlerDorm Council’s Food Service 
committee are being fell. It seems 
that the Senate's Campus Affairs 
committee has decided that as part 
of the takeover, it has gained the 
privilege to sponsor the Skip-A- 
Meal program which IDC co¬ 
sponsored last year with several 
organizations. Unfortunately, the 
Senate failed to consider its boun¬ 
daries. and violated the privileges of 
Bradley Christian Fellowship, the 
primary sponsor of last year's Skip- 
A-Meal(Skip-A-Meal was a program 
which raised money for famine aid, 
in Africa).

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Cardinal promoter visits BU 

Last vear was the first lime they pul together

Marty Hendin. director of marketing for the 
St. Louis Cardinals, spoke about the marketing 
strategy behind the 1985 National League Cham¬ 
pions on Monday in the Student Center. 

The major difference between the marketing 
of a product like soap or beer, and the marketing 
of a ball club is when the consumer buys a pro¬ 
duct. he knows if it's going to be good. Hendin 
said there is no way of knowing if a ball team is 
going to win or lose. "But the best promotion is a 
winning ball club," he said. 

When you have a winning ball club, people 
want to see them, but the marketing people have 
to lay the groundwork. The Cardinals drew 2.6 
million people last year, 300,000 more than ever 
before. "You can't say everything we did caused 
people to come but it's a start," Hendin said. 

With no formal marketing training, the 
native of St. Louis joined the Cardinals in May 
1973 as an assistant public relations director and 
is now director of marketing. He said he is a life¬ 
long Cardinal fan and really enjoys his job. 

HENDIN SAID he and his department uses 
"seat of the pants" marketing techniques. He 
explained they work out a slogan with an ad 
agency, usually done by this time for the coming 
year. Last year the slogan was "You and the Car¬ 
dinals, that's a winner". There is a printed piece 
ready by mid-December, and then a radio and TV 
campaign by February or March. 


a marketing plan which included a printed piece 
with ticket information, a schedule, a sealing 
chart and a list of discount days. He said the plan 
was well received. Gimmicks such as season 
ticket open house sold more than 200 season 
tickets in 2 days at a cost of only S500. Other 
gimmicks included video highlights during the 
game, commercials and a group sales poster. 

"There are many things we are doing now 
that may have caused a record crowd. Things 
such as developing relationships with radio sta¬ 
tions and newspapers so that they run public ser¬ 
vice announcements to community fandom," 
Hendin said. 

"There is much money to be made in the 
licensing fees," Hendin said. There has been a 
monumental difference between the licensing of 
1982 and that of 1985. There are a lot of people 
who are willing to pay to advertise for them. 
"There are an awful lot of people that wanna love 
you. . .and wear red." 

Giveaways are another big marketing tech¬ 
nique the Cardinals use. He said the giveaways 
get non-attenders to show up, they gel good qual¬ 
ity souvenirs in the hands of the fans and they 
get the people out to the games. 

HENDIN SAID marketing is a lot more 
than just advertising now. It involves things such 
as licensing, promotion, sales and community 
relations. He said the marketing staff has a lot 
more to do than "just putting rears in seals." 

Hendin's lecture was sponsored by the 
American Marketing Association.

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Versace covers 'bases' as coach

Bradley coach Dick Versace recognizes to be 
a successful head coach you have to have all the 
bases covered. 

He has at different times in his career been 
known as "the greatest basketball mind around" 
and the "best recruiter" (he helped recruit Michi¬ 
gan State's NCAA championship team). 

Versace has been very successful. One year 
after graduating from the University of Wiscon¬ 
sin. he became head coach at St. Joseph's High 
School in Kenosha. W.is.. where he won 65 games 
in four years. 

From there it was on to Chicago's Gordon 
Tech High School, where in four years he won 
102 of 119 games, took three North Section 
Championships, back-to-back Catholic League 
Championships and the 1972 Chicago City Cham¬ 
pionship. 

AFTER SERVING at St. Louis and Michi¬ 
gan State as a Division I assistant, Versace moved 
on the head coaching position at Jackson (MI) 


Community College. He won 47 games in two 
seasons and had the Golden Jets ranked as high 
as 16th nationally in 1978. 

In seven seasons at Bradley, Versace has won 
124 games, two Missouri Valley titles, a National 
Invitational Tournament championship, two 
NCA A tournament berths and two NIT bids. 

With the departure of Tony Barone to 
Creighton, Versace will once again assume the 
role of teacher. 

"We all start off'as teachers," Versace said. 

With Barone, Versace said he did about 50 
percent of the teaching, because Barone liked to 
teach. Now Versace said he is doing about 90 per¬ 
cent. which he likes. Especially with this team. 

"I REALLY like this group," Versace said. 

Versace, the son of Humbert (a West Point 
graduate and distinguished Army colonel) and 
Tere (the author.of "The Flying Nun") Versace, 
has mellowed a bit in his seven-plus years in 
Peoria. 

"I’m still hell-bent on winning basketball 
games. But I'm much more positive, settled and 
gentle," Versace said.

Gone are Benoit 
Benjamin, Xavier McDaniel and 
Voise Winters.

McKenney, and Vernon Moore. 

Swish! So long Nolan 
Richardson, Allen Van Winkle, 
Willis Reed and Dave 
Schellhase. 

AFTER ALL these changes, 
the only thing that is certain in 
the Valley is that Bradley, 
Creighton, Drake, Tulsa, West 
Texas State, Wichita State, Indi¬ 
ana State and Illinois State will 
all meet March 3 in Tulsa for 
the conference's first centralized 
post-season tournament.

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New alcohol-aware org formed

A new organization, GAMMA (Greeks Against Mismanage¬ 
ment of Alcohol), will hold its first organizational meeting after 
Thanksgiving Break. 

Chris Holcombe, who has been involved with BACCHUS for 
two years and is the current president of BACCHUS, is organizing 
GAMMA. 

He said, "1 got the idea from a man, Dave Purdy, at Florida 
Slate University, who is one of the co-founders of GAMMA. It 
was at the National BACCHUS Convention. He started a chapter 
of GAMMA five weeks ago, and its membership is already over 
100 . 

GAMMA is an ofl-shoot of BACCHUS, but it is also its own 
organization. One working with the other. GAMMA has the same 
ideals as BACCHUS, to promote alcohol awareness. The two main 
purposes of GAMMA are: to provide alcohol education, and to try 
to reverse the negative image that cities and campuses have about 
the Greek system and alcohol abuse. Hopefully, it will give back 
more respect to the Greeks,” Holcombe said. 

"I’VE SPOKEN with Ed King and Harold Benner about 
GAMM A, and they both are behind the idea all of the way. I have 
also presented the idea to all of the Greek houses on campus, and 
they seem very receptive. 

GAMMA is something that Bradley needs, to draw a thinner 
line between the Independents and the Greeks. GAMMA is 
intended to cover the Greek system; BACCHUS does the campus. 
Over half of the people at the BACCHUS Convention were 
Greeks, but 90 percent of the BACCHUS members at Bradley are 
Independents," he said. 

To help promote GAMMA, Holcombe said, "Channel 25 is 
planning on having a type of news press conference at our first 
meeting. We'll also be talking to people at IFC and Panhellenic 
meetings, and at sororities and fraternities." Holcombe also hopes 
to make GAMMA a success by plain word-of-mouth, flyers, per¬ 
sonals in the Scouk and radio and television publicity. He said, "We 
really want news coverage." 

Holcombe said upcoming events to be sponsored by GAMMA 
are "still in the building stage", but they were thinking of holding 
"an initial event to let the campus know that GAMMA is here. 
Possibly an all-campus dry parly. It was done at Florida State, and 
went over very well. We are also considering running workshops 
within the Greek houses, with a big emphasis on communication, 
and stressing not anti-drinking, but responsible drinking," Hol¬ 
combe said.

Simple Minds 
new album

Once Upon a Time" finds 
Simple Minds at a turning point. 
After seven albums of inventive, 
often inspiring synth-pop, they find 
themselves on the brink of major 
chart success by means of one 
measly single (and a movie theme 
song at that). Sure it was catchy- 
which leads to the PROBLEM. 

How does the band convince a 
devoted cult that they haven’t 
traded in their original vision for 
hearts and dollars of the MTV 
crowd ? 

In Simple Minds’ case, the 
answer is "give it all you’ve got." 

What has always made lead 
singer Jim Kerr’s lyrics so haunting 
in not so much in what he says, but 
what he doesn't. An avowed Chris¬ 
tian, Kerr writes songs that ring 
with an undercurrent of spirituality, 
but it never forces itself on the 
listener. 

RECORDS 

He leaves it up to the audi¬ 
ence to interpret as they will. It 
makes for fascinating listening. 


"You raise me up when I know 
you’re around,” Kerr sings on the 
.title track, but is he singing to his 
lover or his God? "Sanctify Your¬ 
self," "I Wish You Were Here," and 
others have a positive, yet still 
ambiguous texture. 

If you have never listened to 
Simple Minds’ own material, don’t 
be put off by the talk of Christian¬ 
ity (or don’t get excited if that’s 
your persuasion). Simple Minds 
aren’t interested in converting peo¬ 
ple. 

Once Upon a Time" finds the 
band playing in a much clearer 
sound than last year’s muddled 
Sparkle in the Rain." Producers 
Bob Clearmountain and Jimmy 
Iovine, responsible for much of the 
• recent work of the Rolling Stones 
and Tom Petty and the Heartbreak- 
ers, know how to deliver a clean, 
dynamic arrangement of guitars, 
synthesizers, and especially the 
driving percussion. 

Simple Minds have travelled 
far from their more-than-a-little 
pretentious beginnings. With "Once 
Upon a Time, they begin a new, 
probably more precarious journey. 

Their mission: to conquer the 
fickle American public. "Once Upon 
a Time" certainly gives them a 
strong start. 


Target" misses bullseye

Directors of spy movies must 
consistently wrestle with the prob¬ 
lems of maintaining suspense while 
letting the audience at least know 
what’s going on. Director Arthur 
Penn achieves the suspense in "Tar¬ 
get," but leaves the audience very 
much in the dark. 

The film starts out straightfor¬ 
ward enough; Gene Hackman plays 
Walter Lloyd, a normal middle- 
class family man who, like many 
normal middle-class family men, is 
having problems getting along with 
his teenage son, Chris (Matt Dil¬ 
lon). 

The two are drawn together 
though, when wife and mother 
(Gayle Hunnicut) is kidnapped 
while vacationing in Paris. Father 
and son hop on a plane to Europe, 
and the confusion begins. 

After a killing at the airport, it 
comes out that Walter has a secret 
past; he used to be a CIA agent, 
and the kidnapping is part of an 
elaborate revenge plot. But just 
who is getting revenge on whom is 
a fact nobody knows, including 
Walter and the CIA agents he 
unearths in Paris. 

Most of the resulting shootouts 
and car chases just leave the audi¬ 
ence confused about who the good 


and the bad guys are. 

Character development in 
"Target" also takes a back seat to 
the creation of suspense. 
Hackman’s jump from wimpy 
lumberyard owner to James Bond is 
a little quick to be believable, 
though I suppose that might be 
necessary to keep the audience 
from guessing about his past too 
early. 

Dillon starts the film as a 
tough, independent young man, but 
finishes as a confused puppy, awed 
by the discovery of his father’s 
cloak and dagger expertise. 

The supporting characters 
don t leave much impression 
because by the time the audience 
finds out whether they’re supposed 
to cheer for this one or that one, 
the movie is over. 

"Target" isn’t all that bad, 
however. It’s nice to see a film por¬ 
tray the parent as ah exciting char¬ 
acter, rather than the son. And 
there are some enjoyable scenes, 
not to mention the scenery Europe 
offers. 

But from Penn, who directed 
the classic "Bonnie and Clyde," 
movie goers should expect a well 
told story, and "Target" doesn’t 
deliver.

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Godiner protests removal

Ken Godiner, who resigned 
his seat as Senator for the Stu¬ 
dent Apartment Complex, is 
filing a grievance with the arbi¬ 
tration board because his posi¬ 
tion on the University Senate 
was taken from him. 

Godiner was removed from 
his U-Senate seat by All-School 
President Ray Einig and All- 
School Vice-President Karen 
Rekowski. 

Rekowski said they felt 
because Godiner was no longer 
on Student Senate, he wouldn't 
be able to be an effective 


University Senator. 

Godiner said he met with 
Einig and specifically told him 
he wasn't resigning his U- 
Senate seat. 

RAUL BRIZULA has been 
named to replace Godiner, but 
Godiner said that will become 
null and void if the arbitration 
board rules in his favor. 

Rekowski said there is a 
"grey area” in the constitution as 
to whether a student can be a 
University Senator without 
being a Student Senator. 

Godiner said there is no 
"grey area." 

He said he was originally 


elected to his U-Senate seat last 
year and only became a Senator 
^for SAC after he was written in 
during the last election. 

He also pointed out he was 
the only University Senator to 
hold both a U-Senate and Stu¬ 
dent Senate seat. 

GODINER HOPES the 
arbitration board can resolve 
the issue before Wednesday, 
which is the date of the last U- 
Senate meeting Godiner would 
be eligible to attend. 


Tomorrow at 1 p.m. is the 
deadline for applying for one of 
the nine vacant seats on the 
Student Senate. 

The nine seats were vacated 
by: Ron Ellis, Ken Godiner and 
Lyneir Richardson, Student 
Apartment Complex; Lisa 
Kendzior, Kevin Sevey and 
Kelly Cornish, Off-Campus; 
Brian Boroughf and Scott 
Bernholdt, Geisert; and Dave 
Carlson, Harper. 

The senators resigned for a 
variety of reasons, but most 
center on their claim that the 
Senate was taking a path "fol¬ 
lowing into continued helpless¬ 
ness." # 

The claim was made in a 
letter read aloud to the Senate 
by Carlson and later submitted 
to the Scout. 

IN THE LETTER, they 
accused University Provost 
John Hitt of "distorting the 
truth on various issues." 

One of the issues, according 
to one source who asked not to 
be identified, revolved around 
the subject of Bradley's becom¬ 
ing a "computer intensive 


Fee increase

Students could face another 
increase in fees next fall if a 
proposal to raise the student 
activity fee passes Student Sen¬ 
ate next semester. 

Students pay $10 a year for 
the activity fee. Ray Einig, all¬ 
school president, would like to 
see the amount raised to $30. 

A Senate sub-committee, 
chaired by Rich Steele, will 
present several alternatives to 
Senate ranging from leaving the 


campus," with students being 
required to purchase personal 
computers through the Univer¬ 
sity for their dorm rooms. 

The source claims when the 
subject was brought up to Hitt 
at a Senate meeting, Hitt tried 
to deny the subject had even 
been considered, when several 
members of the Senate were 
aware it had been. 

Hitt said he doesn't recall 
denying the subject was brought 
up before the meeting in ques¬ 
tion. He said he told the sena¬ 
tors the subject had been con¬ 
sidered, but then discarded after 
it was decided that Bradley 
wasn't ready to become a "com¬ 
puter intensive" campus. 

"If someone misunderstood. 
I'm sorry about that," Hitt said. 

HITT SAID if the senators 
thought they were being 
misrepresented by his answers, 
they should have confronted 
him at the meeting. 

Another part of the letter 
stated that, according to the 
Associate Provost for Student 
Affairs Dr. Alan Gaisky, the

fee the same to paying $50 a 
year. 

"Obviously, you’ll have 
organizations that will benefit," 
Steele said. 

FUNDS GENERATED 
from the activity fee are the 
funds the Student Allocation 
Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC) allocates to student 
organizations for funding of 
programs. 

Peggy Sassorossi, director of 
Student Activities, said, "With 
the fee right now, students are 
doing an excellent job of pro¬ 
gramming. With an increase, 
there would be an increased 
number of programs available. 

"In the fall of 1980, there 
was an all-school referendum to 
raise the fee from $0 to $10. It 
worked quite effectively," Sas¬ 
sorossi said. 

Einig said with a $30 a year 
fee, "Even though we'd be tri¬ 
pling the amount collected from 
students, the total pool would 
only increase 40 percent," 
because currently the University 
matches the $10 with $20. 

If the fee is increased, Einig 
said he doubts if the administra¬ 
tion would increase their share. 

LAST YEAR, the biggest 
problem was there wasn’t 
enough money in SABRC to 
fund some organizations-the 
increased fee could alleviate 
that problem. 

Einig said organizations need 
to be told that although they'll 
be receiving more funds than in 
the past, they shouldn't increase 
their budget requests. "We need 
to keep the budget requests at 
the same level." 

If the proposal isn’t passed 
by Senate, it could be taken to 
an all-school referendum. 

Steele said a referendum is 
the last choice. 

The final proposal should be 
presented to Senate March 1, 
Steele said. 


Winter roads hazardous

If you are driving home for winter break, here are some things 
you need to know. 

Last Friday through Sunday, there were 43 accidents on Inter¬ 
state 55 in District 5 (outside of Joliet) alone. 

In District 6 (outside Pontiac) the number of officers available 
was four. 

If you have an accident, you may be stuck on the road for a 
long time. 

ACCORDING TO Rich Nicholls, public relations officer for 
District 5, "We try not to make a person wait more than 30 
minutes." But if the officers on the road get tied up with an 
accident, or if you’re on a smaller road, like Illinois 116, you could 
be waiting for assistance for a while. 

How can you avoid long delays? And what should you carry in 
your car to make any wait you might have comfortable? 

Nicholls stressed you should pay attention to the local radio 
and television stations, which are updated hourly regarding road 
conditions. 

You can also call for a pre-recorded message on road condi¬ 
tions. For Peoria roads, the number is (309)-673-8245. In Pontiac, 
the number is (815)-842-4346 and in Joliet the number is (815)- 
727-5471. 

Nicholls said when you're stranded in your car "an hour seems 
like five hours." He recommends the following survival kit, which 
can be held in an average coffee can: 

• A flashlight and batteries 

• Plastic garbage bags to cover yourself and keep the heat in your 
body

Officials of State Universities called for a substantial 

pay increase for the next year. The General Assembly approved an average 8 , 
percent wage increase for 1985-86. The lowest average pay for teachers in 
state colleges is at Chicago State University, where the top salary is 
$25,700. The highest salary is at the University of Illinois at Urbana, where 
teachers are paid an average of $39,200. 


Roy Williams, the former Teamsters president who lost a battle 
to stay out of prison reported to a federal prison hospital in Springfield, Mis¬ 
souri, on Dec. 4. His 10 year sentence was imposed after he was convicted in 
1982 of conspiring to bribe a United States Senator. He was forced to give 
up the presidency of the Teamsters as a result of this conviction. Williams, 
who suffers from emphysema and heart trouble, was confined in a single 
room at the medical center. 


Canadian Prime Minister Brian Mulroney spoke at the 
University of Chicago on the afternoon of Dec. 4. It was part of Time 
Magazine's Distinguished Speakers Program. Mulroney's main topic centered 
around international trade and trade protectionism. 


Governor James Thompson announced on Dec. 4 that 

State Representative Judy Koehler should consider abandoning her quest for 
the Illinois Republican US. Senate nomination. Thompson said former 
congressman Tom Corcoran, whom he had met earlier, could mount a 
stronger challenge to Democratic Senator Alan Dixon in the fall 1986 elec¬ 
tion. Thompson said Corcoran's campaign experience gives him an advantage 
over Koehler. Thompson announced he would speak with Koehler at his 
first opportunity and ask her to consider stepping aside.

The 
Peoria Journal Star reported Wednesday that the site, according to sources 
close to Mayor Jim Malool. will be in Southtown as expected because of 
favorable reports about the site According to the Journal Star, the transaction 
for the site will involve a $20 million. 200.000 square foot factory which is 
expected to employ 400 workers. 


Figures released by the U.S. Commerce department Monday 
reported that Peoria will show the largest growth in personal income of any 
Illinois metropolitan area by the year 2000. Kenneth Johnson, a bureau 
analyst, said the strong income growth prediction (43.2 percent) resulted 
largely from the buffetting the region suffered during the 1981-1982 reces¬ 
sion. The Peoria area reportedly dropped from a 1973 personal income rank¬ 
ing of 35th in the nation to 134th in 1983. Johnson said if the economic 
recession continues, Peoria would move up to 77th in per capita income by 
2000. The study said that Peoria area income, which is now at*$11,430 per 
person annually, would rise to $16,367 by the year 2000. The study also 
predicted that the population of the Peoria area will fall to 361,000. 


Th© City Of P©Ori3 will begin to switch to self-funded insurance 
starting Jan. 1, 1986. Reportedly, this move will save $120,000 a year. The 
Peoria City Council voted unanimously Tuesday to accept the low bid of John 
Pearl & Associates for $35,964. Pearl will act as the third-party administrator 
for the city's dental and health insurance. Peoria currently has a contract with 
Equitable Life Assurance Co. which ends Jan. 1. City officials estimate the 
changeover will save the city $117,000 a year in administration and rein¬ 
surance costs. 


Terry Kndpp, a science teacher at Woodruff High School, was 
awarded $325,321 In a four year lawsuit against District 150 Peoria. Knapp 
sued District 150 for violating his right of free speech. In 1981, Knapp voiced 
some complaints about school district policies on mileage reimbursements to 
coaches and liability insurance coverage to school board members. After he 
did this, he received negative evaluations and was fired as the assistant 
basketball coach. He was also transferred to Harrison School in 1982. The 
school district opted to stop appealing the case on Nov. 4 after an unsuc¬ 
cessful four year legal battle and an unsuccessful appeal to the Supreme 
Court. Knapp was able to receive his check Monday. The suit was originally 
for $257,166, but interest accrued worth $60,000 since the trial two and a 
half years ago. Knapp is presently at Woodruff teaching science and will be 
assistant basketball coach in the spring. 


Philip Seltzer, a Michigan chiropractor, paid a fine of $10,000 
Monday after pleading guilty to committing perjury in a Peoria County civil 
court case. Seltzer testified at a personal injury case in March, 1984. He was 
called as an expert witness because he claimed to be a licensed medical doc¬ 
tor in Florida. An investigation showed that he was not licensed to practice 
medicine in any state. In addition to the fine, Seltzer agreed to pay $3,000 
restitution to the Peoria law firm of Goldfine and Bowles, which represented 
the plaintiff in the civil case. He was also placed on two years probation. 
Because of the perjury. Circuit Court Judge Richard E. Eagleton ordered a new 
trial in the civil case.

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Registration a hassle for some

Although the new telephone 
registration system at Bradley 
was part of a plan to alleviate 
the hassles of long lines and 
waiting, most were unable to 
avoid the frustration of registra¬ 
tion. 

"Most students were frus¬ 
trated because of the busy 
lines," Ruth Jass, registrar, said. 
She said the main problem was 
with the system being over¬ 
loaded. 

"A higher number of stu¬ 
dents registered this time than 
for the fall. Twelve thousand 
calls were connect which is 
about three calls per student." 
This does not include the calls 
which did not get through, Jass 
said. 

There were eight lines used 
in the system, which was not 
enough and caused a major 
problem. On Nov. 21, the com¬ 
puter was down for two hours 
because of the overload. Extra 
hours had to be added on Nov.

Dear Editor, 

I would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to clarify for the student body 
the real circumstances and reasons 
leading to the resignation of nine 
members of the Student Senate as 
printed in the November 22 issue of 
The Seoul. I would also like to take 
this space to let the student body 
know that this is not a move evolv¬ 
ing out of "continued helplessness" 
but rather it was the removal of 
those individuals who have continu¬ 


ally attempted to thwart any con¬ 
structive business which Senate has 
presented this year. 

It appears to me that Mr. Carl¬ 
son, Mr. Godiner, et al., previously 
predetermined that if they were not 

_ elected to the respective all school 

offices which they so desired and 
ran for last spring that they were 
going to try their hardest to make 
sure that whoever did occupy those 
positions would look bad. It comes 
as no coincidence that eight of the 
nine individuals who resigned from 
Senate were members of the Inter¬ 
nal Affairs committee chaired by 
Ron Ellis, who along with Mr. Carl¬ 
son and Mr. Godiner, spent more 
time on finding ways to criticize 
every move that Senate made than 
looking for ways to improve or 
bring recognition to Senate. The few 
constructive ideas which they did 
develop were and still are being 
looked into by the Senate Executive 
Board. They have not fallen upon 
deaf ears as Mr. Carlson seems to 
believe and has indicated. Mr. Carl¬ 
son, also, it appears, does not real¬ 
ize that proposed major structural 
changes take time for consideration 
and development and are not 
merely implemented at the rash 
recommendations of a few individu¬ 
als.

I would also like to take this 
space to clarify for Mr. Carlson that 
I (and the majority of my fellow 
senators) do take into account the 
issue at hand, its merits, and conse¬ 
quences, and come to an objective 
opinion of my own and those that I 
am elected to represent without 
relying upon politicking, the buddy 
system social alliances, or childish 
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prejudices as he seems to suggest. 

It also comes as no coincidence 
that none of the resigned Senators 
were members of the Campus 
Affairs committee from which the 
majority of Senate’s accomplish¬ 
ments evolve and that only one was 
a member of the Student Relations 
committee. In response to allega¬ 
tions whierf Mr. Carlson stated, I 
can confirm that both of these com¬ 
mittees have successfully handled 
issues more important that 
"barbeque beef," and at their own 
decision to take up these issues, not 
at administrative command. 

Therefore, I sincerely hope that 
Mr. Carlson’s statement "What good 
are we?" was intended to be indica¬ 
tive of those senators who resigned 
and not the Senate body as a whole.

Why hasn’t anybody shown 
how much we happen to suffer our¬ 
selves from terrorism? When the 
Marine headquarters were blown 
up, there were demonstrations in 
some parts of Beirut showing the 
frustration of the people and how 
they felt about these crimes. This 
news was never mentioned by the 
media. Is that fair? Terrorism has 
hurt Lebanon just as much as it has 
hurt the U.S. After the TWA hijack¬ 
ing, many countries stopped their 
military and economic aid to the 
country and the American Govern¬ 
ment shut down the MEA airlines 
offices here. All that the Lebanese 
government did at that time was to 
allow the plane to land at Beirut air¬ 
port for humanity reasons. We were 
accused of encouraging terrorism 
then; just how are we doing that? 
And what about the acts of terror¬ 
ism committed against the Lebanese 
people? Or is it not terrorism when- 
airplanes bomb civilian targets and 
kill thousands of innocent civilians? 

There are American interests in 
Lebanon. We are trying to protect 
those interests and many Lebanese 
died while doing their job. They 
died just for the same reasons 
Americans are dying. Perhaps the 
question that should be asked is 
why suddenly today are we hearing 
about terrorism more than ever 
before? Something could be done to 
stop those acts. We have to listen 
and try to reason with those people. 


Maybe then, and only then, will we 
be able to live in peace...

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Health fees up nationally

Health center fees on the 
nation’s campuses are about to 
-go up, college health officials 
around the nation said. 

Starting this fall students at 
Bradley began paying a health 
fee for the first time, Ray Zar- 
vell, director of undergraduate 
development at Bradley, said. 

The $4 per semester fee, 
which was added so health ser¬ 
vices could be increased, is not 
expected to rise in the forsee- 
able future, despite nationwide 
increases, Zarvell said. 

Students at Western Michi¬ 
gan University, however, are 
paying higher health center fees 
this semester. WMU’s 
insurance company wanted to 
charge the school $500,000 
more than last year for malprac¬ 
tice insurance. 

BECAUSE BRADLEY’S 

health center is operated by St. 
Francis Medical Center, they, 
rather than Bradley, assume lia¬ 
bility for malpractice, Zarvell 
said. 

Although no one has ever 
accused WMU of medical 
malpractice and collegiate 
malpractice suits are rare, 
experts said students nationwide 
soon will share WMU’s misfor¬ 
tune. They also predict many 
campus health care facilities will 
be cutting back programs over 
the next few years. 

With the new fee at Bradley, 
there is a doctor available on 
campus more often, and the 
possibility of more testing and 
lab equipment, as well as health 
and fitness programs being 
added later, Zarvell said. 

The fee at Bradley was not 
added because of malpractice 
insurance increases, but because 
students requested more ser¬ 
vices, he said. 

Experts said skyrocketing 
malpractice insurance rates are 
affecting campuses for the first 
time this year. "Where student 
health centers have been insu¬ 
lated up to now from the 
increase malpractice rates, they

won’t be any more,” Steve 
Blom, director of the American 
College Health Association, 
said. 

EUGENE MARQUARDT, 
president of the University Risk 
Managers Association, said, "If 
we can’t get it resolved, institu¬ 
tions will be forced to cut back 
on training and health care 
treatment. They just will not be 
in any position to take chances." 

Many large schools with 
medical training facilities 
already have been unable to buy 
enough malpractice insurance. 
Companies are refusing to offer 
insurance in some cases because 
of increasingly large court 
awards to patients who claim 
they have received improper or 
poor treatment. 

In response, college risk 
managers across the country are 
currently drafting plans to 
insure themselves. 

Marquardt is confident that, 
by adopting new tactics, most 
schools will be able to keep 
their health service or medical 
training programs going, but it 
may cost students more. 

He thinks the current 
insurance crisis is as severe as 
any that has confronted colleges 
since the late 1960s, when 
student riots sent property 
insurance rates through the 
roof. 

"THIS CRISIS has come on 
faster, and gone deeper, than 
most we’ve faced," Marquardt 
said. 

Medical malpractice 

insurance premiums are increas¬ 
ing as much as four-fold in less 
than a year. 

Campus insurance rates were 
rising more slowly because stu¬ 
dent health centers do not pro¬ 
vide the kinds of health care- 
such as surgery-that most fre¬ 
quently trigger malpractice 
claims. 

Moreover, campus health 
officials said it’s only a matter 
of time before higher malprac¬ 
tice rates catch up with them. 

"I sense the insurance indus¬ 
try is saying ’We’ve got to do 


something about these losses,’ 
and universities are being swept 
up in that concern along with 
everybody else," Blom said. 

I DON’T THINK we re 
being singled out. It’s applying 
to all health care providers," 
John Hungerford, the assistant 
director of auxiliary enterprises 
at Western Michigan, said. 

Michigan schools are among 
the first to be notified of sub¬ 
stantial increases in medical 
malpractice rates because court 
awards are particularly high in 
that state, as they are in New 
York and California. 

At Western, the cost of $20 
million worth of coverage would 
have increased on July 1 from 
$87,000 to $591,000. University 
officials decided to reduce their 
coverage and purchased a policy 


SAN DIEGO, CA (CPS)-lt 
wasn’t unusual to come across 
Patty Randolph joggirfg, 
stocking-footed, in the ladies' 
room just before an exam. 

As a student, Randolph 
jogged to give her brain an oxy¬ 
gen boost for the test. Now, as 
a developmental psychology lec¬ 
turer for San Diego State, she 
passes along similar study and 
test-taking tips to her own stu¬ 
dents. 

"Studying is a kind of hoop¬ 
jumping event," Randolph said. 
"There are certain skills you can 
develop that will put you a few 
grade points higher. 

"It can mean the difference 
between a ’B-F’ and an ’A’ or a 


’C + ’ and a ’B,’" she said. 

KEEPING THE brain 
stimulated during an exam is as 
important as keeping the rest of 
your body relaxed, she advises. 
Randolph recommends drinking 
fruit juice during an exam to 
maintain the brain’s glucose 
level. 

When you receive the exam 
paper, she suggests putting it 
aside, closing your eyes and 
clearing your mind. 

"Take a deep breath and 
relax; concentrate on how much 
you know and don’t worry 
about what you don’t know. Be 
positive," she said. 

Randolph said students 
sometimes "psyche themselves

Richard, created brilliant folk-pop; now, "One Clear 
Moment," chronicles the pain of their divorce. Let’s 
hope she doesn’t stay undiscovered for long. 

9. Love Justice. Lead singer Maria Mckee sounds 
like a cross between Janis Joplin and Emmylou Harris. 
Songs contributed from Tom Petty with cranking 
back-up work from the Heartbreakers. "You know so 


many ways to be wicked..." Best-yet blend of 
country/rock. 

8. Bob Dylan "Empire Burlesque:" Ignore, if you 
can, Dylan’s confused theology--just enjoy some of his 
most relaxed songwriting ever. Another special men¬ 
tion to the back-up work of the Heartbreakers- these 
guys have really been getting around! 

7. Midnight Oil-’’Red Sails in the Sunset:" Hey, 
would you tell 7-foot, scary lead singer Peter Garrett 
that his group’s not in the Top 10?

6. 10,000 Maniacs-"The Wishing Chair:" I was 
unsure whether to include this band, as I don’t know a 
lot about them, but the album is so terrific I had to 
add it in.

5. Talking Heads-"Little Creatures:" dance music 
for smart people.

America doesn’t need Ronald 
Reagan to make peace with the 
Communists, it just needs Rocky 
Balboa.

Yes, it’s finally here. After 
bombarding moviegoers with pre¬ 
views since May, "Rocky IV" has 
been released. And Stallone isn’t 
stupid; not only does he release his 
film just when America goes to the 
movies (vacation time); he knows 
how to capitalize on America’s 
latest mood (Conservatism). 

Rocky’s opponent this time 
around is Drago, a very big, very 
blond Russian (played by Dolph 
Lundgren, who’s really a Swedish 
chemical engineer).

ing bag, but of course joins him in 
the end; Stallone mumbles his lines 
through closed lips for the entire 
film; and lots of victorious music is 
played throughout (including a 5- 
minute segment that’s destined to 
appear on MTV as is). And that 
formula was pretty successful in 
previous films.

Senate doesn’t have the power 
to change something as simple 
as the existence of "barbeque 
beef' on the cafeteria menu. 

Gaisky said the situation was 
taken out of context. The state¬ 
ment was the result of a meet¬ 
ing at a social gathering between 
himself and a couple of the 
senators. 

The senators also cited other 
problems, such as the politick¬ 
ing, cliques and personality 
clashes, but generally agreed 
that nothing is being done in 
the Senate. 

Cornish said she resigned 
because nothing was being done 
and she just "lost interest." 

RICHARDSON SAID he 
hopes the resignations will get 
the University, the students, 
and the administrators to look 
at the Senate and the problems 
exposed in the letter. 

Carlson said he has met with 
University President Martin 
Abegg since the resignations to 
discuss the problems and let 
him know the act wasn’t an 
attack on his administration.

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Job outlook expected to improve 


BETHLEHEM, PA (CPS)--Students who 
graduate in 1986 will enjoy "slightly” better pros¬ 
pects for landing a job than 1985 grads, the Col¬ 
lege Placement Council (CPC) predicts. 

American businesses expect to hire about 2 
percent more grads next year, the CPC found in 
its annual mid-year assessment of the student job 
market. 

The CPC's report, the first of three national 
job outlook surveys published by major agencies 
in November and December of each year, fore¬ 
casts better times ahead for most kinds of majors. 

But last year, the CPC's rosy predictions of a 
bumper job market of college grads did not come 
true, in part because of the computer industry 
slump. 

"THE RECOVERY slowed down to some 
degree," CPC spokeswoman Rhea Nagle, said. 
"The big fall-off in the Silicon Valley was the 
category we were off in." 

This year "there will be plenty of opportuni¬ 
ties (for computer majors) outside the computer 
industry," John Shingleton, placement director at 
Michigan State and the sponsor of another of the 
annual job outlooks, said. 

Shingleton expects his report to appear in a 
few weeks. It will indicate a "slightly" better job 
market for the Class of 1986. 

He also predicts starting salaries will rise 
more slowly than the Cost of Living Index com¬ 
piled by the federal government. 

In the CPC survey, firms said they expected 
to hire 7 percent more business grads than last 
year. They also forecast having 4 percent more 


openings for MBAs, although last year was a bad 
one. 

STUDENTS WITH degrees in science, math 
and technical disciplines—excluding engineering- 
should also experience a slightly improved job 
market, CPC predicts. Employers expect to hire 3 
percent more bachelor's grads in these areas and 
13 percent more who have a master’s, CPC data 
show. 

Employers’ predictions of engineering grads’ 
prospects "are contradictory," Nagle said. 
"Employers are saying one thing, but when they 
project figures, those figures show a decline." 

The data indicate corporations will hire 5 per¬ 
cent fewer grads this year, but in interviews 
engineering executives thought there would be a 
rising demand for engineers, Nagle said. 

"It’s particularly surprising at the bachelor's 
level because they have been the most sought 
after for a number of years," she said. 

Companies expect to have 7 percent more 
job openings for engineering students with 
advanced degrees, however. 

LIBERAL ARTS majors face a similarly 
confusing job market, Nagle said. 

While the data shows companies anticipate 
hiring 3 percent fewer liberal arts majors in the 
coming year, many employers say they are 
increasingly interested in hiring humanities stu¬ 
dents, Nagle said. 

The rising interest of employers, if in fact 
true, "is a positive note for liberal arts grads. It 
shows employers recognize the value of the skills 
liberal arts majors have." 

Of the contradictions in the survey 
responses, Nagle said, "Maybe, if the survey was 
bigger, the results would have been different."

conflicts. To those senators who 
have offered sound advice and 
constructive alternatives, we 
have listened and we are 
currently in the process of 
addressing their concerns in a 
positive manner. 

A valid point brought up is 
that we are currently research¬ 
ing our student government 
structure at Bradley. 

WE’VE SEEN universities 
with a very strong student 
government and we've seen 
others with absolutely no stu¬ 
dent representation. But this is 
a process that takes much pati¬ 
ence and co-operation from stu¬ 
dent leaders of several organiza¬ 
tions. 

The Representation Evalua¬ 
tion Committee (REC) is a 
committee initiated by Student 
Senate to evaluate our present 
structure and look at other 
universities and their govern¬ 
ments.. It is comprised of 
several organizational leaders, 
and its main purpose is to 
address the weaknesses of our 
student government. 

Another point to address is 
the criticism of the past 
Senate's inability to address stu¬ 
dent concerns, but instead be 
handed down "issues" from the 
administration. We feel this 
isn’t the case this year, as 
shown in the previous example. 
We can honestly say, if you, as 
a student, feel something 
should be changed or improved, 
Student Senate is there for you. 

This brings us to another 
issue, and that is of operational 
jurisdiction. Currently, organi¬ 
zations are unsure of what they 
cai> and cannot sponsor, 
without stepping on another 
organization’s territory or jur¬ 
isdiction. We are aware of this 
problem and are currently dis¬ 
cussing this in REC. 

Yes, we feel somewhat 
relieved that those nine sena¬ 
tors chose to resign. If they 
didn’t feel they could contribute 
to Student Senate any longer, 
then they shouldn’t be 
representing their constituen¬ 
cies, and that’s you. They 
accused Senate of having 


"cliques." It is no secret that in 

every organization there will be 
some "cliques." But didn’t they 
contradict themselves when 
they resigned as a group or 
"clique?" 

BUT THAT’S NOT the real 
issue nor is it the issue we 
should be concerned with. More 
importantly, we should be con¬ 
cerned with what is to come. 

In some ways we’re thankful 
to those senators for resigning 
because it has made students a 
little more aware of their stu¬ 
dent government. In some ways 
it has sparked student interest 
to get students involved. Many 
people came to us after the last 
Scout with an interest not only 
in the issue, but how they can 
become involved. 


As far as what Student Sen- 

ate plans on doing, there will be 
no further actions taken other 
than the actions we have been 
taking all along. Senate is tack¬ 
ling your concerns and issues, 
and REC is looking into opera¬ 
tional jurisdictions of all organi¬ 
zations and the current govern¬ 
ment system. 

Is this just another "embar¬ 
rassing rebuttal because a pride 
has been hurt?" We feel we’ve 
just provided the facts; no char¬ 
acter assassinations, personal 
attacks, nor has there been any 
feelings hurt. Our pride has not 
been hurt by the nine resigna¬ 
tions, rather it has made Senate 
a stronger, more determined 
organization with dedicated stu- 
dents.

out" on exams to the point 
where their completed test 
doesn’t reflect their actual 
knowledge. 

Keeping your body in good 
shape prior to an exam usually 
helps the brain stay active, too. 

"HOW WELL you think is 
reflective of how your body is 
doing,” she said. 

She recommends eating 
fruit, instead of candy bars, for 
energy, because it makes you 
feel better physically, and feel¬ 
ing positive is a must for doing 
well on a test. 

Randolph compiled her study 
tips from fellow faculty 
members, counseling center 
resources, and students attend¬ 
ing study workshops she con¬ 
ducted at Texas Christian 
University. 

Freshmen in particular need 
study tips because they "don’t 
realize the importance of study¬ 
ing as a regular habit," she said. 

"They also have the added 


burden of training other people 
to respect their study habits; to 
have other people accept their 
studying." 

IF A STUDENT is afraid of 
the material, he needs to have a 
talk with himself and start with 
hte hardest subjects first, when 
he is freshest, sh^ advised. 

"But if he is absolutely 
paranoid, start with the easiest 
subjects to reinforce 
confidence.” 

But can you study too much? 
Yes, if extra studying means 
skimping on sleep. 

"It’s okay to make trade-offs 
on sleep versus study, depend¬ 
ing on how well you know your 
body. Cut down on sleep if you 
know you can still operate well,” 
she said. "There’s no point to 
being so exhausted you aren’t 
able to say what you know on 
an exam.” 

For some students, however, 
the night before the test is 
spent not reviewing informa¬ 
tion, but learning it for the first 
time. Such cramming is a "waste 
of time.”

for $211,000. 

Hungerford said service 
reductions were avoided this 
fall, but another increase in 
insurance rates next summer 
may make reductions unavoid¬ 
able. And if service reductions 
become widespread, it won’t be 
long before even healthy stu¬ 
dents are affected. 

At Texas A&M, for exam¬ 
ple, health officials decided to 
avoid a budget deficit this year 
by discontinuing gynecological 
services, including pap smears, 
gynecological exams and birth 
control pills. 

OUTRAGED STUDENTS 

blasted the decision, suggesting 
it reflected the morals of the 
administrators. "Of all the 
things they could have cut back 
on, they cut this," A&M senior 
Debbie Edwards told the 
University of Texas student 
newspaper. "If we can’t get the 
pill, well, what do you think will 
happen?"

load of calls, students had other 
problems. Apparently, many 
students did not use the 
worksheets, used the lines more 
that once to get a list of their 
classes, and forgot to use the 
pound key. 

Some miscellaneous prob¬ 
lems involved problems with 
the telephone itself. "Less than 
a half dozen phones did not 
work because of missing pound 
keys, letters missing and miss¬ 
ing star keys," Jass said. 

Improvements have been 
made in the system. The time 
blocks in which the calls can be 
made were cut down into 
shorter periods, according to 
Jass. She said the computer will 
be speeded up in December. 

The telephone registration 
used at Bradley was first used at 
Brigham Young University and 
Georgia State University. The 
system has been under design 
for two years. 


Conservative watchdogs name 'liberal' professors 


(CPS)-Accuracy in 

Academia, the ideological 
watchdog group that began 
hunting for "liberal" professors 
earlier this fall, has begun to 
name names and, according to 
some, to apply pressure on 
administrators to rein in—if not 
fire-the professors. 

In its first newsletter, AIA 
accused Arizona State political 
science Professor Mark Reader 
of using his classes to espouse 
his views on nuclear weaponry. 

AIA then sent a letter com¬ 
plaining about Reader to the 
ASU administration. 

AIA National Director 
Matthew Scully said AIA will be 
naming three more allegedly- 
leftist professors in its next 
newsletter, which the organiza¬ 
tion distributes to 5,000 people 
and organizations. 

THOUGH SCULLY refuses 
to name the three teachers AIA 
will charge mislead their stu¬ 
dents, College Press Service has 
learned that Mary Karasch, a 
history professor at Oakland 
University in Michigan, will be 
one of them. 

Scully estimates there are 
10,000 leftist professors work¬ 
ing on American campuses 
today, and reports classroom 
"monitors"—anonymous. stu¬ 
dents who inform AIA of what 
they perceive as leftist 
teachers-have already turned in 
the names of about 100 instruc¬ 


tors since the program began in 
September. 

"I would * assume a good 
number (of the complaints) are 
valid," Scully said. 

So far, ASU has stood 
behind Reader, the lone profes¬ 
sor named publicly. 

"There have been no 
reprisals against Reader. He is a 
respected member of our 
faculty," Brent Brown, Arizona 
State’s vice president of com¬ 
munity affairs, said. 

THE ADMINISTRATION 
has come out on my behalf, 
fully and completely," Reader 
said. 

Brown said there’s been no 
reaction from the state legisla¬ 
ture, either. During the 
McCarthy Era in the early 
1950s, state legislators some¬ 
times threatened to slash col¬ 
lege funding if the college 
refused to fire professors with 
whom they disagreed. 

"I don’t see any indication of 
any pressure to muzzle our pro¬ 
fessors," Brown said. 

"We are very pleased with 
the response of college 
presidents," Iris Molotsky of the 
American Association of 
University Professors (AAUP), 
which at a national meeting last 
week passed resolutions con¬ 
demning AIA, said. 

"We don’t think professors 
are above criticism, it’s the 
methods (AIA uses to monitor 
lectures). What’s really disturb¬ 
ing is that they are enlisting stu¬ 



dents who won’t reveal their 
identity," Molotsky said. 

"SPIES IN THE classroom 
break trust between people," 

Reader said. "Students have told 
me that they are less willing to 
speak up in the class and pro¬ 
fessors don’t feef free to talk 
privately to students any more. 

They don’t want conversation 
to become public property." 

Scully, however, disagrees 
with Reader’s public lectures, 
largely because he uses too 
much class time to discuss the 
threat of nuclear war. 

"He devotes his whole class 
to the nuclear issue. If you call 
a course one thing, you should 
not teach something entirely 
different," Scully said. 

"The charges are false. 

What’s so lovely (is that) I have 
so much documentation. It will 
show that they are inaccurate," 
she said. 

An anonymous AIA monitor 
said Oakland University Profes¬ 
sor Karasch presents only the 
"leftist" viewpoint about Central 
America in her classes. 

SCULLY REFUSED to ela¬ 
borate on the Karasch case, and 
Karasch did not return phone 
calls to CPS. 

Scully said AIA looks into its 
monitors’ reports before 
"reviewing" professors in its 
newsletter. 

But AIA’s investigations and 
professors’ confidence that their 
schools will support them 
haven’t muted the alarm in the 
academic community. 
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"I have never had the 
volume of responses to any 
issue as this one. It’s of great 
concern," Molotsky said. 

The implications of what 
AIA is trying to do worry 
Reader. "It’s absolutely fright¬ 
ening." 

"ONE STEP LEADS to 
another. McCarthy started by 
labeling people communists, but 
then some of them lost their 
jobs," Cal-Davis administrator 
Bill Antaramian said. 

"This is what was done in 
Nazi Germany. Students did 
this for Hitler when he was get¬ 
ting started." 

Scully said AIA’s objective is 
merely to "make free and open 
debate," on views exposed by 
leftist professors. 

ASU’s Reader attributes the 
effort to what he sees as AIA’s 
unwillingness to allow free and 
open debate. 

"Most political thinking 
(today) is being cast against the 
possibility of extinction of the 
human race. These people don’t 
want to think about the extinc¬ 
tion possibility," she said. 

BUT SCULLY SAID it’s 
the professors who aren’t think¬ 
ing. 

"They (professors) have led 
an insular existence. A word of 
criticism to them represents 
censorship. When you have an 
ideological fever swamp, a little 
chill might do them some 
good," Scully said. 

Schools don’t see criticism of 
conservative academics as cen¬ 


sorship, noting the case of Stan¬ 
ford anthropology grad student 
Steven Mosher, whom the 
university dismissed after he 
reported stories of alleged 
forced abortions in China. 

"Why do professors talk 
about unlimited freedom and 
Mosher does not get it? He 
(Mosher) offended their pro¬ 
gressive sensibilities," Scully 
said. 

Stanford dropped Mosher 
from a doctoral program in 
1983 after a panel of faculty and 
members determined that 
Mosher had "endangered the 
subjects of his research" by 
reporting the alleged abortion 
scandal, a serious example of 
"ethical misconduct." 

MOSHER HIMSELF 

charged that Stanford failed to 
treat testimony from his former 
wife about his "misconduct" in 
China as charges from "a 
scorned woman." 

"Nobody expects professors 
to be bias-free," Scully said, but 
he wants them not to abuse the 
spirit of academic freedom by 
advocating their views in class. 

"If professors don’t tell stu¬ 
dents how lucky they are (to 
live in the U.S.), they are not 
doing their job," Scully said. He 
does not think "conservative" 
professors advocate their view 
in class. 

"We need not pretend to 
need to monitor conservative 
professors abusing their posi¬ 
tion," Scully said.

Bradley 94, Loyola 84. The Braves opened 
in Chicago with a 25-13 first-half lead, which 
disappeared into a 40-37 Loyola margin at half¬ 
time. 

The Ramblers extended their lead to 52-41 to 
open the second half, before Hawkins hit nine 
points in the next three minutes to* spark the 
Braves to victory. 

Les had 26 points, 10 assists and eight 
rebounds and Hawkins added 24 points for the 
Braves. Andre Moore had 25 points for the Ram¬ 
blers. 

"Their youth was present like our youth was 
last year," Bradley coach Dick Versace said of the 
Ramblers, who were without Alfredrick Hughes 
and Andre Battle and Greg Williams from last 
year’s team. 

The Braves employed their 1-4 offense 
against Loyola’s zone. This offense moves Les to 
a wing and makes Trevor Trimpe a 6-foot-7 point 
guard. 

Bradley 80, Chicago State 53. "Anytime you 
get a bunch of Chicago guys together on the 
floor, it’s gonna get a little physical," Bradley 
center Mike Williams said. Williams was physical 
enough to pull down 11 rebounds and put in 17 
points in under 30 minutes. 


The home opener was also sloppy, with Brad¬ 
ley turning the ball over 18 times, including 
assorted attempts at showboating. 

"We had a little too much french pastry on 
things we did tonight," Versace said. "I don’t 
remember the great UCLA teams putting Dijon 
mustard on every move they made." 

Twelve players got playing time for the 
Braves, who were led by Williams and Hawkins, 
who also had 17 points. Paul Beene had 12 points 
for the Cougars. 

Bradley 69, Toledo 57. Les led the Braves 
with 18 points and eight assists in 19.5 minutes. 
Anthony Manuel added five assists as the Braves 
won their second of three straight home games. 

Bradley led 38-22 at halftime and built that 
to a 63-42 lead with 4:40 left in the game. 

Hawkins had 10 points, five rebounds, three 
steals and three blocked shots. Blake Burnham 
had 21 points for the Rockets. 

Bradley 76, Northwestern 72. The first Big 
Ten team to visit Peoria since Iowa did in the 
1975-76 season, the Wildcats, a 16 and one-half 
point underdog, led 41-34 with 16:08 left in the 
game. 

But Trimpe, Donald Powell and Hawkins 
found the range from outside to help pull the 
Braves even at 51. 

Trailing 57-54 with 9:54 left in the game, the 
Braves ran off a 7-0 spurt to take the lead for 
good. 

Five Braves scored in’double figures,, Haw¬ 
kins leading the way with 18 points and nine 
assists. Williams had 17 points and nine rebounds 
and Powell had 15 points and six rebounds.

Bradley 76, Western Illinois 62. Les had 24 
points and eight assists to spark the Braves in 
Macomb.

Anti-senate groups 
growing nationwide

The idea of students ques¬ 
tioning the value of their stu¬ 
dent government’s usefulness 
does not seem to be isolated to 
Bradley. 

Last spring, then presidential 
candidate Dave Carlson, along 
with his running mate Ken 
Godiner, called for a "sweeping 
reform" of the Senate. 

At the end of last semester, 
one-fifth of the Senate, includ¬ 
ing Carlson and Godiner, 
resigned because they felt it was 
"travelling down the wrong 
path." 

Apparently Bradley students 
are not the only ones to ques¬ 
tion their system. 

UNIVERSITY OF Texas 
students are up to their old 
anarchist ways again. 

Some of them hope to abol¬ 
ish their student government 
for the second time in five 
years. There are signs that, in 
the process, they may help feed 
a reform wave now washing 
over student governments 
nationwide. 

Schools as diverse as Notr6 
Dame, Washington, Swarth- 
more and Minnesota-among 
dozens of others-have been 
grappling recently with meas¬ 
ures to restructure, weaken, 
and, in some cases, get rid of 
their student governments alto¬ 
gether. 

Bradley All-School President 
Ray Einig said he sees some 
good in the anti-senate move¬ 
ments. 

"It’s a positive thing because 
it shows students are .getting 
interested in the student senate 
and are questioning its 


existence and usefulness," Einig 
said. 

HE SAID SENATE’S 
motives should be looked at 
and maybe this would make it 
better and more efficient. 

Einig said he found comfort 
that Bradley was not alone in its 
student-student government 
problems. 

Senator Robert Burke said 
he wasn’t surprised by the 
number of other schools facing 
the same dilemma. 

Burke said he favors 
reforms, but he doesn’t see 
enough interest sparked at 
Bradley for the Senate to fear 
abolishment attempts. 

The Representative Evalua¬ 
tion Committee (REC) has 
been established to look at the 
problems in Senate, Burke said. 

EINIG SAID IF the 
required 500 (10 percent) of the 
students signed a petition to 
have a "confidence" vote put on 
the ballot, then maybe the 
question of abolishment should 
be raised. 

"Students need to be edu¬ 
cated about the whole process 
(of student government)," he 
said. 

If the question were put on 
the ballot, it would force that to 
happen, Einig said. 

As president, Einig said he 
should give the students a rea¬ 
son for Senate’s existence. 

Although the Senate spends 
much of its time dealing with 
small issues that may not get 
much notice, they ace there 
when there is a need for organ¬ 
ized student representation, he

Bill may effect financial aid

Congress’ new budget-balancing 
bill, passed in December, could 
mean student aid could be cut by 
as much as 60 percent, some col¬ 
lege lobbyists warn. 

The reduction in student aid 
will place a greater responsibility 
on the state and individual col¬ 
leges, financial aid officials said. 

The first round of cuts, due 
March 1, could mean decreases 
between 40 and 60 percent in all 
student aid programs. 

The new. law, called the 
Gramm-Rudman law after senators 
Philip Gramm (R-Tex) and Warren 
Rudman (R-NH), who co¬ 
sponsored it, forces the federal 
government to balance its budget 
by 1991. 

IN DOING SO, Congress is 
not allowed to cut spending for 
Social Security, some welfare pro¬ 
grams, many defense programs or 
to pay off the federal debt. 


Unless the government tries to 
help balance the budget by raising 
some taxes, education programs 
will be tempting fiscal targets, lob¬ 
byists said. 

By calculating current Gramm- 
Rudman targets and the escalating 
deficit, Susan Frost of the Com¬ 
mittee for Education Funding said 
the United States’ Department of 
Education will have to shave all its 
college program funding by 4.6 
percent in March and another 30 
percent in October. 

Educators are reluctant to 
specify just how many students 
would be forced out of school by 
the cuts, or to estimate how much 
schools would have to raise tuition 
to compensate for them. 

Dave Pardiek, director of finan¬ 
cial assistance at Bradley, said, the 
only real significant impact of the 
cuts will be with the Guaranteed 
Student Loan program. "The origi¬ 
nation fee will increase by about 1 
percent," he said. 


THE ORIGINATION fee will 
rise from $125 to $137.50. Par¬ 
diek said this will probably take 
affect next fall. 

Pardiek said the public’s per¬ 
ception of the cuts is a major con¬ 
cern for Bradley. Because of the 
proposed aid cuts, "the public’s 
perception will be that Bradley is 
too expensive," opposed to the 
reality that there won’t be much 
impact due to the cuts. 

Bradley students borrowed $5.5 
million from the Guaranteed Stu¬ 
dent Loan program last year, Par¬ 
diek said. 

Pardiek does not believe the 
cuts will make Bradley raise its 
tuition dramatically. "There’s a 
realization in the private sector and 
with Bradley that they can’t raise 
tuition too much in order to stay 
competitive," he said. 

The University’s share of fund¬ 
ing students will probably 
increase. "If there’s a small decline

Incubator coming to Bradley

Lovelace Hall, a former dormitory, is one of 
several buildings on Bradley’s campus being con¬ 
sidered for an incubator facility for firms specializing 
in electronic products. 

Dr. Robert Weinstein, associate provost of 
research and sponsored programs, said Bradley sub¬ 
mitted a pre-application to the state of Illinois for the 
feasibility of establishing the facility. 

The University is asking for an $80,000 state 
grant and if Lovelace is "determined as a feasible 
location, the state would provide 50 percent of the 
funding with the remainder to be supplied by Bradley 
and the community at large—a joint venture," Wein¬ 
stein said. 

According to the preliminary proposal, the incu¬ 
bator is targeted for businesses that assemble elec¬ 
tronic components, controls, computers or telecom¬ 


munication products. Some business support services 
could also locate within the facility. 

EXISTING BUSINESSES in need of assistance 
for new product development through the Bradley 
Technology Commercialization would be able to 
locate offices and laboratories in the Center, according 
to the proposal. 

The proposal also stated about 40 percent of the 
businesses providing support services would be able to 
come from products developed by the University’s 
faculty, staff, or students, or by outside businesses 
working in conjunction with Bradley faculty. "Initial 
upgrading will be done in any building we use," 
Weinstein said. Funding for initial remodeling and 
equipment acquisition will be obtained from the State 
of Illinois, and Central Illinois organizations. Other 
funds would offset the cost of minor renovations.

A.P. Update

After being plagued by weather and mechanical problems, the 
Space Shuttle Challenger lifted off Tuesday at 11:38 Eastern Time, only to 
explode into a huge fireball just over a minute later. All seven members of 
the crew, including schoolteacher Christa McAuliffe, are presumed dead. 

There’s no official word on what caused the tragedy. A look at a slow- 
motion video of the explosion has been little help, if any. 

NASA said small pieces of debris continued to fall from the sky for 
nearly 45 minutes after the accident, keeping rescue crews from getting 
into the area. 

The spacecraft,, worth more than a billion dollars, was one of four in 
the nation’s shuttle fleet. 

It was the first in-flight disaster in 56 US manned space missions. It’s 
also a major setback for NASA’s space program which, until today, had 
been successful in launching 24 shuttle missions in the past five years. 

At the White House, President Reagan had cancelled his State of the 
Union address, set for Tuesday. It has been rescheduled for next Tuesday. 

A Circuit court judge was expected to rule as early as 
Wednesday whether a 37-year-old Joliet man convicted of killing four 
women should be sentenced to death. 

Judge Robert Buchar ruled Tuesday that Milton Johnson is eligible for 
the death penalty. The judge must still listen to additional testimony before 
reaching a decision. 

Johnson was convicted late last Thursday of killing four Joliet area 
women in a ceramic shop east of Joliet two years ago. 

Johnson waived his right to have the jury sentence him and chose to 
have Buchar impose the sentence instead. In 1984, during his trial for the 
murder of 18-year-old Anthony Hackett of Emden, Johnson also waived his 
right to a jury and was sentenced to death by Will County Circuit Judge 
Michael Orenic. 

The White House said Tuesday the disaster aboard the 
Space Shuttle Challenger will not diminish the nation’s determination to 
explore space. 

White House spokesman Larry Speakes said, “The United States has 
met adversity many times before in the space program.” 

Speakes said it would be “premature” to speculate on what impact 
the disaster will have on the future of the space program including future 
civilian participation in space flights. 

The Commerce Department said Tuesday a depressed farm 
economy and weakness in manufacturing led to a drop in personal income 
for Illinoisans. 

The drop, in the third quarter of 1985, places Illinois among eight 
states showing declines in personal income from July-September of last 
year. 

The economies of five of those states (Iowa, Nebraska, South Dakota, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota) were hurt by agricultural losses. 

The government said total personal income in Illinois dipped from 
$165.8 billion in the second quarter of last year to $165.1 billion in the 
third quarter. 

Libya’S leader is continuing to whip up anti-American senti¬ 
ment at home while berating the U.S. for its military presence in the Medi¬ 
terranean. Addressing a Tripoli rally of Libyans and East Europeans yes¬ 
terday, Moammar Khadafy denounced President Reagan as a man “mad¬ 
dened with power and nuclear weapons” who wants to “take away our 
freedom.” He also accused the U.S. of plotting to assassinate him-and as 
if to underscore the charge wore a bullet-proof vest under his jumpsuit. 

Before the rally, Libya’s foreign minister told a news conference that 
Libya wants direct meetings with U.S. officials to resolve the countries’ 
crisis in relations. The official said Libya has invited Reagan administration 
representatives to a meeting, but did not say where the meeting might 
take place. The two countries do not have diplomatic relations-but the offi¬ 
cial said the invitation was made directly to the U.S.. 

The New England Patriots, losers of Super Bowl XX, are 
reportedly the first NFL team to accept voluntary drug testing. The Boston 
Globe quoted Pats coach Raymond Berry as saying up to 12 players may 
have drug problems.

Terry Birris, the 23-year-old woman indicted for shooting her 
live-in boyfriend, was found guilty of manslaughter Tuesday. The jury 
opted to reject the murder charge for the lesser offense. The sentence for 
manslaughter ranges from probation to a maximum of 15 years in prison. 
Birris testified she bought a handgun to frighten her boyfriend, Jeffery 
Beck, after he made repeated threats to kill her. 

During an argument on Sept. 28, about Beck’s moving out, the gun 
was fired. “I submit she didn’t even act intentionally to pull the trigger. A 
tragedy happened on Sept. 28 on West Loucks, but to find Terry Birris 
guilty of a murder based on the evidence you have before you would only 
further that tragedy,” defense attorney Michael Ghidina said. 

Four public meetings on the reorganization of District 150 ele¬ 
mentary schools have been scheduled for next week. The Peoria School 
Board’s advisory task force on reorganization has scheduled two meetings 
for Wednesday at Richwoods and Peoria high schools and Thursday at 
Manual and Woodruff high schools. The purpose is to help the public 
understand the problem of declining enrollment in schools and to gain sup¬ 
port for a new plan to deal with the problem. The task force is planning a 
report for the school board superintendant. The deadline for the report has 
been set for April or May. 

Another (group dealing with District 150 reorganization, a 
school reorganization committee, is reportedly no closer to finding a 
county-wide plan than it was at its formation in October. The committee 
will gather information about the 18 Peoria county school districts until a 
plan can be formed. 

Midwest Financial Group, a Peoria-based bank holding 

company, has lost $16 million during 1985. The large deficit comes after a 
year marked by loan losses at several member banks and a power strug¬ 
gle, which ended in July 1985 with the departure of the company’s former 
chief executive officer, David E. Connor. MFG failed to declare a quarterly 
dividend as it had done in two past quarters. 1985 was the first year the 
company showed no profit. Reportedly, most of the blame for the heavy 
loss was placed on problem loans at banks in Bloomington and DeKalb. 
Despite the loss, bank President and Chief Officer Leonard B. Marshall, Jr. 
said the bank holding company has a bright future and is basically sound. 
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Loan defaulters 
lose tax refunds 


The Illinois State Scholarship Commission (ISSC) has entered into 
an agreement with the Secretary of Education to assign some defaulted 
student loans to the U.S. Department of Education (ED). 

ED will work with the IRS to "offset" federal tax refunds. 

ISSC will assign delinquent accounts on which there have been no 
payments in the last year. Debtors are being notified by the ISSC in a 
letter that the account has been assigned to ED. ISSC is the state agency 
that insures and collects student loans under the Illinois Guaranteed Loan 
Program (IGLP). 

The U.S. Department of Education will collect the outstanding bal¬ 
ance of the loans through the debtor’s IRS federal tax refund. However, 
if a debtor responds by making satisfactory repayment arrangements with 
the ISSC, the assignment of the account to the IRS will be cancelled. 

"THE ISSC IS planning to assign approximately 7000 accounts, ini¬ 
tially," Bob Clement, ISSC spokesman, said. 

The U.S. Department of Education expects to recoup millions of 
dollars through the process. "This is another step in the government’s 
effort to crack down on loan defaulters," Clement said. 

"Our collections continue to increase at a record rate. We have one 
of the best collection records of any state guarantee loan agency in the 
country. 

"Students do not always realize how their credit rating is affected by 
failure to repay their school loans. It catches up with them when they are 
unable to get credit cards, buy a house, rent an apartment, etc," Clement 
said.

SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAMS

In an effort to draw attention to Bradley and pro¬ 
vide an up-front guarantee of minimum financial aid 
to prospective students, particularly those that don’t 
qualify for need-based aid, Bradley is offering a new 
series of scholarships. 

The three new scholarships are: 

•The Central Illinois Merit Scholarship-$1000 
awards for students with ACT composite scores of 25 
or higher who will graduate in the top 25 percent of 
their class. 

•The Deans’ Merit Scholarship-$2000 awards 
for students with ACT composite scores of 28 or 
higher who will graduate in the top 10 percent of their 
class. 

•The Valedictorian Scholarships-$2500 awards 
for valedictorians with ACT composite scores of 28 
or higher, and $2000 for valedictorians whose compo¬ 
site scores were less than 28. 

Gary Bergman, director of enrollment manage- 

Bill- 


ment at Bradley, said the scholarships will help Brad¬ 
ley attract some of the top students in the nation. 

He said those students who qualify for these 
scholarships represent the top 5 percent of the stu¬ 
dents in the nation. 

"THESE ARE THE kind of students most col¬ 
leges like to attract," he said. 

He said Bradley attracts about 100 of these stu¬ 
dents each year because of the high quality of faculty 
and the large number of opportunities Bradley pro¬ 
vides. 

He pointed to recent ratings in Peterson’s Com¬ 
petitive Colleges, World News and Report, The Ameri¬ 
can College Testing Program and The Best Buys in 
College Education, which rank Bradley as one of the 
best comprehensive universities in the nation as evi¬ 
dence of this. 

Bergman said the Deans’ Merit Scholarship has 
been offered at Bradley for several years, but the

in federal resources, the University 
will have to decide if to increase 
its share," Pardiek said. 

"CONSEQUENCES OF 
Gramm-Rudman’s possible 40 to 
60 percent cuts in higher education 
(by next fall) will be absolutely 
disastrous to millions of current 
and future students," Kathy Ozer, 
legislative director of the U.S. Stu¬ 
dent Association, said. 

Pardiek does not share this 
view. "It’ll be interesting to see 
how the public will react when 
cuts become deeper and severe- 
they’re going to eventually say 
enough," he said. 

The same pressure to reduce 
spending could also force Congress 
to reduce college program funding 
in the upcoming Higher Education 


Act of 1985, which sets spending 
levels through 1990, Pat Smith, 
legislative analyst for the Ameri¬ 
can Council on Education, said. 

Under the new law, Ozer said 
Congress will have to trim about 
$11.7 billion from the 1986 fiscal 
year budget by March. 

If Congress does not trim the 
budget, Reagan would "sequester" 
funds, deciding by himself which 
programs not to fund in order to 
save money. Based on past deci¬ 
sions of the president, Reagan is 
more likely to cut education pro¬ 
grams. 

IN EACH YEAR since 1980, 
President Reagan has proposed 
cutting federal student aid pro¬ 
grams by as much as 50 percent. 
Congress historically has rejected

those cuts, choosing instead to 
freeze most programs at or near 
their 1981-82 levels for the last 
three years. 

The federal government will 
spend about $8 billion on student 
aid programs this year-about the 
same as in fiscal 1985, before a 
supplemental appropriation bill 
funding Guaranteed Student Loans 
passed. 

After March, the Gramm- 
Rudman law mandates that the 
government find ways to keep 
reducing the federal deficit by $36 
billion a year through the rest of 
this decade. 

One way to reduce the deficit is 
to raise taxes. 

"More and more people are 
talking about a tax increase. It will 
be the only way," Tom Gleason, a 
spokesman for Sen. Gary Hart 
(D-Co), said. 

"I DON’T THINK there is a 
proclivity toward cuts. Most peo¬ 
ple think drastic reductions" 
without accompanying tax hikes 
"will be dead on arrival" in 
Congress, Bob Sneed, an aide to 
Sen. Ernest Hollings (D-SC), said. 

Gleason thinks some conserva¬ 
tive senators will endorse tax hikes 
if they help spare the defense 
budget from cuts, though he 
doesn’t expect them to publicly 
support the hikes until after next 
fall’s elections. 

Ozer worries fall may be too 
late for many student aid pro¬ 
grams.

Bradley art interests receive funds

A total of $1500 was funded to three Bradley 
programs from the Peoria Area Arts and Sciences 
Council (PAASC) for 1986. 

The PAASC’s annual Regranting Program is 
designed to sponsor non-profit performing, visual, or 
educational arts programs. The Bradley programs 
receiving funds are the Community Chorus, the 
Theater Department, and WCBU. Their eligibility is 
determined by the Regranting Committee, which con¬ 
sidered these programs to be worthwhile and impor- 
tant to the community. 

James Ludwig, director of the Theater Depart¬ 
ment at Bradley and co-chair of the 1986 Regranting 
Committee, said the money granted to the Theater 
Department will be used to help pay for a spring art 
exhibit. The exhibit of the works of Adolph Appia, a 


scene designer who contributed greatly to modem 
scene design, is co-sponsored by the Swiss Embassy 
to the U.S. and the U.S. Institute of Theater Technol¬ 
ogy. 

Ludwig said Bradley is one of only 15 universi¬ 
ties in the nation to show the exhibit. The exhibit will 
be shown from Feb. 23 to April 1 in the Hartmann 
Center Gallery. 

THE COMMUNITY Chorus will be using their 
grant to help subsidize its traditional spring commun¬ 
ity concert. The money will help pay the cost of hir¬ 
ing professional orchestra members for the concert. 
The chorus will perform Bach’s St. Matthew Passion 
on April 20. 

Mary Buesing, the executive director of the 
PAASC, said there will be a special regranting awards 
ceremony sometime in early March.

Bradley’s Garrett adds King award to others

Two of the walls in the home 
of Bradley Professor Emeritus 
Romeo B. Garrett’s office are 
covered with books; the other two 
walls are covered with ids approxi¬ 
mately 25 plaques and certificates 
of award. 

Garrett, the first black to get a 
master’s degree from Bradley and 
its first black professor, recently 
had to make room on his wall for 
yet another award. 

Garrett was awarded the Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Com¬ 
memorative Leadership Award by 
the Southside Pastors Association 
on Jan 12, one week before 
America’s first celebration of the 
civil rights leader’s birthday as a 
national holiday. 

Peoria City Councilman James 
Polk and Dr. Carl B. Turner of 
Chicago spoke at the commemora¬ 
tive award ceremony about the 
accomplishments and remaining 
goals of the civil rights movement. 


Garrett gave his assessment Mon¬ 
day in an interview. 

GARRETT REMAINS 

optimistic about the future of 
minorities, despite an administra¬ 
tion criticized for its apparent lack 
of concern for civil rights, the one 
third of blacks whose income is 
below the poverty level, and the 
40 percent of black teenagers who 
are unemployed. 

"I don’t mean to say everything 
is perfect. We have a long way to 
go yet, but we have made pro¬ 
gress, " Garrett said. 

Garrett, author of the books 
Famous Facts About Negroes , The 
Presidents and the Negro , and the 
manuscript The Negro in Peoria , 
has studied and witnessed the 
advances made and yet to be made 
by minorities locally. 

'’Since I have been at Bradley, 
there has been progress (made) by 
the black people in Peoria/ Gar¬ 
rett said. 

According to Garrett, when he 


first began teaching at Bradley in 
1947, there were no black teachers 
in Peoria’s school district 150, only 
two black policemen, and no black 
firemen. Now, Garrett said, there 
are quite a few black policemen, 
firemen, teachers, and one judge. 

GARRETT HAS had first-hand 
experience with discrimination. 
"When I first came here, even the 
taxicabs did not carry black peo¬ 
ple. I tried one day, and they said, 
’No, we’re not going your way,’" 
Garrett said. 

In the 1940s and ’50s, blacks 
were segregated in terms of hous¬ 
ing and religion, according to Gar¬ 
rett. 

"We were relegated to one or 
two sections of Peoria. Now, black 
people live all over the city. No 
blacks were in white churches, and 
now they’ve opened their doors so 
blacks who would like to can 
join," Garrett said. 

The opportunities for blacks at 
Bradley 30 years ago reflected the 


opportunities for blacks in Peoria 
and across the rest of the nation. 
For example, although Garrett was 
hired in 1947, a black in his posi¬ 
tion was not the norm. 

"I would say that for quite a 
while—12-15 years—I was the only 
black on the faculty," Garrett said. 

IN THE ’60s, when student 
demonstrations demanding change 


"In every Northern city, you 
had quite a bit of discrimination 
and segregation. Peoria and Brad¬ 
ley were not the worst, they were 
in line with other cities and 
schools." 

BLACKS IN Peoria and at 
Bradley are as well-off as they are 
across the nation, except in one 
respect, he said. 


"When I first came here, even the taxicabs 

did not carry black people. I tried one 
day, and they said ’No, we’re not going

were news across the country, 
Bradley averaged one a week, 
according to Garrett. 

At the same time, Garrett 
remembers, speakers came to 
Bradley to ease racial tensions. 

"We did have some fine blacks 
who came to Bradley to talk, 
including the champion, Muham¬ 
mad Ali. He urged diem to cool it, 
don’t be too outrageous, try and 
work with people," Garrett said. 

Garrett, bom in the South and 
schooled in New York, New Orle¬ 
ans, and Peoria, said blacks have 
done as well at Bradley and in 
Peoria as they have in the rest of 
the nation. 


"From my way of seeing it, 
Peoria has been very slow in polit¬ 
ical progress," Garrett said. He 
noted that until two years ago, 
Peoria had never had a black judge 
or an elected black councilman. 

However, he believes political 
progress is inevitable since all bar¬ 
riers to voting have long since 
been eliminated. 

Tm an incurable optimist. I 
still feel we’ll continue to move 
forward," Garrett said. 

Garrett has turned his attention 
to the past again, however. He is 
currently organizing a black his¬ 
tory exhibit to be shown at the 
Peoria Public Library in February.

Black History Month

Bradley is set to celebrate Black History Month in February with 
special programs, events, and ceremonies. 

"This month is an awareness month on the part of the black com¬ 
munity and the public. This is a month to take stock of where we (black 
people) have been, where we are today, and where we may be headed," 
Dr. K. Paul Kasambira, advisor of the Black Student Alliance and acting 
director of Minority Student Services, said. 

BSA has planned a number of events for the Bradley community. 
There are four movies planned, "Body and Soul," "Scott Joplin," "Mal¬ 
colm X," and "An Officer and a Gentleman," and a performance by 
Broadway star Jennifer Lewis. 

kD. Lyneir Richardson, president of BSA, said, "The goal BSA had 
this year for Black History Month was to try to choose entertainment that 
everyone can enjoy. This is a time for people to come out to broaden 
their horizons, and enjoy minority talent. We are hoping for more people 
other than blacks to come out and participate." 

BSA, THE ACTIVITIES Council of Bradley University and the 
United Black Pan-Hellenic Council is sponsoring the Joseph Holmes 
Dance Theater. The company will perform at the Hartmann Center for 
the Performing Arts. 

The dance theatre was established in 1975 on the South Side of Chi¬ 
cago. It is well-known for the Chance-to-Dance program, which allows 
inner-city children and teenagers to learn dance and to perform. 

Joseph Like, performing arts coordinator for ACBU, said, "The 
Joseph Holmes Dance Theatre was chosen because we wanted to present 
something with ethnic appeal for minority students and non-minority stu¬ 
dents as well." 

Other entertainment aimed at a wide audience is the Bradley Univer¬ 
sity Gospel Choir concert. This is the second year Bradley’s Gospel 
Choir is having a special concert for Black History Month. This concert 
includes five churches from the Peoria area performing with the Gospel 
Choir. 

Charles Anderson, president of Bradley’s Gospel Choir, said the 
purpose of the concert is to bring black churches together for the benefit 
of the students during Black History Month. 

"FROM ITS BEGINNINGS, gospel kept the people going. Today, 
as it did then, gospel music continues to be a source of strength for many 
people, especially students at Bradley," he said. 

Other scheduled activities will provide information about the condi¬ 
tions of black people in South Africa. The Progressive Student Alliance 
has scheduled Prexy Nesbitte and Moissi Majeke to speak. 

Nesbitte is the union organizer for District 65 and the founder and 
chair of the Coalition for Illinois Divestment in South Africa (CIDSA). 
He is a teacher of South African politics at Columbia University in Chi¬ 
cago and also teaches at the School of the Art Institute in Chicago. He is 
scheduled to speak Feb. 11. 

Majeke is a South African student currently studying in the United

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Corporate gift giving 
reaches record level

Corporate gifts to colleges hit record levels last year, according to 
the Council for Financial Aid to Education. Corporate donations are an 
important source of income to Bradley University, an official said. 

Dr. Ian Sturrock, v*ce president for development and University 
relations, said Bradley’s corporate gifts have greatly increased over the 
past 10 or 11 years and despite the difficult situation of certain Illinois 
corporations, overall corporate giving has stayed "more stable than one 
might have expected. * 

While unrestricted gifts help to balance the budget, Sturrock said 
over the past three or four years, gifts to the University have been made 
in a variety of other forms. More and more gifts are being tied to special 
requests made by the corporations, by the departments or by the Univer¬ 
sity for special projects. One example is the several hundred thousand 
dollar grant made for the establishment of a mechanical engineering pro¬ 
gram. 

Linda Cardillo Platter of the Conference Board said over one-fifth of 
corporate gifts are in the form of company products and other property. 
Sturrock said 1981-1982 tax laws make it more attractive for companies 
to give gifts of inventory. When companies cannot give support in the 
way of a monetary donation, they are encouraged to give gifts of the pro¬ 
ducts they manufacture, he said. 

ACCORDING TO the College Press Service, 1984 figures indicate 
that over one-half of donations were ear-marked for certain academic 
departments on campuses. Sturrock said while the departments of Busi¬ 
ness and Engineering receive support from various corporations, other 
departments receive aid in the form of scholarship money. 

The matching gift program also brings in considerable funds. In this 
program, people such as alumni, parents and friends who make gifts have 
their donations matched by their employers. 

Sturrock said while corporations in certain parts of the country are 
booming, Bradley is taking the initiative to get more support from these 
national corporations. The Campaign for Bradley, a $26 million fund 
raiser, is receiving $625,000 from Chicago businesses. By the end of the 
campaign, Bradley officials hope to have slightly more than a million dol¬ 
lars donated by Chicago businesses as well as national corporations. 

The outlook for the next couple of years will depend on corpora¬ 
tions’ ability to donate, according to Sturrock. "If the bottom line of the 
economy is healthy, corporations will be able to donate more." 

Sturrock said businesses like to support education because "it pro¬ 
vides training for employees as well as improving the quality of life for 
the community."

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Report: males dominate class

Male students tend to dominate classroom 
conversations even when the 'instructor is female, a 
Harvard study shows. 

Previously, much education research blamed 
women’s classroom reticence on discomfort with hav¬ 
ing male professors. 

The report is the second in as many weeks indi¬ 
cating colleges aren’t always as hospitable to women 
as they are to men. 

Two weeks ago Congress’ Office of Technology 
Assessment found college teachers often steer women 
away from high- paying science and engineering 
careers with subtly-discouraging classroom behavior. 

IN THE Harvard study, Education Professor 
Catherine Krupnick videotaped Harvard courses 
taught by 24 different instructors, and then calculated 
how often—and how long-male and female students 


participated in classroom discussions. 

Krupnick, who conducts workshops on other 
campuses, said men dominate classroom discussions at 
colleges around the country. 

While Krupnick notes men’s and women’s grades 
and aptitude test scores are about the same, she said 
male dominance in the classroom is important because 
"liberal arts schools are set up to imply participation 
is important." 

She said the same problems show up later in the 
workplace. 

Krupnick began studying classroom speaking 
habits to help her figure out why women who do as 
well as men in college don’t seem to be keeping up in 
their careers 10 years after graduation. 

STUDIES SHOW that marriage and childbearing 
are not the main obstacles to career success, she said. 

Krupnick thinks women’s career problems are at

Most of us have read the book, some of us 
may have even seen the movie. Now the play is 
being performed at Bradley. 

Based on the original book by God, "Two by 
Two" is a charming, witty musical about Noah, his 
family, and their adventures on the Ark.

Japeth, Noah’s rebellious young son, feels he 
was obliged to protest such a "vengeful and hateful 
act." 

With music by Richard Rogers, the Ark sets sail 
for 40 days and 40 flights (ten minutes in theater 
time). After a rough journey, the Ark finally comes 
to rest at Mt. Ararat, Noah’s children decide with 
whom they are in love with, and Noah comes to 
terms with the New Age and the need for a rudder. 

The only victims of sea sickness seemed to be 
the members of the orchestra. A few notes warbled 
as if being bounced around on a weather-beaten 
boat. 

Jim Langley’s set of wood and planks is simple 
yet aesthetically pleasing. 

Two by Two" questions God’s need to destroy 
the world again in order to improve human beings. 
The play ends with Noah celebrating his 601st birth¬ 
day with a promise to God, "We’ll keep you alive if 
you keep us alive." 

"Two by Two" closes this weekend with a per¬ 
formance at 8 tonight, performances at 6 and 9 
tomorrow night, and a Sunday matinee at 2:30.

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The Color Purple brings 
characters to life

Steven Spielberg knows how 
to make movies. He’s demon¬ 
strated that fact many times with 
films like "E.T''Raiders of the 
Lost Ark," and "Jaws." But 
movie-goers were holding their 
breath in anticipation of "The 
Color Purple," a drama about the 
life of black women in pre-war 
Tennessee. 

The movie has no sharks, no 
Nazis, no long-fingered aliens, 
only an intriguing storyline and 
dozens of interesting characters. 
Even Spielberg fans were 
apprehensive about whether he 
could make such an obviously 
adult drama. Thankfully he took 
the risk and the result is a film 
that should win every major 
Oscar this year. 

The movie, based on Alice 
Walker’s novel, spans 30 years, 
but Spielberg’s editing is so tight, 
the audience hardly notices. 
There are literally dozens of 
important characters, many with 
minor roles, most of whom flit in 
and out of the storyline, remain¬ 
ing absent for an hour (10 years 
in the movie), then returning as if 
they’d never left. 

Spielberg handles these com¬ 
plications so well the audience 
doesn’t even think about where 
that character was for 10 years. 

His use of color and scenery 
augments the actors "without 
overshadowing them. His use of 
symbolism is just enough to make 
the audience think, but not 


enough to lose therm 

He makes use of subtlety 
often, but can employ grab-you- 
by-the-collar abruptness in the 
very next frame. And the fact 
that two major characters are 
played by actresses making their 
film debuts tells all you need to 
know about Spielberg’s knack 
with performers. 

One of those actresses is 
Whoopi Goldberg, last seen on 
cable in an HBO special. She 
plays Celie, who’s forced into 
marriage at the age of 14 to a 
neighboring farmer. In this 
society, women exist to be used, 
in the kitchen and in bed. Having 
already born two children by her 
father, Celie falls into her new 
role as wife to "Mister." 

Goldberg breathes incredible 
life into a character that has few 
lines and spends most of her time 
looking at the floor. 

Everyone in the large cast is 
just as good. Stand-outs include 
talk-show host Oprah Winfrey 
(also in her film debut) as Sophia, 
a rambunctious woman who 
dares to break out of the role 
Celie is stuck in. 

Danny Glover ("Silverado"), 
is menacing and heart-breaking at 
the same time as Mister. Margaret 
Avery shines as Shug, the jazz 
singer who brings Celie out of her 
shell and puts her on the road to 
independence. The actors in this 
movie create people, not charac¬ 
ters.

said. 

EINIG ADMITTED that 
although he didn’t think a peti¬ 
tion effort would be totally 
negative, he wouldn’t sign it. 

Meanwhile, other schools 
continue to have problems. 

Five years ago, reformers at 
Texas, Georgia, Virginia, Clinch 
Valley College, Oklahoma, 
Arizona, Arkansas and Mary¬ 
land, among other campuses, 
moved to dissolve all or parts of 
their campus governments. 

In most cases, reformers 
argued the governments were 
ineffective or meaningless. They 
actually succeeded in abolishing 
governments at Texas and 
Georgia. 

At both those campuses, 
administrators eventually helped 
rebuild student governments. 

BUT NOW AT Texas and 
some other campuses, reform¬ 
ers are at it again. 

In October, UT sophomore 
Richard Munisteri, along with a 


handful of fellow members of 
Young Conservatives of Texas, 
sued UT President William 
Cunningham and Student Asso¬ 
ciation President Scott Scarbor¬ 
ough for using SA’s mandatory 
student service fees to endorse 
certain Democratic candidates 
for state office. 

Before long, the controversy 
grew into an abolition move¬ 
ment that collected some 700 
signatures to get a dissolution 
measure on the next campus 
ballot. 

Munisteri said his groups- 
CRAP (Committee to Retire 
Aspiring Politicians) and 
STOMP (Students Tired of 
Manipulative Politics)--will "just 
sit on the issue" until spring. 

"It took four years to get the 
issue of reinstating the SA on 
the ballot. It took two weeks to 
get the issue of dissolving it on 
the ballot," Munisteri said. 

SUCH INTEREST seems to 
be spreading. 

Students for a Better and 


Balanced Education (SBBE), 
composed primarily of College 
Republicans members, tried to 
weaken New Mexico’s student 
government by drastically 
reducing its budget last fall, 
hoping to deny school funding 
to gay and ethnic groups. 

While the Republican effort 
lost by a 10-1 margin, it did 
increase voter turnout in the 
subsequent campus-wide elec¬ 
tion. 

At Mississippi, Opus the 
Penguin of "Bloom County" 
fame finished second in the stu¬ 
dent government presidential 
race, getting 778 ' votes to a 
human’s 822. 

At Maryland, Monarchist 
Party Candidate King Tom II, 
aka Thomas Cooper, won by 
promising "a benevolent rule" 
and a "security moat circling the 
campus filled with cold lager," 
after capturing the endorse¬ 
ments of major campus groups 
and some administrators.

least partially related to both their restraint in partici¬ 
pating in the classroom and instructors’ acceptance of 
what they have to say. 

"In the real world, the ability to express ideas 
forcefully is important. It’s highly correlated with how 
you do in your career ," Krupnick said. 

"It confirms our findings ," Bernice Sandler of the 
Project on the Education and Status of Women said. 

Sandler and colleague Roberta Hall have released 
numerous summary studies documenting differences in 
the way men and women go to and are treated in col- 
lege. 

FEMALE INSTRUCTORS themselves often 
were raised in homes that considered men’s views as 
more valuable, Sandler said. Their upbringing may 
explain why women teachers might allow men to 
dominate class discussions. 

"Many of the different expectations for men and 
women are carried over from the larger social situa¬ 


tion into the college classroom," Hall said. 

In another study, University of California 
researdiers Candice West and Donald Zimmerman 
found men interrupt classroom conversations three 
times more often than women. Also, women wait 
twice as long to interrupt. However, they also found 
that women are just as likely as men to gain the floor 
when they do interrupt. 

Previous research also indicates women’s class¬ 
room language is not as "assertive" as men’s. But 
Krupnick’s study differed. 

Krupnick compares female students’ classroom 
problems to the plight of immigrants being introduced 
into the public school system in New York City 
around the turn of the century. "They did not speak 
up as much in class because of language barriers." 

WOMEN ARE unfamiliar with the type of 
assertiveness associated with success, she said. 

"College experience can reinforce old expecta¬ 
tions, or can help women to overcome them," Hall 
said.

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Cardinals fly into Field House

The St. Louis Cardinals came to Bradley 
Wednesday night with high hopes for another success¬ 
ful season. 

"We hope we can do one game better than last 
year,* 18-game winner Danny Cox said jokingly. 

Cox, along with pitchers Ken Dailey, Kurt 
Kepshire, Pat Perry and newly acquired catcher Mike 
Heath signed autographs and fielded questions at 
Robertson Memorial Field House from a wide variety 
of Cardinal fans. 

Also at the table signing and answering was the 
Cardinals* 1984 first round draft pick, former Bradley 
pitcher Mike Dunne. 

DUNNE PLAYED AA ball in Arkansas last year 
and received nothing but praise from Cardinal radio 
announcer Mike Shannon. 

"He’s a dead cinch to be in the big leagues...and 
be a big league star," Shannon said. 

Newcomer Mike Heath, acquired in trade from 
Oakland for 21-game winner Joaquin Andujar, will 


take over the catching job from Darrell Porter, who 
signed Tuesday with the Texas Rangers. 

"I couldn’t believe it when I found out I was a 
Cardinal. It makes you feel that they have a lot of 
respect for you," Heath said. 

Last year, Heath batted .250 and had a career- 
high 71 runs scored. Only two catchers in the major 
league (Carlton Fisk and Gary Carter) scored more 
runs. 

SHANNON SAID Vince Coleman is now 100 
percent healthy after his accident prior to the World 
Series. 

He also said shortstop Ozzie Smith played the 
last half of last season with minor arm trouble. "His 
prescription is rest, but we don’t know how he will be 
until spring training." 

The Cards have Jack Clark to supply some of the 
power, but no one else to speak of. 

"That’s not the kind of team Whitey has built. 
Remember, the 1986 slogan is ’Catch Us If You 
Can.’, * Shannon said. 


Dartmouth coach sues to stay on 


Hanover, N.H.(CPS)-While the 
National Collegiate Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation (NCAA) held what it billed 
as a major sports reform conven¬ 
tion in New Orleans last week, the 
most immediate change in college 
sports may come from a court 
decision due here soon. 

If he wins his suit to remain on 
the field as Dartmouth’s head foot¬ 
ball coach, Joseph Yukica could 
slow the revolving door for college 
coaches nationwide, some sources 
said. 

Yukica argued his contract obli¬ 
gates Dartmouth to keep him on as 


head coach through 1986. "All I 
am asking is that my contract be 
followed." 

Dartmouth, on the other hand, 
wanted to hire a new coach to 
replace Yukica, whose teams had a 
33-41-3 record over eight years. 

THE SCHOOL is willing to 
pay Yukica’s salary through 1987, 
but it doesn’t want him coaching 
the football team. 

"We find it hard to believe that 
the judge would require us to have 
a man in a position where the col¬ 
lege doesn’t want him," Athletic 
Director Ted Leland said. 


Historically "the remedy for 
getting out of personal services 
contracts is dollars." 

"The college wants him off the 
field," Leland, who fired Yukica 
after his 2-7-1 1985 season, said. 

Schools traditionally push 
coaches off the field when their 
teams don’t meet athletic directors’ 
expectations. Twenty-one NCAA 
Division I schools fired head foot¬ 
ball coaches during or just after 
the 1985 season. 

'THERE IS A long histoiy of 
turnover in college coaching," 
Vince Dooley, head of the Ameri-. 
can Football Coaches Association 
(AFCA), said. 

Dooley said the average Divi¬ 
sion I coach keeps his or her job 
for four years. 

Some observers think if Yukica 
wins the right to stay on the field 
for the life of his contract, colleges 
might find it harder to fire 
coaches, and will have to change 
the way they word their contracts 
with coaches. 

But Judge Walter Murphy of 
the Grafton (N.H.) County Supe¬ 
rior Court does not agree. The 
issues in the case are particular to 
Yukica’s contract with Dartmouth, 
Murphy said. 

"No state law says that we are 
compelled to keep him. Specific 
performance is not an available 
remedy for alleged breach of a 
contract for personal services," 
Dartmouth lawyer Gary Clark 
said. 

CLARK SAID A court deci¬ 
sion in Yukica’s favor could dis¬ 
rupt normal relationships between 
employers and employees. "What 
would happen if divorce courts 
enforced the clause in marriage 
contracts, Til death do us part? 4 " 
Clark said. 

Yukica said Dartmouth con¬ 
tracted to retain him as head foot¬ 
ball coach. Dartmouth said it sim¬ 
ply agreed to employ and pay 
Yukica through 1987, but not in 
any specific position. 

Many coaches’ contracts, how¬ 
ever, apparently are specifically 
for coaching. 

"Every contract I know is for a 
particular position," Dooley said. 

"If there is dissatisfaction, the 
two parties will sit down and nego¬ 
tiate," Dooley said. Usually a 
coach will agree to leave after 
negotiating a monetary settlement 
with the school. 

YUKICA ALSO claims only 
the Athletic Council, not Leland, 
has the power to fire him. 

Last December, Murphy, a 
former football coach himself, 
agreed that unless Dartmouth could 
prove Yukica knew firing authority 
had switched from the Athletic 
Council to the athletic director in 
1981, the council would have to 
vote whether to retain the coach. 

Dartmouth’s Athletic Council, 
unable to prove it had told Yukica 
about the switch, voted 9-1 in late 
December to fire Yukica.

Braves ride miracles

If you felt the ground shaking a bit as you 
trudged back onto campus for another semester of 
classes, don’t worry, you’re not alone. 

The campus took quite a jolt Jan. 13 when Brad¬ 
ley was tied at Drake 67-67 and Jim Les, standing out 
of bounds, fired an 80-foot bomb to teammate Hersey 
Hawkins. 

"I don’t think Jim McMahon has ever thrown a 
better pass," head coach Dick Versace said. 

With one tick on the clock, Hawkins caught the 
pass just inside the free throw line, turned, twisted 
and lofted the ball high into the air. It exploded in the 
bottom of the net with a hush heard throughout Des 
Moines and a rumble that shook Peoria. 

WELL, IF that wasn’t the play that jolted the 
Bradley campus, then it had to be the event two days 
later. The Braves travelled back across Illinois for a 
non-conference game in Ohio against the University 
of Dayton. 

Once again, after a hard-fought battle, Jim Les 
stood 94 feet away from his own basket with one 
second showing on the overhead clock. 

In a bit more of a dilemma, this time trailing by 
two points and on the verge of defeat, Les rocked 
back and fired again. 

As Les’ pass flew in the air, I had already 
accepted the Braves’ second loss of the season. 
WMBD’s Dave Snell had something else to say; 'The 
pass is to Hawkins, he turns and fires from 

20.GOOOOOD! ITS GOOOOD! It GOES 

AGAIN!" His scream nearly knocked me off my 
chair. In shock, I sat and listened to the Braves go on 
to win in overtime 79-77. 

Two miracles, in two days, in two seconds...too 
good to be true? 

"WHEN YOU’RE working hard and playing 
well as a team, a little bit of luck will be on your 
side. And shots like that are going to fall for you," 
Les said. 

Shots have been falling for the 13th ranked 
Braves (AP), who have now won their last 11 games 
(through Wednesday). But what happened 12 games 
ago? Who would dare hand Bradley their only mark 
opposite the win column? 

It was Christmas in Hawaii for the Braves, who 


at that time sported a 9-0 record, going into the first 
game of the Rainbow Classic Tournament. 

The opponent was Clemson University, who at 
10-0 had been enjoying quite a bit of success of their 
own lately. 

CLEMSON MANAGED a seven-point lead late 
in the second half. But a three-point play from Haw¬ 
kins with six minutes and Donald Powell at 1:36 
brought the Braves within striking distance, 75-74. 
But that one-point deficit soon became three when 
Horace Grant drove past Bradley’s Mike Williams for 
a lay-up with 40 seconds remaining. 

Game-saving miracles wouldn’t come until later 
in the season for the Braves. They lost their first 
game 81-76. 

Starting the next day in the consolation bracket of 
the tournament, Bradley forgot the Clemson game and 
forgot about losing altogether. 

The Braves found themselves up against the 
defending national champion, Villanova. 

Bradley led the first 37 minutes of the game, but 
fell behind 51-50 with 2:30 left to play. The game 
soon went into overtime and Hawkins went into over¬ 
drive. 

IN OVERTIME, Hawkins scored five points and 
stole the ball with nine seconds to go. Falling down, 
he dished the ball to Les, who was fouled before his 
dash to the basket was completed.

BU students recruit on own time

With falling enrollments predicted for next year, 
colleges and universities across the nation are getting 
creative with recruiting procedures. 

At Bradley, a group of students are recruiting on 
their own time. 

The Bradley Ambassadors is a group of students 
that visit high schools in their hometown area and 
present a student’s view of college life. The program 
is coordinated by Richard Steele, a junior political sci¬ 
ence major. 

Steele said, the program to be kicked-off in the 
St. Louis area, is on a voluntary basis. The first infor¬ 
mational meeting is Wednesday at 4:30 p.m. in Stu¬ 
dent Center 107. 

"BRADLEY IS not well-known in the St. Louis 
area and there isn’t a real big push to get students 
from that area," Steele said. Initially, the Ambassa¬ 


dors will begin there and branch out to other areas 
after determining the success of the program. 

Gary Bergman, director of enrollment, said, "We 
think this program has tremendous potential. As a 
pilot program—if this is successful, we’ll make an 
attempt to implement this program campus-wide." 

Bergman said the reason this program is unique 
is because it was initiated by Bradley students and not 
by the administration. 

Organizational Director of the Bradley Ambassa¬ 
dors, Kim Smith, said high school students are more 
interested in what a student has to say than officials of 
the University. 

Smith, a junior marketing major, said officials 
can tell them the facts, but students can tell them what 
college life is really like. 

'TFS THE BEST time to initiate this program" 
because Bradley has been receiving national attention 
and the name Bradley University is out, Steele said. 


Older students offset enrollment decline

In still another count of how many students are 
going to college this fall, the U.S. Census Bureau said 
enrollment is up this year. 

But various official head counters have been 
disagreeing about just how many students are in 
school all year. 

In December, the American Council on Educa¬ 
tion reported national college enrollment decreased 
one percent this year, while a few weeks ago the 
American Association of Collegiate Registrars and 
Admissions Officers reported enrollment was just 
about the same as in 1984-85. 

Now the Census Bureau said enrollment actually 
has risen significantly during the decade, thanks 
largely to a mass movement of students over age 25 
back to college. 

AT THE SAME time, a leading accrediting 
agency warned schools had better reform their course 
offerings if they’re going to keep attracting older stu¬ 
dents. 

B/ setting new broad "objectives" for future 
classroom standards, the agency appears to be serving 
notice that it will someday base accrediting decisions 
on how well colleges serve older, "nontraditional" 
students. 

In all, there were 12.3 million students in college 
in 1984, up from 11.7 million in 1980, the Census 
Bureau said last week. 


The head count is very different from Department 
of Education warnings that college enrollment would 
drop sharply. The department initially warned the first 
big drops would begin in 1981. 

Enrollments were supposed to drop because there 
are fewer 18- to-22-year-olds in the population, but 
the Census Bureau said the increase in the number of 
older students registering for classes more than offsets 
the decline in the number of "traditionally-aged" stu¬ 
dents. 

THE NATIONAL Center for Education Statis¬ 
tics, in its fall 1985 prediction of this year’s enroll¬ 
ment, agreed the influx of older students probably 
would keep enrollment stable this school year. 

But the bureau "disagrees enrollment will decline 
in the next few years," staffer Wendy Bruno said. 

While Bruno refused to "make any future predic¬ 
tions," the bureau did report students over age 25 
accounted f6r 36 percent of all college enrollment in 
1984. 

In contrast, only 28 percent of the nation’s stu¬ 
dents in 1972 were 25 years or older. 

To keep filling classes with older students, how¬ 
ever, the Council for Postsecondary Accreditation 
(CPA) last week schools to "adapt to serve society’s 
future needs and resist temptation to return to the old 
ways." 

"IN ORDER TO continue attracting the older 
students, colleges must hurry now and define their

Bradley develops 
honors program

Bradley is developing an Honors Program, with Dr. Robert Fuller, 
professor of philosophy and religious studies, as director. 

Fuller said Dr. Jim Ballowe, associate provost and dean of the gra¬ 
duate school, presented the Honors Program plan to the Faculty Senate 
last Fall. The plan is a basic outline, left "deliberately vague to allow the 
director to get it into place." Fuller expects the program to be a definite 
asset to Bradley in not only recruiting the "best students" but also to the 
general student body. 

In order to participate in the program, Fuller said students must 
meet the same requirements as those for the Dean’s Merit Scholarship. 
Students must be in the top 10 percent of their high school class and have 
an ACT score of 28 or above. 

Fuller anticipates of the 100 students eligible in each class, about 50 
will participate. Students accepted into the program will then need to 
fulfill certain requirements. 

THE HONORS student would be required to take five General Edu¬ 
cation and Basic Skills classes as honors, including English Composition 
and Western Civilization. The Honors student would also be required to 
attend outside lectures and cultural events. Fuller said these events would 
be open to the entire student body, so everyone could benefit. 

Honors classes will differ from regular classes. There will be more 
discussion as well as reaction and opinion papers. Fuller said the courses 
will "help those students who want to take best advantage of the 
University’s educational resources." 

About 52 percent of all universities in the country have honors pro¬ 
grams and that number is growing each year. The programs are generally 
well-received and enhance the whole educational tone of the university, 
he said. 

The faculty committee, headed by Ballowe, discovered "there is evi¬ 
dence that superior high school and community college students are 
attracted to the programs which are especially designed to accommodate 
their intellectual interests." 

Fuller said by implementing an honors program "you’re announcing 
that you invite and recognize and are prepared for the best students in the 
country." 

THE INTEREST in an Honors Program has always been there but 
"finally the focus has come back. The program will, hopefully, be the 
best example of what Bradley can do and does do for its students," he 


said.

A.P. Update

The Soviet Newspaper, Pravda urged the U.S. to formally 
respond to the latest arms control proposal from the Kremlin. The Soviet plan 
called for ridding Europe of nuclear missiles as a step toward complete disar¬ 
mament by the year 2000. 

Close on the heels of the State of the Union address, 
President Reagan’s fiscal 1987 budget went to Capitol Hill. According to 
some provisions, the plan proposed a $16 million increase in defense 
spending and more funds for the U.S. space program. It left the scheduled 
social security increase untouched, but virtually all other federal programs 
were cut, frozen or eliminated. 

South Africa’S president and most of his cabinet were toying 
with the idea of freeing Nelson Mandela, the anti-apartheid activist jailed 
for the past 20 years. According to the financial newspaper Business Day, 
the only thing holding them back is the political violence that would result 
from Mandela’s freedom. Even so, there is a good chance of Mandela being 
free by Easter, the paper said. 

A published report said a mass grave has been discovered 
about ten miles north of the Haitian capital of Port-au-Prince. The Wash¬ 
ington Post said the discovery was made by two American reporters who 
were directed by a foreign anti-government forces traditionally dump the 
bodies of their victims at the site. 

A spokesman for the U.S. Embassy in Port-au-Prince said that it had not 
heard rumors of the existence of a mass grave. 

A U.S. TV Network said there are unconfirmed reports of as many as 
150 deaths in recent anti-government rioting. The Post said that while hospital 
and morgue counts do not bear this figure out, the discovery of the mass 
grave raised the possibility that corpses may have been taken elsewhere. 

From West Germany came news that an East-West pris¬ 
oner exchange will take place on a Berlin Bridge. A source in Bonn said 
the swap is scheduled for Tuesday, and that'it’ll involve spies and East 
Bloc dissidents. There have been reports that Soviet Civil Rights Activist 
Anatoly Scharansky will be freed. 

Although it has been over a decade since the U.S. pulled out of 
Vietnam, Veterans have planned a four-day homecoming celebration for 
June 12-15. The chairman of the Chicago Vietnam Veterans Parade Com¬ 
mittee, Tom Stack, said it will be for the first real welcome for more than 
100,000 Vietnam Vets expected to attend from around the country. Gen¬ 
eral William Westmoreland, former commander of U.S. forces in Vietnam, 
has agreed to attend. Eighty Medal of Honor winners from around the 
country are also expected. Stack said response has been overwhelming. 

Peoria Update

The NAACP is threatening to sue Peoria School District 150 
and the U.S. Justice Department over the district’s lack of integration in 
two Peoria schools. A settlement reached in May called for District 150 to 
develop a magnet school at Roosevelt School and a new Lincoln School. 
The settlement with the U.S. Department of Education’s Office for Civil 
Rights came as a result of an investigation seven years ago. The investiga¬ 
tion, made by the Office of Civil Rights, found that three district school£- 
Roosevelt, Lincoln and Irving-were racially segregated. Superintendent of 
schools Harry Whitaker said unless there are at least 250 to 300 students 
in the area, a school won’t be built. Schools’ attorney David Walvoord 
reportedly will meet with city attorney to redraft an agreement over the 
building of a new school. 

A proposed expansion of the Peoria National Guard Air 
Base could save 250 full-time and 950 part-time jobs, a military engineer 
said Tuesday. Major Michael Smith, civil engineer and expansion manager 
for Peoria’s 182 Tactical Air Support Group, reportedly told members of 
the Kiwanis Club of suburban Peoria that construction of the project 
should begin later this year. The $55 million project involves moving the air 
base from its current 55-acre location to a 341 acre site located on 
undeveloped Greater Peoria Airport land. This new site is a half-mile 
southwest of the present National Guard Air Base. He said the Gramm- 
Rudman deficit reduction plan may cause a major source of funding for 
the expansion plan to be changed. The expansion and relocation are 
necessary to make room for new versions of Air Force fighters planes. The 
expansion of the present base would save the 950 part-time and 250 full¬ 
time jobs that the Peoria military base currently provides. In addition, 
Smith said the new location of the expanded air base will not deter the 
expansion of the airport. 

Peoria was reportedly rejected last month as a possible site for 
a national prison training center because competing communities offered 
better economic incentives. The National Institute of Corrections rejected 
the two proposed Peoria sites and according to Larry Soiloman, assistant 
director of the Institute of Corrections, there is no way that Peoria can get 
back into the running. The other competitors offered to pay all construction 
or renovation costs. He expects to be able to build the training center virtu¬ 
ally for free. There are six other finalists for the estimated $5 to $7 million 
development. They are: New Orleans, Kansas City, Baltimore, Charlotte, 
N.C., Louisville, K.Y., and Highland Heights, K.Y. 
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Mild elimate aids Bradley maintenance

Mild temperatures have reduced 
maintenance problems that nor¬ 
mally occur this time of year, 
according to Mark Struss, acting 
director of facilities management. 

Last year, many students 
returned from Christmas break to 
find damage to their rooms caused 
by burst pipes. 

Pipes also burst in the under¬ 
ground piping system at University 
Street and Bradley Avenue. This 
caused a steam leak that engulfed 
the campus, and did $1,000 dam¬ 
age to Duryea Hall. 

Struss said burst pipes in dorms 
are due to two factors: unusually 


low temperatures and the absence 
of students. 

FOR EXAMPLE, if a student 
is not getting heat in his room, the 
problem is reported and fixed but 
if they’re gone over break and not 
able to report it, the lack of heat 
causes problems. This can result in 
burst pipes. 

Because there were no major 
problems over this year’s Christ¬ 
mas break due to the weather, 
Struss said maintenance workers 
had time to catch up on routine 
repairs.

After 
talking to a long-time friend who 
works in the Sports Information Office 
at ISU, I learned that ISU sent approxi¬ 


mately 600 tickets to Bradley. Where 
are these tickets? One bus does not 
hold 400 students. I agree that the 
administration and faculty should get 
some of the tickets. But, the students 
of Bradley University must have an 
opportunity to purchase a ticket also. 

I talked with a lot of my friends 
and they did not see or hear about any 
chance for the students to get a ticket. 
It has not been in the Peoria Journal 
Star or the first edition of The Bradley 
Scout. 

I think that both the Sports Infor¬ 
mation Office and the Ticket Office are 
at fault. Either of these two offices 
could have released information con¬ 
cerning tickets for the game. 

The national recognition is fantas¬ 
tic for the University. But, when the 
students are not afforded the chance to 
participate, there is a definite problem.

LAS grads 
earn MBA’s 

Students majoring in Liberal 
Arts and Sciences now have the 
opportunity to earn a Master’s in 
Business Administration, according 
to the advisor of the program. 

Elizabeth Newfeld, a recent 
graduate of Bradley and advisor of 
the LAS/MBA program, said, 
'This is a good opportunity not 
many students are aware of." 

The focus of LAS/MBA is a 
general managerial orientation that 
helps the student become a better 
decision maker and planner and 
also builds confidence, she said. 

The program is almost free, 
because a student can be sponsored 
by a department or organization 
and become a graduate assistant 
working with a particular professor 
or college, Newfeld said. 

ALONG WITH THE experi¬ 
ence gained through the assistant- 
ships, the student would receive 
full tuition and an allotment of 
money. Newfeld said a student 
could graduate with an LAS 
degree and with the correct prere¬ 
quisites, could continue with the 
MBA program and have their 
master’s in three to four semesters. 

"We’re looking for Bradley stu¬ 
dents. We recruit all over, but we 
prefer people from Bradley. Our 
college is among only 4 percent of 
all schools of Business and Busi¬ 
ness Administration that , is 
accredited by the American Asso¬ 
ciation of Collegiate Schools of 
Business, only 52 colleges are 
accredited worldwide," she said. 

A major benefit of the program 
include better salaries, 46 percent 
of Bradley’s MBA’s earn more than 
business graduates. Only 35 per¬ 
cent of the people enrolled in the 
MBA program have business 
degrees. 

The LAS/MBA program is 
offered in the evening and consists 
of about three to four courses a 
semester-lasting between three to 
four semesters. 

To get entry into the fall pro¬ 
gram, applications are due by 
April 1. More information can be 
obtained by Elizabeth Newfeld. 
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Slight increase expected in job market

This year’s college graduate can 
look forward to a slight improve¬ 
ment in the job market, although 
the outlook is better for some than 
others. 

Employers expect to hire 1.4 
percent more graduates with 
bachelors degree. There will be a 
6.4 percent increase in the demand 
for minorities and a 4.7 percent 
increase in the demand for women, 
according to a study conducted by 
the Michigan State University 
placement services. 

Victor Lindquist of 
Northwestern University, which 
published the Endicott Report on 
graduate job prospects, suggests 
students prepare for the job market 
"better hit the ground running 
now, get a resume together, know 
the market. You are going to be 
competing with all your class¬ 


mates. It’s going to be a very com¬ 
petitive year." 

Jane Linnenburg, director of 
career development at Bradley 
University said, "We (Bradley) are 
not alarmed by the figures of these 
surveys. Recruiting activity this 
year compares favorably to last 
•year. We are encouraged by our 
overall 96 percent placement rate 
for our 1984-85 grads and we hope 
that the placement rate for this 
year will be close to that figure." 

THE AVERAGE salaries for 
graduates with bachelors degrees 
should be $21,601, with graduate 
degrees $26,010, and doctorates 
$30,001. 

Graduates in technical fields 
such as electrical, mechanical, and 
industrial engineering, as well as 
computer science will experience a 
6 percent decrease in job offers 
this fall, according to Lindquist.

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However, the Michigan State 
report stated the largest demand 
and highest salaries are in electri¬ 
cal, mechanical and industrial 
engineering and computer science. 

Lindquist said his report was 
less optimistic because it polled 
firms three months after the others 
and did not sample government 
agencies’ plans. 

While the technical students 
may, or may not (according to 
which report is more valid), find it 
harder to get a job this year than 
in the past, most reports seem to 


agree that liberal arts students will 
have it easier. 

THE INCREASE in hiring of 
liberal arts students should be 
around 12 percent, according to 
the Endicott report. 

Companies think liberal arts 
majors are "more able to deal with 
disparate thoughts and ideas. Their 
thinking is more holistic," Lind¬ 
quist said. 

"Students are going to have to 
commit to a longer job search and 
be satisfied with fewer choices," 
he said.

objectives in terms of the new 
students and their needs," the 
CPA’s Janet Froom said. 

The council said students over 
age 22 now comprise more than’ 
half of all enrollments. 'Tradi¬ 
tional" students -- under 22, 
attending full-time and living on 
campus — numbered only two mil¬ 
lion of a total 12.4 million in 
1985. 

The CPA’s report, "Educational 
Quality and Accreditation: A Call 
for Diversity, Continuity and Inno¬ 
vation, " was written "to get higher 
education at least to look at the 
way things are now, and adjust to 
them in order to keep up enroll¬ 
ment, " Froom said. 

"Over 50 percent of today’s stu¬ 
dents are over 22, many with 
employment obligations and family 
responsibilities that make full-time 
college attendance impossible. Yet 
most colleges and universities still 
focus largely on students at the 
traditional college age," the report 
said. / 

Colleges, Froom said, need to 
recognize that "as student make-up 
changes, the ideal curriculum is 
changing."

New requirements rile coaches, AD’s 


(CPS)-College coaches and 
athletic directors predict the 
NCAA’s new academic require¬ 
ments for freshman athletes will 
create "whiter" football and 
basketball teams and give larger 
schools a sharper recruiting edge 
over smaller schools. 

Members of the National Colle¬ 
giate Athletic Association recently 
voted 206-94 to adopt a controver¬ 
sial plan to require freshman ath¬ 
letes to earn certain minimum 
scores on college entrance exams, 
and have a 2.0 grade-point average 
in 11 specified high school 
courses. 

At the NCAA convention in 
New Orleans, black educators 
objected the standardized test score 
measure effectively will keep 
minority students off teams and out 
of college. 

Educators have long argued 
standardized test questions tend to 


be "culturally biased," dwelling on 
experiences and concepts associ¬ 
ated with middle-class upbringings. 

THE NCAA HAD good 
intentions and a lousy product," 
Timothy Walter, supervisor of the 
student-athlete academic support 
program at the University of 
Michigan, said. 

"There’s definitely going to be 
a whitening of major schools. You 
might see other schools breaking 
off and a movement of minority 
kids to a few schools," Walter 
said. 

The requirements, which will 
affect NCAA Division I and IA 
schools, eventually will require 
freshmen athletes to score at least 
700 on the combined Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) or 15 on the 
American College Testing (ACT) 
exam, and earn a 2.0 grade-point 
average in 11 high school 
academic courses.

The requirements will be 
phased in over three years to allow 
freshman athletes to offset low test 
scores with high grades or vice 
versa. 

In 1986-87, freshmen much 
have high school GPAs of 1.8, 
combined SAT scores of 740 or 
ACT scores of 17 to be eligible to 
play or even practice on NCAA 
varsity teams. 

A FRESHMAN scoring only 
660 on the SAT or 13 on the ACT 
must have a 2.2 high school GPA 
to qualify. 

Then in 1987-88, a freshman 
with a 1.9 high school GPA must 
score 720 on the SAT or 16 on the 
ACT, or have a 2.2 GPA with 
scores of 680 or 14 on his or her 
entrance exam to be eligible. 

Freshman athletes not meeting 
minimum standards must sit out 
both practice and play until their 
sophomore year. 

"Smaller schools will be more 
upset by this," Nelson Townsend, 
athletic director at Delaware State 
College (22,000 students), said. 

"Smaller institutions can ill 
afford to bring in an athlete, give 
him a full scholarship and watch 
him not play. Only the rich institu¬ 
tions can take advantage of that 
policy," he said. 

DELAWARE STATE will be 
doubly hit because it recruits many 
of its students from major urban 
areas, Townsend said. 

Inner-city high school students 
score disproportionately lower on 
standardized entrance exams, as do 
some rural-area students, he said. 

"Whether it’s a white kid from 
the hills of West Virginia or a 
black kid from New York City, 
you’re going to have discrimination 
against the poor." 

Coach Karen Langeland of 
Michigan State University favors 
the new academic requirements. "I 
may have an ideal perspective, but 
I don’t think it will have an effect 
except in a positive way," she said 
of the new freshman requirements.

Braves take a breather

If you felt a breeze blowing over campus this 
week, it was probably the basketball Braves breathing 
a collective sigh as they enjoyed a week’s rest. 

The Braves played 11 games in the past month, 
the last three on the road. After a week of rest since 
Saturday’s game at Tulsa, the team will play Creigh¬ 
ton at home tomorrow, before leaving for Illinois 
State, Indiana State and Southern Illinois (three road 
games in six days). 

Bradley has yet to lose on an opponents’ court. 
(Its lone loss came against Clemson in Hawaii.) The 
latest Bradley road wins came last Thursday at West 
Texas State and Saturday in Tulsa. 

The 63-54 victory marked the Buffalos’ last regu¬ 
lar season Missouri Valley game against the Braves. 
West Texas State leaves the Valley. Guards Hersey 
Hawkins and Jim Les paced the victory with 22 and 
20 points apiece. 

SATURDAY, THE Braves stared down the eye 
of the Tulsa Golden Hurricane and came away with a 
54-51 victory. Les iced the win by hitting two free 
throws with six seconds left in the game. 

Mike Williams had 18 points and 11 rebounds 
for the Braves. Tracy Moore had 18 for Tulsa. David 
Moss, who scored 31 points Jan. 18 in Peoria, had 
only six Saturday. 

After close to a two-year layoff (one year with 
injury, the other for transferring) before coming to 
Bradley last season, Williams finally has started to 
show consistency for the Braves. 

"Coach Versace had me work very hard this 
summer. I’ve had a lot of opportunities to play basket¬ 
ball since school was over last year," Williams said. 

The Braves will have an opportunity to welcome 
former Bradley associate coach Tony Barone to 
Carver Arena Saturday. 

BARONE WILL lead his Creighton Bluejays, 
who were 7-11 overall and 3-5 in the Valley before 
last night’s game against Tulsa. 


While Barone said the idea of his return to 
Peoria will sink in as the game approaches, his 
thoughts center on Bradley as a formidable opponent. 

"Right now my thought are centering on the fact 
that Bradley is a Top 10 caliber team," Barone said. 

Creighton held Bradley to a 32-32 first-half tie 
before the Braves pulled away to a 74-56 win Jan. 25 
in Omaha. 

"Obviously it’s a 40-minute game and we’ve got 
to extend that first half into the second half as long as 
we can," Barone said. 

AFTER SATURDAY’S game, the Braves will 
head to Normal for a 9 p.m. game Monday against 
the Redbirds. The late start is due to the game being 
televised live on ESPN. 

"We know it will be as close a game as it was 
here (a 67-63 overtime victory for the Braves Jan. 
23). If we just play smart and don’t let the crowd get 
to us too much, then we can come out of this with a 
victory," Hawkins said. 

Last season, the Illinois State fans really got on 
the Braves, especially Williams, who responded with 
a derogatory hand gesture after fouling out. 

Is he prepared for the crowd reaction this year? 

"ISU is a hell hole to play in. It doesn’t matter 
who you are, they’re going to get on you. Especially 
when Bradley comes to town," Williams said. 

THERE WILL be little rest for the Braves, who 
travel to Indiana State Thursday. The Sycamores were 
one of two teams to beat Bradley twice during the 
Valley season last year. 

All-conference selection John Sherman Williams 
and center Jeff McComb have led Indiana State to a 
9-9, 3-5 record this season (prior to last nights 
action). 

The Braves didn’t get a rest from national atten¬ 
tion this week. A reporter from Sports Illustrated 
arrived Wednesday to do a feature on the team. 

But the Braves did take a rest from poll climb¬ 
ing. They remain 13 in both the AP and UPI polls. 


Track begins record breaking season

Lady Braves eye third

In a deadlock with Eastern Illinois and behind Illinois St., Drake and 
Southern Illinois the (5-4) Lady Braves need to sharpen their arrows to 
reach the expectations of Coach Angela Beck. 

"I think it’s critical to be sitting at least at number three (in the 
Gateway Conference), and we’re at number four right now," Beck said. 

That position can change in the upcoming weeks when Bradley 
meets all four of those opponents on the court. The team travels to 
Southern, Drake, Eastern, and plays host to ISU. 

The biggest game of the remaining nine is the upcoming ISU game 
March 1, Beck said. The Redbirds are the only obstacle between the 
Lady Braves and the third place spot they would like to finish in. 

LAST WEEK’S loss at Illinois State, 75-68, didn’t make things easy 
for Bradley to climb in the standings. They outshot the Redbirds 57 per¬ 
cent to 43, but the shot chart doesn’t amount to much when a team com¬ 
mits 32 turnovers. 

"Most of the turnovers were unforced: three-second lane violations, 
people moving their pivot foot, just little things like that. A lot was just 

carelessness," Beck said. , , 

With their first loss to ISU and fourth in the conference, the Lady 
Braves outscored Indiana State last Saturday, 71-66.

Geisert to be 
dorm of future

"The Dorm of the Future" is coming to Bradley University. 

Bradley and AT&T Information Systems have formed a partnership 
to allow up to 200 rooms in Geisert dormitory to be hardwired with 
AT&T Model 6300 Personal Computers with printer, monitor and 
software. 

The partnership was publicly announced Wednesday at a press 
conference with Bradley University President Dr. Martin G. Abegg, 
AT&T President and Chief Executive Officer James E. Olson and 
Bradley’s Provost and Vice President for Academic Affairs John C. Hitt. 

Beginning in the fail of 1986, rooms in Geisert will be offered to 
freshmen and transfer students who will apply to be in the program and, 
if accepted, will pay an extra $200 per semester to have the computers in 
their rooms. The computers cost about $2500 each for the University. 

SOME OF THE computers will be wired into an AT&T Informa¬ 
tion System Network to allow telecommunications between students, 
classrooms, labs, and their instructors, while others will stand alone 
without the benefit of the information network. 

These will serve as a control group for studies that will be con¬ 
ducted to compare the performance of students having the stand alone 
systems with those integrated into the campus computing network. 

Hitt said he sees benefits from the setup. "One of the immediate 
benefits that Bradley students will derive from the project will be access

Nesbitt: U.S. tied to apartheid

In the past 18 months, more 
than 1000 South Africans 

have died fighting apartheid. 

Over the past 10 years there 
has been an average death rate of 
2.5 black men per shift in the 
South African gold mines. 

Black children in South Africa 
are forced to work from sun up to 
sun down, sometimes receiving 
only rotten tomatoes as their pay. 

Meanwhile in America, U.S. 
corporations have invested $3.8 
billion in the past year alone in the 
country where the 16 percent white 
population owns 87 percent of the 
land while the 14 million black and 
colored portion of population is 
legally forced to live on the 


remaining 13 percent. 

THE INHERENT violence, 
inequity and inequality of the 
apartheid system in South Africa 
and what can and is being done to 
fight it were discussed by Prexy 
Nesbitt during a lecture Tuesday 
night. 

Nesbitt is an instructor of South 
African politics at Columbia 
University in Chicago and the 
founder of the Coalition for Illinois 
Divestment in South Africa. 

He was invited to speak at the 
Bradley by the Progressive Student 
Alliance and the Black Student 
Alliance as part of their series on 
apartheid and was an attempt to 
educate people on the problems of 
apartheid. 

Nesbitt said the system in South 


Africa is "inherently violent " and 
modeled after Hitler’s Nazi Ger¬ 
many. 

The blacks in South Africa are 
not allowed to vote, must live in 
group areas, all Africans above the 
age of 16 must carry a passbook at 
all times (as many as 2000 a day 
are arrested for not carrying 
proper identification) and these are 
just some of the easily recogniz¬ 
able problems with the apartheid 
system, Nesbitt said. 

THE BRITISH Anti-Slavery 
Society has reported on such hor¬ 
rors in the countiy as a farmer in 
the 1950s beating up several blacks 
and then grinding them up for fer¬ 
tilizer, Nesbitt said. 

Nesbitt said there are numerous

Center receives state funds

The Small Business Development Center Pro¬ 
gram (SBDC) on Bradley’s campus will get over 
$18,000 in state funds during the first part of 1986, 
according to Gov. Thompson’s office. 

SBDC is a non-profit program housed on 
campus, but it is not a Bradley program. The program 
is funded through state and federal sources, and the 
University adds money of its own to help out the pro¬ 
gram. The program started Jan. 1, 1985. 

The program’s purpose is to help small 
businesses in the area get started. Part of the money 
will be used to sponsor training programs and sem¬ 
inars for businesspeople and to hire private consul¬ 
tants for area clients if necessary. 

The rest of the money from the state will go 


toward paying the salaries of the two staff members at 
Bradley’s center. 

KIM HOWARD, director of Bradley’s SBDC 
program as of Feb. 15, said the program indirectly 
benefits the University. She said it shows Bradley has 
a committment to the community by improving small 
businesses in the area. 

The program uses Bradley faculty and students to 
help the program, which helps improve the relations 
between the University and community, Howard said. 

This year there are 71 facilities for the program 
throughout Illinois. Bradley belongs to a group of four 
facilities, which includes Illinois State University, Illi¬ 
nois Central College, and the Central Illinois Indus¬ 
trial Association. This year Bradley’s center will be 
the control, or lead, facility.

Magna Intarnational a Canadian Auto part company, of 
Markham, Ontario announced its plans for building a $44 million plant in 
Southern Illinois that will create as many as 600 new jobs. The company, 
which manufactures plastic auto components such as exterior body panels 
and bumpers for cars, announced the site as Nashville, Illinois. It is 
expected to be finished by August, 1987. 

A congressional delegation headed for Southeast Asia in 
search for what congressman Gerald Solomon called “The fullest possible 
accounting” of American MIA’s. The nine-member task force left on Feb. 
11 on a trip that included stops in Hanoi, Bangkok and a Cambodian 
Refugee camp on Thailand’s border. 

Libyan leader Mummar Khadafy reportedly accused President 
Reagan of turning the Mediterranean into “a movie set to show himself off 
in the role of braggart.” Khadafy was quoted in an Italian paper, La 
Stampa, as the U.S. prepared to start new military manuevers off Libya’s 
coast on Feb. 11. 

Soviet Human Rights activist Anatoly Scharansky was 
released as part of a major east-west prisoner exchange in Berlin. He was 
united with his wife in Frankfort and he was then scheduled to go to Israel. 
A welcome ceremony was scheduled for a hero who was hailed as the 
symbol of all Soviet Jews who want to emigrate. 

The National assembly hall in Manila was surrounded by uni¬ 
formed police, political supporters-and controversy as the officials began 
their job of deciding who won Friday’s presidential elections. The count 
was scheduled to be continued until officers went thru all 140 tally sheets 
of voting results. Meanwhile 20 U.S. observers who monitered the voting 
were back in the White House to brief President Reagan about their obser¬ 
vances. ' 


Peoria Update

Mayor Harold Washington of Chicago visited Peoria 

Tuesday. He wanted to stress a need lor unity between Peoria and Chi¬ 
cago, and between downstate Illinois and Chicago. Washington had break¬ 
fast with the City Council, toured Peoria, and met with Caterpillar Tractor 
Chairman George Schaefer and President Peter Donis. Speaking before 
200 community leaders at a luncheon, Mayor Washington mentioned some 
issues that should be addressed jointly such as the poor rate of return of 
federal tax dollars paid by Illinois, the liability insurance crisis, and 
threatened cuts in federal aid. Washington called his trip a “mission of 
solidarity” and said that other than Chicago, Peoria is the only city he 
would want to be mayor of. 

State Rep. Carl Hawkinson announced he will be a write-in 
candidate for the Republican nomination to the 47th district Senate seat. 
He will be running against David Leitch, the Peoria banker sworn in last 
week to replace the late Senator Prescott Bloom. Leitch will also be a 
write-in candidate. Leitch was chosen over Hawkinson during a Jan. 31 
meeting of the County Chairmen to fill the remaining year of Bloom’s term. 
If Hawkinson wins the campaign, a Republican candidate for his House 
seat would have to be chosen. If he loses the campaign, he will still be the 
GOP nominee for the House seat during the November election. 

The Peoria Board of Election Commissioners has outlined its 
position on the March 18 referendum to abolish Peoria’s election law. The 
Board of Election commissioners said the referendum made by the county 
may be a power move, not a cost-cutting measure. Apparently, the county 
board has ignored other proposed cost-cutting measures that would have 
been more economical. Election Board Chairman Nathanial R. LeDoux 
said this is an attempt to gain control of the voting process. The commis¬ 
sioners said the study of possible cost savings by the county was flawed.

It took 10 years in the planning 
stages, but the Bradley Library 
unveiled a new on-line computer 
system last week that could eventu¬ 
ally replace the card catalog. 

ALIS (Automated Library 
Information System) will give 
patrons information on almost two 
million holdings at 17 institutions 
in west central Illinois, including 
400,000 volumes and audio-visual 
materials at Bradley. Three termi¬ 
nals, on the library’s main floor, 
are currently available for use with 
a fourth to be installed in a month. 

'This is a major leap forward 
for our library over the old manual 
system," Dr. Robert Jones, direc¬ 
tor of the Cullom-Davis Library, 
said. 

"At the end of (this) semester, 
we will assess the situation. If we 
feel the system is reliable enough, 
complete and comprehensive 
enough in terms of information 
and hardware to meet the needs of 
students and faculty, we will get 
rid of the card catalog," Jones 
said. 

ALIS, A relatively new system, 
is the leading edge of technology, 
ALIS project director Susan 
Eichelberger said. 

"The system was purchased 
with the idea that it would be used 
for both circulation and as an on¬ 
line catalog," Eichelberger said. 
Since its purchase in 1984, the 
system has been used for circula¬ 
tion. 

ALIS can be searched by title, 
author or subject. Combining 
searches using "and" or "or" can 
reduce the number of inquiries 


made. If an exact title or the 
author’s full name is not available, 
one can use a keyword search with 
the information known. 

Once an item is found, the sys¬ 
tem shows where it is, how many 
copies Bradley has and checkout 
status, including due dates. If 
Bradley does not have the item, 
ALIS lists the other participating 
libraries that have it and the same 
information as above for those 
institutions. A bibliographic record 
is also available for all material. 

Institutions accessible through 
the on-line catalog include Peoria 
Public Library, Illinois Central 
College, Pekin Public Library, 
Fondulac Public Library (East 
Peoria), Alpha Park Public Library 
(Bartonville), and Western Illinois 
University Library. 

ONE REASON FOR the new 
system is the improvement of ser¬ 
vice. "The quality of service is 
based on its efficiency and 
effectiveness," Jones said. 

Another advantage is the con¬ 
siderable user benefit and ease of 
strategic searching. Jones said 
many students prefer using termi¬ 
nals to the card catalog. 

Jones said other benefits of 
ALIS include: *A patron can stay 
in one place and search the entire 
catalog. ®A patron can narrow 
searches without going through 
redundant material. For example, a 
person can make, one search for 
items on two subjects only as they 
relate to each other. •The catalog 
provides information from 16 insti¬ 
tutions, many within driving dis¬ 
tance. *It tells whether a book is 
checked out, saving the patron a 
trip to the shelves. «The system 
saves time. 


"The system does a lot more 
for you, and your time is valuable. 
If you need more information on a 
book, you can get it on a computer 
and get it fast," Jones said. 

Eichelberger said the major 
disadvantage is students cannot 
search just what is here at Bradley, 
they must go through the entire 
data base. Also, the system does 
not include government documents 
or periodicals. 

"The handwriting has been on 
the wall since the mid 1960s. 
We’ve known it would take time 
because in 1967 the software did 
not exist," Jones said. 


As soon as funds are available, 
Jones hopes to increase the number 
of terminals on the main floor to 
eight and add two more in the 
book area on the lower level. Each 
terminal would also have a printer 
so students could get printouts of 
bibliographic information and call 
numbers. 

Although the library currently 
does not have any printers, one is 
on order. 

In the future Jones said the sys¬ 
tem could be accessible from 
places other than the library, 
including homes, offices and dor¬ 
mitories. Also, the faculty could 


electronically request an item and 
have it sent to them. 

THE CARD catalog will be 
maintained through the semester, 
Jones said.

The demonstrations will be held 
at the ALIS terminals on the main 
floor of the Library.

Dorm of future, a big 
plus for BU students 


"The Dorm of the Future." How exciting for Bradley stu¬ 
dents and prospective students to have the luxury of a computer in 
their dorm room., Just think, 10 years ago, the idea would be ridi¬ 
culous and very expensive. 

Wednesday, Bradley University and AT&T announced a 
partnership that will enable Bradley to place 200 computers in 
200 rooms of Geisert dorm. The computer, an AT&T PC6300, 
will be installed along with software, printer and monitor. 

Bradley is offering this to prospective students and current 
students for a cost of $400 a year. The cost to the University is 
about $2500 for each computer. 

Some students will have full access into the campus comput¬ 
ing network through an AT&T telecommunication system. Stu¬ 
dents will be able to connect to all campus computers, including 
the University’s mainframe and the library’s card catalog system. 

WITH THIS announcement, Bradley joins schools such as 
Georgia Tech, Johns Hopkins, Southern California, Duke and the 
University of Illinois. These other schools have some type of 
partnership with AT&T. However, Bradley is the only school to 
supply rooms with computers and giving the student the choice. 

With focus on recruiting, Bradley could make headway with 
this program. Let’s hope. 

Will Bradley meet the demand for the computer dorm 
rooms? As it stands, it sounds like Bradley is supplying a specific 
amount of computers, however, will they supply more computers 
if the demand is higher than expected. 

A definite plus for the program is it is offered to all majors— 
it’s not just limited to computer science or engineer majors. 

A big Hurrah! for the Bradley administration. They’re seeing 
the need to move ahead in technology in order to stay competi¬ 
tive. 


THE PARTNERSHIP is one of only 14 in the country. The 
program begins in the fall, itll be interesting to see the response 
the University receives for this project.

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Nesbitt discusses 
apartheid system

When the Progressive Student 
Alliance (PSA) and Black Student 
Alliance (BSA) Ad-Hoc Committee 
on South Africa decided to kick-off 
their series on apartheid, they real¬ 
ized they needed a dynamic 
speaker whose personal experience 
and relentless commitment to the 
cause would draw the audience 
into the issue. 

So they turned to Prexy Nes¬ 
bitt, instructor of South African 
politics at Columbia University in 
Chicago, who has been in the fore¬ 
front of the fight against apartheid 
for the past 20 years. 

In a recent interview, Nesbitt, 
the founder of the Coalition for 
Illinois Divestment in South Africa 
(CIDSA) and former director of 
the Program to Combat Racism of 
the World Council of Churches 
described conditions in the racially 
segregated country during two ille¬ 
gal trips inside South Africa. 

Fifty-thousand white farmers 
have 12 times the land for grazing 
and cultivation than the 14 million 
blacks, while white per capita 
income is 15 times that of blacks. 
In a socioeconomic system that 
allots two-thirds of the land to 15 
percent of the population, blacks 
are relegated, along with game 
animals, to one-third of the land 
Nesbitt said. 

NESBITT REFLECTED on 

what it’s like to live under 
apartheid. "I remember going in 
the Transkei, one of the home¬ 
lands, into a restaurant, which was 
the only restaurant in this town. I 


almost retched as the meal was put 
on my plate. And going in, I had 
noticed this long line of people- 
maybe 200, 250 people, who were 
there for one reason—to lick the 
plates before they’re put in the 
dishwater. 

"That was all those folks were 
lining up for-to get a chance to 
get at whatever was left on 
people’s plates. That’s violence. 

"South Africa is a system in 
which every facet of living is 
based on color-solely and 
specifically on White supremacy. 
Apartheid is the most vicious, 
violent system inherently," he 
said.

"I think nowhere is it clearer 
than what you see in the gold 
mines. Eight hundred men die in 
the South African gold mines, as a 
minimal figure, every year. That 
means that everyday two men are 
killed in a South African gold 
mine. 

Tn the mines many, many 
more men contract pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, whooping cough or 
other diseases, and go back to die 
in the homelands," he said. 

HE TOLD OF one incident 
that stood out to him as being one 
of the clearest illustrations of white 
cruelty toward blacks. 

"I had a white technician who 
wanted to show how much water 
pressure there was in the wall of 
the mine. There’s tremendous 
amounts of water in those rock 
seams and walls, and he wanted to 
show this to us, an international 
group who were all under different 
guises. 

"And he took a hose, and he 
turned the hose on a black worker 
who just happened to be walking 
by. And this guy flew through the 
air a good 15 yards and hit the

According to All-School 
President Ray Einig, we are in the 
"We Are The World" generation 
of people helping people. 

While the validity of that state¬ 
ment may be debatable, there are 
some students here at Bradley who 
are working to make it true. 

Alpha Phi Omega, the national 
co-ed service fraternity that pro¬ 
vides service to campuses, com¬ 
munities and the nation, has 60 
members in its Bradley chapter. 

Bradley’s APO President Ivan 
Vania said members of the frater¬ 
nity are required to put in at least 
25 hours of service a semester, but 
it is not uncommon for them to put 
in more. 

MICHAEL LEARNER, a 

member of APO, said he has heard 
of one person who put in at least 
120 hours during one semester. 

Vania said the chapter put in 
269 hours of service to the com¬ 
munity and campus last semester. 

Some of the projects they are 
involved in include canned food 
drives, clean-up projects around 
the area, acting as ushers and their 
semesteral blood drive. 

Vania said there has been a 
blood drive at Bradley since 1975. 

APO’s most recent blood drive 
effort, which ran from Monday to 
Wednesday, netted over 110 pints 


of blood for the Red Cross. 

VANIA SAID there has been a 
drop in the number of blood 
donars in the past year because of 
people’s fear of contracting 
acquired immune deficiency syn¬ 
drome (AIDS). 

This weekend, the fraternity 
plans to act as voluntary servers 
for a dinner for the Crittondon 
House. 

Deb Stricklin, first vice 
president of APO, is in charge of 
the committee that decides which 
projects the fraternity will partici¬ 
pate in. 

A lot of the projects are things 
the fraternity has done in the past 
to help people and are asked to do 
again, Stricklin said. 

Vania said the fraternity tries to 
have one project set up for each 
weekend during the semester. 

STRCKLIN SAID people fre¬ 
quently call up and ask for help. 

Although the fraternity does 
receive some funding from Student 
Activities Budget Review Commit¬ 
tee (SABRC) and they collect dues 
from its members, there is little 
overhead for most of the projects, 
and when there is, people usually 
donate what they need. 

Learner said for such a small 
group, APO is an active force in 
the community.

APO: how it began

What started as a way of get¬ 
ting young navy men involved in 
their community has grown to be 
the largest service fraternity in the 
world. 

Alpha Phi Omega, commonly 
known as APO, was founded by 
Frank Horton in 1925 at Laffayette 
College in eastern Pennsylvania, 
and there are now over 350 active 
chapters nationwide. 

Bradley has had an APO 
chapter since 1948. 

APO is a co-ed service frater¬ 
nity with a main focus of serving 
in four general areas: service to 
class, campus, community and 
nation. The fraternity was not 
always co-ed, and there have only 


been women in the organization at 
Bradley since 1975. 

THROUGHOUT MOST of 
the 61 year existence of the frater¬ 
nity, it has been closely tied to 
Boy Scouts of America. They also 
are affiliated with the Girl Scouts. 

The various chapters of the fra¬ 
ternity meet every semester for 
regional and sectional conferences 
where they hold workshops and 
deal with problems. They also 
have national conferences where 
all the chapters around the nation 
come together. 

In the future their may be 
chapters in other countries around 
the world, according to Ivan 
Vania, president of APO at Brad¬ 
ley.

such stories, but he also wanted to 
talk about what America is doing 
in the country. 

U.S. corporations play a major 
part in the three key sectors of the 
South African ecomony~in oil, 
transportation and computers. 

Companies such as IBM, Shell, 
General Motors and Mobil are 
among the largest investers. 

Continental Bank in Illinois 
participated in a $150 million in 
loans to the South African iron and 
steel industry. 

THE MONEY invested in the 
iron and steel industry not only 
supports the white supremists in 
South Africa, but because the U.S. 
annually purchases 300,000 tons of 
it from them, it helps keep Ameri¬ 
cans out of work. 

There are other ways the Amer¬ 
icans are helping to support the 
apartheid system. 

Several years ago white South 
African police officers came to 
Chicago to train-train to kill riot¬ 
ing blacks, Nesbitt said. 

The resurgance of the far right 
radical groups such as the Order 
and the Area Nation are proof that 
apartheid needs to be ended before 
it spreads further, he said. 

General Motors threw a party 
for the white police and army in 
South Africa-the same police who 
beat and kill young blacks in the 
streets of that country. 


NESBITT SAID it is no 
suprise the children in South 

Africa see no separation between 
U.S. corporations and citizens and 
the Botha government. 

The divestment movement, 

started on college campuses 

several years ago, has had some 
impact on the efforts to remove 
U.S. economic support of the 
apartheid system. 

Since the movement began, 
Apple Computers, Motorola and 
several other corporations have 
pulled out of the area. 

And in other corporate board 
rooms, they are-beginning to ask 
themselves whether it is worth it to 
continue operating and investing in 
the country. 

To those who say divestment 
will only hurt the African workers, 
Nesbitt poses several questions. 

OF A WORK force of 2.5 mil¬ 
lion, less than 1 percent are black 
or colored. "Who do you think 
will be hurt the most?" 

The social-economic system in 
South Africa is a ladder that places 
the white minority way at the top 
and the black majority at the very 
bottom. "Who gets hurt the most if 
the ladder falls?" Nesbitt asked. 

Nesbitt said it is in the best 
interest of our country to get 
involved in what is going on in 
South Africa and take steps to 
change it. 

We must stop the spread of the

(CPS)-Are 
women on campus more "intellec¬ 
tual " then men? 

'Tup," a random sample of 
Stanford students said. 

According to the survey, 
females classified as "intellectuals" 
outnumber males classes as intel¬ 
lectuals by a two-to-one margin. 

"It’s obviously not a representa¬ 
tive sample. However, I don’t 
think they (Stanford students)are 
different than students at other 
major research institutions," 
Herant Katchadourian, who con¬ 
ducted the study along with col¬ 
league John Boli, said. 

STANFORD STUDENTS 
were asked to fill out a question¬ 
naire on their course plans and 
their attitudes about what they are 
studying. 

Depending on their answers, 
students were classified as "Intel¬ 
lectual," "careerist," "strivers" or 
"unconnected." 

While "careerist" men tended 
to ignore liberal arts courses, 
"intellectual" women often took a 
substantial number of liberal arts 
courses, and maintained an interest 
in careers. 

"I am not surprised by the 
Stanford findings," Barbara 
Hetrick, dean of Academic Affairs 
at Hood College in Maryland, 
said. 

"I would expect more women 
to have humanistic values and to 
be more likely to seek knowledge 
for knowledge’s sake," she said. 

HETRICK HERSELF recently 
finished a study of how Hood’s 
predominantly female student body 
changed its political and social 
views after going through four 


years of the school’s liberal arts 
curriculum. 

Hetrick found seniors were 
considerably less materialistic than 
they had been as freshmen, that 
they were more concerned about 
community welfare and developing 
a general philosophy of life. 

She found out by administering 
to Hood students the same survey 
given by the American Council on 
Education to some 200,000 fresh¬ 
men nationwide. 

On a national scale, the ACE 
survey—created by UCLA and 
released in January-found begin¬ 
ning college freshmen were more 
materialistic than their predeces¬ 
sors. 

The Stanford survey defined 
"strivers" as strongly motivated 
toward careers and intellectual pur¬ 
suits. They tend to come from 
lower economic backgrounds than 
other students. 

"UNCONNECTED" STU¬ 
DENTS generally come either 
from very high or low social status 
families. 'Intellectuals" usually 
come from families of high 
socioeconomic status, and their 
fathers often hold advanced 
degrees. "Careerists" are from a 
wide array of backgrounds, but 
often have parents who emphasize 
career success. 

While Stanford students 
changed categories throughout the 
four-year period they were 
observed, radical changes were 
rare, Katchadourian said. 

While a "striver" might become 
an "intellectual", or a "careerist" 
could become a "striver,’" rarely 
would an "intellectual'’ become a 
"careerist" or vice versa. 

Moreover, it was uncommon 
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for "strivers" to become "uncon¬ 
nected," Katchadourian said. 

While Hood students changed 
their attitudes, Hetrick said they 
might be predisposed toward more 
humanistic values than students at 
large state universities.

rock face up about 10 or 15 feet 
and then fell to the ground. 

"And he (the white technician) 
just yelled, ’Kaffir (comparable to 
nigger), get up. Get up. you’re 
alright.’ It was one of the ugliest 
things I have ever seen in my life. 
And that’s the way their society 
is," he said. 

In South Africa, pets, cows and 
dogs are considered more impor¬ 
tant than Africans, Nesbitt said. 

NESBITT SAID HIS 
commitment to fighting apartheid 
stems not only from concern for 


the blacks currently suffering in 
South Africa, with whom he 
identifies. He is convinced because 
it is not only the black South Afri¬ 
cans who are endangered by the 
system of apartheid, but all those 
who allow it to spread. 

"This is the challenge we face. 
It’s not simply watching the^brutal- 
ity of the white police against 
black patients. What’s also at stake 
is the spread of the apartheid sys¬ 
tem elsewhere. If it’s going to 
leave us, we’re in essence going to 
have to fight to keep it out of here 
(the United States)," he said.

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College presidents urge community involvement 


More than 100 college presidents met 
in Washington last week to exhort students 
to become less "self-obsessed," and get 
involved in their communities. 

The coalition of presidents suggested 
making "civic responsibility" a graduation 
requirement, and even replacing student aid 
programs with grants for community service 
work. 

Some observers, including students, 
predict collegians are in fact too self- 
involved to respond even to the spectacle of 
administrators-who historically fret student 
activism might inhibit campus fund-raising 
and image-building efforts- encouraging 
political involvefnent. 

Other educators worry a lack of fund¬ 
ing and of "leverage" over students will 
wreck the presidents’ hopes for more student 
activism. 

'IT’S ONE thing to change graduation 
requirements (to force students to become 
involve). Students will respond to that. But 
if they have to depend on voluntary 
response, they just don’t have the leverage," 
Leonard Gordon, an Arizona State sociolo-

A new vending program by 
Xerox has allowed the Library to 
install five Xerox copiers.

The presidential coalition, meeting in 
Washington last week, pledged to: *Carry 
the message of civic responsibility to cam¬ 
puses. • Advise existing student organiza¬ 
tions how to get students involved in com¬ 
munities outside campuses. *Ask govern¬ 
ments and schools to provide more service- 
related internships, possibly making com¬ 
munity service a requirement for financial 
aid. 

"Students need to hear, repeatedly and 
from many sources, ’you have a duty to pay 
your dues,’" Frank Newman, head of the 
Education Commission of the States and co¬ 
founder of the Coalition of College 
Presidents for Civic Responsibility, said. 

"Students today, as compared to stu¬ 
dents in the 1960s, are more self-focused 
and cynical. They see problems as big, com¬ 
plex and beyond their ability to do anything 
about them." 

Newman authored a report last spring 
that criticized students for being "self- 
obsessed" and "materialistic." The report, in 
turn, led Newman and some colleagues to 
form the coalition to find ways to divert stu¬ 
dents from their "materialism." 

NEWMAN WOULD like to convince 
students it’s in their own best interest to get 
involved, whether it be stumping for a 
favorite candidate, ladling soup at a local 
shelter or counting ballots in a school elec¬ 
tion. 


Dr. Richard Rosser, president of 
DePauw University in Indiana, agreed. 
"Community service probably ought to be a 
requirement on every campus in this coun¬ 
try. We have a responsibility to prepare peo¬ 
ple to accept their civic responsibility," he 
said. 

To get them to accept it, Newman sug¬ 
gested replacing existing loan programs with 
grants for public-service work. 

"Students who are piling up loans are 
less willing to view obligations to society. 
They say, ’you talked me into borrowing 
$15,000 (to pay for college). I’ve got to get 
out and make that big money.’" Newman 
said. 

But Robert Atwell, president of the 
American Council on Education, last week 
told the coalition such grant programs would 
have little chance of funding, given the 
budget strictures of the Gramm-Rudman- 
Hollings Act. 

"STUDENTS ARE more enmired and 
enmeshed these days in their own problems 
of getting through college and working 
part-time. If presidents want response, 
they’ll have address bread-and butter issues 
such as housing for married student’s, child 
care and cooperative housing," ASU’s Gor¬ 
don said. 

Presidents, moreover, risk polarizing 
their own campuses by subsidizing—with 
credit or grants—community work that may 
be too liberal for campus conservatives, or 


too conservative for campus liberals. 

"Any president supporting activism had 
better be very careful that he doesn’t offend 
one group by supporting another," Gordon 
said. « 

Bi-weekly flyers advertising the 
volunteer groups and activities generally lie 
piled in the comer of the office, Taylor said. 

"Yeah, that would be great. But it 
won’t work because people here don’t get 
involved," DePauw junior Vickie Wilson 
said of her president’s plans for greater stu¬ 
dent involvement. 

President Rosser disagreed, noting 
group fund-raisers have involved as many as 
half DePauw’s students. 

When the campus chaplain last year 
visited every DePauw resident hall and 
greek house to encourage charity fund¬ 
raising work, "I’ll admit they didn’t jump at 
the idea," Rosser said. 

GORDON ALSO cited increasing stu¬ 
dent activism, but gives credit to the stu¬ 
dents rather than administrators. 

"Faculty and administrators can 
influence students only when they’re ready to 
be influenced. People got tired after the 
intense protests of the ’60s. 

'Increasingly, (administrators) will see 
responsiveness. But not because they’re 
exhorting students, but because students are 
ready. They’ve caught their breath and are 
ready to become activists again," he said. 


Williams west introduces new weekend hours

Williams’ west cafeteria has new weekend hours this semester. Bob 
Byczynski, director of food services, said. 

Although open weekday mornings, Williams’ west cafeteria is no 
longer serving continental breakfast on Saturdays. On Sundays, the west 
cafeteria is open only from 12 to 2 p.m. 

One reason for the change was to offer the students "a better quality 
food product." The food is fresher because it does not sit in the pans as 
long before students eat it, Byczynski said. 


Another reason for the changes was to keep costs down. "We lost

providing food. 

BYCZYNSKI SAID the changes "may cause a little inconveni¬ 
ence," but he has not heard any comments from students.

To help combat colds and flu, the 
cafeterias began serving the broth Feb. 5 at the request of the Health 
Center.

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Holmes brings sophistication to modern dance

After seeing the Joseph Holmes Dance Theatre in action, one 
finds oneself lamenting over the ending of a good thing, yet rejoicing 
that dance companies like Joseph Holmes’ are nurturing the art of 
modern dance. 

They have stretched its vocabulary and raised its level of elo¬ 
quence and sophistication without any sacrifice of clarity or presence. 

Steeped in the Martha Graham tradition of modern dance, the 
company was co-founded in 1974 by Joseph Holmes and Lester 
Goodman in Chicago and has based there since. All of the dancers 
have been trained in jazz and ballet, Randy Duncan, who has been 
dancing with JHDT for the last 10 years, said. 

The flavor of Saturday’s performance was strongly Afro-American, 
yet as has always been the case with that perspective, there is an 
attendant world-view rather than only an introspection on black history 
in America. 

In the opening section, "We," of the first number, "Five Studies," 
the dancers established themselves as confident, adaptable, and even 
intimidating. Clad in tribal attire, their rhythmic expirations to a back¬ 
ground of primal percussion created an aura of a war party venturing 
forth, simultaneously, one of the female-poses elicited visions of Space 
Invaders. 

"He and She" followed in sharp juxtaposition, a dramatization of 
each sexs appreciation for the other, flowing serenely along through 
Pat Methany’s "Are You Going With Me?" 

"Oh Mary Don’t You Weep," 12-years -old, has retained its 
absolute brilliance and at its writing must have been light years ahead 
of its time. Kim Gadlin, Ariane Dolan, and Winifred Haun, dressed in 
white, hooded, ankle-length gowns, played the parts of Mary, Martha, 
and Marys spirit, and Bryan Jones played the part of Lazarus in this 
Gospel version of the resurrection of Lazarus by Christ. 

Here Martha Graham’s style must have been most strictly incor¬ 
porated, for the dancers’ movements were visually percussive and 
emphatic, as they continually reeled backward and snapped their 
chests forward, striking walls of air. Suzanne Shelton, in the December 
1982 issue of Dcmcemagazine, informs us that Graham herself referred 
tn this nualitv as " ’necessity.’"

Power is worth seeing; 
Youngblood is not

"Power" is worth seeing if 
you’re at all interested in politics. 
It’s the all-too real story of Pete 
St. John (Richard Gere), who 
uses the media to "make" candi¬ 
dates. 

"My job is to get you in," he 
tells his clients. "Once you’re 
there, you do whatever your con¬ 
science tells you." 

St. John has no loyalties; he 
works for the highest-paying can¬ 
didate, and has several going at 
once. He also has an ex-wife 
(Julie Christie) who’s a reporter, 
and a professional rival (Gene 
Hackman) who taught him every¬ 
thing he knows. His life gets 
really interesting when he gets 
caught up in intrigue surrounding 
one of his senatorial candidates 
and his involvement in special 
interest groups. 

If this kind of thing really 
goes on behind the scenes in 
American politics, we have cause 
to worry but it’s an interesting 
movie subject whether it’s true or 
not. 

Somewhere between "Amer¬ 
ican Gigolo" and now, Gere 
learned how to act, and none of 
the supporting players rub the 
wrong way. 

There are a few problems 
with "Power". The bad guys’ 
motives are disclosed early in the 
film, taking some suspense away 


from the plot. It’s hard to believe 
that solar energy, upon which the 
intrique depends is or ever will be 
such a big deal, and some 
aspects of Gere’s character like 
his love of jazz music could have 
been explored further. 

I strongly suggest you leave 
before the end of the movie. 
Seriously-when Gere and Chris¬ 
tie are on the couch watching the 
election returns, leave the thea¬ 
tre. The last five minutes of 
"Power" are a hodge-podge of 
scenes from the candidates’ com¬ 
mercials and shots of high-tech 
media equipment... with John 
Philip Sousa marching band 
music playing. 

Symbolism notwithstanding, 
it’s about the corniest film ending 
I’ve ever seen, and doesn’t fit the 
mood of the rest of the movie at 
all. In spite of that, the subject 
matter is interesting enough to 
make "Power" worth the time if 
you skip the last five minutes.

If you saw "All the Right 
Moves" with Tom Cruise a few 
years ago, you don’t need to see 
"Youngblood" with Rob Lowe 
now. Substitute a hockey puck 
for a football and it’s the same 
movie. 

In a kind of "Ice Castles" 


meet "Rocky," Lowe plays Dean 
Youngblood, a farm kid who gets 
a chance to show his stuff in 
Canadian junior-class hockey. 
He’s not too big and not a good 
fighter (this presumably being a 
prerequisite to playing the sport), 
but he is the fastest thing on ice 
and therefore makes the team. 
We never see how fast he actu¬ 
ally is, because a lot of slow 
motion in the skating scenes is 
used to hide the fact that Lowe is 
not a hockey player. 

He’s also apparently the only 
one on the team who can score 
goals. How they got along before 
him is anyone’s guess. Of course, 
Dean must overcome incredible 
odds before becoming a "star," 
and all of them are predictable: a 
stubborn father who wants him to 
stay on the farm, a brother who 
had and lost the same chance 
previously, a tough coach who 
doesn’t like Dean, and a nym¬ 
phomaniac landlady. 

There’s also a romantic 
interest (Cynthia Gibb), who 
Dean falls in love with before he 
finds out (of course) she’s the 
coach’s daughter. And so on. 

We’ve seen this all before in 
dozens of different films, most of 
them better done than this one, 
and there’s absolutely nothing in 
"Youngblood". - Not even Rob 
Lowe makes it worth seeing.

'Tradewind" dealt with a knotty triangle in such a way it allowed 
the audience to pretend to be unsure of what was happening, but, as 
Randy Duncan indicated, everyone understood the statements the 
scene made. This was as disappointing as "Mary" was uplifting. 

"Anything That Comes Out of My Mouth," almost as compelling 
as "Mary," featured Robin Lynne, Gadlin, and Dolan dancing in 
metallic suits to an exotic piece by Shadowfax. In the midst of a mood 
of space and the future, Dean Paul’s remarkable lighting (consisting of 
an engraved plate over a dull yellow light), created the illusion of late 
afternoon light falling across the dancers and the cold inner stone wall 
of an ancient temple in which they danced. 

The final selection, "Aretha," a medley of interpretations of Are¬ 
tha Franklin songs, brought the enthralled audience, which included 
many community senior citizens, back to this country, safe and sound. 

Cheryl McWorter, who has danced with the company since 1977, 
incited laughter with her colorful gestures and facial expressions in "Do 
.Right Woman Do Right Man." Ten color-coordinated members of the 
company twirling rainbow-banded umbrellas during "I Wish It Would 
Rain" filled the stage with sunshine. 

The company was finishing a week-and-a-half long tour when it 
arrived at Bradley. Robin Lynne best summarized the enthusiasm and 
dedication necessary to be a member of JHDT when she said, "People 
tell us were crazy, and we are. You have to be insane to do this."

Greek pop. increases

The Greek population at Bradley University has been consistently 
increasing in number since 1980, according to Ed King, the advisor to 
the Panhellenic Council and the Interfraternity Council. 

In the fall of 1980, 24 percent of the women on campus were 
involved in sororities and 24 percent of the men were part of fraternities. 
These percentages have increased steadily and by the spring of 1985, 
35.8 percent of Bradley’s women had joined sororities and 38.9 percent 
of the male students were members of fraternities. 

King attributed these increases to the "basic need of humans to have 
relationships. He believes college students have a serious need for the 
formal relationships developed through Greek organizations. 

King said a better job has been done to market the Greek system 
which could be a contributing factor to the steady rise. 

KAREN HELFRICH, the 1985 Panhellenic president, said the rise 
in the number of students joining Greek organizations is due to the type 
of students Bradley is attracting. 

Students with higher ACT scores are coming to Bradley and look¬ 
ing for a place to build leadership skills. They want to be well-rounded 
and the Greek system offers both social and academic possibilities " she 
said. 

The Greek system at Bradley offers a lot to students, Michael Done- 
gan, the 1986 Interfratemity president, said. 'The system is improving, 
growing, and building important programs like scholarship. Rush is 
better and the whole system is more stable." 

Laura Krieger, a member of Pi Beta Phi, said, "People are realizing 
the benefits of networking. The Greek system provides support, social 
opportunities, and a good way to make contacts for the future." 

Dorm life doesn’t offer as much, Bruce Cooley said "Being 
involved in a Greek organization is a great way to meet people," the Tau 
Epsilon Phi said. 

The Greek system involves a heavy commitment," Sigma Delta 
Tau member Mona Benovitz said. "Perhaps the long-lasting friendships 
that can be established in a fraternity or sorority are the reasons more 
people are joining the Greek system."

to an electronic information system available at only a few major univer¬ 
sities." Hitt also envisions students and faculty exchanging assignments 
without either leaving their respective buildings. 

Olson said his company is just getting started in this field and Brad¬ 
ley is on the leading edge of the field. 

AT&T wants to form a strong alliance with higher education and 
thinks this will be a learning experience for all those involved, Olson 
said. 

ABEGG SAID the system will have the potential to be campus¬ 
wide, and all buildings will be wired, but the University and AT&T 
needed a prototype to examine the system and see if it will fit in for 
campus-wide use. 

Hitt said there will be no effect on tuition for the students not 
benefiting from the system. He also said priority will be given to new 
students, but the University has always followed the rule of allowing stu¬ 
dents to retain their rooms if they wished. 

All-school President Ray Einig sees the new opportunity as a 
tremendous asset for the University. "I think that this gives Bradley an 
advantage over other institutions of higher learning. We are moving into 
an age where computer skills will be required by more employers every 
year . m 

Students with the system will be able to access the library card cata¬ 
log system and the University’s Cyber 830 mainframe computer. 

Also announced Wednesday was a plan by AT&T and Bradley to 
computerize the admissions office functions using the Information Net¬ 
work and AT&T microcomputers. This will increase the capability of the 
office to communicate with prospective students and their families and to 
aid communication between field representatives and the University.

Terre Haute, Ind.-After a seven-point victory at Illinois State Mon¬ 
day, it took a Darrion Applewhite miss from 20-feet at the buzzer to give 
Bradley a 54-52 victory last night at the other ISU, Indiana State. 

The Sycamores led 48-46 with six minutes to play, before the 
Braves ran off six straight points on baskets by Jim Les, Donald Powell, 
and Hersey Hawkins. 

The four-point lead was cut to two when Applewhite hit two free 
throws with 2:28 left. 

After Mike Williams put in a layup, Jeff McComb hit both ends of a 
one and one to pull the Sycamores back within two, with 50 seconds left. 

FREE THROWS kept the game close. Les and Williams each 
missed the front end of one and ones, the latter with five seconds left to 
give Indiana State their last chance to tie. 

The Braves were slow out of the gate last night, missing five shots 
and committing two turnovers in their first seven possessions, before Tre¬ 
vor Trimpe hit a 15-foot jumper with 4:37 gone in the game. 

"We were a little out of sync," Bradley coach Dick Versace said. 
"We’re coming off an emotional win over at Illinois State. 

"My team is 24-1 and they’re 10-10 and Pm trying to tell them ’Hey 
look, this is a good basketball team and I know (Sycamore coach) Ron 
Greene is a whale of a coach, and he’ll have his kids ready and they’ll do 
some smart things.’ But sometimes these comments from coaches to 
players fall on deaf ears." 

Bradley’s press (which cost 8 turnovers) and Trimpe’s shooting were 
about the only things effective for the Braves in the first half. 

AFTER BEING replaced by Len Bertolini in Saturday’s win over 
Creighton because he doesn’t "think shot first," Trimpe was certainly 
thinking shot tonight, hitting five long-range jumpers in the first half. 

The Braves, who are led in scoring by Les with 16 points (and eight 
assists) and Hawkins with 11, moved their overall record to 25-1. At 12-

Grads and seniors offered housing packaqe

Graduate students and seniors can get more for 
less if they live in Heitz Hall next year, according to 
Mike Murphy, director of housing. 

Students now pay $850 per semester for a double 
room, and $1150 for a single. Graduates and seniors 
who take advantage of Heitz being a dorm just for 
them will pay $1000 per semester. They alfco have the 
option of not being on the meal plan. 

Also included in the graduate/senior dorm is a 
microwave on every floor, minimum supervision and 
refrigerators for every room. Heitz will be open for 
all break periods. 

Ed King, director of residential life and student 
judicial system, said he is still considering how 
minimal the supervision will be. He would like to see 
a resident advisor on each floor, but not on each side. 
There would be no assistant resident advisors. 

TPS IMPORTANT to give the senior and gra¬ 
duate students a preferred rate-because of their status 
on the campus. We’re trying to encourage upper class 
students to live in the dorms," King said. 

King said the idea for a dormitory of this type 
has always been considered, "now we have the room, 
we can do it ." 

Murphy said they are looking into the possibility 
of putting a kitchenette in the Heitz vending room. 


This is top priority, but Peoria Health Officials may 
prevent it. Carpeting may also be added, but no other 
remodeling plans are in store. 

At an informational meeting Tuesday night, about 
30 students showed up to ask questions. Many who 
now live in Heitz, but who will not be graduate stu¬ 
dents or seniors next year, expressed concern about 
where they will live. 

According to King and Murphy, "squatters" will 
still be able to live there, and pay the normal single 
rate. They may not get the same room, however. If 
they will be grad students or seniors, they will pay the 
reduced price. There will be no doubles in Heitz. 

MURPHY SAID sign-up for Heitz will be the 
same as for other dorms. Information will be put in 
mailboxes sometime before Spring Break. 

King admitted the dorms are losing residents, 
especially seniors and graduate students. He cited the 
closing of Lovelace as proof of this. King and Mur¬ 
phy are confident this will be successful. 

According to Murphy, the graduate school is 
growing in the areas of computer science and 
engineering, and the University is also seeing a 
greater growth in foreign transfer students. Both 
groups are looking for housing of this type, but top 
priority will be given to students already attending the 
University.

In order to expand Health Center services, the 
purchase of diagnostic equipment of about $6,600 is 
under consideration by the new Health Services Com¬ 
mittee.

"Our equipment is 16-years-old and we want to 
update the equipment to current standards," Gross 
fv said.

Senate, said, "The committee will also act as 
sounding board for Ray Zarvell (unit director of edu 
cational development). Quality health services are 
presendy offered through the Health Center, but these 
are being implemented without organized student or 
faculty input or feedback." 

THE COMMITTEE consists of Zarvell, Gross, 
two members of the University’s 
faculty/administration, Burke and four students. They 
will decide on decisions "concerning the usage of the 
health fee, services and potential services offered, 
programs to undertake, and any other decisions where 
student, faculty and administrative input would be 
pertinent," Burke said. 

The Health Services Committee will also serve as 
a recruitment and selection committee in an Emer¬ 
gency Room Liaison Program with St. Francis Medi¬ 
cal Center. This program will incorporate Bradley 
pre-medicine students and offer clinical experience. 


African exile visits BU

Moyisi Majeke, South African exile and Ph.D. candidate at the 
University of Iowa, spoke Tuesday night about how his country uses 
apartheid to beat down the black majority. 

Majeke, who left South Africa in 1980, called the government of 
that country "evil" and "satanic" because it uses violence to oppress the 
blacks. 

"A government like this only knows one language-the language of 
the gun," he said. 

"South Africa has a minority government unable to survive without 
keeping down the majority, and this can’t be done without violence," he 
said. The white minority rapes, kills, tortures and maims the blacks to 
keep them submissive. 

MAJEKE SAID this has been happening for over 70 years, only 
now it is more open. 

The intensity of the reaction of the blacks has increased and they 
have begun to fight back with whatever they can-rocks, fists, 
guns...sometimes they meet the enemy in the street and "bury them " he 
said. 

The ratio of victims has been around 1000 blacks to nine or 10 of 
the "enemy." At least the people know the "enemy" is beginning to feel 
the pain too, he said. 

The only difference between what is going on in South Africa and 
war, is many of the blacks don’t realize they are in a situation of war, 
Majeke said. 

To the people who ask "what are they going "to achieve with 
violence? " Majeke has an answer. 

THE SITUATION has been violent for 80 or 90 years...since its 
inception...nobody asked the question then. Why then, now that the 
blacks have begun to fight back, do they say it is evil, he said. 

He also talked about the United State’s role in South Africa. 

The companies in the U.S. have helped support apartheid because 
they have always known what to do to achieve maximum benefits without 
contributing to the social system, he said.

Reagan outlines 
proposed cuts 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS)—Unveiling his proposed 1987 federa 
budget, President Reagan announced last week he wanted to reduce the 
government’s role in running and financing American higher education. 

The president proposed drastic education cuts in every one of h 
past budget plans. Congress, while agreeing to cuts less severe than 
president wanted in 1981 and 1982, let some college funding cr 
upward in subsequent years. 

Among the suggestions in the president’s proposal for the 1987 fiscall 
year, which stretches from Oct. 1, 1986 to Sept. 30, 1987, were plans! 
to: 


•Push students off aid. The proposals, if passed, would cut federal aid to| 
one million students. 


•End interest-free loans. Students would begin paying interest on theirl 
Guaranteed Student Loans from the day they got them. Under the Reagan! 
plan, students would pay a rate tied to current interest on Treasury! 
bonds—now 7 percent—while still in school, and then the Treasury bill! 
rate plus 3 percentage points after they leave school. 

Students could begin repaying the interest immediately, or borrow! 
more to cover the accumulating interest charges. 


•Change the subsidy to banks. While borrowing students are still ini 
school, the government currently pays about 3.5 percent interest to banks! 
that make student loans. It would cut the subsidy to 3 percent if Congress! 
approves the proposal. 


•Cut Pell Grant funding. By cutting Pell Grant funding from $3.4 billionl 
to $3 billion, the administration hopes to stop subsidizing some 500,000| 
students each year. The administration also wants to make Pell Grants! 
harder to get by tightening income need tests for them. 


•Merge and end various programs. The president proposed to cut the! 
College Work-Study Program, which helps schools and nonprofit groups! 
pay student employees, by about 40 percent, and merge it with the Sup-1 
plemental Education Opportunity Grants program. He wants to eliminate! 
the State Student Incentive Grant and National Direct Student Loan pro-l 
grams altogether. 


•Reduce vocational aid funding. The Education Department budget fori 
vocational education programs for fiscal 1987 would be cut by more than! 
half, to $408 million from this year’s $842 million. 


•Create a new teacher scholarship fund. The department would funnel $ll 
million in scholarships to prospective math and science teachers under a I 
one-year-only Christa McAuliffe Scholarships program. 


•Create a new loan program. A new program, run by colleges them¬ 
selves, would loan up to $4,500 a year to undergraduates and $10,000 to| 
grad students. Repayment schedules would be tied to how much students! 
subsequently earn after graduation, with each year’s payments limited to| 
15 percent of annual income.

A.P. Update . 

In the worst series of storms to pelt California in years, 
Gov. Deukmejian declared a state of emergency Tuesday for three coun¬ 
ties. At least 10 people are reportedly dead, with damage estimated in the 
millions of dollars. Power outages, mud slides, and flooding left small 
towns isolated. 

A bomb exploded Tuesday in the U.S. embassy com¬ 
pound in Lisbon, Portugal. There were no injuries but flames and shattered 
metal flew through the air. The bomb had been placed in the car of a U.S. 
Embassy Marine guard. 

Crude oil prices plunged below $15 for the first time in 
seven years. Uncertainty continued as Mexico cut its oil prices last week. 
Other petroleum products prices have also dropped. The price drop set-off 
nervous trading on the New York Stock Exchange. 

A U.S. Coast Guard cutter delivered 148 Haitian 'boat peo¬ 
ple' to the Port-au-Prince, Haiti, harbor after intercepting their two leaky 
sailboats as they headed for the United States. They were presumed to 
have been at sea since Dec. 31. Some of the Haitians said they did not 
know President Jean-Claude Duvalier had left Haiti following anti¬ 
government protests. 

Walter C. McCrone said during a two-day confer¬ 
ence in Elizabethtown, Pa., that fibers taken from the shroud of Turin 
prove the image on the cloth came from an artist’s paint brush and not 
Jesus Christ’s body. He based his conclusion on the color of marks attri¬ 
buted to blood and extensive analysis of fibers he collected by pressing 
tape on the cloth in 1978. McCrone and a team of scientists subjected the 
shroud to a battery of tests in 1978. No definitive conclusions have been 
drawn. 


Peoria Update

Caterpillar Tractor Co. and the United Auto Workers union 
agreed to begin negotiation for a new contract on April 8. The date, seven 
and a half weeks before the contract expires, was proposed by UAW Inter¬ 
national Monday. The current three-year central contract expires May 31 at 
midnight. The talks will be held in Bridgeton, Mo. Caterpillar will have 
about 15 people at the bargaining table during central contract negotia¬ 
tions. The negotiating team will include labor relations’ managers from 
company headquarters and from six of the eight plants covered under the 
central bargaining agreement. Traditionally, negotiations start two months 
before the contract expires. 

A Vice president and four training engineers of the Diamond-Star 
Motors Corp. met Feb. 7 with the president and other top officers of Illinois 
Central College and toured the campus. The meeting raised hopes for the 
possibility of training Diamond-Star workers at ICC. Reportedly, the 
Diamond-Star officials told ICC officials they were very impressed with the 
school and would by meeting with them again. The training of workers at 
ICC is foreseen as among the first of many economic benefits for Peoria 
resulting from the new auto plant. 

Convicted rapist Bradley Hindert pleaded guilty to public 
indecency, reportedly moments after a judge refused to declare him sexu¬ 
ally dangerous. Hindert, of 3417 Baskins Ridge, admitted to exposing him¬ 
self at the corner of Gale and Forest Hill on July 8. Hindert was sentenced 
to seven months in jail and was ordered to undergo any treatment neces¬ 
sary.

Up to 120 rooms in Geisert will have access to personal computers 
and communications next fall through an accepted proposal by AT&T, 
Joel Hartman, associate director for the center of learning resources, said 
at Monday’s Student Senate meeting. 

"The machines will come furnished only with BASIC but will have 
access to other languages also," he said. The complete package will 
include: an AT&T personal computer with maximum memory capacity, 
two floppy discs, a green screen monitor, key board, printer port and 
basic programming and data processing language. 

There will be a full-time maintenance position and technical service 
with the phone system to handle repairs and upkeep of the machines, he 
said. The possibilities of having a public domain software library were 
also discussed. 

FRESHMEN AND transfer students will have first preference on 
receiving a room wired for the new computer system. According to Hart¬ 
man, Geisert was chosen as the experimental dorm because of its ability 
to house males, females and freshmen. 

In other business, Kevin Burke, cahipus affairs chair, said there’s 
consideration about purchasing new equipment for the Health Center with 
the student health fees. However, no final decision has been made yet. 

And, proposals on the feasibility of having a soccer team at Bradley 
will be reviewed by Dr. Abegg, according to Bob Sherman, chair of the 
committee. 

Also, discussed was the concern of Heitz students about the dorm 
becoming housing for graduate students. All-school President Ray Einig 
said Dr. Gaisky’s first concern was for the students presently living there, 
and he "would be hard-pressed to throw them out."

It has come to my attention 
through conversations with fellow 
students, and from reading the 
Scout , that students are worried 
Bradley University will soon 
become a technical school, offering 
only engineering and business 
classes. 

Traditionally, Bradley has 
always differed from a Liberal 
Arts school; however, at the 
present, Bradley does provide a 
strong education on a liberal arts 
background. 

Our school was founded in 
1897 as Bradley Polytechnic Insti¬ 
tute, and was originally set up to 


provide the first two years of a 
college education. In the early 
years, Bradley was guided by Wil¬ 
liam Rainey Harper, then the 
president of the University of Chi¬ 
cago. 

Apparently he wanted Bradley 
to be a "feeder" school for his 
institution. As the association with 
Mr. Harper dissolved, Bradley 
started evolving into the four year 
university as we know it today.

of fall 1985, is majoring in either 
engineering (25 percent) or busi¬ 
ness (20 percent). However, 
liberal ^rts and sciences (LAS) 
account for over 45 percent of all 
semester hours taught at Bradley. 
This data indicates liberal arts and 
sciences are just as important to 
Bradley University as engineering 
and business. On the negative side, 
compared to last year, LAS was 
down 18 percent in the number of 
majors. 

In recent discussion with a fel¬ 
low student, I asked his opinion on 
the subject. He said "we should 
accept students in whatever major 
we can get them." Although this is 
a typical, apathetic response, it 
makes sense. Is the Bradley 
administration actually trying to 
turn away liberal arts students? I 
can tell you for a fact this is not 
true. 

Two weeks ago, the University 
Strategic Planning committee 
(which is composed of faculty 
representatives from the various 
colleges) met with Dr. Max Keel. 


Dean of the College of liberal arts 
and sciences. One of the topics 
discussed was how to stop the dec¬ 
lining enrollment (of LAS). Some 
solutions were presented, including 
increased marketing, and the 
development of new and existing 
majors. Although the various 
recommendations are by no means 
approved, the conversations show 
the University administratioq 
recognizes and is concerned about 
the enrollment drop. 

AS FAR AS the future is con¬ 
cerned, LAS students and others 
who choose not to be engineering 
or business majors at Bradley 
should also believe their degree 
will be worth more than ever. On 
the other hand, engineering and 
business students receive the same 
core of gen ed as the rest of us do. 

After all, why would Bradley 
build a new art center if the art 
major was going to be discontin¬ 
ued?

Violent Femmes, Commotions: worth a listen

After an experimental down¬ 
fall with their second album, the 
Violent Femmes are back, with a 
tighter and varied sound on their 
new album "The Blind Leading 
the Naked." 

While "Blind" doesn’t have 
the quirky lyrics and snare drum 
dance beat of the group’s first 
album, it’s danceable and less 
repetitive. 



Femmes seem to have 
taken a political turn, but they 
don’t let the message bog down 
the music. 

"Old Mother Reagan" is a 
fast-driving song, heavy on saxo¬ 
phone, with the lyrics sounding 
familiarly like Mother Goose. 

The Femmes have added 
some instruments besides their 
usual snare drum, guitar, and 
xylophone. There’s sax, organ, 
and acoustic slide guitar, which 
add the variety on this album. 

"No Killing" has the dynamic 


sound of "Add it Up" with the 
same rhyming repetitiveness. 
Instead of asking "Why can’t I get 
just one.. " the Femmes sing over 
and over "I’ll be your good 
friend." 

RECORDS 

The Femmes strike a 50s 
dance style on, "I Held Her in 
My Arms," which features drum 
and sax throughout. It also has 
the same loud-soft dynamics of 
"Add it Up." 

With "Faith," the Femmes 
are at their most adventurous. It’s 
a blues piece complete with tenor 
and baritone sax, harmonica and 
trombone. If that’s not enough, it 
has some pretty clever lyrics. 

There are some slower 
tunes. "Candlelight" is the most 
bizarre. It’s an eerie song, featur¬ 
ing Abdulharneed Awan on Ara¬ 
bic tabla and Deff (whatever 
those are) and "homemade 
instruments." The music takes on 
an Eastern sound as Gordon 
Ganzo sings "...kind and kindly, 
soft and silly, wide and willy...my 
doll is dead." 

To diehard fans of the 
Femmes first album, this more 
sophisticated sound may not be 
what they’re looking for. How¬ 
ever, it has many of those same 
elements. Give that album a rest 
and listen to their latest.

There are several obvious 
problems when your first album is 
so exciting, so witty, and just so 
good it attracts great reviews and 
greater expectations; namely, 
how do you top it? 

Dozens of bright debuts have 
slid into anonymity after being 
afflicted with the dreaded 
"sophomore-slump". Remember 
Men at Work, Marshall 
Crenshaw, Big Country, and 
ABC (still in there, but the 
disease is terminal), even Christo¬ 
pher Cross? And this is only the 
past few years! 

It’s as if artists run out of 
ideas after one album. Still, I had 
great hopes for Lloyd Cole and 
the Commotions, whose debut, 
"Rattlesnakes," was one of the 
bright spots of last year. 

Little bought but widely 
acclaimed, "Rattlesnakes" was 
crammed with witty lyrics and 


classy folk touches-awash in 
acoustic guitars and rich strings, 
perfectly merging coffee-house 
intensity with pop sensibility. So 
the follow-up certainly had some¬ 
thing to live up to! Perhaps 
because Cole showed such prom¬ 
ise, it’s difficult to dismiss the 
band’s latest, "Easy Pieces"; one 
wants to like it, if only because 
we know what this band is capa¬ 
ble of. 

"Easy Pieces" starts off 
promisingly. "Rich" is a lively 
pop piece about brighter future 
days, with Cole’s usual clever 
lines (waste away to Morro 
Bay/they saved your body but 
your mind, hey) which can be 
interpreted six different ways. 

The next few numbers are 
pleasant but not particularly 
outstanding-although "Pretty 
Gone" comes close-in fact, we 
have to wait until side two is 
almost over for the next close 
excellent track. 

The double slam of "Lost 
Weekend" and "James" are 
worth the wait ’though. "Lost 
Weekend" especially goes all out, 
with the band cutting loose in a 
free-for-all jam session and Cole 
delivering one of his most 
endearing vocals. "Minor Charac¬ 
ter" is more like minor filler. 

The Commotions redeem 
themselves and the album with 
the closing "Perfect Blue", a 
lovely little promise of enduring 


trust. How can you resist Cole at 
his most vulnerable, as when he 
admits 3 guess I’m a fool at least 
I’m not innocent/I may be blue 
but don’t, let me make you blue 
too." When the album ends on 
that note, one can’t help but 
overlook some of its shortcom¬ 
ings. 

Cole’s music matters, and his 
talent should be encouraged. So 
by all means buy the album. It 
will: 1) give some much needed 
attention to a genuine talent, and 
2) leave you anxious to hear the 
next album by Lloyd Cole and 
the Commotions, which hopefully 
won’t be another rush job in 
order to capitalize on good publi¬ 
city.

He named Burroughs and Colgate as companies good at making a 
profit and maintaining low wages in the country. 

The apartheid system, which Majeke said is one of the most expen¬ 
sive systems ever, could never have survived without the support of the 
Americans 

HE SAID the U.S. government, under the guise of "fighting com¬ 
munism" has helped support it. 

They are not communists--they are black people fighting a white 
minority government that is killing people. Before we intend to fight 
communism, we better know what it is. I doubt Mr. Reagan or Mr. Bush 
could define it, he said. 

Majeke pointed out that Bush, prior to his becoming vice president, 
had investments in South Africa. He said many of the conservatives who 
support apartheid under the guise of fighting communism call themselves 
"jnoralists." 

''God help whoever is supposed to be a moralist, he said. 

Majeke spoke at the Garrett Center, sponsored by the Black Student

* ANN ARBOR, MI (CPS)--The 
real reason Scholastic Aptitude 
Test scores are rising is students 
these days come from smaller fam¬ 
ilies. 

A new study from the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan found the smaller 
a student’s family, the higher the 
SAT score tends to be. 

And if family size is the key 
determinant of SAT performance, 
scores should continue to rise until 
the turn of the century, UM 
researcher Robert Zajonc said. 

Many researchers have theor¬ 
ized why average SAT scores fell 
from 1963 through 1980, when 
they began to level off and why 
they now are rising again. 

WHILE PRESIDENT Reagan 
once blamed student aid for the 
decline, others have cited every¬ 
thing from working mothers to 
"open" elementary schools to bad 
high schools and even atmospheric 
nuclear testing as the culprit. 

Zajonc studied how family 
demographics influence academic 
performance before finding a sta¬ 
tistical link between family size 
and test scores. 

He said ^students from large 
families shouldn’t despair. Many 
students from larger families did 
very well on the SATs. "We are 
talking of aggregate data, not indi¬ 
viduals. " 

His research "analyzes the 
influence of family factors on intel¬ 
lectual development—the number, 
order and the spacing of siblings- 
as they oontribute to intellectual 
growth." 

Another recent study-by 
Hunter Breland of the Education 
Testing Service-also found a high 
correlation .between performance 
on the National Merit Scholar Test 
and family size. 

BRELAND IS reluctant to 
attribute performance to family 
size. "It could be socio-economic 
factors that actually cause higher 
scores. Rich people tend to have 
smaller families," Breland said. 

Zajonc said, "Even if you con¬ 
trol for social-economic status, 
family size predicts performance 
on tests of all sorts." 

High school seniors taking the 
SAT in 1963 came from families 
that, on the average, had 1.5 chil¬ 
dren preceding them. But seniors 
taking the exam in 1980 were usu¬ 
ally the third offspring in the 
home. 

Based on such data, Zajonc 
correctly predicted in 1976 that the 
scores would fall until 1980, and 
then head upward again because 
students taking the test would be 
coming from smaller families. 

Now he predicts SAT scores 
will keep rising until the late 1990s 
because average family size dwin¬ 
dled from 1962 through 1979. 
Average scores, in fact, may pass 
500 by the end of the century 
before declining again, Zajonc 
said.

The other day when some 
friends and I were waiting for the 
bomb to fall, we started discussing 
the sort of things that it’s just basi¬ 
cally kind of hard to say anything 
very positive about.

Bradley University has been living the "Glory 
Days" of Homecoming Week for the past five days, 
with stiff competition for "spirit points", overall 
enthusiasm, and two days of events yet to come. 

The Pep Rally is tonight at 8 at the Robertson 
Memorial Field House. Admission is free and atten¬ 
dance is expected at over 2000 people. Organizations 
can get extra spirit points by dressing like the Bradley 
Brave. Appearances are scheduled by the basketball 
teams, the cheerleaders and Merri-n-ettes, the 
Homecoming Court, and the Bradley Brave. The first 
off-radio playing of the Braves’ song, 
"YAJUSNEVERNO," provided by WMBD Radio, 
will also be featured. 

Saturday is Homecoming Day, which begins with 
a parade at 10 a.m. The parade, which features at 
least one float, an antique fire engine, and a Rolls 
Royce for the Homecoming Court, will start on 
campus and end at the Civic Center Arena. The King 
and Queen and the winners of Spirit week will be 
announced at halftime. 

A Victory Dance/Celebration will be held at the 
Hotel Pere Marquette from 8 p.m. to 1 a.m. Tickets 
are $5 in advance and $6 at the door. The cost 
includes hors d’oeurves, a live DJ, and a cash bar. 


AS OF WEDNESDAY night, the competition 
for spirit points was intense, with Theta Chi taking a 
definite lead with 102 points. Delta Upsilon followed 
with 71 points, Gamma Phi Beta took third with 55, 
followed by the WES Complex with 36. Delta 
Gamma held the fifth place position with 35 points. 

Theta Chi dominated in the Obstacle course with 
a time of 20.91 seconds, as well as taking first in the 
skits with their original Missouri Valley Choir. 

WES Council took first place in the banner day 
competition, with a banner that was hung between 
Elmwood and St. James dorms. 

Delta Upsilon beat the competition when they 
showed their intellect in the Trivia Pursuit Contest 
Tuesday night. 

Finally, the results of the Homecoming Court 
were announced on Wednesday night after a day of 
voting. The five King finalists include: Bob Ciesla, 
Williams Council; Craig Consigny, Gamma Phi Beta; 
Jim Les, Delta Upsilon; David Panizzi, Alpha Chi 
Omega; and Mark Schuler, Sigma Nu. 

THE FIVE Queen finalists are: Karin Dahlbo, 
Sigma Kappa; Toni Gillie, Sigma Chi; Wendy 
Haynes, FUI; Dawn Hughes, Delta Upsilon; and 
Terri Jackson, Williams Council.

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Communications plans 
future major changes

Bradley’s University Senate voted last Thursday 
to approve proposed changes in the curriculum of the 
division of communications, including the dropping or 
combining of the present nine majors into four new 
ones. 

Dr. Joe Misiewicz, director of the division of 
Communications, said the move was an attempt to 
"more accurately reflect the division’s strengths and to 
build a program around the future of communications 
as it appears to be developing." 

The decision was made "because the division 
feels the market is in the mood of merger" and "there 
are basics that all communication students need to 
know," Misiewicz said. 

Under the new curriculum, all students in the 
department will be required to take a common 18- 
hour core of classes plus one of the new majors. It 
would no longer be possible to double-major within 
the division. 

THE FOUR NEW majors would be: speech; 
radio-video-photo, which would consist of a core 
within the major plus a radio-video option and a photo 
option; advertising-public relations, with both 
advertising and public relations emphasis optional; 


and news, which would combine print and broadcast 
journalism. 

Dropped from the old program would be the 
journalism-photography major. However, Misiewicz 
said the photo option of the radio-video-photo major 
would include those courses currently required by 
photo majors. 

The new curriculum also offers two minors, one 
in speech communication and one in news. 

Students under the current curriculum will not be 
affected and can still pick up a second major, 
Misiewicz said. 

He said he isn’t a big believer in the double 
major because under the present system, it is possible 
for students to pick up a second major in the division 
by taking only a few more classes. 

MISIEWICZ SAID the new curriculum is being 
offered as an option to prospective students for the fall 
of 1986 but he said it will probably be at least a year 
before the division can get the news of the new pro¬ 
gram out to all the high schools and change over to 
the new system. 

He said he will be interested to see how the 
admissions office sells the new program, but the feed¬ 
back he has gotten back so far has been positive.

Bradley to adopt 
AIDS guidelines

Since first being documented in 1980, AIDS has generated a great 
deal of controversy and national attention, and Bradley University is 
focusing on the potential problem. 

The American College Health Association (ACHA) has encouraged 
universities and institutions to adopt a set of guidelines to deal with the 
situation, Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting associate provost for student affairs 
said. 

A committee, formed to establish formal guidelines concerning the 
University’s responsibility to the AIDS problem, will present its findings 
and proposed guidelines in about six weeks. 

Gaisky; Ray Zarvell, director of educational development; Dr. Lois 
Frels, director of nursing; Dr. Henry Gross, Bradley’s physician; Leslie 
Thom, nursing instructor and Laura Hays, all-school secretary are 
members of the committee. 

THE ACHA RECOMMENDS the University have guidelines to 
deal with potential students and employees who may have Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome, a pre-AIDS condition or "are carriers of 
the antibody itself. 

Bradley’s guidelines will also deal with current students and employ- 
| ees who may have AIDS or the antibody and how the University will be 
committed to education of its constituents-in terms of the AIDS 
, situation-will also be addressed, Gaisky said. 

"We can’t run or hide from the problem—it’s a problem in society," 
Gaisky said. 

The ACHA recently released its recommended guidelines to univer¬ 
sities, so Bradley is either at the same level or slightly ahead of other 
educational institutions in establishing guidelines, he said. 

AIDS destroys the immune system and gives other diseases the 
chance to develop. The AIDS virus affects the T-4 helper cells and des¬ 
troys them in about four years, without these cells, the immune system 
can’t function. 

IN THE PAST week, 14-year-old Ryan White, from Indiana, has 
been banned from school because he has AIDS. Parents of the boy’s 
classmates argued that other pupils could be harmed if Ryan were in 
school, a judge agreed and issued a temporary order to keep him from 
returning to school. 

Gaisky said this is a classic case of public hysteria. It’s an interesting 
case because the court’s decision has gone against all medical findings. 


Enrollment for the spring semester is down 6.8 
percent from last fall, a drop which was expected by 
Bradley officials. 

Out of 4,615 students enrolled here, 3,523 are 
full-time and 1,092 are part-time. The undergraduate 
total if 4,083 and graduate enrollment is 532. 

The drop has been less in the past. Dr. Alan Gai¬ 
sky, acting associate provost for student affairs, said. 
"We guarantee ourselves we’ll lose a certain amount 
through (December) graduation." 

The University anticipates a 7 to 8 percent drop 


due to graduation. 

SPRING SEMESTER enrollment for freshmen 
is 722. Of that total, 13 are new students. 686 are 
returning students, and 23 are transfers. 

Bradley sophomores total 872, including 837 
returning and 35 transfers; juniors total 1099, 1043 
returning and 56 transfers; senior enrollment equals 
1328, 1323 returning and 5 transfer. There are 62 
unclassified students. 

Last fall’s enrollnfCnt was 4,950, a 7.8 percent 
decline from the fall of 1984. opinion

A.P. Update 


Phillipine President Ferdinand E. Marcos resigned^ 

his post and fled the country in a U.S. Air Force jet. Three hours after Mar¬ 
cos, his family, and close associates left, U.S. Secretary of State George , 
Schultz announced U.S. recognition of the new government headed by 
Corazon Aquino. 

Aquino wa^proclaimed president in Manila on Tuesday, although Mar¬ 
cos had defeated her in the Feb. 7 presidential election, according to the 
official tally by a National Assembly dominated by Marcos supporters. 

Navy Commander John Hollis was convicted Tuesday of 

sexually pursuing enlisted women under his command. This is in violation; 
of military custom barring fraternization between officers and enlisted per¬ 
sonnel. 

Hollis was found guilty of four counts of fraternization and one of adul¬ 
tery. He faces penalties ranging up to nine years in prison plus dismissal 
from the navy. 

Traces of cyanide were discovered in the body of a 32-year-old 
man and in an Extra-Strength Tylenol capsule found in a bottle underneath 
his bed, officials said Tuesday. Police said they still don’t know if cyanide 
was the cause of the man’s death because he had recently been through a 
series of operations and wasn’t in the "best of health." 

In Cairo, thousands of policemen went on a rampage 

near the Great Pyramids Tuesday night. They fired into the air, attacked 
hotels and set several nightclubs and a police station on fire. The police¬ 
men were said to be angered by a false rumor that their tours of duty were 
being extended. Witnesses reported that tear gas was used to put down 
the uprising and there were unconfirmed reports of casualties. 

The night shift at the world’s second largest gold mine refused to 
go to work Tuesday. They joined a strike by the 12,000 man day shift in an 
action the union said could spread to all 43,000 of the mine’s black work¬ 
ers. The strikers are demanding that police release eight black miners 
detained in connection with the killings last week of four black supervisors 
during a fight at the mine. ^ 

Peoria Update

The Hilltop facility of Madison Park Bank, located on 1304 
W. Main St., was robbed Monday morning. Reportedly, two gunmen with 
chrome-plated revolvers entered the rear of the bank and forced a teller to 
fill a plastic sack with money. The two then left the bank by the rear door 
and fled toward Bradley University. They escaped with about $26,000 in 
cash. This robbery was the third for the Hilltop facility in 2 1/2 years. 

Central Illinois Light Co. shut off electrical service to about 
200 of its customers with unpaid bills this month. These shut-offs ended a 
four-year-long moratorium on winter shut-offs. CILCO was able to shut off 
the late paying customers’ service under provisions of the law that allows 
a utility to cut-off service whenever the National Weather Service forecasts 
above-freezing temperatures for a 24-hour period. In the past three years, 
CILCO waited for warm weather to start the shut-offs, usually until April. 
Reportedly, of the 200 customers cut off this month all but 15 made 
arrangements to pay the bill and were reconnected by Monday. 

Caterpillar Tractor Co. and Donaldson Co., Inc. of Blooming¬ 
ton, Minn., have agreed to form a joint venture to produce Caterpillar- 
designed filters in a factory in central Illinois. The new company, expected 
to open next year, will employ about 50 people. Ernie Andberg, 
Donaldson’s treasurer, said the search for a factory location is underway ’ 
and he expects the company to locate the factory within a 50-mile radius 
of Morton. Caterpillar wants to produce the filters to replace filters' 
currently purchased from other companies.

Bradley’s Women Awareness Week, sponsored by CWA, begins 
Sunday and continues through Thursday. The week coincides with 
Women’s History Week. 

Barbara Kraeger, president of CWA, said, "One of the main issues 
we want to focus oh this year is sexual harassment by teachers. There’s 
nothing planned for the week on that issue-there will be a speaker later 
in the semester."

Five senior military officers from the U.S. Army 
War College plus one faculty member-moderator from 
the college were on campus Wednesday to discuss 
U.S. foreign policy and national security issues. 

With a turnout of around 10-15 Bradley students 
and professors, the officers decided to circle the chairs 
and turn it into a night of informal discussion. 

Asked about the U.S. handling of the situation of 
in the Philippines, Colonel John Welde, U.S. Air 
Force, said "we should be cautious not to give our¬ 
selves to much credit for what happened." 

Welde said what happened there came from the 
Filipinos themselves and was the result of democracy 
in action. We did the best we could in "changing 
horses " when Aquino finally did take power. 

OTHER TOPICS OF discussion included the 
efficiency/inefficiency of modem weapons, the ’Star 
Wars’ program, the incident in Grenada and the U.S. 
role in Haiti. 

Welde said over time we have developed more 


and more fatalistic weapons and it has become harder 
and harder to discriminate between combatants and 
non-combatants. 

Colonel David Hansen, the moderator, said this 
is not the result of any lack of concern on the part of 
our government. But it is just something technology 
may have taken away from us. 

Welde described ’Star Wars’ as a research project 
to investigate whether it is possible to build a defense 
shield and if it should be built. He also said it was an 
issue that "has the nation split in half." 

He said he was concerned the Soviets have been 
working on it longer and harder than we have and if 
one side develops it, it would offset the balance. 

THE MEMBERS OF the panel said they were 
not official spokesman for the army or the govern¬ 
ment, but were students of the national security policy 
formulation process. The objective of the discussion 
was to share facts and ideas. 

The group will be at Knox College in Galesburg 
today.

Although the problem of sexual harassment by professors is not a 
problem at Bradley, there have been some incidents and a stated 
policy or procedure for reporting the harassment is needed-it’s a 
must.

Kevin Manton missed the 
awards ceremony because he was 
tracking down the station wagon, 
which had been towed after he 
accidently parked in a 
handicapped-only parking space. 
After paying the fine and driving 
30 miles to retrieve the wagon, 
one of the vans wouldn't start. 

Luckily, the repairs only 
delayed the team's departure 
another hour. Before they left, the 
mechanic dutifully warned them 
the van might break down again at 
any time. The van held up, but 
they were delayed another half 
hour when they missed an exit 
Despite all the added stress of 
the trip, they drove home with 
their first place trophy. Not

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Bradley Bands battle 
for a worthy cause

In this year of musical benefits, it’s no surprise 
the idea would play in Peoria. Well, Bob Geldof 
wasn’t there, and no one’s going to confuse it with 
Live-Aid, but Tuesday night’s "'Battle of the Bands" 
attracted a good turnout to see some local talent. 

The "Battle" raised over $200 for Multiple 
Sclerosis. First prize was 10 hours of free studio 
time, and a $50 gift certificate for second prize. Vot¬ 
ing was a matter of cash—the winner was deter¬ 
mined by the amount of contributions made in the 
band’s name. 

After the money was counted, the winner was 
Babylon Sisters with Marshall Law placing second. 
Competition came after charity, though, as all of the 
bands did their best to get the audience to contri¬ 
bute. 

The battle got off to a slow start with two bands 
who needed more material and more time to refine 
it. Straight Curves had decent playing but with only 
two songs, they weren’t on long enough to judge. 
However, they were the only group to perform an 
original tune, an instrumental called "Jennifer." 
Diversions played three songs, but were on stage 
even less, performing competently, but with little 
enthusiasm. 

The pace picked up as the evening went on. 
Marshall Law grabbed a good performance out of a 
shaky technical set-up (the drums were overwhelm¬ 
ing at times). They had a lot to be proud of in the 
strong vocals of Dave Timmons. In their version of 
Dokken’s "Alone Again", not only did he get the 
falsetto right, Timmons managed to sound slightly 
German! Rhythm guitarist (and "Battle" organizer) 
Carl Hanson gave good support to Timmons on 
lead guitar. Quality playing enhanced their choice 
of material, which easily could have sounded tired. 

A band, which may be familiar to Bradley stu¬ 
dents, is showing a great deal of improvement. Fra¬ 
gile Glass, last year known as 4Play, has grown in 
both skill and selectivity. Their line-up of songs was 
a welcome change of pace from the metal inclina¬ 


tions of the preceeding bands: they even got a few 
brave souls dancing. The members have really pol¬ 
ished their skills: Sean Osborne, Dick Jones. Steve 
LaBeau and Craig Stoner can piay. Fragile Glass 
overcame some technical snags to pull off energetic 
covers of "Message in a Bottle". U2’s "11 OClock 
Tick Tock", The. Alarm and The Kinks. Lead singer 
Scott Carnahan had Bono’s moves down cold, but 
his voice was shown to best advantage in a tight 
rendition of the Violent Femmes’ raunch-rock classic 
"Add it Up". 

Another band worth listening to, Babylon Sis¬ 
ters, closed out the evening and proved worth the 
wait. The six-man outfit had been all over the place 
most of the evening, as they were also playing with 
the between-set band, but they came together to put 
on an excellent set. 

Their jazz-rock influences were obvious, four 
Steely Dan and one Dire Straits cover, but with 
terrific musicianship they managed to put an indivi¬ 
dual stamp on every song. Confident is .the descrip¬ 
tive word; they played a professional-caliber set, 
and singer/keyboardist John Henkel admitted they 
did play professionally under the name Out to 
Lunch. Special praise goes to guitarist Mike Nellas 
for his outstanding work. 

Sushi on the Rocks, the between-set band, also 
gave a lively performance. They should be familiar 
to Braves fans as the pep band at the games. 

Although billed as a "Battle of the Bands", the 
atmosphere in the Student Center Ballroom was 
more one of "make love, not war". The performers 
were always aware they were there to raise money. 
Goodwill was foremost as each band challenged the 
audience to donate. 

As nearly three hours of music came to end, 
'The Battle of the Bands" proved not only that 
there is some talent in the Bradley and Peoria area, 
but the student body can pull together for a worthy 
cause. What was all that talk about apathy, anyway?

The Hitcher: disturbing, but well

Parents would love The 
Hitcher." No amount of parental 
warnings against picking up 
hitchhikers should be as effective 
as this film. 

What makes The Hitcher" 
good is its suspense, so the plot 
won’t be revealed in this review 


except for the the first scene 
which sets it up: a young man on 
his way to California picks up a 
hitchhiker. 

Of course, this restraint 
might be for nothing: those of 
you who read Gene Siskel’s 
review of this film know the entire 
nlot. You also know Siskel hated 


the film. He gave it zero stars and 
said only mentally deficient peo¬ 
ple would enjoy it. 

Well if it means you have to 
be mentally deficient to enjoy this 
film so be it. This reviewer loved 
The Hitcher." 

Siskel is correct in his assess¬ 
ment of the story: it’s very

violent. But if you’re going to 
make this'kind of film, you might 
as well make it well, and The 
Hitcher’s" makers at least did 
that. 

Going back to the-opeTiing 
scene, in which the hero picks up 
the hitcher: this scene alone is 
exciting enough to be the climax 
of the entire movie. A director 
has to be pretty sure of himself to 
start his film with the audiences’ 
hearts racing. Things could easily 
go downhill from there, but The 
Hitcher" goes steadily upward 
instead. It’s a suspenseful thriller 
that’s very well put together. 

Rutger Hauer is intimidating 
as the hitchhiker. John Rider. 
Anyone who’s seen him in 
"Nighthawks" or "Bladerunner" 
knows how frighteningly good he 
can be at playing a psychotic, 
and this is his best yet. 

C. Thomas Howell ("Red 
Dawn," "The Outsiders"), is 
impressive in the tough role of 
the hero Jim Halsey. The part is 
a demanding one as the 
character’s personality changes 
drastically through the course of 
the film, allowing Howell to show 
his full acting range. 

Jennifer Jason Leigh is 
endearing as Nash, the young 
waitress who gets involved. 

Everything else about The 


made 

Hitcher" is consistent with the 
acting and direction. A well- 
written script, tight editing and 
some great mood music help 
make the film believable and sur¬ 
realistic. 

There is a reason not to see 
The Hitcher." It’s full of some of 
the goriest violence ever filmed, 
and getting through equally 
violent movies like "Rambo," and 
"Friday the Thirteenth Part What¬ 
ever" without being bothered is 
no guarantee The Hitcher" 
won’t be disturbing. While those 
films deal with faraway situations 
that we don’t really relate to, or 
premises that are just plain silly 
The Hitcher" deals with' very 
real-world circumstances. 

The characters could easily 
be on their way to Florida next 
month, or your family traveling to 
the Grand Canyon. The violence 
goes a lot further than simple 
shoot-outs, and in that regard, 
Siskel is correct. Weak stomachs, 
beware. 

But for others, The 
Hitcher" is a heart-stopping, 
edge-of- the-seat thriller that 
keeps audience members guess¬ 
ing about when the killer is going 
to walk into the frame next and 
is, in my opinion, one of the 
better films in town right now.

The results of how Bradley’s activity fee com¬ 
pares to other schools of comparable size and enroll¬ 
ment, were presented to Student Senate Monday. 

Rich Steele, who is conducting the survey, said. 
This is just an investigation as to how our fees stack 
up to other similar universities throughout the coun¬ 
try. It is not a guarantee of an increase in our activity 
fee. * 

Only about half of the schools have replied to 
Steele’s request for information, but Notre Dame 
included a survey of eight schools. By comparison, 
Bradley’s activities allocation falls significantly below 


the average, according to rough estimates compiled by 
Steele.

Teacher sued for negative reference 


(CPS)-Depending on how the 
U.S. Supreme Court rules this 
spring, professors around the 
country may stop writing recom¬ 
mendation letters for students, 
some lawyers said. 

The court will hear arguments 
this spring on the case of Andrew 
Burt, who claims University of 
Nebraska Medical Professor John 
Connolly’s negative recommenda¬ 
tion defamed him. * 

At issue is whether Burt can 
sue Connolly in Colorado, where 
Burt now lives. 


Forcing professors to shoulder 
the expense of traveling to defend 
the recommendations they write 
could discourage or simply prevent 
them from writing references in 
the future, officials said. 

NO ONE CONTESTED what 
was in the letter. 

When Burt applied for a job as 
an orthopedic surgeon at a 
Colorado hospital, the hospital 
asked former teacher Connolly to 
write a reference letter. 

In response, Connolly wrote 
Burt’s performance at Nebraska

He sued 
Connolly that year, claiming the 
professor defamed him in the letter 
to the hospital. 

Connolly’s lawyers claimed 
Colorado was the wrong jurisdic¬ 
tion, and that the case had to be 
thrown out unless it was filed in 
Nebraska, where Burt did his 
residency. 

THE CASE, TURNING on 
the jurisdiction issue instead of the 
defamation issue, finally made it 
up to the U.S. Supreme Court this 
year. 

"What happens if a faculty 
member is hailed to Alaska? We 
would have to hire counsel up 
there," University of Nebraska 
General Counsel Richard Wood 
said. 

Leaving a state to defend one¬ 
self "would present a tremendous 
burden on the defendant. It would 
severely impact on the system of 
evaluation as it applies to faculty 
members," Marilyn Mintz of the 
American Association of Univer¬ 
sity Professors (AAUP) said. 

Wood also said a Burt victory 
would inhibit employers as well as 
professors in writing reference 
letters. 

Burt declined to comment on 
the case, and his attorney, Robert 
Dyer, did not return reporters’ 
phone calls. 

CONNOLLY’S ATTORNEY, 
Thomas L. Roberts, said the pro¬ 
fessor merely was performing a 
professional duty by responding to 
the hospital’s request and, there¬ 
fore, had minimal contact with 
Colorado. 

Furthermore, since Connolly 
wasn’t paid for writing the letter, 
he had no economic relationship 
with the state, Roberts said. 

A federal district court in 
Colorado agreed with Roberts’ 
argument, but the 10th Circuit 
Court of Appeals reversed the 
decision in Burt’s favor. 

Of their chances for victory this 
spring when the Supreme Court 
hears the case, Roberts said, "I 
think we have a good chance of 
reversal." 

However, the process has not 
been cheap. Roberts estimated the 
cost of defending Connolly will 
run "in the tens of thousands of 
dollars. The cost of litigation is 
extremely high." Nebraska’s 
insurance will foot the bill. 

"YOU DON’T SEE many 
lawsuits like this, and, hopefully, 
you won’t see many in the future," 
Woods said.

in the summer, when the speech 
team sponsors a summer institute 
for high school students. The work 
involved helps get the Bradley stu¬ 
dents started, Greg Lhamon said. 

We’re forced to start reading 
plays to give the students material 
to perform," Lhamon said. 

WITH MATERIAL chosen, 
the practice begins. "The majority 
of coaching is peer coaching," 
Director of Forensics George 
Armstrong said. 

"More experienced team 
members help write, listen, and 
evaluate the other students," 
Armstrong said.

AT THE high school tourna¬ 
ments he attends, Armstrong looks 
for students who are naturally 
talented, intelligent and team 
players.

The willingness of team 
members to work together helps 
everyone to perfect their perfor¬ 
mance through peer coaching and 
to cope with the stress of intense 
competition, close quarters and 
frenzied schedules that accompany 
tournaments.

done by fellow students, 
Armstrong is allowed to concen¬ 
trate on the other source of the 
team’s continued success: recruit¬ 
ment. 

Armstrong gets most of his 
recruits from high schools. He has 
maintained contact with many 
championship high schools speech 
teams. As a result, coaches from 
high schools like Chesterton in 
Indiana, Downers Grove, 
Homewood-Flossmoor, Wheaton 
Central, and Pekin recommend 
Bradley to their seniors. 

Armstrong came to Bradley in 
1962, six years after graduating 
from the University of Rutlands. 
His start in speech came when he 
was a freshman in high school and 
he won the Future Farmers of 
American Creed Speaking Contest 


Since everybody on the team 
is a performer, we try to keep 
things entertaining," Lhamon said. 

Things get serious, however, 
when it’s time to give a perfor¬ 
mance in front of the judges. 

"I TRY TO just clear my mind 
of everything else. I usually just 
go into the bathroom to be alone 
for a minute," Hutchcroft said. 

Lhamon prepares by putting the 
event into perspective. "I try to 
relax, and talk to people. I 
remember its only a speech tourna¬ 
ment, and try not to take it too 
seriously," he said. 

Most members sit in on other 
Bradley speeches while they wait 
for their own rankings and ballots 
from the judges. The cbmments on 
the ballots remind them what an 
entirely subjective form of com¬ 
petition speech tournaments are. 


"Anybody in forensics will 
have ballots that they would like to 
frame because they are so askew," 
Dolph said, remembering a friend 
who received a ballot that advised 
him to get rid of a sweater that the 
judge deemed distracting. 

Ballots that criticize appearance 
are the exception. Even though 
judges are often faculty of compet¬ 
ing schools, Armstrong said they 
abide by an unwritten ethic. 

COACH GARY 

DREIBELBIS agreed. "Coaches 
who judge are educators first and 
competitors second." 

As fair as judges may be, Brad¬ 
ley competitors deal with some¬ 
thing students from few other 
schools face: a national reputation. 

The consensus among Bradley 
team members and coaches alike is 
that the reputation affects competi¬ 
tors and coaches positively as often 
as negatively. 

According to Lhamon, Bradley 
team members are subjected to 
more scrutiny than other teams’ 
members. 

"Last weekend a judge asked 
me where I was from. When I told 
him I was from Peoria, he said 
’Oh.’" Lhamon said (raising his 
eyebrows to indicate the judge’s 
reaction). "’You must be from 
Bradley.’" 

DOLPH ACKNOWLEDGED 

Bradley’s record is as much a help 
as it is a hindrance, because 
"forensics can be very political." 

Armstrong believes the most 
important impact of Bradley’s 
reputation is the team must be 
careful not to be seen as arrogant. 

"WE HAVE to be careful that 
our actions aren’t misconstrued, 
that we aren’t perceived as being 
cocky." 

Considering their record, the 
team can hardly be blamed for 


being proud. Fourteen of the 
team’s trophies occupy the cases on 
both sides of the entrance to Brad¬ 
ley Hall, while several more col¬ 
lect dust on the floor of a small 
room in Bradley Hall. 

It’s a safe bet the team will add 
another trophy to their collection 
when they compete at the Ameri¬ 
can Forensics Association’s tourna¬ 
ment in Detroit. 

AND IT WOULDN’T exactly 
be surprising if, at the end of 
April, they had another NFA and 
AFA trophy to add to their collec¬ 
tion. 

Come May, however, the team 


will lose six of its best members 
when Jim Wineburner, Jeff Laird, 
John Hansen, Julie Headlee, Dolph 
and Lhamon graduate. The six of 
them share over 10 national cham¬ 
pionships. 

"Most schools would have trou¬ 
ble trying to replace just one of 
them," Armstrong said. 

At least one of the seniors is 
confident Bradley’s streak will con¬ 
tinue after he is gone. 

"No, we won’t lose. It’s 
amazing—each year it seems our 
freshmen win more. When we get 
people like that coming in, it just 
gets better," Lhamon said.

Braves end perfect

The Bradley Braves entered Carver Arena for the 
last game of this 29-1 regular season, clicked the 
heels of their ruby basketball shoes and said, "There's 
no place like home" with a 71-51 victory over Indiana 
State. 

* Not that the Sycamores didn’t give them a little 
trouble, keeping the game tied at 10 with 9:10 left 
before Len Bertolini came off the bench to hit four 
jumpers during a stretch that saw the Braves outscore 
ISU 20-8 for a 30-18 halftime lead. 

"I thought the kid (Bertolini) really turned the 
game around in the first half and put us in the position 
to be up by 12 at halftime," Bradley coach Dick Ver¬ 
sace said. 

The second half was a showcase for seniors Jim 

and Mike Williams, as well as for some of the 
unger Braves. 

LES FINISHED with eight points and six 
assists, playing only 28 minutes with a badly sprained 
finger, according to Versace. ~ 

"This was the first time that I’ve been on a 
basketball court and I’ve felt chills go down my 
spine," Les said. 

Williams had 10 points, six rebounds and three 
steals in under 25 minutes. (No Brave played over 30 
minutes.) Hersey Hawkins led the team with 13 points 
and nine rebounds and Donald Powell added 12 
points. 

But taking some of the spotlight away from his 
elders was freshman Anthony Manuel, who dished out 
six assists in 15 minutes of playing time. 

The game gives Bradley a perfect 16-0 mark in 
the Valley, the first team to accomplish this since 
Larry Bird and Indiana State went undefeated and on 
to the NCAA finals. 

"WE HAVE A unique problem," Versace said. 
"It is difficult to beat any team three times in a 
season...But to win the Valley tournament, we have to 
beat three teams three times in three days." 


Another unique problem Bradley had was its 
home fans, celebrating the 20th game of the nation’s 
and school’s longest winning streak by throwing toilet 
paper onto the court, eventually incurring a technical 
foul for unsportsmanlike conduct. 

"The only reason it was called was because I 
agreed to it," Versace said. "I felt with the lead that 
we had and with the senior night and so forth...I did 
not want to make a major issue of it, so I agreed* I 
thought the officials used some common sense in not 
calling a second one, which they could have. 

What the Braves didn’t agree to was the letdown 
Versace feared after clinching the Missouri Valley 
title less than 48 hours before playing Wichita State 
Saturday. 

"I didn’t get all these grey hairs for nothing. I , 
was worried. They were relaxed, laughing and happy 
and I was being a worrywart," Versace said. 

THERE REALLY wasn’t any reason to worry. 
Despite foul trouble by Mike Williams and Donald 
Powell and an ankle injury to Jerry Thomas, the 
Braves still came away with a 74-64 win. 

"We didn't play with great rhythm. I didn’t think 
until the last eigm minutes of the game that we played 
with the normal intelligence we play with," Versace 

said. . , , 

The Braves outscored Wichita 24-14 in those last 
eight minutes to turn a two-point game into a 10 -point 
win. Hersey Hawkins had eight of his team-high 22 
points in that stretch. 

Jim Les had a big day Saturday, scoring 15 
points, dishing out 11 assists and walking away with 
homecoming king honors at halftime. 

The game marked the debut of the Braves’ new 

red shoes. 

"What can I say. They’re comfortable, we like 
them..." Les said. 

"...and they’re red. And they’re really red," Ver¬ 
sace interjected.

On April 1, a number of deci¬ 
sions regarding changes in the 
campus cafeterias will be 
announced. Among those decisions 
will be the future employment 
status of off-campus students in the 
cafeterias. 

Ken Goldin, Bradley’s business 
manager, said "around 30" stu¬ 
dents could lose their jobs as a 
result of his decision. 


He said he was approached by 
a number of dorm students who 
felt that because they were living 
in the dorms-and paying almost 
$3000 a year to live there-they 
felt they should have priority when 
hiring is done for the cafeterias. 

Goldin said he talked to 
cafeteria managers about hiring 
only dorm students and "hell broke 
loose." Their . concern is with 
retaining experienced workers.

the fraternity houses have a large 
number of members working in the 
cafeterias and when one member 
stops working there, he usually 
recommends one of his brothers, 
Goldin said. 

The off-campus students Goldin 
has met and negotiated with, 
understand the dorm students’ 
view, but don’t want to lose their 
jobs. They asked him to wait until 
they were done working before 
changing the policy. 


Goldin said the students, who 
claimed to be representatives of a 
larger group, thought they were 
mislead because when they were 
originally hired they thought they 
were guaranteed jobs for four 
years.

with his decision, he said, but his 
role is in the interest of the 
University. 

OTHER DECISIONS he will 
make regard smoking in the 
cafeterias, putting cereal in U-Hall 
since that cafeteria does not serve 
breakfast, serving larger or double 
portions and more than a dozen 
other changes. Goldin said he is 
working with InterDorm Council 
on the policy changes. 


Ordinance fights

Charges of discrimination against the Hotel Pere 
Marquette made by Dr. Norris Clark may have been a 
factor in a new city liquor ordinance amendment. 

The amendment, approved March 4 by the Peoria 
City Council, is designed to eliminate discrimination 
in public places, including businesses, refreshment, 
entertainment, recreation or transportation facilities 
whose services are available to the public. 

The amendment requires any terms and condi¬ 
tions of any cover charge and dress code to be clearly 
stated and visible to all persons seeking admittance to 
any publicly licensed premise. The ordinance also 
gives Peoria’s Fair Employment and Housing Com¬ 
mission power to hear discrimination cases and 
impose fines of $100 to $500 a day per offense. 

In a letter to Peoria Mayor Jim Maloof and 
members of the city liquor commission, Allen 
Andrews, superintendent of police, mentioned several 
complaints received by the city’s Equal Opportunity 
Office regarding some establishments’ use of member¬ 
ships to discriminate against minorities. 

The charges by Clark, associate professor of 
English and director of black studies at Bradley, 


discrimination 

against tfie Spirits Night Club in the Hotel Pere Mar¬ 
quette were publicized last November. Clark alleged 
Spirits Night Club discriminated against him by refus¬ 
ing to allow him entrance. 

The incident reportedly took place July 23, 1985 
when Clark tried to enter the club and was told he 
was not dressed properly. He was reportedly wearing 
a T-shirt, shorts, and thongs. This attire was accept¬ 
able at two other clubs he had attended that night. 
Although he was told cf a written dress code by the 
manager of Spirits, Clark said it was not posted any¬ 
where in or around the club. 

Also as a result of Clark’s charges, there is an 
investigation underway about the actions of the two 
police officers called by Clark on the night of the 
incident. Clark asked the officers to file a report of the 
incident. They refused. The officers may have been 
negligent in their duty by refusing to write the report. 

The ordinance is significant because it brings any 
racial or sexual discrimination cases regarding public 
accommodations under the Equal Opportunity Office 
of the city’s Fair Employment and Housing Commis¬ 
sion. Clark, as he stated in the Nov. 1, 1985 issue of 
the Bradley Scout believes this action to be a positive 
step for the city of Peoria.

A.P. Update 


Police commissioner Hans Holmer said Tuesday 

he has concluded the assassin of Prime Minister Olof Palme was a profes¬ 
sional hitman. Authorities offered a $70,000 reward for his capture. 

Officials said a cab driver saw the gunman, who shot Palme in the 
back on a well-lighted downtown street, leap into a car and speed away 
with at least one accomplice seconds before police arrived at the murder 
scene last Friday night. 


Christian and Moslem militias bombarded residential 
neighborhoods of the Lebanese capital. Police said six people were killed 
and 29 wounded in the worst shelling in Beirut this year. 


President P.W. Botha announced that the 195-day-old state of 
emergency imposed to fight anti-apartheid turmoil in South Africa would 
probably be lifted today. His announcement Tuesday was praised by the 
United States. 


During a general Strike Monday to demonstrate opposition to 
the Anglo-Irish Accord, Protestant militants fired guns at police, threw gas 
bombs and stones in a rampage through Belfast, Londonderry and other 
towns. At least 10 people were injured, eight vehicles were set on fire and 
a clothing factory went up in flames. This was the most violent and 
widespread protest against the Nov. 15 accord that gives the Catholic Irish 
Republic a voice in the affairs of the British province. 


The Supreme Court on Monday killed a sex bias and fraud suit 
by television newscaster Christine Craft, who won and then lost a 
$325,000 jury award. Craft said she was demoted as a news anchorperson 
after being told she was "too old, too unattractive and not defferential 
enough to men." 

Craft was originally awarded $500,000 in 1983. A federal judge threw 
out the verdict and ordered a new trial. She won a $325,000 award from a 
federal jury after the second trial. But that judgment was overturned last 
year. 


Philadelphia’s former No. 3 police officer was sentenced to 
13 years in prison and fined $105,000 Monday for heading a ring the 
government said extorted up to $1 million from people associated with ille¬ 
gal gambling and prostitution. 


In Minnesota, three girls who were called to the principal’s 
office on a disciplinary matter tried to poison him by lacing his coffee with 
iodine, authorities said. The principal said Tuesday he drank it, but spat it 
out when he felt a burning sensation. 


Nine heavily armed gunmen hired through ads in a maga- 
zine for military buffs and mercenaries were arrested before they could 
carry out a plot to storm a courtroom and free an inmate being tried for 
manslaughter in Anderson, Ind., on Tuesday. 


Peoria Update

Reportedly, the failing gas prices seen in the Peoria area, as 
well as across the nation, may cause a proportionate drop in sales tax 
revenues. This would mean local and state governments would be forced 
to raise their tax rates to maintain revenue levels. 

There is evidence gas prices will continue to drop. Main grades of 
U.S. and British oil fell below $12 a barrel. This last occurred in the U.S. in 
early 1978. Peoria receives some of the state tax revenue and collects a 
local 1 percent sales tax which generates about $5 million for the city. 
Deputy City Manager Charles Cumby believes the drop in gas prices will 
cause a financial crunch for the city. He did not state how serious it could 
be. 


Caterpillar Inc. and United Auto Workers Union Local 974 began 
negotiations Monday for a new contract. Reportedly, the meeting at the 
East Peoria Caterpillar plant went well. Tony Green, president of Local 
974, said both sides concurred on three or four letters of agreement and 
decided to leave some contract articles unchanged. Caterpillar insisted 
upon simplifying rules governing the upgrading and downgrading of work¬ 
ers and provisions for distributing overtime. A date has not been set for 
continuing local talks. The contract expires at midnight May 31. Discussion 
of a master agreement covering all Caterpillar UAW workers should begin 
April 8. 


A Peoria man was sentenced to 13 years in prison for raping a 14- 
month-old girl on Nov. 15. David Bassett pleaded guilty to the Class X 
offense of aggravated sexual assault. Bassett committed the crime at the 
home of the baby and her mother in the 1100 block of Northeast Perry. 
The mother was one of Bassett’s girlfriends. She had been away for 
several hours and left the grandmother to care for the baby. Bassett 
remained at the scene of the crime with the baby’s grandmother, the vic¬ 
tim, and another baby. The grandmother was unaware that Bassett was in 
the house. Bassett had been free on a two-year probation after serving 118 
days in jail for aggravated battery of another child.

According to Meryl Horalek, the Illinois Communication Coordina¬ 
tor for the convention, this is "proof positive" that IDC is once again 
becoming a strong organization. 

The purpose of the convention was for the 15 universities that make 
up IRHA to get together and exchange ideas. The ideas range from plan¬ 
ning successful parties to delegating responsibility to handling the pres¬ 
sures of being president.

$50,000 for its residence halls, compared with $2400 IDC gets from 
SABRC. 

Now IRHA is trying to encourage schools like DePaul and Loyola to 
join. Larger schools have even offered to help pay for students from 
smaller schools to go to the conventions. 

IDC WON IRHA’S program of the month for October with its Mr. 
Chips night. Students got 1/2 a sub, a bag of chips, and a can of pop for 
$1.50. IDC made no profit, it was totally for dorm residents. 

In 1978 Bradley was one of the 10 founding, members of IRHA, and 
after a few years of being inactive is now starting to become involved 
again.

Illinois seems to be the envy of many other states 
because of its higher education program. 

Larry Madaca, executive director of the Illinois 
State Scholarship Commission, said Illinois has the 
second largest monetary award program for post¬ 
secondary education, reaching over $136 million by 
next year. 

Madaca spoke Feb. 27 at Bradley on the financ¬ 
ing of higher education, how the cost of education, 
financial aid and politics come together, and the pur¬ 
pose and roles of the commission and its programs. 
Madaca said reductions in student aid could have dire 
consequences for enrollment and the reduction would 
effect both needy students as well as those not in that 
category. 

'There would be a dramatic effect on students at 
the margin," Madaca said. 

THE STATE Scholarship Commission fias been 
1 an independent entity since 1958, at which time three 
people ran what started off as a small scholarship pro¬ 
gram. It then provided about $230,000 to students. He 
said the program has grown to a kind of "mail-order 
operation," with much paper shuffling, Madaca said. 

The program now employs 340 people in three 
different regional offices. Madaca pointed out the pro¬ 
gram does not report to the Board of Education. He 
said the Commission is run by a nine-member board 
appointed by the governor for a six-year term. 

There are basically three types of programs, 
including the Scholarship and Grant program, 
Guaranteed Loan Program and the Account Purchase 
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Program. He said the Scholarship and Grant Program 
includes the Monetary Award Program, the second 
largest in the nation, funded entirely by state money. 
The Guaranteed Loan Program provides $420 million 
to students, all of it private capital. Madaca said the 
Account Purchase Program makes more loans avail¬ 
able to students by acquiring bonds to purchase loans. 
fThe leverage created is $12 for every one. 

Madaca estimated between 60-65 percent of the 
commission’s money goes to private school students. 
There is a high probability that without such support, 
many students would not be able to attend a school 
such as Bradley. Although enrollment seems to be 
dropping, more people are seeking support. This year 
there were about 322,000 applications, he said. 

Madaca said private institutions receive so much 
support because no one wants to see a system in 
which the rich attend private schools and the poor 
attend public institutions. He said he "wants to have 
students make choices based on academic program 
rather than how much is coming out of their pocket." 

THE PROGRAM with the greatest growth is 
Student Loans, Madaca said. In the past gift assis¬ 
tance far exceeded loan assistance, but since 1983 
loans have exceeded grants. 

Prior to 1981, there was about $1 billion in 
guaranteed student loans, but by last December, the 
$3 billion was presented. He expects that by the end 
of this year, there will be $3.5 billion guaranteed. 
Madaca said despite the negative publicity, students 
are paying back their loans more than 95 percent in 
this state.

And with 10,000 people behind them, it 
wasn’t difficult to find that needed energy the Braves surely 
lacked. This was no upset. 

Bradley isn’t giving up. And Peoria isn’t giving up on Brad¬ 
ley. No one is forgetting the previous 32 games of instant excite¬ 
ment that shook the Hilltop like it has never known in its years of 
existance. 

NEXT WEEK Bradley fans will once again wear their red 
and white and continue to cheer for the team they have grown to 
love so much. They will have forgotten this minor low point in 
the greatest season imaginable. 

At 31-2, the Braves end the best regular season in the 
school’s history. And with much needed rest, they will await their 
selection in the NCAA tournament. It’s the start of a new season, 
in a way. It will be away from Tulsa and away from Hawaii. It 
will be against a team they haven’t seen before, but more impor¬ 
tantly against a team that hasn’t seen Bradley, that doesn’t know 
the insides and outsides of the team that has shown more success 
than any other team in 1986. 

With only two losses, and one fresh in their minds, look for 
the Braves to explode in the NCAA. Look for Massive Mike 
slams and Hawkins twisting drives. Look for those miraculous 
comebacks when they’re down. And it’s just a five game winning 
streak away, when you can cross your fingers and look for Dal¬ 
las.

MOST PEOPLE who move 
into a singles’ dorm do so expect¬ 
ing to obtain privacy and a quiet 
place for study and rest.

The situation has the potential of 
resuming in the same manner, 
which to this point has been 
unresolved in terms of preserving 
the rights of the individual. 

It seems to be a "no-win " situa¬ 
tion Mr. King, and 1 challenge that 
regardless of the laws to be for¬ 
mally established, the situation will 
hot be effectively altered unless the 
method of deterrence, (the refer¬ 
ral), which has thus far been 
unsuccessful, is greater defined. 

Up to this point, the offending 
residents, under the guise that a 
referral can not be written unless 
the resident assistant himself is a 
witness of the offense, have repeat¬ 
edly used this to their advantage 
by continuing offensive behavior 
until the resident assistant arrives, 
at which time the offenders ceases 
their disruptive behavior. 

This is clearly a misconception, 
since it has been established that a 
referral may be written without the 
R.A. having witnessed the event. 
Regardless, this past behavior is in 
part evidence of the offenders per¬ 
sonal dislike of the R.A. in charge 
of this dorm (Windom). This per¬ 
sonal dislike is largely responsible 
for these outbursts. However their 
lack of consideration, for whatever 
reason, has victimized the other 
residents in the process. 

Unfortunately, it is not formally 
established as to how many refer¬ 
rals a person must have before he 
or she meets with an effective, 
authoritative reprimand that will 
alter his or her personal conduct. 
The whole system of "writing a 
person up" is too subjective and is 
likely not to provoke any real 
change of the situation, but usually

provokes a greater animosity 
amongst residents. 

HOWEVER, THE SYSTEM 
can be effective if tbe residents, 
now aware of the situation, exer¬ 
cise their initiative in dealing with 
these problems. As "the opposi¬ 
tion" mentioned at the dorm meet¬ 
ing, a person should speak up for 
him or herself and try to alter the 
situation personally before seeking 
a staff member. 

It is true there has been lack of 
communication to some degree. 
But this claim, mainly of the oppo¬ 
sition, is not wholly valid since 
they seem not to recognize the fact 
that communication is a two-way 
operation. Once a person speaks 
on his or her behalf, the party in 
offense must listen to the request 
and alter any offensive behavior. 
This, however, is not being done. 

It seems tragic to admit upper¬ 
classmen require a full-time "baby 
sitting service" or the reinforce¬ 


ment of quiet hours at all. Tlow- 
ever, it is a problem that exists, at 
least in Windom, and the people 
who are proposing greater leniency 
are the ones who seem unable to 
conduct themselves in accordance 
with even stricter laws. The 
opposition realizes of course that it 
will be more difficult to determine 
what is “too noisy” under the head¬ 
ing of “courtesy hours” more so 
than in a situation that maintains 
24 hours of quiet. 

It is my hope, Mr. King, that 
whatever the outcome of the vot¬ 
ing, the referrals will be taken 
seriously and, like the formal 
establishment of the quiet hour 
laws, the referral system itself will 
become more defined so that con¬ 
tinual offenders will actually be 
removed from the dorm instead of 
left to antagonize the others who 
seek only the rights which they 
have abundantly paid for, namely 
the rights to quiet and privacy.

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Emanuel stresses community involvement

The most recent edition to the Mortar Board’s list 
of ‘Faculty Members of the Year’ more than fits the 
qualifications for the award: service to Bradley, stu¬ 
dents and community. 

Dr. Joe Emanuel, who received the honor last 
week, is department chair of the industrial engineering 
department and has been at Bradley since 1967. 

In his role as chairman, he spends much time 
working with students—particularly senior I.E.’s. He 
said much time is spent talking about job prospects. 

He also spends much of his time out in the com¬ 
munity trying to find projects for his students to work 
on for their senior projects. 

THESE PROJECTS involve students going to 
businesses in the area and trying to solve some prob¬ 
lem the company may be having. This is done through 
research and analysis and may range from how to 
eliminate waste to how to more efficiently use space 
or how to reorganize to improve efficiency. 

Emanuel said the companies must have a real 
need for the students help and the students must be 
capable of helping in order for him to approve the 
project. 

"It must be two-way street where we’re helping 
someone in the community and the students should be 
challenged. 

"We want to feel like were part of the commun¬ 
ity and that we’re helping the community-not just sit¬ 
ting up here on campus teaching our students in a 
vacuum," he said. 

This helps give Bradley a good reputation, the 
students a good education, and us a chance to make a 
contribution to the community. 

WHEN NOT WORKING with his students, 
Emanuel keeps himself busy with other endeavors. 


He has worked for about six years for the Heart 
of Illinois United Way on the allocations system. He 
said he used his area of expertise to. help the founda¬ 
tions develop a method for evaluating the distribution 
of funding for the-services they provide. He said this 
project took about six months to complete and 
involved input from 35-40 local leaders who tried to 
make sure the money’s use reflected the wishes of the 
community. 

He is also vice-chair of the Forward Peoria! Edu¬ 
cation and Training commission, in which he has the 
opportunity to work with many area educators. He 
said the commission will be issuing a report soon. 

Emanuel is also Cub Master of one of Peoria’s 
Cub packs. He said he got involved because he has 
children in scouts, but he needs the experience, too. 
"You get kind of spoiled working with college stu¬ 
dents." The scouts gives him an opportunity to deal 
with young people. 

Involvement in the church is also important to 
Emanuel. It is important not just for the community 
service, but also for the spiritual aspect of one’s life. 
He said if a survey was taken of Bradley’s faculty, 
people would be surprised how many of them were 
dedicated church members. 

SOME OTHER things he is involved in include 
the faculty bowling league (of which he said he made 
the mistake volunteering to be league secretary) and 
he also likes to keep physically fit. 

He runs five miles a day or plays basketball in 
Haussler. He said Haussler Hall is used by a lot of 
Bradley’s* professors and he finds it interesting-the 
people he meets there he otherwise would have little 
contact with. 

Above all else, Emanuel is a tomahawk-waving 
Braves fan who has been known to reschedule meet¬ 
ings and even vacations so as not to miss a Brave’s 
game.

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Need for women’s work in curriculum deliberated

Women constitute half the 
world’s population, they share half 
the world’s experiences, but these 
experiences and knowledge are not 
evident in curriculum and teach¬ 
ing. 

Yesterday at a roundtable dis¬ 
cussion with about 20 faculty 
members from different discip¬ 
lines, the two major issues 
addressed were: what courses are 
taught in which women’s works are 
integrated into the course, and is 
there enough courses at Bradley 
where women’s issues are properly 
addressed. 

Dr. Claire Etaugh, chair of the 
psychology department, said in 
recent years, there has been a shift 
in curriculum. "We should be 
integrating work by women into 
regular courses, not just establish¬ 
ing separate courses to deal 
specifically with women." 

Many universities have made 
efforts to integrate the new 
knowledge about women and 
gender into the curriculum, how¬ 
ever at Bfadley, there is a need for 
integration of work by women. 

DR. ZEEV GORIN, of the 
sociology department, said he tries 
to find better books-non- 
establishment books, that integrate 
women into the text. 

"I don’t think we’ll (the curricu¬ 
lum) change unless we’re pushed 
by die students," Gorin said. "The 
pressure to change should come 
from the students" not the faculty 
or administration. 

Dr. Clyde Smith, of the educa¬ 
tion and human development 
departmeiit, said, "It’s a deliberate 
attempt on my part to tell women 
to move out of stereotypical 
careers. Women are 53 percent of 
the population, and females are 
entering the labor force at about 
one million a year. 

"I tiy to insist not to think of 
careers as traditional male and 
female careers. Women need better 
role models,"- Smith, whose 
classes are predominantly female, 
said. 

Dr. Heather Fowler-Salamini, 
of the history department and 
women studies committee, said, 
"All of us are working very hard 
to incorporate women’s issues into 
our courses, but it’s being done in 
a piecemeal fashion. Women make 
up 50 percent of the enrollment,

but the academia is not keeping up 
with the need to integrate." 

GORIN SAID HE doesn’t see 
a change in the way students think 
compared to five or 10 years ago. 
"The have the same limited infor¬ 
mation about issues as they did 
then," he said. 

Dr. Max Kele, dean of the col¬ 
lege of liberal arts and sciences, 
said, 'The responsibility for curri¬ 
culum lies exclusively with the 
faculty and if it’s to be corrected, 
it must be corrected by the type of 
courses put forth by the faculty." 

Dr. Mohamed Najmi, chair of 
the sociology department, said, 
The women studies committee 
needs to look at courses and 
evaluate—are they fair or lop¬ 
sided. " 

The raising of conscious to the 
problem needs to be achieved 
before a solution can be esta¬ 
blished. 

Smith said, "When an instruc¬ 
tor walks into a classroom and 
closes the door, they are the curri¬ 
culum and students are going to 
believe what they say despite what 
a curriculum board rules."

Kevin Burke, campus affairs chair, submitted a 
proposal for NCAA basketball seating for students at 
Monday’s Student Senate meeting. 

The student allotment of tickets will be 20 per¬ 
cent of the total number Bradley receives, which 
Burke explained was proportionate to the number of 
season ticket holders. All-school President Ray Einig 
estimated the number to be about 150, although the 
exact number is dependent on the total number of 
tickets sent to Bradley.

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Speaker details terror 
of Haitian repression

Viviane Nicholas, well-known human rights 
activist and political prisoner in exile, gave a terrify¬ 
ing personal account Tuesday night of her imprison¬ 
ment in a Haitian prison. 

Nicholas spoke to an audience of about 60 people 
as a part of the International Affairs Organization 
speaker series and in conjunction with Woman’s 
Awareness Week addressing 'Dictatorship and 
Repression in Haiti: One Woman’s Experience". 

Bom and raised in Haiti, Nicholas spent one 
month in what she termed one of the "worst prisons 
in the hemisphere" in December of 1980. A trained 
psychologist, Nicholas has been living in Montreal, 
Canada, since her deportation more than five years 
ago. 

The reason she was thrown into prison was 
because she was implicated with a group protesting 
theater censure. It was just prior to Reagan taking 
office and the U.S. government was encouraging 
former Haitian President Jean Claude Duvalier to try 
and create a better image of the government in Haiti. 
The objective became to "maintain terror in the popu¬ 
lation", Nicholas said. 

AS A WOMAN, she was never suspected to be 
involved in political action. "To them, women were 
nothing." She also had a good alibi, her husband was 
an alcoholic. "They thought I was a little crazy but 
not dangerous," she said. 

It wasn’t until she tried to obtain a divorce that 
she ran into trouble. Her lawyer told her to stop her 


claim, so she went to another lawyer. She later found 
out her first lawyer was involved in having her put in 
jail and deported, because "it was the first time a 
woman refused his favors and took her files to another 
lawyer." 

Nicholas said it was then when a civilian came to 
her door and arrested her, telling her it was nothing 
important and they just wanted to ask her some ques¬ 
tions. She was told if she gave the names of the other 
people with her in the theater, she would be freed. 
Her interrogator later added if she did not talk, she 
would find out why they called him a murderer. 

The conditions in the prison were horrifying. The 
sounds of people being beat and then screams and 
shots were heard, she said. Her cell consisted of a 
mattress and a Sherwin Williams paint can that dou¬ 
bled as a toilet and a water can for bathing. The pris¬ 
oners were not allowed to talk to each other, so they 
knocked on the walls to communicate. She always 
hoped her cell door would not open, because "at least 
that meant that I wasn’t going to be tortured," she 
said. 

Finally on Dec. 25, Nicholas said they came to 
her with a suitcase of clothes and told her to pick one 
dress. She had spent 25 days as a political prisoner. 
She was not allowed to see her family or go to her 
home to get any of her belongings. She even had to 
leave her children behind. She was given $500 "trav¬ 
eling money " and a passport, and was put on a plane 
with two other woman and five men, also political 
prisoners, and they were flown out of the country.

GO BRAVES 
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Gamma Rays 
family against

If you’re looking for a carefree, good time this 
weekend, then stay away from the Hartmann 
Center. However, if you’re interested in seeing 
some good drama starring five of Bradley’s finest 
actresses, then you shouldn’t miss 'The Effect of 
Gamma Ray’s On Man-in-the-Moon Marigolds." 

"Marigolds," which completes its run this week¬ 
end, was written by Paul Zindel and focuses on the 
tragic lives of a woman and her two daughters. 

_ Strong performances by the three principles of 
the story, Beatrice (Julie Lynn Carlson), Tillie 
(Susan Bass) and Ruth (Jeanette Finney) help make 
the well-written play all the more believable and 
enjoyable. 

In fact, Carlson, Bass and Finney use their 
vastly different character personalities and energy 
levels to play off each other so well, it is hard to 
determine who, if anyone, is supposed to be the 
central character of the production. 

The mother, Beatrice is a veritable hermit who 
spends most of her days sitting around the house 
thinking about what could have been and dreaming 
about what could be. No matter how big her 
dreams, however, it is apparent from the beginning 
that she is doomed to live out the tragic existence 
she is in for the rest of her life. 

Tillie, one of her daughters is a shy introverted 
genius who yearns to learn but is forced to spend 
days away from school "helping" her mother. 
Although Tillie talks little, she says a lot, thanks to 
Bass’s better-than-average portrayal. 

The other daughter, Ruth, is a loud-mouthed 
tramp who, it is hinted in the dialogue, has spent 
some time in an institution. During the time 
spanned by the play, Ruth has seizures, although it 
is not fully explained why. We are left to assume 
from vague references that she had a terrible shock

that destabilized her mentality. 

While the outward energy level of the charac¬ 
ters varies from Ruth and her high-powered mouth 
to Tillie and her near-comatose activity, they all 
have something in common-mutual shame. 

Ruth, at least in the beginning of the play, is 
ashamed of her plain-looking, strange sister and her 
gaudy mother. The mother is ashamed of both of 
her daughters for various reasons. And Tillie, 
though she never comes right out and says it, thinks 
her mother is a kooky tyrant and her sister a tramp. 

In one area of her life, Tillie comes out of her 
shell-studying science. Such things as the study of 
cloud formations and the atom are what really 
matter to her. Unfortunately she receives no support 
in her interest from her family-that is until one of 
her projects (after which the play was named) 
makes her a finalist in the science fair. 

For the first time, we see some pride and true 
love coming from the sisters. However, pettiness 
and selfishness threaten to destroy the one brief 
chance the family has for happiness and self- 
respect. 1 N 

The ending of the play leaves one thinking of 
their own pettiness and where it could lead them. It 
also makes one happier with the life they have. 

Supporting the main characters are Holly 
Givens as Nanny, a decrepit old woman left in the 
care of the family for $60 a week and Lauri 
0‘Connor as Janice Vickery, one of Tillie’s competi¬ 
tors in the science fair and the only (but very well 
played) comic relief in the play. 

"Marigolds" continues thru Sunday. Tickets are

Richard Thomas helps 
inspire theater students

Richard Thomas brought his energy and 
enthusiasm for the acting profession to the Hart¬ 
mann Center Monday night. 

Thomas, best known for his role as John-Boy 
on The Waltons" series, spent an hour answering 
questions from the near-capacity audience. 

Thomas explained that he began working in 
theater when he was very young, because it was his 
parents’ way of life. He learned to love the theater 
through the people surrounding him, who also 
loved it, and his love and need for the profession 
grew as he did. 

His widespread public acclaim, however, was 
the result of the popular TV series of the early 70s, 
The Waltons." He won an Emmy for his portrayal 
of John-Boy, a role he played for five years. 

He explained that while he is grateful for the 
experience he gained during the series and he 
doesn’t want the role to be forgotten, he wants to be 
recognized for all of his work. 

When a member of the audience asked him 
what the rest of the Walton "family" is doing these 
days, Thomas joked, "I don’t know. If they were 
proper family members, they would write me and 
tell me!" He went on to say that Ellen Corby 
("Grandma Walton") visits his four children fre¬ 
quently. 

Several theater majors in the audience had 
questions about what it took to be successful. Tho¬ 
mas’ advice was for young actors to get on stage 
and act, as much as possible, in any role available. 
He said the experience gained by just working is 


more important than being choosy about roles early 
in one’s career. 

One student asked Thomas about the value of 
a graduate degree in drama. He said if an actor gra¬ 
duated from Yale Drama School or a similarly pres¬ 
tigious school, employers would probably take that 
into consideration. However, Thomas said if an 
actor proves his talent, it doesn’t matter what his 
past experiences have been. "A degree won’t get 
you a job—your gift will," he said. 

After answering questions for about an hour, 
Thomas performed a dramatic reading of Byron’s 
poem "Darkness." He kept the audience in awe 
despite the somewhat gloomy theme of the poem. 

Thomas praised the Iben Lecture Series. The 
series, which brings prestigious names in the theater 
to Bradley once a year, was made possible through 
the generosity of Richard and Gretchen Iben, and 
allowed Thomas to speak with students during his 
three-day stay. 

Thomas received Bradley T-shirts for himself, 
his wife, and their four children, from the Bradley 
Theater students. Jim Ludwig, director of the Brad¬ 
ley Theater Department, presented him with a Brad¬ 
ley pennant, a Peoria baseball cap, and a plaque 
honoring him for appearing as part of the Richard 
and Gretchen Iben Lectureship Series. 

The inscription on the plaque sums up his con¬ 
tribution to the theater arts: "In recognition of your 
highly acclaimed efforts to imagine, create, and 
transform American theater art through dramatic 
interpretation."

College students either 
don’t know much about birth con¬ 
trol, or they pass it up because it 
is "unromantic," a new poll said. 

In either case, a vast number of 
collegians eschew birth control 
altogether or use unreliable 
methods. 

A Gallup Poll of more than 600 
students at 100 campuses found 32 
percent of those surveyed believe 
withdrawal will protect women 
from pregnancy. 

Of the women who use birth 
control pills, a third take older, 
more dangerous pills containing 
high estrogen levels. 

ONE OF FOUR students has 
used the rhythm method, even 
though, as Dartmouth Director of 
Health Education Beverlie Conant 
Sloane said, "no time is totally 
safe." 

The study also revealed 60 per¬ 
cent of the students had some sex 
education in high school, but half 
of this group said they could have 
used more information. 

Beverly Evans, director of edu¬ 
cation and counseling at Planned 
Parenthood for the Peoria area, 
said she would like to see sex edu¬ 
cation at a younger level than high 
school. 'Ideally, sex education 
would be an ongoing education at 
each level of schooling. 

"Students that have that ongo¬ 
ing natural education feel they 
have a greater education in that 
area," she said. An example given 
by Evan was education a third 


grade level student on seeds and 
how they grow--a very natural 
education. 

In fact, 75 percent of the stu¬ 
dents who said they were sexually 
active in college had their first sex¬ 
ual encounter in high school. 

MOREOVER, THREE quar¬ 
ters of the students think taking the 
pill is as dangerous as having a 
baby, which is not true, according 
to Michael Policar, a gynecologist 
who directs Planned Parenthood 
for San Francisco and Alameda 
counties. 

But the survey showed 59 per¬ 
cent of the female respondents who 
are sexually active use the pill. 

"Many (students) don’t realize 
that newer formulations (of birth 
control pills) provide lower hor¬ 
mone doses while maintaining 
effectiveness, they may be taking 
more drug than they actually 
need," Policar said. 

Policar thinks many students 
get their birth control misinforma¬ 
tion from their peers. 

Evans said the belief that the 
pill is dangerous is completely 
untrue. "There are a lot of people 


who believe myths about the pill, 
but it’s a prescription method and 
it very safe." 

YET CONANT Sloane main¬ 
tains college students will take 
risks no matter how much they 
know. "I think students know 
more than the survey indicated," 
Conant Sloane said, adding they 
are at the age in which they are 
learning about risk taking. "Unfor¬ 
tunately, a lot of students are play¬ 
ing Russian Roulette." 

"It’s not romantic to talk about 
birth control" when sexual oppor¬ 
tunities arise, Conant Sloane said, 
adding there are no good role 
models for students. "You just 
don’t see romantic situations in 
movies where birth control is dis¬ 
cussed before having sex."

Evans attributes people’s lack of 
information or misinformation of 
sexuality and birth control to the 
fact it is not traditionally talked 
about. "You don’t open the news¬ 
paper or turn the T.V. on every 
day and learn something new. It’s 
getting better, but it’s still pretty 
scant."

ITS GOING TO BE TOO HOT! 
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Filipino students have hopes for Aquino 
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(CPS)-Many of the 3,600 Fili¬ 
pino students attending U.S. col¬ 
leges greeted last week’s downfall 
of former President Ferdinand 
Marcos’ regime with jubilation 
and, in some cases, relief that 
months of censored contact with 
their families ended. 

/r We are ecstatic this happened, 
but I am realistic that the ills of 
the country will not just go away," 
I George Washington University stu¬ 
dent David Dakanay said. 

Dakanay, like other Filipino 
students interviewed for this arti¬ 
cle, had spent the weeks since the 
disputed Feb. 7 Philippine elec¬ 
tions, in which Marcos claimed 
victory over opposition candidate 
Corazon Aquino, unsure what was 
happening to his family back 
home, if he should to back to 
them, or if he could. 

"Marcos, in a last-ditch effort, 
could have taken revenge against 


people who did not support him. 
He (Marcos) was not in touch with 
reality," Dakanay said. Contact 
with the Philippines became 
difficult during the crisis, adding to 
the fear for loved ones. 

"MY HUSBAND and I have 
been supporting Aquino by sending 
money, but some of these letters 
never got through. They were 
never acknowledged," Elnora Mer¬ 
cado, a librarian at the University 
of Colorado at Denver, said. 

Other Filipinos in the U.S. 
reported difficulty in calling home, 
especially during the weekend 
before Marcos’ 20-year reign fame 
to an end. 

"There had been calls cut off 
when you’d talk about politics," 
Gloria Del Rozario, who also 
works in the UCD library, said. 

Rozario said she now is fearful 
for her parents, who have been 
Marcos supporters. "I have been

encouraging them to come over 
here." 

Before that, in anticipation of 
what many feared was going to be 
a bloody civil war, those with fam¬ 
ily and friends involved in anti- 
Marcos activity also were nervous. 

THE GOVERNMENT has so 
much power. I thought they were 
indestructible," George Washing¬ 
ton student Pia Pascual said. 

"My strongest fears were for 
my friends who are politically 
active at the University of the Phi¬ 
lippines, " she said. 

Pascual got to know them while 
she was at the University, which 
she left when her family emigrated 
to the U.S. for medical reasons. 

Some of the students Pascual 
knows back home "became so rad¬ 
icalized, they went into the moun¬ 
tains to join the communist move¬ 
ment. " 

Pascual disagrees with her 
friends’ ideology, but she under¬ 
stands their anger. "We are the 
only country in Asia with a nega¬ 
tive GNP (gross national pro¬

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Braves fall to Tulsa

The nation’s longest basketball winning streak 
ended at 22 when Tulsa defeated Bradley 74-58 in the 
championship game of the Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence tournament in Tulsa Wednesday. 

The key to the loss was different states of cons¬ 
ciousness. Tulsa was unconscious from the perimeter, 
shooting 54 percent, while Bradley was merely lethar¬ 
gic on the boards, being outrebounded 34 to 24. 

The Golden Hurricane, which receives an 
automatic bid to the NCAA tournament for winning 
the MVC tourney, slowly built on a six-point lead at 
halftime. The second half was all Tulsa, as the ’Canes 
hit almost everything they put up from outside, and- 
when they missed, they were the only ones who 
seemed to work for rebounds. 

Bradley, who will still receive an at-large bid to 
the NCAA’s will have that loss to think about until 
they find out who they play Sunday at 5 p.m. The 
tournament begins Thursday. 

POSSIBLY BRADLEY was down after an emo¬ 
tional victory over Illinois State in the tournament 
semi-finals Tuesday. . 

Stop me if you’ve heard this one before. Bradley 
trailing by one with 10 seconds left. Hawkins with the 
ball at the free throw line.

But ISU still has five seconds left. Do they call 
time out?

THE BRAVES were led by Mike Williams with 
22 points, the only Brave in double figures. 

Williams also led the Braves with 18 points in 
Monday’s opening-round 61-65 victory over West 
Texas State. But this time he was backed up with 17 
points by Hawkins and 14 by Jim Les. 

Jerry Singletary had 20 points for the Buffalos in 
their last game before heading down to Division II 
next season. 

The Braves 31-2 record will definitely earn them 
an at large bid. But the loss may knock them out of 
the seeded 16. The Braves were eighth by AP before 
the game. A loss to a non-ranked team might knock 
the Braves down seven or eight notches, but the game 
was played on Tulsa’s home court, a plus for Bradley.

Brothers speaks on love, sex

Think about your romantic partner. Is he much 
like you or very different? Who is more likely to 
change their mind? Questions like these were the sub¬ 
ject of a lecture by Dr. Joyce Brothers Tuesday even¬ 
ing at the Student Center Ballroom. 

Brothers, one of America’s most influential and 
admired women, spoke on "What Everyone Should 
Know about the Opposite Sex." 

"Students believe in love today, but are either 
waiting later in life to get married or are living 
together first to see if they’re sexually compatible," 
Brothers told a near-capacity crowd. 

An NBC Radio Network personality, noted 
psychologist and author, Brothers said some interest¬ 
ing facts about love and relationships. For instance, 
opposites really do attract. 'The passion needed in a 
relationship is not there in .persons with similar per¬ 
sonalities. " 

IN ANOTHER example, Brothers said men 
learn how to function in relationships from their 


mothers, while women look for relationships with 
men whose personality most resembles their own 
father. 

Brothers dispelled many wives’ tales. 

Most arguments are started by women. But men 
change their minds two to three times more often than 
women, Brothers, a graduate of Cornell University 
and Ph.D. recipient from Columbia University, said. 

Before ending her lecture, which was, sponsored 
by ACBU and BSA, Brothers gave advice for 
effective relationships. 

First, Brothers suggested partners must learn to 
forgive and to have faith in one another. "Faith not 
only moves mountains, it keeps love and zest alive in 
(a relationship)." 

SECOND, IN long-distance relationships. Broth¬ 
ers stresses the need to communicate-not through 
letters-rather, over the phone or on tape because nei¬ 
ther "censors emotion." 

"Remember, love can last as long as people 
ive," she said.

Bradley students had a chance 
to voice their concerns to adminis¬ 
trators at a Town Meeting Monday 
night, sponsored by InterDorm 
Council. 

The panel consisted of Dave 
Baer, director of security and 
voice communications; Bob 
Byczynski, director of food ser¬ 
vice; Barbara Carraway, assistant 
director of residential life; Ken 
Goldin, business manager; Ed 
King, director of residential life 
and student judicial system; Mike 
Murphy, director of housing; 
Chris Phelps, financial aid advisor; 
and Tim Wendle, associate direc¬ 
tor of residential life. 

Students asked about various 
issues but were most interested in 
changes to be made in the dorms. 

Students now living in Geisert, 
the "Dorm of the Future/ will be 
given squatter’s rights for next 
year. They will have first choice 
over incoming freshman. Murphy 
stressed he wants to see a broad 
spectrum of students living in that 
dorm.

dorms and the number of freshmen 
women requesting coed housing, 
Geisert may be opened to fresh¬ 
men women, or possibly Univer¬ 
sity Hall may be turned into a coed 
freshmen dorm. 

Concerning the 24-hour quiet 
hours in the singles dorms (Elm¬ 
wood, St. James, and Windom), 
King said it is an assumed, not a 
written rule. Courtesy hours and 
regular quiet hours still apply, but 
to get the 24-hour rule a written 
rule, residents havfe to vote to 
make the change. 

King said if there are certain 
policies in the dorms that residents 
are not satisfied with, they should 
bring up possible changes at dorm 
meetings. On this point, Baer 
warned students should not 
"compromise to change the whole 
system." 

Other issues were financial aid 
and the effects of a stricter alcohol 
policy. 

Phelps cleared up any questions 
of just how and where work-study 
money comes from. 

EACH SCHOOL is given a 
lump sum. Work-study is first 
given to high-need students and 
then to students with a family 
income of $30,000 or less. The 
rest is distributed according to the 
financial aid form. 

Bradley awards more money 
that it has, knowing that some stu¬ 
dents will not use their full allot¬ 
ment or choose not to use it at all. 
Phelps said it is worthwhile to 
reapply the sixth week of each 
semester if more money is needed. 

Looking ahead to next year’s 
financial aid, she said federal pro¬ 
grams are being cut by 4.3 
percent, but state grants and insti¬ 
tutional programs are strong. 

Concerning the alcohol policy, 
Baer said due to a stricter policy, 
there has been a "dramatic decline 
in alcohol related vandalism, noise 
complaints and litter. 

KING ADDED, "Students are 
thinking twice about abusing 
alcohol." 

Senate 

The size of the library’s 24- 
hour study room may be reduced 
because of problems with space, 
Library Director Robert Jones said 
at Monday’s Student Senate meet- * 
ing. 

When asked if the reserve room 
could be left open for 24 hours, 
Jones said this would cause consid¬ 
erable staffing problems since stu¬ 
dents are relied on for staffing. 

Jones also spoke about on-line 
catalogues.'The library wifi be try¬ 
ing information tracks, which 
would provide an on-line version 
of the Readers' Guide by using 
laser optics. 

In addition, new copiers were 
placed in the library through an 
agreement with Xerox. If a desig¬ 
nated number of copies are made, 
the library will receive a portion of 
the money collected, Jones said. 
Card arrangements that simplify 
copying are also available to stu¬ 
dents. 

ALL-SCHOOL vice president 
Karen Rekowski, announced that 
Director of Housing Mike Murphy 
said if Bradley has enough fresh¬ 
men women to fill U-Hall, it will 
be all women. However, because 
of the new plans for Geisert, U- 
Hall may be forced to become a 
co-ed dorm. 

Campus Affairs Chair Kevin 
Burke, announced ticket prices for 
the NCAA tournament are $30 and 
will be sold on a first-come, first- 
serve basis at the field house. 
Burke said a total of 250 tickets 
are available. 

Senate voted to have all-school 
elections for executive offices on 
April 14 and 15.

I DC-chance 
for new start 

Inter-Dorm Council has been struggling to shake the con¬ 
sensus that the council has outlived its usefulness for quite some 
time-years. 

In February of 1985, it was a difficult period for the organi¬ 
zation. IDC was criticized for not doing much for its '"consti¬ 
tuents." Also, there was some controversy about the resignation 
of the 1984-85 IDC president-just weeks before the elections. 

Then the 1985-86 executive board took office last March, 
knowing they had the criticisms to face and the reputation of 
being a disorganized and useless organization. 

The 1985-86 executive board did its best to bring IDC to the 
students. IDC became an organization of semi-usefullness. 

ACTUALLY THE question on most student’s mind is. What 
does IDC do? Yes, they go to conventions, put out newsletters, 
"fight" with Student Senate about whose responsibility it is for 
this and that, and they co-sponsor movies. But has IDC actually 
made a difference to students living in the dorms? Does IDC 
have the ability or power to make a significant impact? 

Every dorm has a dorm council, however it seems in the 
past, the individual dorm councils aren’t sure what IDC does. 

The point of all of this is that now there is a new executive 
board. Now there’s a chance for the organization to branch into 
new areas-find out what its "constituents" expect from it, what 
the University expects and exactly what kind of "power" or 
"pull" does or can IDC have. 

Every year when new executive boards take office, in one 
organization or another, the chance is there for a new start, a new 
look. Why keep falling back into the rut where the organization 
starts receiving criticism and being referred to as a "useless" 
organization. 

Students only give a new executive board a short period of 
time to prove itself, this may not be fair, however people expect 
results and changes fast. 

THE NEW EXECUTIVE board for IDC needs to make a 
good impression fast, before it falls into the same rut the organi¬ 
zation has been in for years. 

This viewpoint is in no way criticizing the efforts of the 
1985-86 executive board, for they were a very positive group for 
the organization. It’s only meant to make the new executive board 
aware and to motivate students to communicate with IDC. An 
organization can’t succeed without full student participation—dorm 
students should tell their IDC reps what they expect from the 
organization. 

Correction 

In the March 7, 1986 issue of the Scout , it was incorrectly 
stated there’s "about 54" international students on Bradley’s 
campus. According to Dr. William Walker, director of interna¬ 
tional student services, the correct figure is 202. This figure 
reflects those students here on F-l status, F-2 dependent status, 
permanent resident status and political refugee status.

Jazz Band celebrates the rites of spring

Spring is the time for change and the springing 
forth of new life. It is the time of beautiful images 
and, of course, beautiful sounds. 

In keeping with that theme, Bradley’s Jazz 
Ensemble, under the direction of Paul Wichterman, 
gave its ‘Spring I§ Almost Here Concert’ last Tues¬ 
day night in the Dingeldine Music Center. Originally 
promoted as the band’s ‘Winter Concert,’ Wichter¬ 
man altered the name for the audience to more 
accurately reflect the time frame. 

The concert featured performances of not only 
the jazz band, but also a jazz combo consisting of 
Wichterman, assistant director Randy Crawford and 
three members of Bradley’s faculty: Dr. Edward 
Kaiser, and his wife, Janet, and Dr. Alex 
Sidorowicz. 

As the concert bloomed, the budding young 
musicians showed their ability grow from one tempo 
to another with near perfection-keeping the audi¬ 
ence enthused until the moment of fruition. 

The band got things moving with "Groove Mer¬ 
chant", a catchy little tune with lots of sax and 
trombone action that grabs attention from its incep¬ 
tion, but has its mellow moments. The song 
featured Carl Anderson on trombone and Mark Jan- 
cosek on piano. This was followed by a shorter 
piece with a more upbeat tempo called "Four Other 
Brothers" by John Laporta and featured Teresa 
Budasi on tenor sax. 

Assistant Director Crawford got into the act 
early with a trombone solo during the band’s perfor¬ 
mance of, "I’ve Got a Right to Sing the Blues". The 
song starts out very subdued and sad-yet relaxing 
and almost enchanting. Then the band kicks in 
behind Crawford and the whole thing builds to a 
powerful, soulful sound, almost without warning, 
then drops back down briefly before a strong finish. 
The performance received much deserved applause 
from the audience, which filled more than half the 
Dingeldine auditorium. 

The band’s performance of Hank Levy’s "Time 
for Change" was perhaps their best. The band was 
tight and the whole thing was beautifully choreo¬ 
graphed. The song brought out some definite 
imagery, although that imagery is subjective to indi¬ 


vidual taste, as all good art is. 

"Time for Change," seemed the epitome of 
spring. It starts out very low key, reminding one of 
lazily watching a slowly dawning sunrise. As the 
dawn breaks a new day begins, and things begin to 
heat up. The chiming of triangles (played by Drew 
Surinsky) bring on visions of men constructing a 
building. 

Other visions come from Joe Corrado on the 
guitar, playing the heartbeat and pulse of life. As 
the day draws to a close, people rush to get home 
and then all becomes settled and quiet ^ again. 
Finally, darkness falls and one feels contented. Like 
life, the music seems to last forever. 

The band also performed "Lazy River" by 
Hoagy Carmichael, a real bassy song that seems as 
deep as the river it envisions. Although the song 
isn’t exactly upbeat, it certainly wouldn’t put any fish 
to sleep. 

After a brief intermission, Wichterman and 
company took the stage. They proved the old 
adage that "those that can do, those that can’t 
teach," wrong. 

Wichterman was a madman on the drums. He 
played with fire and passion, as well as talent, which 
would put many young rocksters to shame. The rest 
of the combo may not have had Wichterman’s fire, 
at least not outwardly, but they did have the 
confidence that many young performers lack. 

The combo also featured the Kaisers on key¬ 
boards, Crawford on trombone and Sidorowicz on 
tenor sax. Crawford and Sidorowicz seemed to be 
having a duel of the subdued, proving that louder is 
not always better. 

After the combo, they came back to perform a 
pair of Count Bassie standbys-"Corrier Pocket" by 
Freddie Green and "Magic Flea" by Sammy Nes- 
tico. The latter of the two ended the show with a 
blare as the band put everything it had into the full, 
powerful and fast moving song. 

At the close of the performance, the audience 
let out catcalls and relatively long applause, seeming 
to ask for more. The jazz band gives its next perfor¬ 
mance in Dingeldine May 6.

Theta Xi was founded at 
Rensselar Polytechnic Institute in 
Troy, New York on April 29, 
1864. It presently has 53 chapters 
and two colonies. The Alpha 
Sigma Chapter was founded at 
Bradley on Oct. 3, 1948.

Levi Strauss: Students 
prefer sleeping to dating 


CHICAGO, IL (CPS) - It 
doesn’t have much to do with their 
high-living image, but college stu¬ 
dents probably prefer sleeping to 
dating, a new Levi Strauss Co. 
survey of collegiate attitudes has 
found. 

Dating, in fact, was only stu¬ 
dents’ sixth-favorite activity. 

Attending parties topped the 
survey of student preferences. 

"Partying is definitely a verb on 
campus," Julie Boyle, a company 
spokesperson, said. 

OF THE MORE than 6,500 
students surveyed, 70 percent 
listed partying as one of their five 
favorite activities. 

Listening to records came in 
second, with 63 percent of those 
questioned rating it as one of their 
favorite pastimes. 

Sleeping was third, with 56 
percent, followed by going to 
movies and eating. 

Only 42 percent of the respon¬ 
dents said dating was a favorite 
pasttime. 


There were regional differences 
in extracurricular tastes. Students 
in the East and South felt dating 
was more important than did 
Midwestern and Western students 

ONLY ABOUT A third of the 
Westerners listed dating as a favor¬ 
ite pasttime. 

Levi Strauss called the study its 
"501 Survey" because the com¬ 
pany is researching why traditional 
jeans are gaining favor again on 
campuses, Boyle said. 

In fact, "jeans are more popular 
than ever with college students/ 
Boyle said, adding students who 
have jeans wear them 75 percenl 
of the time. 

Company executives theorized 
singer Bruce Springsteen may be 
partially responsible for keeping 
jeans so popular on campuses, she 
said. 

The study, "gives the company 
an overview of the habits of consu¬ 
mers. Students are a prime target! I 
(market) for our jeans," Boyle 
said.

Drake rattled off 
the next two goals, putting them up 5-4. Banovitz 
then tied the game for Bradley with 2:42 left to sent it 
into overtime, where Drake won the game with 1:38 
left. 

"It was heartbreaking to lose .like that. They just 
figured out our offense, and the defense let up a little 
in the third period," Club President Kevin Schmaltz 
said. 

Bradley finished the season 13-12-1 and second 
in the conference.

Braves rout 
UTEP 83-65

OGDEN, UTAH-Before and after Bradley’s opening round NCAA 
regional game against Texas-El Paso, Bradley Coach Dick Versace made 
a point of how he watched Coach Don Haskins take the Miners (then 
called Texas Western) to the NCAA title in 1966. 

During the game, the Braves beat the Miners 83-65. Some way to 
treat an idol. 

"I told him (Haskins) when we met at half court it was a really big 
thrill to work against him," Versace said. 

The game was held at the Dee Event Center on the campus of 
Weber State College, the equivalent of playing inside a giant purple 
mushroom cloud. 

AND IF THE game was a chance to work against an idol for Ver¬ 
sace, it was a chemistry lesson for 6-foot-ll center Dave Feitl and the 
rest of the Miners. 

Bradley got 21 points from Hersey Hawkins, who thrived against El 
Paso when they played man-to-man defense. Mike Williams had 18 and 
Jerry Thomas had 16 off the bench. 

But it was Jim Les that fired the crucible that burned the Miners. 
Les had 22 points, 12 assists and ran past several UTEP defenders, util¬ 
izing a stiffarm that would have made Walter Payton proud. 

The stiffarms were just part of the game where stiffarms and outright 
muggings were not called in the first half, but touch fouls were. 

"I don’t know where those three (officials John Clougherty, Dan 
Woolridge, and David Day) were from, but they haven’t called a lot of 
games where they played man-to-man defense...man-to-man it was very 
tough to guard someone," Haskins said. 

UTEP LOOKED LIKE a big obstacle on the Braves’ quest to prove 
they should have been seeded higher than seventh in the West. The 
Miners started only one player under 6-foot-6 and Feitl is the kind of big 
center that has given the Braves trouble in the past. 

But despite Feitl’s game high 27 points, coupled with 14 off the 
bench from Mike Richmond, the Miners slowly let the game slip away. 

The Miners trailed only 39-37 at halftime, but Feitl and Juden 
Smith, UTEP’s only two seniors who played, each had three fouls. 

The Braves scored tHfe first seven points of the second half. Then 
they slowly moved the lead past, first ten, then fifteen points. 

Then they kept the ball safely deposited in the hands of Les. The 
strategy kept Bradley to only six turnovers. 

'TVE NEVER SEEN anyone better with the ball (than Les), with 
the exception of Isiah Thomas," Versace said. 

Les and the Braves capitalized on the Miners’ aggressive defense by 
going inside with backdoor Alley oop passes. But this didnt work as 
smoothly as usual, with Hawkins and Williams hitting the rim and having 
to settle for a follow-up layup.

With Louisville’s transition game coupled with Bradleys scoring 83 
points off a UTEP team noted for its defense, the game threatens to break 
200 points. 

WITH THE NATIONAL media present at Ogden, the questions 
about the strength of Bradley’s schedule continue to pop up. 

"It was a real big thrill to play someone in the Top 20," Versace 
said, with perhaps a twinge of facetiousness.

Bradley grad dies

Bradley Business Manager Ken Goldin, at the 
request of students, has made a number of recommen¬ 
dations for changes in the Universities cafeterias. 

Goldin said many of the physical changes will 
take affect April 1, while others will take place 
August 15. 

Among the list of changes is the status of off- 
campus students working in the cafeterias. All stu¬ 
dents, regardless oi where they live, can still be 
employed in the cafeterias, however, if they are not 
on the meal plan, they will have to pay for the meals 
they eat, Goldin said. 

Some of the off-campus workers may complain 
about having to pay for their meals, but "it’s better 
than not working at all," he said. 

MAJOR PHYSICAL changes in the cafeterias 
include: the addition of seven booths in the rear of 
Geisert: a number of round tables will be added for 
more convenience; new paint and curtains for Geisert; 
new acoustical ceiling tiles in University Hall and car¬ 


peting for Williams East. 

In all,.Goldin said there are around 30 changes to 
be made. These changes came as a result of requests 
from the InterDorm Council food committee, the Stu¬ 
dent Senate campus affairs committee, student work¬ 
ers, students from the retention committee and the 
cafe managers themselves. 

Other changes include allowing 20- and 14-meal 
plan carriers to bring in a guest for a free meal once a 
month, the addition of cereal to U-Hall during lunch 
and dinner (although no breakfast will be served). 

Jurisdiction over the issue of smoking in the 
cafeterias was given to the InterDorm Council. 

In all the cafe’s, students will have the option of 
getting more than one sandwich at a time, having 
"double" burgers, or both. Soup will be served with 
all the meals, also. 

THERE WILL BE cold buffets served occasion¬ 
ally during the week instead of just ort weekends, stu¬ 
dents will be able to have all the ice-cream they want 
during all meals and there will be numerous other 
such changes, Goldin said.

A.P. Update 

Soviet “peace maker” Katerina Lycheva who arrived in 
New York Sunday, said adults often find it difficult to agree but “if it was 
up to the children, it would take us about a minute to get together.” 

Lycheva’s two-week tour is sponsored by the San Francisco-based 
Children As The Peacemakers. It was prompted by a 1983 Soviet tour by 
Maine schoolgirl Samantha Smith, who died in a plane crash last year. 

A University of Nebraska student fell nine floors to his 
death, bringing the number of students to five who have died in similar 
accidents while spending Spring Break in Florida this year. 

A gasoline industry analyst said reduced gas rates could save 
motorists nearly $19 billion for the rest of the year. 

In a 60-page report, the National Council of Senior Citizens 
accused investor-owned hospitals of charging more money but providing 
inferior care and failing to serve the poor or contribute to medical educa¬ 
tion and research. 

Ireland’s Justice Minister Alan Dukes said British 

government attorneys drew up faulty extradition warrants which resulted in 
the release of a woman accused of IRA bombings in London that killed 
three people. 

Amerian war planes knocked out a Libyan missile site and 
disabled two guided missile patrol boats on Monday after Libya fired at 
least six missiles at US jets. The jets were flying above the “line of death” 
drawn by Col. Moammar Khadafy in the Gulf of Sidra, administration offi¬ 
cials said. 

The OPEC meeting broke up Monday with no agreement on 
oil production cuts aimed at reversing the downward trend in prices, offi¬ 
cials said. The collapse of the talks sent open market oil prices into a dive, 
although industry analysts said OPEC still has a chance of pushing prices 
back up if it agreed later. 

The Indian government said Monday a $350 million out- 
of-court settlement between Union Carbide and private lawyers for victims 
of the Bhopal chemical plant disaster is too low and “totally unaccept¬ 
able.” 

President Corazon Aquino signed a temporary “free¬ 
dom constitution” Tuesday that gives her powers rivaling those Ferdinand 
Marcos exercised under martial law in the 1970s. 

Meanwhile, Marcos has moved into a private beachfront estate along 
one of Oahu’s busiest highways after spending nearly a month on an Air 
Force Base. And, the Swiss government on Tuesday ordered a “precau¬ 
tionary” freeze on assets in Switzerland linked to Marcos. A top police offi¬ 
cial said the move was unprecedented. 

The Supreme Court, gave the armed services authority to 
enforce dress codes even when religious freedom is at stake, ruled Tues¬ 
day the Air Force may ban the wearing of Jewish yarmulkes by military 
personnel in uniform. 

A registered nurse was indicted Tuesday on six counts of 
murder and 20 counts of aggravated assault in the poisoning of surgery 
patients under her care, including a three-year-old. 

The World Jewish Congress released documents 

Tuesday which it said proves former UN Secretary General Kurt Waldheim 
was a senior Nazi intelligence officer responsible for prisoner interrogation, 
assassination, kidnapping and deportation.

Officials of Caterpillar Inc and the United Auto Workers Union 
have been meeting quietly in a subcommittee to discuss job placement. 
The subcommittee has reportedly been meeting for several weeks. At six 
meetings held in hotels in Bloomington and St. Louis, the “job placement 
subcommittee” discussed what has been called “one of the toughest 
topics for bargainers.” The topic is a difficult one to negotiate because 
Caterpillar seeks flexibility to carry out its automation plans, and the UAW 
fights for security for its members, a report in the Peoria Journal Star 
stated. 

The special job placement subcommittee is made up of one representa¬ 
tive of the UAW International and one from each of its four largest locals. 
Caterpillar is represented by a labor relations representative from its general 
office building headquarters and labor relations managers from Peoria, York 
and Pontiac. Jerry Brown is the bargaining committee chairman of the central 
contract talks and Local 974 of East Peoria. 

Seventy-five percent of the student body of Lincoln High 
School walked out of classes Monday in protest of the layoff of 12 teach¬ 
ers. Classes were cancelled at the high school after the walkout. Student 
leaders at Lincoln reportedly planned the action as a one-day walkout. The 
walkout is in resoonse to the District 404 School Board’s decision to layoff 
12 low-seniority teachers to help alleviate a projected $800,000 budget 
deficit. Reportedly, the School Board estimates the 12 teacher layoff will 
save District 404 about $250,000. The one day missed because of the 
walk-out will be made up at the end of the school’s spring break. 

Former Woodford County Judge Samuel Harrod III was 
charged with shoplifting $26 worth of items at the Pekin Kmart. 

St. Francis Medical Center’s new Arthritis Center, which 
opens to out-patients April 2, will apply a new team approach to a disease 
that afflicts about 50,000 people in the Peoria area, hospital officials said.

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AT&T to use 
Duryea car lot

Bradley art students returned from spring break to find most of their 
parking lot behind Duryea Hall fenced off and unaccessable. 

The lot has been set aside for use by AT&T from now until next 
fall, according to Lloyd Pigg, who is acting as head of facilities this 
week in place of Mark Struss, who is on vacation. 

Pigg said AT&T needed the space to store cable, optic wiring and 
equipment they will be using this summer for the phone line changes (see 
story pg. 7) and the Geisert "Dorm of the Future" project. The fence 
should be removed by next fall. 

Dave Baer, director of security and voice communications, said the 
Duryea lot was chosen because it is "gravelly " and all ready torn up and 
it is on the outer fringe of the campus. The type of things AT&T will be 
storing in the Duryea lot could tear up a paved lot, so it made sense. 

PIGG SAID NO specific plans were ,made to replace the parking 
space temporarily lost to the students. 

Baer said the students can use the smaller paved lot next to Duryea, 
park in the street or park in the Garrett Center lot, which isn’t used as 
much and has a lot of parking spaces. 

There is still a row of about 15 spaces left in the lot between the 
fence and Pi Kappa Alpha (Pike), although eight of those spaces are trad¬ 
itionally reserved for the fraternity, Dave Baer said. 

Baer said the spaces, which are owned by the University, have been 
reserved for Pike because they don’t have a parking lot of their own. The 
fraternity does not have to have stickers to park in the spaces. 

So far, Baer said, security hasn’t had any problems with students 
parking in the reserved space, nor has their been any other major prob¬ 
lems. If a problem arises with students wanting to use the reserved 
spaces, he said he will make a judgement. 
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SDI--group urges resistance

They won’t listen to reason and 
they won’t be bound by votes. The 
governments must be stopped from 
launching WWIII, no matter what 
it takes. That’s the slogan of No 
business As Usual (NBAU), a 
nationwide action network, whose 
goal is the prevention of WWIII 
through direct action against the 
United States government. 

Rich Hutchison, the founder of 
NBAU and staff member with the 
American Friends Service Com¬ 
mittee and an anti-military activist 
with Disarm No, spoke Tuesday 
night at the Progressive Student 
Alliance sponsored lecture "Star 
Wars and World War III: Th^ 
Necessity to Resist." 

Hutchison said there has been a 
great intensity of the 'likelihood of 
WWIII. Our government has been 
preparing us for it. Reagan wants 
to get ^ou to like the idea of 
marching into mushroom clouds 
Reagan has been lying to us about 
the strategic defense initiative or 
Star Wars plan." 

"The central fact is the Star 


Wars is being created for fighting 
a nuclear war, not preventing 
one," Hutchison said. The so- 
called "peace-shield" is not going 
to be used for peaceful means and 
also not used for defense as the 
government claims. He believes 
it’s actually an integral part of a 
first strike plan against the 
Soviets-an offensive weapon. 

'TPS MILITARY mission is 
to knock out the Soviet system and 
to destroy the Soviet missile that 
would survive a U.S. first nuclear 
attack." 

Many people believe the Star 
Wars plan is unlikely to happen 
because its not feasible. Many 
things that exist now were once 
called technologically unfeasible by 
scientists. 

He said one day we may 
"wake-up to a break through in 
Star Wars technology. If that hap¬ 
pens, that would be the key for the 
U.S. to start WWIII." Even if the 
U.S. is only able to develop a par¬ 
tial shield, which would be useless 
defensively, offensively it would 
be critical to limit the wreckage.

he said. 

'This stuff is weaponry and 
could be focused on cities." He 
also said that to say the Star Wars 
plan is "non-nuclear" is also a lie 
because the x-ray laser works on 
the power from a hydrogen bomb 
explosion. "To put weapons in 
space is also an outrageous viola¬ 
tion of international treaties," 
Hutchinson said. 

He also commented on the vari¬ 
ous technological problems with 
the plan. Most likely the power to 
w run the Star Wars would have to 
come from nuclear reactors and 60 
percent of the present U.S. power 
supplies is the amount of power 
that would be needed. 

THE COMPUTER program 
needed to run the Star Wars would 
have to be the most complicated 
program ever, about 10 million 
lines, and it could not be tested, 
Hutchinson said. 

Last Fall, Hutchison led a 
blockade at the Rock Island Arse¬ 
nal, which he called a "necessary 
function." The protest was part of 
NBAU actions against the govern¬ 
ment. 

The NBAU is organizing a 
national day of local actions on 
May 21, in which people 
throughout the nation wiiJ be 
called to "disrupt and shut down, 
through mass political action, as 
much of possible of the 
government’s flagship for war 
preparations. The government will 
no longer listen to reason. The 
independent action of millions of 
people must stop the government," 
Hutchinson said.

Dear Editor, 

On Thursday, April 3, Baldemar 
Velasquez, president of the Farm 
Labor Organizing Committee (FLOC), 
will visit Peoria to gain support for the 
farm-worker movement in Illinois. For 
several years FLOC has been focusing 
its effort on organizing farmworkers in 
Northwest Ohio in order to ensure just 
wages and humane working conditions. 
After several years of intense struggle 
and hard work, FLOC succeeded in 
getting Campbell’s Soup Co. to sign an 
agreement with them and numerous 
area growers that guarantees at least 
some initial steps toward economic jus¬ 
tice for farmworkers. 

As a result of this Feb. 20 agree¬ 
ment, the 7-year boycott of Campbell’s 
soup products, organized by FLOC and 
supported by hundreds of religious, 
civic and labor groups, has been 
officially suspended. 

The plight of farmworkers in the 


United States has gone largely unno¬ 
ticed by the American populace. Farm¬ 
workers frequently labor under condi¬ 
tions that none of us would tolerate: 
stoop labor for excessively long hours 
often in inclement weather; a pay scale 
that is far below minimum wage; expo¬ 
sure to pesticides; unsanitary working 
conditions (no toilet facilities, clean 
water for washing or drinking, etc.) 

Child labor is not uncommon among 
farmworkers. Life expectancy is far 
below the national average. Migrant 
" housing, where it is provided, is very 
often sub-standard and unsafe. When 
farmworkers have attempted to organ¬ 
ize themselves and improve their con¬ 
ditions, they have frequently been met 
with harassment, violence, prejudice 
and underhanded practices. 

Presently, there is very little legisla¬ 
tion that guarantees farmworkers even 
the most minimal standards of dignity. 
In Illinois, for example, the legislature 
only recently passed the Field Sanita¬ 
tion Act (which requires growers to 
provide clean water and toilet facilities 
in the fields.) Beyond this legislation, 
farmworkers have virtually no recogni¬ 
tion or guarantees as laborers. To this 
day, even this minimal legislation has 
not been enforced. 

There are very few people who can 
speak as directly or as poigantly of the 
farmworker experience than Baldemar 
Velasquez. Baldemar will be speaking 
at 7 p.m. Thursday, April 3, at West¬ 
minster House (comer of Moss and 
Institute, 4 blocks from campus). 
Please take advantage of this opportun¬ 
ity to learn about the farmworker 
movement. Our brothers and sisters 
who work the fields, who pick the fruit 
and vegetables that stock our pantry 
shelves and provide us our daily food 
deserve out concern and support.

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Devil-worshipper-turned- Christian visits

The only criteria for being a 
good Christian is falling in love 
with Jesus, Mike Warnke, a Chris¬ 
tian comedian and evangelist who 
was formerly a hippy, drug addict 
and satanic priest, said. 

WVEL, AM 1140 , a Central 
Illinois Christian radio station 
sponsored Warnke’s concert 
Wednesday night at the Robertson 
Memorial Field House. 

Sporting shoulder-length hair, 
Warnke described himself to a 
crowd of about 1300 area residents 
as a "saved hippy." In 1966 he 


was a priest presiding over a coven 
of witches and a heroin abuser. 
Later that year, he joined the Navy 
where two men opened his eyes to 
Jesus. 

So many people measure their 
dedication to Christ by what they 
don’t do, but "Jesus didn't take 
away the bad things in my life. He 
brought so much good that I didn’t 
want the bad," Warnke said. 

WARNKE IS KNOWN for his 
use of humor in telling stories of 
his former life while explaining his 
current religious views. "Jesus 
didn't rip me off of anything; he

redeemed me," he said. 

Besides his lectures, Warnke is 
the author of The Satan Seller , a 
book accounting his life as a devil 
worshipper and how he left it 
behind. He is also know for his 
taped concerts, some are "A 
Christian Perspective on Hal¬ 
loween", "Growing Up", and his 
most recent, "Stuff Happens". 

The speaker sees his appeal in 
attracting and accepting all types 
of people. Appearing in a white 
blazer over a t-shirt, he described 
himself as wearing a "Miami 
Vice" type outfit. He sees this as 
helping to break the mold of the 
typical Christian. In his words, 
"It’s okay to be different, it’s just 
different to be different." 

Warnke detailed his work in 
drug reform and fighting Satanists. 
He told of recent Satanic rituals 
using graphic images of violent 
acts on children. One story told 
how an 8-year-old girl was raped 
repeatedly then sacrificed to the 
Devil, using bits of her heart and 
liver as communion. 

A $2 donation was suggested, 
Warnke said this is not enough to 
support his programs and it is the 
Christian’s responsibility to make a 
further contribution. 

THE DONATIONS are used 
to carry-out his self-proclaimed 
work as the "garbage man of the 
Lord." Warnke sees his task as 
having to "recycle the garbage 
people, such as drug pushers and 
Devil worshippers into Christian 
people." This offering was accom¬ 
panied by group singing of gospel 
songs and a prayer led by Warnke.

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Phones changing

Students can look forward to a new phone system next fall, Joel 
Hartman, associate director of the Center for Learning Resources, said. 

The University will be combining its three existing phone systems 
into one over the summer. Although rewiring will begin before this 
semester ends, the change is not scheduled until July 25-28. 

The new phone system will combine the dormitory phones, adminis¬ 
trative phones and the private branch exchange, or PBX, commonly 
called the switchboard. By combining these three systems into one PBX 
system, the University expects several advantages. 

"We expect much improved phone communication with decreased 
long distance rates and the ability to expand, add to, or move the sys¬ 
tem, " Hartman said. 

STUDENTS WILL SAVE on long-distance services because the 
University would be able to use Wide Area Telephone Service, or 
WATS, lines that are priced differently because they are used more, 
Hartman said. 

Students will no longer receive their phone bills from AT&T. 
Instead, Bradley will be billing students. Hartman was unsure if students 
will be able to select other long distance services or not, but he said the 
University wants to make the new service "cost effective for the stu¬ 
dents." T¥ 

In addition, students will be able to pay their bills on campus, Hart¬ 
man said. The University is considering an office in Burgess, Sisson, or 
Swords Halls, but the final selection has not been made. 

Another advantage of the system is students will no longer have to 
go through the Bradley operator to reach professors or administrative 
offices. Students whose phones are part of the system will only dial the 
last four digits of the number. Other students can reach professors by 
dialing the complete seven-digit number. 

THE NEW PHONE system could make registration a bit easier, 
too. Instead of eight registration lines, the University will have 12. Stu¬ 
dents who register by phone in the new system will only need to dial the 
last four digits to reach the registration system. 

Hartman said rewiring for the new phone system will begin with the 
outside wiring in about a month. After commencement, the interior wir¬ 
ing will begin. "It’s a major construction project." 

The cost of the new system has not been determined, but students 
will not incur any direct costs, Hartman said. The cost of the present 
phone system is built into the University’s budget and those funds will be 
used to pay for the new system, he said.

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West Indian students declining 
Bradley plans recruiting effort

A decline in West Indian students in recent years 
is a problem overlooked by the University, West 
Indies Student Association President Merlene Hen¬ 
drickson, said. 

"I really wonder what is the reason for the 
decline—why we are not being recruited like we used 
to be. Besides the basic lack of participants needed to 
get things done, now it takes us more time td come up 
with events. The decline impacts those of us here in 
that it makes us feel more isolated." 

"Before there were 20 or more people to share 
common experiences at home. Now we’re down to 13 
and we’re from different places. This year there are^ 
only five of us from the U.S. Virgin Islands, three 
from Barbados and two from the Bahamas," she said. 

Enrollment figures over the past three academic 
school years at Bradley indicate a steady decline in 
students from the islands. During the 1983-84 school 
year, Bradley recruited 13 students from the Bahamas 
alone, compared to nine in 1984 and six in 1985. In 
1984 five students from Barbados attended Bradley; 
this year three remain, according to Dr. William 
Walker, director of International Students and advisor 
to the Bahamian and Barbadian students. 

ADDITIONAL FIGURES show as of Feb. 1 
only seven Virgin Island students even expressed an 
interest in attending Bradley, only 11 from the Baha¬ 
mas, 12 from Bermuda and none from Barbados, 
Gary Bergman, director of enrollment management, 
said. 

"I cannot at the present make a statement as to 


whether there is a decline in West Indian student 
enrollment, or why. No formal study has been con¬ 
ducted to my knowledge," Walker said. 

A range of factors were cited as contributors to 
the decline. Changes in West Indies’ governments, the 
U.S. economy, rising tuition, a lack of interest in 
higher education and a lack of recruitment by the 
University were reasons given for the decline. 

Dr. K. Paul Kasambira, director of Minority Stu¬ 
dent Services, said, "What we’re looking at is a 
phenomenon that’s hitting all foreign students. This 
year’s enrollment is about the lowest since foreign stu¬ 
dents have been coming in. 

"Ten years ago students from the West Indies 
had the opportunity to work or get part time jobs, but 
that’s no longer the case. The kind of students coming 
in here now are students whose parents can afford to 
pay (for their education). You may say what’s a 6 per¬ 
cent rise in tuition, but to someone from another 
country without a scholarship of any kind it’s a lot," 
he said. 

THIS SPRING, for the first time in nearly five 
years, Bradley is planning to travel to Puerto Rico to 
recruit. It will be one of the few efforts by Bradley to 
actively recruit non-American or international stu¬ 
dents. 

"We have never really made a commitment to 
recruit international students mainly because Bradley 
has been able to attract students without actively 
recruiting them. This fall we will begin to take some 
positive steps toward international recruitment," Berg¬ 
man said.

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Study: music videos desensitize to violence 


(CPS)-Music videos can desensitize 
college students to violence, a survey of 700 
midwestem collegians found. 

The study, released last week by Asso¬ 
ciate Professor Sharaf Rehman of West 
Texas State, found after viewing music 
videos for a while, students became less 
capable of perceiving increasing levels of 
violence in the videos. 

Rehman also found students tend to 
excuse violence in videos done by perform¬ 
ers they like, and women students in his 
study tended to view themselves as victims 
of violence. 

They’re not the only ones disturbed. A 
growing body of scholarly research seems to 
be supporting contentions that music videos 
often are unduly violent or sexual. 


"I THINK the coupling of violence 
and sexual imagery is troubling, * University 
of Georgia media researcher Joseph Domin¬ 
ick said. 

Dominick and colleague Barry Sherman 
recently studied 165 "concept" music videos 
shown on MTV and two other stations 
featuring music videos, WNBC and WTBS, 
and found about 55 percent of the videos 
featured at least one violent episode. 

The musical carnage ranks second only 
to prime-time network television, during 
which 60 percent of the shows feature at 
least one incident of violence. 

While Dominick has no scientific meas¬ 
ure of how popular music videos are among 
college students, he believes they are "big 
on campus from my casual analysis." 


"You may be teaching a young, impres¬ 
sionable audience that the two things (sex 
and violence) go together," he said. 

THE GEORGIA and West Texas stu¬ 
dies confirmed other observers’ discomfort. 
"My tolerance level lasts 10-15 minutes 
because of the way they portray violence 
and women as sex objects," Judy Byrd of 
the Sisters of Justice in Canton, Ohio, said 
about videos. 

Dominick and Sherman contend "in 
many cases, women were presented as 
upper-class sex objects for lower-class males 
with visions of upward mobility." 

They determined social status from 
clothes, jewelry and cars in the shows. 

"We are making inferences, but I think 
they are valid inferences," Dominick said, 


noting Billy Joel’s "Uptown Girl" with 
Christie Brinkley and Bruce Springsteen’s 
Tm on Fire" as examples of upward aspir¬ 
ing males seducing rich females. 

"1 think there is some validity on the 
survey’s point," Bill Chapman, director of 
creative services for WTBS in Atlanta, said. 
He said WTBS doesn’t show videos featur¬ 
ing "excessive" violence or degrading sex. 

"I WOULD never run a picture of 
someone shooting someone else," he said, 
adding his channel, unlike cable operations, 
must meet Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission regulations. 

MTV officials did not respond to calls 
on the subject of how violent or sexual 
videos may be, or how they might affect 
viewers.

Bangles meet expectations of first album

All-female rock groups of th* 
50s seem to make granc 
entrances with their first albums, 
anly to disappoint listeners with 
:heir second. 

Not so with the Bangles. 

Their latest album, "Different 
Light," is as good, if not better 
than their much acclaimed "All 
Over the Place" album, which 
produced such hits as "Going 
Down to Liverpool," and "Hero 
Takes a Fall." 

The lyrics to their songs are 
familiar but their four-part vocal 
harmonies add sophistication to 
their sound. 

Add this to their eclectic mix 
of 60s folk rock and 80s dance 
beat, and you have the distinct 
sound of the Bangles. 
Guitarist/Vocalist Susanna Hoff 
said, "We classify our music as 
’SOR’-song-oriented rock." 

Their latest hit single, "Manic 
Monday", as written for the 
group by "Christopher," better 
known as Prince. He’s one of the 
few contributing songwriters, for 
eight of the 12 songs on 
"Different Light" are Bangles ori¬ 
ginals. 

"Walking Down Your 
Street," has a noticeable pop beat 
and is happy and fun-sounding 
with lots of background harmoniz¬ 


ing. 

"If She Knew What She 
Wants" is a bittersweet ballad 
about a woman using a man 
helplessly in love with her. The 
lyrics, written by Jules Shear, are 
some of the best. 

If she knew 

what she wants, He’d be giving it 
to her...If 9he knew what she’d 
want. But he can’t see through 
her...I’d say her values are cor¬ 
rupted, but she’s open to change. 
Then one day she’s satisfied. And 
the next I’ll find her crying. And 
it’s nothing she can’t explain. 

"Walk like an Egyptian," is 
by far the most danceable song 
on the album. Sounding familiarly 
like "Hero Takes a Fall" it has 
'kooky lyrics, fun background 
vocals, "Oh Whey Oh," and a 
bopping dance beat. 

The Bangles just might start 
^a new dance craze as listeners try 
to think up a dance to "A// the 
kids so sick of books/They like, 
the punk and the metal 
band/When the buzzer rings (oh 
whey oh)/ They’re walking like 
an Egyptian ." 

The Bangles have proven 
there is life beyond a debut 
album. Listeners should anxiously 
await a third.

Karate Kid theme 


As inconsistent as the movie 
industry is, there’s one fact you 
can count on: if a movie is a hit, 
they’ll try to duplicate it. 

With "Crossroads," they 
even used the same actor. 

In a "Karate Kid" clone, 
Ralph Macchio plays, once again, 
a high school-age kid (Macchio is 
really in his early 20s). This time 
the obsession is music, specifically 
the blues, and the teacher' is 
"Blind Dog" (Joe Seneca), an 
old black man who used to make 
the harmonica sing in the golden 
age. 

The plot is predictable: after 
"Lightning," as the old man takes 
to calling the kid, convinces him 
that you can be white and still be 
able to play the blues, the two 
journey to Mississippi-this 
presumably being necessary in 
order for Lightning to experience 
Life. 

Besides, Blind Dog has a 
personal mission of his own down 
' South, and that’s where the con¬ 
fusion comes in. It all has some¬ 
thing to do with the way black 
musicians "sold their souls to the 
Devil" in the 30s, signing con¬ 
tracts they couldn’t read and not 
getting any money for their 
music. 

_Blind Poo’s mission it turns 


out, is to return to the crossroads 
where the deals took place and 
get the Devil to tear up his con¬ 
tract. This results in a collective 
"huh?" from the audience as the 
Devil actually shows up and the 
film culminates in an electric gui¬ 
tar blues-off between Lightning 
and the Devil’s protegee. 

The problem is "Crossroads" 
gives no warning beforehand that 
it’s going to turn into 'The Devil 
Meets Daniel Webster." There’s 
no transition between the reality 
and the fantasy, and I’m still not 
absolutely sure the blues contest 
wasn’t, just maybe, supposed to 
be real. 

Then "Crossroads" returns 
to earth for its ending, but there’s 
no traveling time in the plot. The 
contest also spawns another ^com¬ 
plaint: in order to win, Lightning 
goes back to his classical music 
roots to baffle his opponent. So 
what statement does that make? 

Whatever it is, it seems con¬ 
tradictory to the film’s theme. Or 
maybe director Walter Hill 
("Streets of Fire") didn’t really 
have a theme. Maybe he had too 
many themes. In any case, 
"Crossroads" is a film to see only 
if you want to walk out of the 
theater wondering what it was

(COP) is a positive tool for Senate 
to achieve effective interaction 
with other organizations. COP is a 
committee comprised of 
presidents/leaders of campus 
organizations. COP is a result of 
the Representative Evaluation 
Committee (REC). 

Burke, a sophomore business 
management major, has specific 
internal changes for Student Sen¬ 
ate. 

Right now, more than half of 
Senate is involved with the campus 
affairs committee, Burke wants 
more of a balance among the other 
committees. 

Burke plans to have committees 
interact with each other and with 
other organizations. Also, he 
wants a stronger, more united exe¬ 
cutive board.

Intervention Program Committee. 

Kennedy, a junior business 
management major, believes the 
treasurer position needs to be more 
visual and accountable to students. 

In the past, all-school treasurer 
has spent more time with SABRC, 
Kennedy sees the need for the 
treasurer to be more visible and 
accountable for Senate too. 

"I can motivate senators and act 
as a positive role for them," Ken¬ 
nedy said. 

KENNEDY’S MAJOR GOAL 

is to make the position of treasurer 
a continuous one. He plans to 
attend various meetings to inform 
organizations that he’s there to help 
with budgets. He wants organiza¬ 
tions and students to know he can 
help all the time, not just when it’s 
budget appeal time. 

As secretary, Keifer will deal 
basically with "pushing" the stu¬ 
dent relations committee. She 
would like to concentrate on the 
first component Rekowski lists; 
informative and effective feedback. 

The sophomore advertising and 
public relations major, wants to 
improve relations within Senate 
and help SR by going to other 
organizations to get feedback.

Kemp ruling sends shock 


(CPS)-Big Ten doormat 
Northwestern could become a foot¬ 
ball powerhouse. 

Or the overall quality of inter¬ 
collegiate sports will decline. Or 
colleges will take educating their 
athletes more seriously. Or col¬ 
leges won’t be able to keep athletes 
in school. Or hundreds of colleges 
will be sued unless they improve 
their "developmental studies "--or 
remedial-programs for athletes. 

Those are just some of the 
speculations now tearing through 
college athletic departments nation¬ 
wide in the aftermath of a "land¬ 
mark" court case in Georgia. 

"It sent a shock across the 
country. I think it serves notice to 
all of our campuses that we need 
to take a look at ourselves." 
Charles McClendon, head of the 
American Football Coaches Asso¬ 
ciation, said. 

"IT" WAS A federal court rul¬ 
ing in favor of Jan Kemp, an 
academic advisor to University of 
Georgia athletes who, she said, 
was fired because she refused to 
give passing grades to some foot¬ 
ball players who were flunking 
their courses. 

If she had flunked them, the 
players would not have been able 
to play in the 1982 Sugar Bowl 
game. 

Kemp eventually left the 


University, and then sued it for 
firing her. 

The court in February ruled 
Georgia must pay Kemp $2.6 mil¬ 
lion in back pay and damages. 

While the University is appeal¬ 
ing the decision, the court tes¬ 
timony about low graduation rates 
among athletes, about Georgia’s 
expectations for its black football 
players and how it has different 
academic standards for "revenue- 
producing " athletes has refueled 
parts of the college sports reform 
movement. UGA’s lawyer told the 
court the athletes’ college educa¬ 
tions at least would propel them 
beyond being garbagemen, qualify¬ 
ing them for postal service careers. 

THE HUGE AWARD, 
whether or not it stands, will cause 
"administrators and developmental 
studies people (all over the country 
to) wonder if their programs are 
running better" than Georgia’s, 
Sheldon Steinbach of the American 
Council on Education said. 

Georgia’s remedial programs 
helped only 16 of the 61 black ath¬ 
letes on its football team since 
1971 to graduate. 

'The question is how many 
other universities are conducting 
programs like that (in which) 
grades are being manipulated," 
Steinbach said. 

Notre Dame Athletic Director 


Gene Corrigan estimated there 
may be "50 or 60" running shoddy 
programs. 

The Georgia system, in any 
case, now is "reviewing" all its 
developmental studies programs, 
Chancellor Dean Propst’s office 
said. 

OTHER ATHLETIC officials 
speculate the huge award, when 
considered with the National Col¬ 
legiate Athletic Association’s new 
rule setting higher academic stan¬ 
dards for Division 1 athletes, may 
alter competition among schools. 

At its January convention, the 
NCAA voted to keep freshman 
athletes off the field unless they 
had a 2.0 grade point average in 
11 core high school courses and 
scored at least 700 on the Scholas¬ 
tic Aptitude Test (SAT) or 15 on 
the American College Testing 
(ACT) exam. 

And if college remedial courses 
now have to be changed, the ath¬ 
letes from bad high schools won’t 
be able to keep competing once 
they’ve made it into college. 

However, not everybody is 
concerned. 

That case has no impact on 
us. I don’t think Kemp is a 
watershed," Richard Remington, 
vice president of academic affairs 
at the University of Iowa, said.

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Bradley trimmed $1.5 million from budget

Bradley University cut $1.5 million 
from its 1985-86 operating budget because 
enrollment fell short of what officials 
expected, according to Gary Anna, vice 
president for business affairs. 

'There was almost a 4 percent cut 
across the board," Anna said. The 7.8 per¬ 
cent drop in enrollment for the 1985-86 
academic year way the principle reason for 
the budget cuts. Almost 80 percent of the 
University’s revenue comes from students — 
tuition, room and board and other fees, 
Anna said. 


Bradley’s $40 million operating budget 
covers "pretty much all of the educational 
programs, operating dorms and auxiliary 
services," Anna said. 

The cuts, on a short-term basis, should 
not be noticeable. The cuts were necessary 
to maintain a balanced or close to a balanced 
budget, Anna said. "If we did it (budget 
cuts) repetitively, it would be very notice¬ 
able. " 

THE 1986-87 BUDGET is being 
reviewed and will be presented to the Board 
of Trustees at the end of this month. 

' Anna said adjustments to the budget are 
made regularly. There has been some reduc¬ 


tion in personnel, which were made by not 
filling vacancies. Positions include faculty, 
administration and support services. 

Bradley’s $26 million capital campaign 
could cushion the University from fiiture 
budget cuts by making it less tuition- 
dependent because of the addition to ^e 
University’s endowment, Anna said. 

Dropping enrollment, the principle rea¬ 
son for the cuts, is a problem University 
officials are not taking lightly. 

Gary Bergman, director of enrollment 
management, recently returned from a 
three-week trip to the Far East to recruit 
students. Also, the University started a scho¬ 


larship program to attract Peoria area stu¬ 
dents. 

BEGINNING IN THE fall of 1986, 
the University will offer scholarship pro¬ 
grams to incoming freshman from Central 
Illinois. The Central Illinois Merit Scholar¬ 
ship awards $1,000 to students with ACT 
scores of 25 or higher who will graduate in 
the top 25 percent of their class. This is for 
students attending high school in Peoria, 
Fulton, Knox, Marshall, Stark, Tazewell or 
Woodford counties. 

Also, the University is offering a 
$1,000 scholarship for Illinois Central'Col¬ 
lege graduates seeking bachelor’s degrees. 


Simon sees need 


for self-restraint

Outside, picketers carried signs 
protesting U.S. Sen. Paul Simon 
for being "pro-abortion." Inside, 
Simon spoke to the audience about 
self-restraint, seeming oblivious to 
the activity on the other side of the 
doors. 

Simon, D-Ill., visited Bradley’s 
Dingeldine Center Tuesday night 
as part of the Everett Dirksen 
American Government Lecture 
Series. 

He described self-restraint as 
"absolutely vital" for both politi¬ 
cians and the American public, and 
he used several examples express¬ 
ing his point. 

"It is particularly important for 
us as Americans. It is particularly 
important for us because of our 
various racial, religious and politi¬ 
cal backgrounds," he said. 

IN CONGRESS, THE use of 
self-restraint "softens the tone and 
takes away the harshness of 
debate, and makes it possible for 
two dissenting congressman to (get 


along). It means they can have an 
ongoing relationship," Simon said. 

Simon identified one area where 
he thought more self-restraint was 
needed — liability insurance premi¬ 
ums. "We must ask ourselves 
‘Why are we where we are.’" 

"We are much too fascinated 
with litigation." Neither the courts 
nor those involved in the large 
number of cases has used self- 
restraint. 

He said the high premiums 
have caused many places to go out 
of business or take the risk of car¬ 
rying no insurance. 

"We must find ways of resolv¬ 
ing problems outside of the 
courts... we must use self- 
restraint. " 

ANOTHER AREA Simon 
identified as needing more self- 
restraint was the federal deficit, 
which this year alone cost us $181 
billion - while during the Kennedy 
administration the total deficit was 
only $1 billion.

Registration phone-lines increased 


The major problem with spring 
registration, too many busy lines, 
should be alleviated with the new 
actions announced by Registrar 
Ruth Jass. 

The number of telephone lines 
into the system has been increased 
from eight to 12, a 50 percent 
increase in capacity. The number 


of days for registering has been 
increased from 12 to 15 working 
days, a 25 percent increase in 
capacity. There will also be better 
use of available days by scheduling 
appointments for 14 of the 15 
days. 

A change in scheduling appoint¬ 
ments has been made. For spring, 


a break was made every five 
semester hours earned. This made 
new appointments start every four 
hours. For this fall, appointments 
will be made for each additional 
hour of credit earned, with times 
beginning every hour. This way 
the number of students who will 
attempt to enter the system at the 
beginning of each appointment

After the latest, in a series of 
"small explosions" in relations 
between black and Jewish students 
nationwide during the last year. 
University of Maryland students 
are trying to restore peace in the 
wake of a Kwame Toure speech. 

The speech by Toure led to an 
outburst of death threats and racist 
intimidations on the College Park 
campus. Kwame Toure is better 
known to older students and 
faculty members as Student Non¬ 
violent Coordinating Committee 
leader Stokely Carmichael. 

'The only good Zionist is a 
dead Zionist," Toure said during a 
speech sponsored by the 
university’s Black Student Union, 
leaving Jewish students offended 
and frightened by some students’ 
cheering response. 

"We want some kind of 
assurances of our security," Jacob 
Blumenthal of Maryland’s Jewish 
Student Union said. 

JEWISH STUDENTS asked 
the Black Student Union (BSU) to 
apologize or state it did not sup¬ 
port Toure’s stand on the destruc¬ 
tion of Zionists. The BSU, how¬ 
ever, refused. 

"That part of the speech 
frightened a lot of people," 
Blumenthal said. He also cited 
Toure’s brochures, which "accused 
Jewish butchers of selling bad 
meat to blacks and Jewish bankers 
manipulate national 


and scared Jewish 


economies, 
students. 

"That’s old and scary anti- 
Semitic tactics, the kind the Nazis 
used," Blumenthal said 

In other incidents surrounding 
Toure’s visit, someone carved a 
swastika in the front door of the 
Jewish student paper, the BSU 
president received death threats on 
his answering machine, and both 
black and Jewish students reported 
being taunted while on campus. 

"We’re seeing a spreading of 
hatred on campuses. Individual 
campus situations are being 
inflamed by outside speakers," 
Jeffrey Ross of the Anti- 
Defamation League’s (ADL’s) 
national office, said. 

AT BRADLEY UNIVER¬ 
SITY, on March 27, speakers at a 
meeting co-sponsored by Bradley’s 
Hillel Foundation and Black Stu 
dent Alliance said despite 
differences in the past, blacks and 
Jews have common ground on 
which to build.* 

Roger Wilkins of Washirfgton. 
D.C. a member of the board of 
directors of the National Associa 
tion for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP), said, 
"Each of our cultures have similar 
strains and values, looking to the 
past for lessons of strength, sur¬ 
vival, lessons to teach children and 
strengthen ourselves in times of 
trouble."

The Great Peace March for Nuclear Disarmament hiked 
through the Mojave Desert toward Nevada Tuesday. The walkers, who 
because of financial and organizational problems, marched 18 miles Mon¬ 
day on their planned cross-country walk to encourage sentiment for an end 
to the nuclear arms race. 

The Occupational Safety and Health Adminis- 

t rat ion ordered the Union Carbide Corp. Tuesday to pay nearly $1.4 
million for "conscious, overt and willful" safety violations at its West Vir¬ 
ginia pesticide plant where a huge toxic gas leak injured 135 people last 
August. 

Libya has spaeded up work on a second sophisticated missile 
site along the coast of the Gulf of Sidra and by mid-April will be able to 
cover the airspace over the disputed body of water with long-range 
surface-to-air missiles, Pentagon sources said Tuesday. 

Ferdinand E. Marcos todk $4.7 million from a ministry, claiming 
he needed money to fight rebels during his last days in power and left no 
trace of the money, the chief government auditor said Tuesday. 

A Mexicana Airlines jet carrying 166 people crashed into a 
mountain Monday soon after leaving Mexico City for two Pacific resorts 
and Los Angeles.

A second one-day test is being prepared oy Andrews At the 
meeting with the liquor representatives the idea of giving these tests 
reportedly appeared to be met with approval from seven representatives 

A mistrial was declared in the negligence suit regarding a 
man who feli and broke ms mp while hospitalized at Proctor Community 
Hospital. Tne suit, brought by the wife of the late Frank Jurick accused 
the nurses taking care of ner husband of being negligent in not putting up 
all four bedrails. This allowed Jurick to get up out of bed resulting in h s 
fall in 1983. Mrs. Jurick’s lawyer asked for $35,000 to cover medical biiis 
and pain and suffenng damages 

The attorney for Proctor reportedly told tne jury the doctor’s written 
order would have to have stated ’with assistance’ in order for the nurses to 
put up all four bedrails. That order was not included in the doctor's instruc¬ 
tions. Mrs Jurick claimed her husband, who was hospitalized for breathing 
difficulties and pressure in his chest due to emphysema, had a hospital 
stay that was "extended substantially" because of the fall. She argued that 
Jurick, who weighed only 93 pounds, could have easily slid through the 
rails or gone around them and that the rails had no bearing upon his fall. 

William R. Prather has been elected to another term 

as chair of the Peoria County Democratic Central Committee. He won over 
challenger Timothy J. Howard by *3,170 votes. Prather, Chillicothe, has 
held the chairmanship for eight years. 

In another race for chair, Reginald Willis was also re-elected, the only 
difference being the party and the circumstances of the victory. Willis won 
the chair of the Peoria County Republican Central Committee. The chal¬ 
lenger in the race, Peoria County Treasurer Edward O’Connor, reportedly 
told the committee not to nominate him. His actions came about after he 
apparently learned Willis had locked in a majority of votes to defeat him. 
The committee reportedly gave O’Connor a standing ovation for his efforts 
and passed a motion to unanimously re-elect Willis. Willis has been a 
member of the County Board since 1976 and chair of the Board since 
March 1985.

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Art building first on list of improvements

Renovation and expansion of 
Bradley’s MacMillan Hall for the 
estimated $1.6 million art facility 
could be completed by the fall of 
1987, according to a University 
official. 

The building, to be named the 
Heuser Art Facility after Esther 
and the late Ray Heuser, major 
contributors for the project, is the 
first of several building renovations 
campus-wide as part of the $26 
million capital campaign. 

MacMillan Hall, which 
currently houses the University’s 
physical plant, will be completely 
renovated and expanded into a 
replacement for Duryea Hall. Mac¬ 
Millan will be relocated adjacent to 
Haussler Hall at a cost of 
$400,000, Gary Anna, vice 
president for business affairs, said. 

The phycial plant structure is a 
"pre-engineer structure. The exter¬ 
nal look would be like Haussler 
Hall, but not as tall," Anna said. 

PLANS FOR THE 10,000 
square-foot art facility include 
classrooms, a gallery, a sculpture 
and ceramics studio, and graduate 
studios, according to Anna. 


The building will house studies 
ranging from graphic design to 
filmmaking. 

According to Kathy Fuller, 
director of creative and support 
services, a naming gift was made 
by Mrs. William Cooley Jr., who 
will have an art history room 
named after her. 

A sculpture studio will be 
named after Dr. and Mrs. George 
Kottemann, who also gave a nam¬ 
ing gift, according to Fuller. 

Duryea, constructed in 1903, 
served as the home for wood and 
metal work classes, the department 
of electricity, a mechanical draw¬ 
ing studio and the College of 
Engineering and Technology 
before housing the art department. 

THE RENOVATION OF 
MacMillan is the third and final 
step of a project started in the 
mid-70s to upgrade the 
University’s fine arts department, 
Fuller said. 

Other renovations include the 
Hartmann Center for the Perform¬ 
ing Arts and the Dingeldine Music 
Center. 

The Hewitt Gymnasium was 
converted into the Hartmann 


Center in 1978. The former gym 
now provides space for teaching 
and performances with a gallery, 
workshops and classrooms ihcor- 
porated around the 280-seat Meyer 


Jacobs Theater. The cost of the 
renovation was about $1.4 million, 
Anna said. 

The second phase was the reno¬ 
vation of a historic church into the 


Jingeldine Music Center, at a cost 
>f $1 million, according to Fuller. 
The center, named for Bradley 
contributor Mabel Dingeldine, was 
dedicated in 1983.

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Divorce adds to college students troubles 


GAINESVILLE, Fla. (CPS)--It’s 8 
p.m. on a Thursday evening, and Graham, 
an engineering student at the University of 
Florida, struggles to absorb even a page of 
his book on Digital Communications Sys¬ 
tems. 

The text is clear enough, but Graham’s 
mind is 200 miles away - worrying about 
his mother and how she will pay her bills, 
wondering if his father will ever speak to 
him again. 

Graham’s parents are getting divorced, 
and instead of studying, he just wants to 
scream. 

Graham's not alone. Parental divorce is 
a disturbingly frequent reason students drop 
out of college, Susan Hambleton, who’s 
earning her doctorate in counseling educa¬ 
tion at the University of Florida, said. 

'THEY MAY NOT directly say Tm 
leaving school because my parents are 
divorcing,’ but along with divorce you find a 
lot of extenuating circumstances - the finan¬ 
cial, emotional and relocational stress that 
goes along with divorce," she said. 


Hambleton, in fact, is finding that 
divorce, normally studied for its effects on 
young children, can have a great impact on 
college students. 

College-aged children of divorcees may 
develop an inability to build loving relation¬ 
ships of their own, Hambleton said. The 
impact (of their parents’ divorce) may be 
’whom can I trust?’" 

Hambleton has formed a support group 
at the UF Student Health Services clinic to 
help students caught in the emotional 
whirlwind surrounding a family breakup. 

"I don’t think people really recognize 
the needs college students have in a divorce. 
They assume that since they’re older, they 
can handle it," she said. 

STUDENTS GOING through a paren¬ 
tal breakup often feel they need to go home 
to "take care of things. Sometimes they get 
really distracted, particularly if they’re far 
away from home," Hambleton said. 

Graham, for instance, feels pressured to 
find a high-paying job to help his mother, 
who’s retired and can expect little from her 
soon-to-be ex-husband. 


Students in Hambleton’s group, their 
names are changed for privacy, are in many 
different stages of family breakup, from 
impending divorce to 10 years after. 

On the Friday before spring break, the 
support group gathered in her office for the 
sixth time. 

WHILE MANY AT the University had 
already packed their bags for home, antici¬ 
pating a week of thoughtless relaxation, 
Mom cooking dinner and perhaps a holiday 
family get-together, the mood in the health 
clinic office bordered on anxiety. 

YET SHARING THEIR stories in the 
group helps, the students said. 

"’Let me know what Fm feeling is 
okay,’ is what they want to hear. Their 
friends say, ’just forget about it.’ But they 
can’t," Hambleton said. 

^ "You can’t shove (the problem) in a 
box and make it go away," Graham said. 

Graham, a 25-year-old senior, expects 
his parents’ final court hearing in two weeks. 
And besides affecting his studies, the 
divorce may be ruining his relationship with 
a long-time girlfriend. 


"I know my parents’ divorce has a lot 
to do with it. The minute (my girlfriend) 
brought up marriage, I wanted out. It's left a 
real bad taste in my mouth about that little 
piece of paper," he said. 

BECAUSE FORMING relationships is 
so important and scary for young adults, the 
disillusionment that follows parental breakup 
may be the most serious problem faced by 
such students, Hambleton said. 

"Whenever we meet, we usually end up 
discussing relationships, how they feel about 
getting involved with people," she said. 
They want to know 'how can I guarantee 
this won’t happen to me?’" 

Instead of guarantees or promises, 
Hambleton offers a safe place for students to 
share their feelings and receive support, 
sometimes suggestions of a better way to 
deal with family and friends. 

She’s heard of no other divorce support 
groups for college students, but would like 
to. 

This is a problem affecting students 
academically. And so, I think it’s a responsi¬ 
bility of a university to help." she said.

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Student finds history in snapshots

Simple things people take for granted may have historical 
significance in the future. / 

Photojournalism major David Kooi discovered that as he set out 
to do an independent study project on the snapshots of Annie Fager. 

Kooi, whose hometown is Havana, III., was given Fager’s nega¬ 
tives by her nephew, Fred Turneil. 

What’s so unusual about that? Fager was a woman whose hobby 
was photography -- at the turn of the century. 

In the exhibit called, "'Hindsight," Kooi has taken Fager’s glass 
negatives and reproduced them using modem photographic methods. 
He also learned some interesting history about a woman who was born 
and raised in his hometown during the turn of the century. 

"It was unusual for a woman to have this particular hobby at that 
time/ Kooi said. "It was a male-oriented medium. Her family was 
rich. That’s probably why she could take up such a hobby." 

Fager’s pictures are merely snapshots, but according to Kooi, 
some are surrealistic for that time. 

"They have wonderful historical significance now. Very few peo¬ 
ple took photographs then," he said. 

Through his research, Kooi learned that Fager was progressive for 
her time, when the woman’s place was definitely in the home. 

In her high school graduation speech from Havana High School, 
about 1890, Fager said the following: 

"The making of the world has been in the hands of women, and 
should she not receive some of the praise and credit for the changes 
which have brought about? Although these changes may not come 
directly from her, she has been the cause of them, for the influence 
she has even humanity is great, and as a mother, she has the whole 
world in her arms....It is an old saying, but is it not true, The hand 
that rocks the cradle is the hand that rules the world?" 

Fager also worked as a secretary, a dressmaker and a school 
teacher. She was fired from her secretarial job for being too outspo¬ 
ken. After her other jobs, she settled down with her sister and helped 
raise her nieces and nephews. 

The prints Kooi will display were taken on a Baby Nemo Field 
Camera, purchased in Peoria. All Fager’s pictures were 4x5 inches, the 
size of the glass negatives. They had no enlargers. 

In those days, to print a picture, the plate was put in the camera, 
exposed and developed. Next the negative was exposed in the sun 
onto sensitized paper. 

According to her niece, Elizabeth Turneil, Fager would take pic¬ 
tures over a two-month period, then take over the kitchen, sealing out 
all light in order to develop her prints. 

Kooi was able to use an enlarger to reprint bigger photos, *Jhe 
photos will be exhibited with information on Fager, as well as a display 
of the equipment she used, and equipment similar to what she used. 

Kooi’s project will be displayed in the Virginius H. Chase Gallery 
on the ground floor of the library from April 7-30.

Wilkins recalled the 1960s 
when blacks and Jews stood 
"shoulder to shoulder in a vision 
for a better America." 

"We share the problem of 
being victims of strong, damaging 
feelings and policies directed 
against us by the majority com¬ 
munity," Wilkins said. 

David Cohen, president of the 
Social Development Corp., said 
both he and Wilkins have been in 
positions to challenge power, 
modify abuses and pursue "the 
quest for a dream." 

WILKINS SAID, "We should 
understand each other well enough 
to know each community has 
interests close to its heart and 
each, threatened in different ways, 
many not be terribly rational when 
it cuts close to the bone."

The two groups share interests 
in education, civil rights, justice, 
government and health care, Wil¬ 
kins said. 

Cohen said Jewish participation 
in the civil rights movement "con¬ 
tained some elements of self- 
interest. " 

"Three times a day we Jews 
talk of responsibility to feed the 
hungry, clothe the naked, free cap¬ 
tives and heal the sick," Cohen 
said. 

Ross said frequent campus 
speakers like Toure and Muslim 
Minister Louis Farrakhan often 
encourage the inflammations. 

BUT THE TENSION comes 
not only from Toure’s and 
Farrakhan’s provocative opinions 
of Zionism and Jewish theology, 
but also from threats of reprisal 
from the militant Jewish Defense 
Organization (JDO). 

At State University of New 
York at Albany last year when 
Farrakhan spoke, JDO followers 
reportedly carried weapons and 
intimidated students in the audi¬ 
ence. The clash between Farrakhan 
and JDO supporters -almost grew 
"into a riot, and it scared a lot of 
people," the campus paper 
reported. 

Riot fears were never realized 
during a Farrakhan visit to Pitt in 
Novembe^, but recently at Penn, 
Farrakhan aide Jamil Muhammad 
told students Jews were "chosen 
for that damn hellfire for telling 
those lies they’ve been spreading." 

"The greatest problem isn’t the 
violence at campuses during (such) 
speeches, but after, in dorm situa¬ 
tions and in classes, when people 
who otherwise would be friends 
see each other as opposing sides." 

'The small explosions are the 
most serious thing," ADL’s Ross 
said. 

ONE SUCH "small explosion" 
came at the end of a fist recently, 
as BSU President Tim Shaw 
decked a Jewish student for "run¬ 
ning off at the mouth." 
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The two students have since 
mended their hard feelings, Shaw 
said, and general tensions seem to 
be abating. 

Since then, Shaw, Blumenthal 
and other student leaders have 
been meeting "quietly," Esther 
Abramowitz of the campus Hillel 
House said. 

"We learned an unfortunate les¬ 
son," Blumenthal said who agrees 
tensions are easing. "We (blacks 
and Jews) weren’t as close as we 
thought we were." x 

"We have to put up with the 
same racial slurs as they do," 
Shaw said. 

THERE EVEN MAY be more 
dialogue in the wake of Toure’s 
speech than before it. 

"People say we’re trying to 
sever the ties of blacks and Jews. 
But on our campus, there were 
none," Shaw said. 

"If we want to have any kind of 
coalition, we have to respect each 
other, agree to disagree and look 
at our differences as well as our 
similarities." 

Similar understanding and 
dialogue grew out of Toure’s visits 
to other campuses. 

At Columbia, for example, 
black and Jewish students prepared 
for Toure’s visit by holding 
workshops in which stereotypes 
and group sensitivities were dis¬ 
cussed, and participants staged 
role-playing skits. 

WHEN TOURE arrived at 
Columbia March 4, few students 
attended his speech, though it drew 
crowds from the Harlem neighbor¬ 
hood surrounding the school.

Student Senate 


Thirty different foods were tasted by InterDorm 
Council and Senate students March 24 during a meet¬ 
ing to revise the food service menus, according to 
Senate Housing and Food Service Subcommittee Chair 
Linda Tichnor. 

Half of the changes suggested by a campus food 
committee went into effect on April 1, with more 
revisions to follow in the fall, she said. 

The renovation of the new art building is 
scheduled to be completed by fall 1987, according to 
University Senator Robert Burke. Two million dollars 
have been budgeted for the renovation of MacMillan 
for future art classes and for a plant operations build¬ 
ing to be constructed in the south parking lot of 
Haussler Hall. 

Approximately $1.6 million will go directly 
toward the renovation of MacMillan, Burke said. The 
loss of parking spaces by Haussler Hall will be com¬ 
pensated for by making the area where Duryea now 
stands into a parking lot. 

ALSO, BRADLEY could lose up to 924 grants, 
a reduction of $631,000, within the next two years, 
according to results of a Federation of Independent

impact of Gramm-Rudman. Ray Einig, all-school 
president, asked everyone to write to their Congress¬ 
men.

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Networks drop bowl games 

(CPS)—As many as five of the 18 college football bowl games nor¬ 
mally played in December and January may be cancelled this year, some 
sports officials said. 

Television networks are threatening to stop televising the games. In 
buying broadcast rights, they funnel millions of dollars each year to game 
organizers, bowl participants and the leagues to which the participants 
belong. 

In the last few weeks, CBS has dropped the Peach Bowl from its 
schedule, while ABC has dropped the Gator Bowl and NBC announced it 
may pull out of the Citrus Bowl. 

The Bluebonnet and Freedom Bowls may also lose TV revenues if 
Lorimar Sports, a major program syndicator, stops supporting them. 

"The lesser bowls are really in trouble," Michael Lardner of WTBS, 
the Atlanta-based cable network that may pick up one of the games, said. 

The reason is networks can no longer sell enough advertising to 
make a profit on their telecasts of the "lesser" bowls. 

Viewership of the games has been declining steadily since 1982, 
when the Supreme Court freed schools to negotiate their own television 
contracts. Until then, the National Collegiate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) had controlled teams’ access to television exposure. 

And since then, there have been so many games on the air that the 
football audience has splintered, making it less attractive to advertisers. 

Fewer bowl games would hurt the games’ organizers more than the 
colleges that play in them, various athletic directors said 

"On the whole, you can’t depend on them (bowl games) for revenue. 
You have to look at it as a bonus," Tim Gleason of the National Collegi¬ 
ate Athletic Directors Association in Cleveland said

The baseball Braves grinded out 
eight games in six days this week, 
posting a 3-5 mark. 

With coach Dewey Kalmer in 
search of a steady infield and 
healthy pitchers, the Braves split a 
double-header with Butler, 
dropped two to Purdue, swept two 
from Augustana and dropped two 
more to Eastern Illinois. 

Butler scored six runs in the 
sixth inning off Roger Smithberg 
en route to 8-7 victory in the first 
game.

The Braves returned home to 
Meinen Field, Monday and feasted 
on Augustana, slugging out vic¬ 
tories of 9-6 and 13-3. 

After committing 55 errors in 
22 games, the Braves committed 
only one against Augustana. 

"BESIDES MAKING ONE 
error, we also made a bunch of 


outstanding plays out there," Kal¬ 
mer said. 

Tim Foley lead the way 
offensively in the first game with a 
3-for-3 performance and two 
RBI’s. Brad Tilly added his eighth 
homer to help Scott Fuhrmann to 
his first win of the season. 

Shaunn Sanderson proved his 
versatility in the nightcap. Sander¬ 
son, a backup infielder, was 
pressed into the starting pitching 
spot and responded with a com¬ 
plete game. 

"I just wanted to make sure I 
threw strikes," Sanderson said. 

THE BRAVES WENT on to 
win the game by the 10-run rule. 
Jerry Mitchell, Daren Epley and 
Tim Foley each knocked out home 
runs. 

Though the fielding and pitch¬ 
ing has been disappointing this sea¬ 
son, the offense hasn’t. Leading the 
way have been sluggers Tim 
Campbell and Tilly. 

Campbell, a junior transfer stu¬ 
dent from Lakeland College, is 
leading the team with a .416 
batting average, 33 RBFs and 27 
runs scored.

But Gilles pitched what Kalmer 
said was probably his best game of 
the season in the first game against 
Eastern. He had a 1-0 lead going 
ito the final inning, only to give up 
a two-out hit which scored two 
runs. 

The Braves went out to a 2-0 
lead in the first inning, but Boy an, 
Smithberg and Bob Bretwisch were 
unable to hold down the Panthers. 
In the fourth inning, the Panthers 
pounced with eight runs to take a 
10-3 lead. 

"I thought we played well in 
almost every phase of the game 
except our relief pitching," Kalmer 
said. "Boyan wasn’t throwing bad, 
he was just tired.

In the week of April Fool’s Day, the Bradley 
basketball off-season has read like a good news, bad 
news joke. 

The good news: Guard Jim Les put on a good 
showing in an all star game in Dallas, Sunday. 

The bad news: According to an NCAA inquiry, 
recruiting violations, possibly regarding former BU 
player Anthony Webster, are also showing. 

The good news: Louisville beat Duke for the 
NCAA championship, Monday, so Bradley was elim¬ 
inated from the tournament by the eventual cham- ' 
pions. 

The bad news: Bradley still only finished 20th in 
the final Associated Press college basketball poll of 
the season. 

Les proved to be a big deal in "Big D," hitting a 
25-foot jumper at the buzzer to give the West a 94-92 
victory in the 24th annual East-West All-Star game, 
sponsored by the National Association of Basketball 
Coaches. 

Les was 5-for-5 from the field for a 10-point, 7- 
assist performance in competition that included Rafael 
Addison of Syracuse, Notre Dame’s Ken Barlow, 
Ohio State’s Brad Sellers and the game’s MVP, 
Georgetown’s David Wingate. 

Bradley assistant coach Tom Massimino assisted 
his father, Villanova coach Rollie, who was head 
coach of the West team. (Philadelphia, where Vil¬ 
lanova is located, is where the first pioneers were 
scalped, isn’t it?). St. John’s Lou Carnesseca coached 


the East team. 

The NCAA alleges Bradley may have provided 
illegal assistance to Webster’s family. According to a 
report in the Journal Star, unpublished charges were 
made by Southern Dlinois University that Bradley pro¬ 
vided illegal transportation for Webster’s family to 
visit the school while he was being recruited in 1981. 
BU was cleared of these charges after an investigation 
by the Missouri Valley Conference. 

IN FEBRUARY of this year, over four years 
later, Bradley received a letter of inquiry into rules 
violations from the NCAA. The recruiting of Webster 
appears to be involved in these charges. 

The University is currently conducting an inter¬ 
nal investigation into the NCAA’s charges and is 
expected to be heard by the Committee on Infractions 
this summer. 

On the subject of student athletes, Duke, which 
takes the term literally, failed to overcome Louisville, 
which doesn’t, losing 72-69. 

On a different scoreboard, all of Duke’s seniors 
are on schedule to graduate on time and 35 of 36 
Duke players have graduated on time in the past eight 
years. 

None of the Louisville seniors, including Milt 
Wagner, who has been in school for five years 
already, are closer than a year away from graduating. 

Oh, and those Duke players aren’t coming away 
with degrees in basket weaving. Their diplomas will 
have words like economics, political science and 
mechanical engineering on them.

A formal grievance filed protesting violations of 
campaign regulations in the campaign for the All¬ 
school elections on April 14 and 15 could result in the 
postponement of the elections. 

The grievance against the Rekowski ticket, 
comprised of Karen Rekowski, Kevin Burke, Rick 
Kennedy and Kristin Keifer, was filed with the arbi¬ 
tration board April 7 by Rob Rymek, Rich Neswold 
and Charlie King, who make up the Rich and Rob 
ticket. 

Rymek, Neswold and King protest Rekowski and 
her running mates used "highly unethical techniques", 
violating campaign rules by campaigning more than 
eight days before the election. 

According to election regulations, no campaign¬ 
ing of any type may be conducted prior to eight days 
before the election. 

THE GRIEVANCE states Rekowski and her 
running mates visited various organizations and gave 
campaign speeches. 

Rekowski said the term "campaigning," accord¬ 
ing to Senate bylaws, deals directly with written 
material — posters, media campaigning (advertise¬ 
ments) and distributive material. Media campaigning 
doesn’t included announcing in the Scout as Rekowski 
■ fid in the March 28 issue. _ 


"Members of my ticket and myself feel that the 
complaint should not be against our ticket, but rather 
against the Student Senate election sub-committee," 
Rekowski said. 

Rekowski said she cleared it (what exactly cam¬ 
paigning meant) with Dave McCalpin, election sub¬ 
committee chair; Paul Myers, internal affairs chair; 
and Peggy Sassorossi, director of Student Affairs and 
ex-officio advisor for Student Senate. 

"In my eyes, our ticket has not done anything 
wrong," she said. 

RYMEK, NESWOLD AND King said the rule 
states "no campaigning" and they were not aware, nor 
were they told it only pertained to written material. 

King said, 'They (Rekowski) claim the rules 
sound ambiguous, that they could be taken either way. 
These are the rules and we took it as the rules," he 
said. 

McCalpin is allowing the grievance to go straight 
to the arbitration board since it was filed concurrently 
with his election sub-committee and the arbitration 
board. 

The arbitration board meets Monday morning 
before the elections to rule either to postpone elections 
or go ahead with them, Rekowski said.

The bargaining negotiations are for a mas¬ 
ter pact to cover about 16,940 active Caterpillar UAW workers and 12,500 
retirees and laid-off workers.

Under an agreement between 
UA Cablesy stems and Bradley 
University, every dorm room on 
campus will have direct access to 
cable television, beginning next 
fall. 

Joel Hartmann, director of 
learning resources at Bradley, said 
all dorm students, including those 
living in the Student Apartment 
Complex, would be given the 


basic, 21-channel package cable 
package for $30 a year. 

Hartmann said the $30 would 
be added directly to the cost of the 
room, thus it is $30 per person liv¬ 
ing in a single occupancy room 
and $15 a year for double occu¬ 
pancy. 

Although the rooms will have 
cable outlets, Hartmann said the 
students would have to buy the 
actual cable and hook the system 


up in their room themselves. 

STUDENTS WILL be able to 
purchase premium channel pack¬ 
ages at their own discretion and 
will be solely responsible for such 
an arrangement, Hartmann said. 

He said the reason the Univer¬ 
sity wants to put cable in the 
dorms was to fill the information 
and entertainment needs of the 
University and the students. 

The agreement with UA makes 
it possible for Bradley to "black 


out" certain channels at certain 
times and insert student and 
University programming. 

He said student input is being 
sought to see which channels 
would be "blacked out" and when 
and what type of programming 
could be put in its place. 

Hartmann said although the 
University doesn’t yet have plans 
for offering televisions to students, 
he doesn’t think its a bad idea to 
possibly rent or offer low priced 
tv’s to the students. 



BU gets $35,000

The Peoria City Council unanimously approved a $35,000 grant to 
aid Bradley University’s technology incubator at Tuesday’s meeting. 

The incubator needs $225,000 from various sources to match possi¬ 
ble state funding. Peoria County supported the project, but has held off 
approval of the requested $35,000 until more information is provided. 

The incubator, to be located in Lovelace Hall, is a project of 
Bradley’s Technology Commercialization Center. It will be targeted pri¬ 
marily at Central Illinois businesses that assemble electronic components, 
computers, telecommunication systems and other high technology pro¬ 
ducts. 

Such an incubator provides space for private firms to have offices at 
Bradley and support services, allowing companies to cut rental and other 
business costs. 

THE INCUBATOR is expected to employ 75 people as well as 
attract new businesses to the area. Firms using the incubator are likely to 
remain in the area after they’ve broken away from it, thus spreading posi¬ 
tive effects. 

The University anticipates a possible 40 percent of the incubator to 
house new projects developed by Bradley’s faculty, staff and students. 

The County Committee called for more specifics before backing the 
request. Another committee meeting is scheduled for 11 a.m. today. 

Bradley hopes to get a $225,000 grant from Governor James R. 
Thompson’s Build Illinois program, but that is contingent upon matching 
funds with local money. 

Robert Weinstein, associate provost for research and sponsored pro¬ 
grams at Bradley, will seek 30 percent of the matching funds from the 
city and county, 30 percent from private industry and 40 percent from 
the University itself. 

SOME SUPPORTERS of the project are concerned about possible 
parking problems. At-large Council person Dorothy Sinclair is worried 
since Bradley-area parking is already a problem. Weinstein, however, 
has already reserved 40 to 50 spaces for the incubator’s workers. He said 
the University has no plans to build another parking lot on the north side 
of Main Street.

Vidette staff protested selection

The staff of Illinois State University’s newspaper 
The Daily Vidette, went on strike Sunday, but called it 
off late Monday, after publishing a Monday issue con¬ 
taining state and national coverage with no local 
news. 

In the Monday issue of The Daily Vidette an edi¬ 
torial by editor Mary Andersen appeared on the whole 
front page explaining the reason for the strike of 
about 95 paid staff members. 

According to the Vidette, the strike was opposing 
the ISU Publications Board decision for next year’s 
editor. 

The "symbolic strike" was expected to last until 
Tuesday night and was to show the Publication Board 
and the university how the staff felt about the decision 
and the whole selection process of the editor. 

NO STRIKE issues raised by the students were 
resolved by the walkout. 

The Publications Board selected Eric Hoss for 


editor, while a majority of the staff, including three 
top student managers, supported Roger Miller. Hoss 
is reportedly scheduled to begin his duties May 16. 

ISU’s Publications Board consists of five stu¬ 
dents, one administrator, one faculty member and two 
professionals who are appointed by the University’s 
president. 

At Bradley, the Publications Council acts as pub¬ 
lisher of all student publications bearing the name of 
the University or sponsored by the University. 

The Council appoints the editor and business 
manager of the Scout, Anaga and Broadside after an 
application and interviewing process. 

BRADLEY’S PUBLICATION COUNCIL con 
sists of four faculty or staff members, four students 
selected by the Council and two appointed by Student 
Senate. 

Editors and business managers for the Scout, 
Anaga and Broadside will be chosen today during the 
Publications Council meeting at 2 p.m. 


Seniors moving back: Gaisky

Housing cards have been turned 
in and 75 seniors have taken 
advantage of living in Heitz Hall, 
which has been redesigned espe¬ 
cially for seniors. 

Seniors living in Heitz will pay 
$1000 per semester for a single, as 
opposed to $1150 for non-seniors. 

Heitz will have a microwave on 


every floor, refrigerators for 
seniors, and will have an option of 
being on the meal plan. 

There will be one resident adi- 
vor to a floor; a head resident will 
live in Heitz but also be in charge 
of the singles complex. The assis¬ 
tant head resident for Heitz and 
WES will live in WES. 

MIKE MURPHY, director of 
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housing, is still checking into the 
possibility of installing a 
kitchenette. A kitchenette was ori¬ 
ginally planned for what is now 
the vending machine room. 
According to Murphy, it is struc¬ 
turally impossible without over¬ 
spending. 

Ed King, director of residential 
life and the student judiciary sys¬ 
tem, said they are looking into 
making one of the dorm rooms 
into a kitchenette. This is still in 
the planning stages. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, is pleased 
with the number of seniors who 
opted to live in Heitz and feels that 
over the next few years the 
number will increase. 

"It’s been very clear that in the 
last four to five years the least 
number of students not living in 
the dorms have been seniors. We 
wanted to make the dorms attrac¬ 
tive to them. The privacy of a sin¬ 
gle room, with an environment 
strictly for seniors, is what seems 
to appeal most," Gaisky said. 

Gaisky, however, was a bit 
disappointed that more juniors liv¬ 
ing off-campus didn’t opt to come 
back to live in Heitz. He is still 
hopeful about Heitz’s future. 
"Once we get it established, once 
we set the model, then students 
will say 'Hey, maybe there’s some¬ 
thing to this.*." 

HE SAID A survey was con¬ 
ducted to see what would make 
seniors come back to the dorms, 
and the idea of having a single, 
optional meal plan, refrigerators 
and microwaves appealed most.

First Blood 

Dear Editor, 

Friday, April 18, 1986 becomes an 
important day for Bradley students for 
a peculiar reason. On this evening, 
ACBU has offered the viewing of 
"Rambo: First Blood Part 11." Many 
students will probably take up this offer 
for both or one of two reasons. First, it 
is a cheap means of entertainment; and 
second, it has been highly talked about. 
The latter reason becomes important 
when one asks why the movie has 
become increasingly spoken of and, in 
further examination, whether viewers 
are aware of the controversy that 
plagues this film. 

Why has "Ram bo" entered the 
public-issue limelight? Is "Rambo" a 
notable cinema masterpiece with intri¬ 
guing symbolism and a profound 
theme? It is doubtful that "Rambo" is 
notable for either of these element; nor 
did it win a single Academy Award. 
What it had been noted for, however, 
is its one dimensional approach to a 
conflict that is multi-faceted: the Viet¬ 
nam War. "Rambo" has, again, 
catalyzed the controversy of the Viet¬ 
nam conflict with its surrealistic 
representation of a veteran who rescues 
MI As enslaved in Vietnam since the 
end of the war. Rambo (first name, 
John) uses an assortment of weapons to 
ward off an unknown number of bad 
Vietnamese and their Russian cohorts. 

The controversy over the film is 
escalated further when "Stallone and 
his associates...solemnly revealed that 
they mean the picture to be taken as a 
patriotic statement in honor of Ameri¬ 
cans who fought in Vietnam - and 
weren’t allowed to win." (Loudon 


Wainwright, "Life" Aug. ’85). Counter 
attacks have asserted that the 
producer’s grounds are unwarranted 
and worsened by the gross fallacies 
that weave the plot. 

These are only tips of an iceberg as 
far the "Rambo" controversy goes. 
Many more Vietnam issues also explain 
the Rambo debates. 

In his optimism., Loudon Wain¬ 
wright of "Life" magazine say, "It’s a 
revenge fantasy, sure, and it sets the 
blood of its predominantly young fans 
to racing as the underdog Rambo wins 
out over the bad guys everywhere. But 
I doubt that many people believe 
Stallone’s cockeyed, comic-book ver¬ 
sion of history. 

Such an assertion cannot simply be 
taken for granted. Perhaps this movie 
was a source of information for the 
youth who did not witness the war. 
Perhaps these issues never entered 
some adult viewers’ minds. We cannot 
simply assert that the public is aware 
of all the issues, all the fallacies, and 
all the truths that go into making a 
movie, especially over the hot issue of 
Vietnam. 

This is why April 18 becomes an 
important day for Bradley University. 
We have chosen to show "Rambo" 
and, now, as an educational institution, 
it becomes our duty to make our 
viewers aware of the realities of Viet¬ 
nam. In having a viewing and discus¬ 
sion period sponsored by PSA on the 
cold, hard facts of the Vietnam War, 
we can be sure that the tragic truths 
persist and prevent Americans, espe¬ 
cially our youth, from mis-glorifying a 
bloody war.

A lot of readers 
apparently got the impression that I think 
there’s some sort of lack of political involve 
ment on campus, at least compared to places 
like Dartmouth, where students demonstrate 
against Apartheid. 

Of course, nothing could be further 
from the truth. I am on record as saying that 
1 think Bradley is a hotbed of Social Aware¬ 
ness.

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Like Marco Polo--Bergman returns with tales of the Orient

The Orient is a place of 
enchantment and mystery for most 
Westerners. Gary Bergman, direc¬ 
tor of enrollment management, 
said it's ,Jso a ptece of bright and 
outstanding young people. 

Bergman recently returned from 
a month-long recruiting trip to the 
Far East. Bradley University was 
one of 15 schools invited to parti¬ 
cipate in recruitment, in countries 
including Thailand, Hong Kong, 
Descartes, Singapore, Malaysia, 
Indonesia and China. 

He said the trip was both "out¬ 
standing ' and "excellent". Every¬ 
day he was interviewing students 
and speaking with parents. There 
arc many students overseas who 
are interested in attending universi¬ 
ties in the United States, Bergman 
said. 

He personally met with some 
500 students. "Some have a lot of 
interest in attending Bradley," said 
Bergman. They have already 
received over 20 applications for 
next fall and he "didn’t expect any¬ 
thing close to that," he said. 

THE TRIP WAS mainly 
intended as a "trip for the future 
—1987 or 1988", but he said the 
outcome was a "big surprise and 
went way beyond our expecta¬ 
tions. " 

The quality of the students he 
encountered was extremely high, 
and they had very high test scores. 
He said the majority of the stu¬ 
dents are interested in business 
administration, engineering and 
technology and computer science. 
Of all the students he met, "there 
isn’t one that wouldn’t be accepted 
for admission." 

Bergman was surprised by the 
students’ knowledge of the state of 
Illinois and by their knowledge of 
Bradley itself. He said the students 
are very interested in accreditation 
and he found that Bradley’s reputa¬ 
tion is increasing worldwide. 

The students’ reception of Brad¬ 
ley was "overwhelmingly posi¬ 
tive". Bergman said he met one 
boy in Malaysia who was on the 
national swimming team and was 
interested in the swim team at 
Bradley. 

He also met with students who 


had brothers and sisters already 
attending Bradley and in every city 
he visited, Bradley alumni met 
with him and with the prospective 
students. He said this was helpful 
to him in gaining knowledge of 
their country but it was also help¬ 
ful to the prospective students 
because they were given a very 
practical, realistic view of life at 
Bradley for the foreign student. 

MANY OF THE countries he 
visited are considered to be "third 
world developing nations". He said 
with these conditions, competition 
to succeed is very strong. The 
governments of these countries do 
not have enough universities to 
house all those good students. 

'There may be as many as 100 
applications for every slot," 
Bergman said. Students from that 
part of the world are eager to 
come to the United States because 
"they perceive the best education 
in the world to be in the United 
States." 

He said the governments spon¬ 
sor many students to study here. 
Students who study here break out 
of the "structure" and have an out¬ 
standing opportunity to "cut 
through their system both in the 
private and public sector." 

There are presently 22,000 stu¬ 
dents from Malaysia alone in the 
United States. Bergman said he

expects an increase in students 
from all the countries he visited. 

He thinks Bradley has gained 
tremendous exposure in the Orient 
through recruitment and is consid¬ 
ering repeating the trip next year.

Expert analyzes 
arms issues

The development of President 
Reagan’s Strategic Defense Initia¬ 
tive is foolish, expensive, wasteful 
and dangerous, a senior arms 
analyst for the Union of Concerned 
Scientists (UCS), said Tuesday 
night. 

Dr. Allan S. Krass, a professor 
of physics and science policy at 
Hampshire College in Amherst, 
Mass outlined the scientific infeasi¬ 
bility of SDI, popularly known as 
"Star Wars". He holds a bachelor 
of engineering physics from Cor¬ 
nell University, and a Ph.D. in 
theoretical physics from Stanford 
University. 

"The Soviets have 10,000 
nuclear warheads pointed at us, 
but it will take only 100 of those 
to set back our civilization to the 
Stone Age," Krass said, in defense 
of his belief there is no perfect 
protection from nuclear weapons. 

Krass went on to explain the 
government also agrees there is no 
perfect form of protection. Their 


goal for SDI is merely to deter the 
Russians from a first strike. The 
scientist argued, however, that 
deterrence is the current purpose 
of the world’s nuclear arsenals, 
and this situation, known com¬ 
monly as Mutual Assured Destruc 
tion (MAD), is unacceptable. 

FURTHER, SINCE THE 
United States continues to build 
new weapons while developing 
"Star Wars", it appears the United 
States is developing a first-strike 
capability. Krass said, 

"Since SDI can’t stop a first- 
strike on the Soviet’s part, it looks 
like it’s developed to stop a 
second-strike following a U.S. 
attack," he said. 

Krass also explained how the 
development of SDI escalated the 
arms race, despite the President’s 
contrary arguments. He supports 
this with three assumptions. First, 
when the U.S. defense appears 
strong, the Soviet Union sees the

Local stars to start Chiefs season

The game balls for tonight’s home opener of the 
Peoria Chiefs will be delivered by parachutists at 
Meinen Field and will end up in a pair of familiar 
hands. Hands that aren’t used to such a miniature ball. 

Bradley seniors Jim Les and Mike Williams, 
along with famous Cubs' announcer Jack Brickhouse, 
will throw out the first pitches for the Chicago Cubs 
class A professional baseball team. (And if Les 
doesn’t throw a perfect strike, it will surprise every¬ 
one.) 

"Those two meant so much to the community, 
we figured this would be a good way to thank them," 
Assistant General Manager Rod Thompson said. 

The Chiefs open their season against rival 
Springfield, a class A affiliate of the Cardinals. Last 
year, Springfield finished in second place behind 
Peoria. 

THOMPSON SAID they’re hoping for 4,000 
fans at tonight’s game, but added a lot will depend on 
the weather. 

Last year, the Chiefs finished first in the South¬ 
ern Division of the 12 team Midwest league. This 
season’s squad has only three players that were with 
the team last year, but Thompson said manager Pete 


MacKanin has no doubts of another successful season. 
"MacKanin is excited about this year’s team. And 
overall he thinks he has better talent than last year." 

Last year, the Chiefs relied heavily on pitching 
and defense, finishing with a 75-65 record. Those 
aspects are supposed to be the 1986 strong points 
also. 

This spring, the Chiefs spent most of their time 
in Mesa, Ariz. The Cubs have major and minor 
league facilities in the same area. 'The team didn’t 
play too well at all down South. A lot of different 
people were playing though, just trying to see who 
makes the team," Thompson said. 

Some semi-local players on this year’s team are 
infielder Rich Canan, from the University of Illinois, 
and second team All-American outfielder Tony Col- 
lings from Indiana St. John Green, son of Chicago 
Cubs General Manager Dallas Green, will pitch for 
the team. 

BRADLEY NIGHT WILL be held April 24 
when the Chiefs once again host Springfield. Shuttle 
buses will run from Bradley to the park, which is 
one-half mile north of the campus, just off University. 

Ticket prices for tonight’s game are $3.50 for 
box seats and $2.50 for general admission. 


Lady Braves favored in Gateway

According to the coaches of the 
Gateway Conference, the Lady 
Braves are the team to beat. 

Lady Braves were picked to 
win the title by seven of the 10 
Gateway softball coaches. They 
picked up 96 points in the GCAC 
preseason coaches’ poll, six better 
than Illinois State. 

The Lady Braves return 10 let- 
terwinners, eight of them starters. 
Shortstop Gwen Seputis, who hit 
.342 in 1985 to finish second in 
the conference, anchors the offense 
along with Alicia Curtis, Lisa Can¬ 
tor, and Kathy Dolinger. 

Beth Hawkins is the ace of the 
pitching staff. In 1985, she posted 
a 21-7 record, an ERA of 0.64, 
and four no-hitters. Hawkins was 
named the 1985 Gateway MVP. 
Kim Rosenbohm (13-8, 1.49) and 
freshman Glenda Nelson are capa¬ 


ble backups. 

ILLINOIS STATE 

RECEIVED the three remaining 
first-place votes. The defending 
champions return pitching ace 
Maxine McGaughlin, the 1984 
MVP. A solid offense featuring 
two-time all-conference player Lisa 
Golchert should provide enough 
punch behind McGaughlin to chal¬ 
lenge the Lady Braves for the title. 

Indiana State and Southern Illi¬ 
nois are this year’s dark horses. 
Seven returning starters should be 
more than adequately assisted by 
three newcomers, the best being 
Lisa Strasser. Strasser hit .415 last 
year in junior college. Southern 
will depend on the offense of 
Jenny Shupryt (.341 in 1985) and 
Rhonda Snow. 

Western Illinois features all¬ 
conference catcher Cathy Sondag. 
Southwest Missouri, with pitcher 


Terri Whitmarsh (23-16, 0.88 

ERA and an all-conference selec¬ 
tion) and strong hitting infielders 
Marcia Bisges (who led the Gate¬ 
way with a .400 average in 1984) 
and Paula Buscher (.336 in 1984) 
could surprise some teams. Eastern 
Illinois is pinning its hopes on 
pitcher Zam Mogill (14-10, 0.57 
ERA) and Angel Lendvay, who hit 
.327. 

Northern Iowa returns 11 
players from their 1985 squad. 
Drake features last year’s leading 
hitter, all-conference shortstop 
Karlin Hayes (.348). Wichita State 
hopes to turn around its fortunes 
from last year. Donna Campbell, 
who pitched 32 complete games 
last season, leads the pitching staff. 

Bradley will host this season’s 
postseason tournament. It takes 
place May 8-10 at Fon du Lac 
Park in East Peoria.

Shockers team to beat in MVC

The baseball Braves opened conference play this 
weekend by swiping three-out-of-four from 17th 
ranked Wichita State. 

Among a field of six teams, the Shockers are 
favored to win the Missouri Valley Conference title 
again this year. 

Although none of the teams are overly dominat¬ 
ing, Wichita State seems to have the best blend of hit¬ 
ting, pitching and running. The Shockers are also the 
only team in the conference who are nationally 
ranked. 

Last year in the MVC, the Shockers finished first 
in runs scored (765), second in team hitting (.337), 
first in stolen bases (207), and third in pitching with a 
team ERA of 4.91. 

RETURNING FOR THE SHOCKERS will be 
the Raley brothers, Tim and Dan. Last year, Tim 
finished fifth in the conference with a .386 average, 
11 homers, and 70 RBI. This year, younger brother 
Dan is fifth in the conference with 36 RBI and is 
sporting a 

Junior outfielder Keny Headly is leading his team 
as well is the conference with a .414 batting average 
and 22 stolen bases. 

Sophomore pitcher Shane Durham has struck out 
46 in 43 innings, while suffering his only loss to 
Bradley over the weekend to bring his record to (5-1). 
Rich McIntyre handed the Braves their only loss in 
the four game series, keeping his record perfect at 
(6-0) and lowering his ERA to 2.63. 

Last year Indiana State tied Wichita State for first 
in the conference with a 15-5 mark and again looks to 
be the Shocker’s toughest opponent this year. 

Returning will be sophomore Boi Rodriguez, 
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who knocked out 20 homers and drove in 82 RBI and 
Craig Kozlowski who had eight saves, tops in the 
conference. 

BRADLEY COACH DEWEY Kalmer said the 
other four teams can be thrown into a hat. Bradley 
tied for second in the conference with Illinois State, 
both finished six games out of first. 

The Braves hitting has been their strong forte all 
season long, thanks to 5’10", 160 pound sophomore 
Brad Tilly and junior Tim Campbell. Both have been 
hitting close to .400 and have a combined total of 61 
RBI. 

"We lack depth in our pitching. We only have 
five healthy pitchers and that’s not enough," Kalmer 
said. 

Kalmer is considering using infielders Daren 
Epley and Shaunn Sanderson as pitchers for non- 
conference games during the week and saving the reg¬ 
ular pitchers for conference games over the weekend. 

HEAD COACH DUFFY BASS of ISU, like the 
Braves, is counting heavily on his team’s hitting, 
although freshman Paul Wagner is leading the confer¬ 
ence with a 1.04 ERA. Returning for the Redbirds 
will be junior Frank Mustari, who hit .344 last year 
with 16 homers. 

Creighton too will depend on hitting to compen¬ 
sate for their lack of pitching. They are off to a 2-2 
start in the Valley. Sophomore Mike Barbato, who hit 
.352 with 7 homers and 36 RBI has already topped 
those numbers with 9 homers and 38 RBI. Junior 
Mike Gradgenett (5-0) has had a share in their two 
wins as well. 

At SIU, Richard "Itch" Jones is looking forward 
to the return of senior Jay Busch, who hit .351 last 
year and stole 26 bases.

zuela, is enough to knock the 
defending division champions out 
of first place. 

Give the title to the Cincinnati 
Reds. Pete Rose has shown his 
competence as a manager by plac¬ 
ing himself on the disabled list. On 
the field, the addition of former-Cy 
Young winner John Denny should 
take some of the pitching burden 
off Mario Soto, which should 
allow him to return to his typical 
20-win form. Add Tom Browning, 
who won 20 games as a rookie last 
year, and the starting corps looks 
strong. 

The Reds have a blend of 
veterans in shortstop pave Con¬ 
cepcion, outfielder Dave Parker 
and third basemen Buddy Bell, and 
youth in outfielders Nick Esasky 
and Gary Redus.

The following comments 
reflect on the best and worst 
experiences of going to Nationals. 
Senior members Greg Lhamon, 
Greg Dolph, Jim Wineburner and 
John Hansen, along with fresh¬ 
man Jim Skeffington were inter¬ 
viewed. It will prove that "win¬ 
ning isn’t easy." 


What's the worst thing about 
going to Nationals? 

GL: "The drive. Dr. Joe 

(Misiewicz) got us charter buses, 
but its still a long ride and just 
knowing on the way back that it's 
my last time." 

GD: "The 19-hour bus ride...and 
all the lunch meat. We eat a lot 
of cold cuts and I hope they’re 
kept fresh." 

JW: "Getting away. You leave a 
lot of things behind -- like school- 
work. That piles up very fast. 
After NFA we come back kissing 
finals. It’s hard to get back on the 
academic plane ." 

JS: "The tension. People are so 
psyched up. It’ll be a fun bus trip, 
but the tension will be building on 
the way there." 

And what about the studying? 
Are the teachers understanding? 
What advice would you give on 
getting your work done? 


GL: "Planning in advance is the 
only solution." 

JH :3 "Try to be ahead. Some¬ 
times it (going away) works to 
our advantage. The teachers 
don’t expect us to get things 
done." 

JS: "Most teachers are under¬ 
standing because they respect 
Bradley’s speech team. Usually I 
just take my tests early. " 

How do the four seniors feel 
about this being their last round 
of national competitions? 

GL: "It would be nice to go out 
winning ." 

GD: "I’m looking forward to it, 
but I’ll miss it. I’ve been compet¬ 
ing for eight years." 

JW: "Sophomore year I was 
national champion in duo. I’d like 
to win because I’ve done it before 
and I know I can do it again." 


JH: "I’ve made a lot of sacrifices 
being on the team for four years. 
It would have been impractical to 
join a fraternity and it’s tough to 
be active in most organizations. 
But being on the team for four 
years has its advantages. I’m not 
afraid of public speaking!" 

All right, enough about the worst 
and the sentimentality of Nation¬ 
als. What about the best? 

GL: "Its a good feeling to know 
you depend on everyone else. " 
GD: "A free trip to Texas, meet¬ 
ing different people from across 
the nation and all the free food -- 
part of that’s the bad!" 

JW: "Getting away. Completely 
freeing yourself of school and its 
pressures. There’s still pressure, 
but it’s much more exhilarating. 
The awards are immediate. " 

JH: "Getting the chance to 
travel." 


JS: "Seeing the talent that made 
it to nationals. The final rounds 
are excellent." 

Nationals are somewhat like 
a large convention. At AFA, as 
many as 130 people compete in 
one event, and at NFA, as many 
as 350 in the biggest event, 
prose, and 150-200 people in 
other events. 

With that in mind, and all 
modesty aside, do you think 
you’ll sweep nationals again? 

GL: "Yeah. All modesty aside, 
I’m almost positive we’ll win. " 

GD: "Yeah, Bradley should 
win." 

JW: "Oh yeah. We’re the 
best. I’m not trying to be an 
ass, but over the year, 1 
haven’t seen anyone prove 
they can beat us." 

JH: "Yes, I do. Even if modesty 
is included."

Unable to 
find a place in the city, the two look at houses in 
the country, where they’re suckered into buying a 
million dollar mansion for $200,000. 

It’s either the bargain of a lifetime or a 
lemon...and they quickly find out it’s the latter. 
Already in hock simply from buying the house, 
Walter and Anna find themselves sinking deeper 
into debt as the house simply falls apart. 

The house is really the star of The Money 
Pit." Hanks and Long, both good at comedy, are 
lots of fun in their roles. The set designer must have 


put in a lot of hours thinking of ingenious ways to 
make the house look like "they’ve been testing mis¬ 
siles on it," as many of the couple’s friends 
observed. 

No explanations are given as to why the stair¬ 
case suddenly collapses or the front door falls in 
when it does, but none are needed. The fun for the 
audience comes from watching Walter and Anna 
gradually fall apart along with their house. 

The Money Pit" does have some faults: some 
shallow characters that aren’t real human beings, a 
rather out-of-date beginning scene, and an 
extremely obvious ending that tritely compares the 
house to Walter and Anna’s relationship. (The 
foundation was good. And if that’s okay, then 
everything else can be fixed.") 

But the talents of Long and Hanks, along with 
a neat performance from Alexander Godunov 
("Witness") as Anna’s ex, work along with the 
house’s surprises to make The Money Pit" an 
amusing two hours, even if not quite up to execu¬ 
tive producer Steven Spielberg’s previous successes.

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Educators struggle with Act 


(CPS)--Some call it akin to "putting 
socks on an octopus," some call it fear, but 
by any description the government is having 
a terrible time fashioning a Higher Educa¬ 
tion Reauthorization Act of 1986. Which 
once was supposed to be called the Higher 
Education Reauthorization Act of 1985. 

"The climate is different this time," 
Dallas Martin said of the political struggle 
over the all-important bill that will, sooner 
but probably later, set American higher edu¬ 
cation policy through the rest of the decade. 

Martin, head of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Student Financial Aid Administra¬ 
tors, ought to know. The widely-respected 
educator virtually wrote the Higher Educa¬ 
tion Reauthorization Act of 1980, timed to 
expire last Oct. 1, himself. 

Congress is supposed to pass such acts 
every five years, to "reauthorize" the giant 
federal student and college aid programs 
established in the original Higher Education 
Act of 1965. And when it reauthorizes the 
programs, it sets maximum funding levels 
for them for the next five years. 

EDUCATORS DON’T hesitate to 
stress its importance. 

"It provides a road map" for Congress 
and colleges, Bob Aaron of the National 
Association of State Universities and Land- 
Grant Colleges said. 

"It establishes what each party -- 


federal government, state, college and fam¬ 
ily - (in the college business) is responsible 
for," he said. 

And the Reagan administration thinks 
it’s a chance to bring conservative reform to 
campuses, to pull the federal government 
out of higher ed and leave it where the 
reformers believe it belongs — the states. 

But, as the Count von Bismarck sug¬ 
gested, the process of creating a Higher 
Education Reauthorization Act of 1985 
hasn’t been pretty. 

ON MARCH 3, a Senate committee 
finally passed a version of a bill it first 
began pondering in 1984. 

And what the Reagan administration 
promised would be a meaningful, long- 
overdue philosophical debate about higher 
ed has turned into just another budget argu¬ 
ment that, some said, the administration 
hasn’t even bothered to attend. 

Martin said the process has been more 
fiscal than philosophical. "There’s a strong 
deficit consciousness from Congress and the 
public." 

The Senate proposal, recently out of 
committee, would trim about $2 billion from 
the present authorization of $11.7 billion for 
fiscal 1987. The House’s final version, 
approved in December, would cut funding a 
bit less drastically, to about $10.6 billion. 

If the full Senate approves its version, a 


conference committee will draft a comprom¬ 
ise. Both houses will vote on it and send it 
to the president probably later in 1986. 

TO KEEP federal college programs 
going in the meantime. Congress has 
extended the 1980 act’s provision through 
September. Despite the long struggle, some 
aren’t sure the figures in either version 
should be taken seriously. 

"No authorization legislation has ever 
been completely funded" over the five-year 
life of the act, Charles Saunders of the 
American Council on Education said. 

Yet most college lobbyists want some 
kind of bill approved as soon as possible, 
apparently to get something on the books 
before the administration gets its own act — 
literally and figuratively - together. 

Given all the administration talk about 
killing most kinds of federally funded col¬ 
lege programs -- from student aid to dorm 
construction to help for libraries — they 
apparently think the cutbacks now under 
consideration could be a lot worse. 

The Education Department said they 
should be. 

WE GET ALARMED when authoriza¬ 
tions get too high," Bruce Carnes, Educa¬ 
tion Department undersecretary for budget 
and planning, said. 

Carnes believes the current congres¬ 
sional plans are "utopian." Some observers 


say they would dictate five years of drop¬ 
ping more students from student aid and let¬ 
ting college buildings fall into disrepair. 

"We (the department) take authorization 
figures very seriously. It means a very great 
deal because much of the bill is in the form 
of entitlements (programs guaranteeing aid 
to all students who qualify)," he said. 

Yet both congressional and college 
sources are puzzled why the Education 
Department — if it does, indeed, take the act 
seriously — has failed to present a complete 
proposal of its own. 

The department did deliver parts of a 
proposal the day before the Senate Labor 
and Human Resources Committee finished 
its version March 3, but committee Chair 
Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) called them "too late" 
and "too draconian." 

AS PART OF his broader reform 
effort. Education Secretary William Bennett 
had his own version of a reauthorization act. 
He promised to deliver his own version of 
the act by the end of January. 

At the end of March, the Education 
Department said the big plan was 95 percent 
finished, and would be presented one piece 
at a time in the Senate. 

Carnes blames the Gramm-Rudman- 
Hollings balanced budget law, which forced 
the department to change its calculations, for 
the delay.

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Loans in jeopardy 


(CPS)-Congress appears ready to pass a Higher Education Reau¬ 
thorization Act later this year that would make it harder for students to 
get loans and cut the amount of grant money they can get during the next 
five years. 

On March 3, the Senate Committee on Labor and Human Resources 
sent its version of the crucial act--S. 1965--to the full Senate, which is 
expected to approve it in May or June. 

The House had passed its own version, H.R. 3700, in December. 
After a joint congressional committee works out a compromise bill, 
it will return to both houses and to the president for final approval. 

THOUGH PRESENT proposals seem far from final. Congress 
watchers said the Senate and House versions may be similar enough for 
an easy compromise. 

Among the salient features of the bills, as they stood last week: 

•Both the House and Senate versions would lower the maximum Pell 
Grants for eligible students. Now set at $2,600 per year, the House- 
proposed limit would be $2,300 for 1987, increasing by $200 a year. 

•Both Senate and House versions would require all students applying for 
Guaranteed Students Loans (GSLs) to provide proof of need. Currently 
only students with family incomes exceeding $30,000 a year have to 
demonstrate need. 

•The House would let undergrads borrow up to $14,500 under the GSL 
program, up from the current $12,500 ceiling. The Senate would raise 
the aggregate maximum to $18,000. 

•For National Direct Student Loans (NDSLs), the House would almost 
halve present loans limits for undergraduates, while almost doubling loan 
limits for graduate students. 

•The Senate committee would retain present levels of $5,000 for the first 
two years and $10,000 for the second half of undergraduate studies. 

•Both House and Senate versions provide for loan consolidation packages 
for borrowers whose GSL and NDSL loans exceed $7,500. 

•The Senate committee would allow proprietary schools to participate in 
the College Work/Study program. And the House would allow 
Work/Study funds to be used for private sector jobs, with businesses pay¬ 
ing a larger percentage of the student’s wages.

need to build up their arsenals. 

Second, since SDI will be in 
outer space, the Soviets will be 
able to follow its construction, 
therefore detecting all its flaws and 
eventually creating a system to 
overcome it. 

Lastly, the Soviets will see the 
need to pursue their own defense 
in outer space or build up their 
anti-ballistic missiles (ABM’s) in 
violation of the ABM treaty. 

KRASS, WHO HAS authored 
two books on nuclear armament, 
also explained the technical aspects 
of the system. Outlining the four 
phases of a missile’s 20-minute 
flight, he explained the five tasks 
that "Star Wars" would need to 
achieve to stop an attack. 

These tasks include: target 
acquisition, determining the 
missile’s target; tracking targets, or 
predicting where a missile is 
headed; discrimination, distin¬ 
guishing between decoys and 
active missiles; the kill mechanism 
that consists of laser beams, smart 
rocks, or particle beams which 
destroy a missile in flight; and the 
kill assessment which determines 
how many warheads have already 
been destroyed. 

Each of these tasks must be 
performed in each of the four 
phases, creating 20 problems for 
scientists to solve. However, Dr. 
Krass said, "Even when all 20 
problems are solved, there is no 
defense until each is integrated to

Rekowski has an unofficial grievance, which she 
will not file "until we deem it necessary." Rekowski’s 
unofficial grievance claims the Rich and Rob ticket 
violated campaign rules that state no campaigning 
through the use of media other than Bradley affiliated 
media is allowed. 

REKOWSKI SAID THE Rich and Rob ticket 
violated this rule by announcing their candidacy in the 
April 4 edition of the CYBER FLYER weekly 
newsletter, which carries a disclaimer that the 
newsletter is in no way associated with Bradley 
University. 

By this announcement, the ticket also violated the 
campaign rules stating no campaigning prior to eight 
days before the election, Rekowski said. The same 
rule Rymek, Neswold and King claim Rekowski 
violated. 

The last protest of Rekowski’s, against the oppos¬ 
ing ticket, claims they violated the election regulation

stating that all posters must conform to the 

University’s Posting Policy. "Printed literature posted 
and circulated on Bradley University property must 
not violate the following specifications: Legal and 
respectful boundaries." 

The Rekowski ticket believes the Rich and Rob 
ticket implied Rekowski, Burke, Kennedy and Keifer 
hadn’t completed all their petitions when they 
announced in the Scout. 

In Rekowski’s unofficial grievance, the ticket 
believes this remark not only harms their election 
campaign, but their personal reputations as well. 

"THE STATEMENT clearly implies that we are 
incompetant individuals in that we have not ’even 
filled out’ our petitions," according to Rekowski’s 
unofficial grievance. 

She said if her grievance is filed now, elections 
will be automatically postponed, "which is not our 
intention. Our intention is to clarify any misuse of 
election regulations. 

"We want to clear up any problem that could 
arise in the future for future incumbents," she said.

work together...all the information 
gathered in one task must be 
passed on to the others." 

The biggest problem, according 
to the scientist, is the system is 
"untestable", so it cannot be 
trusted. Because of this, offensive 
weapons must be maintained, giv¬ 
ing the United States a first-strike 
capability. "In the end, you solve 
nothing, Krass said. 

Besides these technological and 
strategic arguments, Krass detailed 
the political problems with the sys¬ 
tem. These deal primarily with the 
staggering costs. The government 
has estimated SDrs cost at $1 tril¬ 
lion. 

THE ESTIMATED $5.4 bil¬ 
lion spent on the project in 1985 
alone could maintain Bradley 
University for 1,000 years, Dr. 
Najmi of the sociology department 
said. Those costs, Krass points 
out, don’t even include maintaining 
the system once it’s deployed. 

Speaking for UCS, Krass said, 
"There is no reasonable defense 
against nuclear war. Arms control 
or reduction are the only answers. 
We require the Soviet Union as a 
partner to solve this problem." 

After the speech, sponsored by 
the Sociology Club and the Insti¬ 
tute of Electrical, Electronic 


Engineers, Emily Dreyfus, field 
organizer for UCS, spoke to the 
audience about contacting their 
representatives. She spoke of writ¬ 
ing Republican Bob Michel, Peoria 
Congressman and House Minority 
Leader, describing him as "the 
leader of the opposition and politi¬ 
cally moderate.

Mueller, and Cheris Redden also placed second. Julie Mixell finished 
second in the 5000-meter run. Dewey added third-place finishes in the 
100- and 400-meter hurdles. Redden finished third in the 200-meters and 
fourth in the 100-meters, while Lara Wagy added fourth-place finishes in 
both the high jump and triple jump. 

"I was really pleased with the women’s performance. They’re show¬ 
ing a lot of progress and we’re looking forward to next weekend," Coach 
Craig Dahlquist said. 

For the men, Tyrone Bolden and Mark Oberle led the way in the 
nonscoring meet at ISU. Bolden enjoyed two personal bests in finishing 
second in the 200-meters and fourth in the 100-meter dash. Oberle was 
impressive in the 1500-meters, winning his heat and placing fifth overall.

Head baseball coach Dewey Kalmer had to settle 
for a split against Western Illinois when he was forced 
to use first baseman Daren Epley and Mark Gilles, 
who had just pitched last Sunday, as his starters. 

Coach Kalmer wanted to give Brian Dour some 
time to rest his sore arm. But Dour came in to relief 
for Epley pitching a strong four and a third innings to 
pick up his fourth victory. Bradley won 7-5. 

Bradley scored three runs in the second, two in 
the fourth, and the decisive run in the seventh. Tim 
Foley drove in two of the three runs in the second 
with his third homer of the season. In the seventh Tim 
Campbell doubled and scored when WIU 
centerfielder, Mike Mohr, dropped Glen Dallmann’s 
fly ball. Jerry Mitchell provided the insurance run 
with a RBI single as well 

"What happened now is that I’ve lost five pitch¬ 
ers," Kalmer explained. Two due to injuries and 
three to ineffectiveness." 

THE TWO INJURED pitchers are Curt Hasler 
and Tom Schroder both could be out for the 
remainder of the season. 

"We’re running out of arms," Kalmer said. "We 
used every pitcher against Wichita State," refering to 
the Braves’ 3-1 weekend against the Shockers. 

In the second game against WIU, Mark Gilles 
was handed the ball pitching on only two days rest. 
Gilles went five innings before leaving with the score 
tied at three. Mike Boyan, in relief, allowed five runs 
in the sixth. Two of the runs came off of WIUs Arne 
Carlson’s bases-loaded single which made the score 
5-3. WIU went on to win the game 8-3. 

The Braves showed what they were made of the 
past weekend when they took 3-out-of-4 from then 
11th ranked Wichita State Shockers to begin their 
conference season play. 

Most coaches would be pulling their hair out 
after losing a game 20-2, however Coach Kalmer was 
thankful to leave Kansas ona winning note. 

"REALISTICALLY, I was hoping to win one 
game, instead we came away with three," Kalmer 
said. 

In the past three years Wichita State at home in 
Eck stadium has been a snake-pit, not only to BU but 
to the rest of the teams in the conference as well. For 
Wichita State has not lost a home conference game in 
the past three years. 


In the nightcap, Roger Smighberg pitched five 
innings, allowing two earned runs, walking one and 
striking out two. Boyan, however picked up the win 
pitching three scoreless innings in relief to increase 
his record to (2-3). 

Brad Tilly and Epley continued their hot hitting 
collecting two hits a piece. Campbell drove in Tilly in 
the eighth scoring the game winning run. 

In the opener Wichita State Shocker, Rich McIn¬ 
tyre, handcuffed the Braves allowing them seven hits 
good for only two runs. 

GILLES, AND THE rest of the Brave’s pitchers 
weren’t nearly as successful. The Shockers scored in 
every innning of the game for a total of 20 runs. 

Middle relievers Bob Bretwisch and James 
Breosherre walked eight hitters combined in only one 
and two-thirds innings. Scott Fuhrman wasn’t treated 
any better by the Shockers in his one inning of work, 
the Shockers scored seven runs on five hits. 

In the split the Shockers collected a total of 24 

hits. 

Coach Kalmer, however, was extremely pleased 
with Bradley’s pitching in the first two games of the 
four game series. "We limited them to only six hits 
which is a record," Kalmer said. 

Paul DeJaynes (4-2) held the Shockers to only 
four hits good for three runs, while walking seven and 
strikin out five in six and one third innings. Shaunn 
Sanderson got the save. 

DEJAYNES’ PITCHING may have been 
overshadowed by Tilly when he hit his 9th homer of 
the season in the seventh inning to tie a Bradley 
record set by Jim Lindemen, who is now in AAA of 
thte St. Louis Cardinals farm system. Jerry Mitchell 
had the game winning RBI when he hit his second 
homer of the season to give the Braves a 3-1 lead in 
the fifth. Tilly’s homer in the seventh gave the Braves 
a 5-3 win. 

In the second game, the Braves played picture 
perfect baseball. The game was erroless. Freshman 
Dour pitched a complete game allowing only two hits 
and a run while walking none and striking out two. 

The Braves scored 11 times for a 11-1 victory.

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America strikes 
Libyan targets 


U.S. warplanes struck 
terrorist-related targets in Libya on 
Monday in retaliation for an April 
5 terrorist bombing in West Berlin 
in which an American serviceman 
was killed. 

President Reagan said that 
"when our citizens are abused or 
attacked, anywhere in the 
world...we will respond, so long 
as I am in this Oval Office." 

"Today we have done what we 
had to do. If necessary, we will do 
it again," Reagan said in an 
address to the nation. 

According to Journal Star 
reports, evidence of Libya leader 
Moammar Khadafy’s responsibility 
for the West Berlin incident, in 
which a Turkish woman was also 
killed and more than 200 persons 
were injured, "is direct, it is pre¬ 
cise, it is irrefutable," the 
president said. 

"DESPITE OUR repeated 
warnings, Khadafy continued his 
reckless policy of intimidation, his 
relentless pursuit of terror," 
Reagan said. "He counted on 


America to be passive. He counted 
wrong." 

Squadrons of F- 111 fighter- 
bombers, flying from Air Force 
bases in Great Britain, hit targets 
described by White House spokes¬ 
man Larry Speakes as the com¬ 
mand and control centers and intel¬ 
ligence, communications, logistics 
and training facilities used by ter¬ 
rorists. 

Speakes said at a hurriedly 
called press briefing Monday even¬ 
ing, "In light of this reprehensible 
act of violence and clear evidence 
that Libya is planning future 
attacks, the United States has 
chosen to exercise its right of 
self-defense. 

"It is our hope this action will 
pre-empt and discourage Libyan 
attacks against innocent civilians in 
the future." 

Reagan said "close coopera¬ 
tion " with allies had prevented 
Libya from carrying out several 
other terrorists attacks against civi¬ 
lians. He said French authorities 
had helped stop a "planned massa-

A congressional source, said 
CBS news, reported the targets 
included Khadafy’s suspected head¬ 
quarters, two missile batteries, two 
terrorist camps and one terrorist 
training area, the Journal Star 
reported.

Fee vote slated Monday

The student activity fee will stay at $10 a year or 
raise to $26 a year depending on the decision made at 
Monday’s Student Senate meeting. 

In last Monday’s meeting, Richard Steele, activity 
fee sub-committee chair, presented a resolution to 
Senate that the $5 per semester fee be changed to $13 
per semester due to several factors. 

Steele said there would be an advantage if a 
larger source of funds to. provide for Bradley organi¬ 


zational activities was available. The student activity 
fee is the source of income to provide funding for 
activities. The student activity fee generates approxi¬ 
mately $120,000 a year, which includes a $70,000 
amount given by the University. If the fee is raised, 
there could be about $170,000 to work with, because 
the University’s share will remain at $70,000. 

During the investigation examing the activity fee, 
Steele contacted several schools to find the amount of

Pope John Paul II made a historic visit to a Rome synagogue 
Sunday. It was the first such visit by a pope. Rome’s chief rabbi, Elio 
Toaff, and the pope presided over church services. 

A bomb exploded Sunday under a car parked on a Brooklyn 
street, killing one man and injuring another. It is suspected to have been 
connected to organized crime. 

About 20,000 Supporters of deposed Philippine President 
Ferdinand E. Marcos rallied Sunday in Manila. They called on the United 
States to allow Marcos to return to power and resume office. It was the 
largest pro-Marcos rally since Marcos fled the country. 

Students in Johannesburg, South Africa rioted Monday 

and were thrown off the campus of the country’s only black medical 
school. They had been protesting the admission of two whites. 

Bishop Desmond Tutu, Anglican bishop of Johannesburg and 
winner of the 1984 Nobel Peace Prize, was named Archbishop of Cape 
Town. He is now the church leader for all of southern Africa. 

A spring blizzard dumped up to 20 inches ot snow with 

record cold temperatures and winds up to 90 m.p.h. in parts of South 
Dakota, North Dakota, Nebraska and Montana. In surrounding states, rain 
thunderstorms and hail threatened cities with flooding. 

^ TeXBS convicted killer, Jeffery Barney, was executed by 
lethal injection Wednesday. He was convicted of the 1981 strangling and 
rape of the wife of a minister who helped him get a job after release from 
prison for auto theft. Barney was the 55th person executed since the 
United States reinstated the death penalty in 1976. 

Over 90 Yale students were arrested Monday and Tuesday 
during a sit-in protest against apartheid. They refused to leave a shanty¬ 
town erected on campus. About 40 Harvard students spent the night in a 
similar shantytown constructed in Harvard Yard. Yale holds an estimated 
$330-400 million in investments in South Africa. Harvard holds $416 million 
in stock shares. 


Peoria Update 

Nancy Stevenson, wife of gubernatorial candidate Adlai Steven- , 
son, was in Peoria Monday meeting with her husband’s local supporters. 
Mrs. Stevenson is substituting for her husband while he is recovering from 
a “nuisance fracture” to one vertebra in his back. The candidate was 
injured trying to rebreak a horse at his farm in Hanover. He is recovering 
at a hospital in Dubuque, Iowa, and is reportedly expected to be off the 
campaign trail for about two weeks. 

Mrs. Stevenson said in an article in the Peoria Journal Star that his 
injury Sunday will not hamper his campaign. Her husband is reportedly urg¬ 
ing voters to “punch three.” This is a strategy that would have voters punch¬ 
ing three spots on the ballot. These spots are for Stevenson, the Straight 
Democratic slate, his running mate, who has not yet been named, and for his I 
selection for secretary of state. These votes would cancel out the LaRouche 
candidates. Mrs. Stevenson, in her substitution role, visited the Lakeview 
Museum, Wildlife Prairie Park and Lower Peoria Lake Tuesday. 

Groundbreaking ceremonies were held Tuesday tor Euro- 

cor Corp.’s new cabinet company. The new firm will be built on the site of 
the former Peoria State Hospital at a cost of $1.4 million. Reportedly, the 
construction of the 60,000 square foot building is expected to be finished 
by June. Production is expected to begin in July. Initially, it is expected 
300 cabinets will be produced a day. These cabinets will be European- 
styled and frameless. 

The company will hire 60 people initially and later add 40-90 others. 
The construction on the Bartonville site will be done by Becker Bros, and 
the building will be leased to Eurocor. The site was purchased by the vil¬ 
lage of Bartonville from the state for $1. 

A report of Caterpillar’s financial status released Tuesday shows the 
company in the black. The company reportedly made a profit of $111 mil¬ 
lion. Caterpillar officials are currently in the process of negotiation with offi¬ 
cials of the United Auto Workers union. These contract negotiations are 
recessed for a short period of time because of job security/job placement 
subcommittee meetings being held in Bridgeton, Mo. Central contract talks 
are expected to resume today. 

The Peoria City Council Tuesday approved a 20-year 
contract with UA Cablesystems. Under the agreement, UA is obligated to 
upgrade the system to 40 channels between the fifth and 10th years. MTV 
will be optional. Those who choose to do aWay with MTV in their homes 
will be able to at no extra cost. Costs of the current 12-channel system will 
increase by 50 cents in May or June. The expanded package of 22 chan¬ 
nels will cost another $3 per month.

informed of the attack on Libya 
about three hours before the bombs 
were dropped, praised the 
president Monday night for taking 
retaliatory action that they 
predicted would be supported 
overwhelmingly by the American 
people. 

"I just believe the president did 
what the American people would 
have wanted him to do — a propor¬ 
tionate response to an act that had 
Khadafy’s fingerprints all over it," 
Senate Majority Leader Robert 
Dole, R-Kan., said. 

The White House on Tuesday 
proclaimed U.S. air raids on Libya 
a success that "struck a blow 
against terrorism," but the attacks 
were followed by a new incident 
of violence against an American - 
the shooting of an employee in the 
U.S. embassy in the African nation 
of Sudan. 

THE RAIDS MAY have also 
put in jeopardy plans for a United 
States-Soviet summit meeting this 
summer. The Soviet Union called 
off a mid-May meeting at which 
arrangements for a summit were to 
have been made. 

Libya, in apparent retaliation 
for the air raid, fired at a U.S. 
Coast Guard installation on a tiny 
Mediterranean island 175 miles off 
the Libyan coast. 

An air and sea search was 
under way for an Air Force F-lll 
fighter-bomber and its two-man 
crew missing after the Monday 
night attack. The Pentagon 


identified the missing airmen as 
Capt. Fernando L. Ribas Domin- 
icci, 33, of Puerto Rico, the pilot; 
and Capt. Paul F. Lorence v 31, of 
San Francisco, the weapons-system 
officer. 

Speakes also confirmed a truck 
packed with rocket launchers had 
exploded outside Yokota U.S. Air 
Force Base in Japan at 5:10 a.m. 
but said it was too early to say 
whether the incident was a result 
of a terrorist attack. No injuries 
were reported. 

American military and 
diplomatic installations throughout 
the world are on full alert, and 
Speakes said Americans have been 
constantly advised "to be prudent 
and cautious when they’re travel¬ 
ling. " 

ALSO, KHADAFY HAS not 
been seen in public or heard on 
radio since the attacks, but Libyan 
officials told the Associated Press 
in Tripoli that he is "okay." 

Overall casualty figures result¬ 
ing from Tuesday’s bombing by 
U.S. fighter-bombers were not 
available. But officials did 
announce that Khadafy’s 15- 
month-old adopted daughter, Hana, 
was among those killed and two of 
his six sons were among the 
injured. 

In Tripoli, there was much 
bitterness and anger at the United 
States, the emotions shared by 
both Libyans and foreign diplomats 
- because some of the bombs had 
fallen on the densely populated 
Ben Ashur neighborhood and 
seemed to have injured mostly 
civilians.

Bradley students will get their MTV next fall 
when the dorms are hooked up for cable. 

It’s a decision that may be surprising to some, 
considering Dan Gura, assistant to the president, has 
some opinionated views on music television. 

Gura, an at-large Councilman for the Peoria City 
Council, gained media attention this year when he 
wanted MTV to be a premium channel in Peoria’s 
Cable package. 

The council approved a 20-year contract with UA 
Cablesystems Tuesday, MTV will be included in 
Peoria’s package.

The time has come... 


Confidence vote 


The elections are over and the Rekowski ticket won by an 
"overwhelming" margin. I use the term "overwhelming" loosely, 
as only around 10 percent of student populace actually bothered to 
vote. That leaves 90 percent or so unheard from. 

The members of the Rekowski ticket talk like they are going 
to use their experience to make Senate better than last year. The 
question is: is that good, enough? 

Last year, two candidates for all-school office argued that the 
Student Senate, in its present form, is useless and should be abol¬ 
ished in favor of a Student Government Association (SGA). 

Last December, 20 percent of the Student Senate resigned 
because they thought Senate was moving in the wrong direction. 

LAST WEEK, three students, calling themselves the Rich 
and Rob ticket, appeared at the all-school officers candidate 
debate and turned the event into a farce. They claimed they were 
running because they didn’t want to see the Rekowski ticket run 
unopposed. 

At the aforementioned debate, not enough students showed 
up (around 30 out of some 5,000) to make the event worthwhile 
for even serious candidates to waste their time. 

Every day, if you walk around campus you can hear students 
talking about how worthless Student Senate is and they don’t see 
what is being accomplished. 

The question is: Is it student apathy, or is there really some¬ 
thing wrong with the Student Senate? 

There is one way of finding out and only one way. It is a 
way that has been discussed at bars, in lunch rooms and even in 
the office of the Student Senate itself (by some "radical" 
members): Put the question up to the students to vote on. 

IT’S A SHAME more students don’t care enough about 
where their money is going or how they are being represented to 
the University and the public. 

Is there anyone out there who really cares? The Rich and 
Rob ticket claimed there are capable students out there who just 
aren’t running. Why not? Is Senate really that worthless? 

A "confidence vote" is the only way to answer these ques¬ 
tions. Put a ballot out to the students and ask them if they think 
Senate is worth saving, if it needs revision, or if it is doing just 
fine. 

If they say it isn’t worth saving, then get rid of it. If not 
enough of them vote, which they probably won’t if history repeats 
itself, then obviously they don’t care ~ so get rid of it. Why let 
students take Senate for granted? 

If they think things need to be changed, then seek to find out 
what changes need to be made and make them. 

IF THEY THINK Senate is doing fine, then keep things the 
way they are. Somehow, I’m not sure this will be the most popu¬ 
lar response on the ballot. 

Maybe only a handful of students would even bother to vote 
on such a referendum. Maybe the people on this campus are 
apathetic. Well, if they don’t care, then why should Senate even 
bother? Students may not care or they may just be taking Senate 
for granted. Either way, it’s time we found out one way or the 
other. It’s time for both the students and Senate to "put up or shut 
up." 

So how do we get a "confidence vote" on the ballot? It’s 
really rather simple. Somewhere out there there must be a few 
students who care enough — who are intelligent enough to see 
what is happening ~ who are willing to get off their lazy butts 
and do something. All that it would take would be for a small 
handful of these students to go to another small handful of stu¬ 
dents and get them to sign a petition. 

How small is small — around 500 signatures (10 percent of 
the student populace) is all that is needed to get the question on 
the ballot. Surely the one-ninth of those yet heard from must have 
some opinion on the matter. 

If someone out there cares enough, it really wouldn’t be 
difficult at all to get the question put to a vote- something that 
has been a long time coming.

The recent all-school officer debacle 
described in last week’s Scout has 
ruffled a few feathers on campus.

This is a very conservative campus, 
and sometimes I think people wouldn’t 
know an issue if it slapped them in the 
face. But I still believe that it is possi¬ 
ble to excite the "typical" student into 
respecting student government as a 
powerful means of influencing the 
administration on important campus 
issues. 

Dave Carlson had the ability to light 
a fire in students and get them thinking 
about student government. Unfor¬ 
tunately, he also scared the hell out of 
a lot of people. He was a little too rad¬ 
ical for "mainstream" Bradley politics 
to accept. 

Where does that leave student 
government today? Karen Rekowski 
seems to be an extremely well-qualified 
and highly motivated individual. Her 
leadership abilities and campus abilities 
are impressive. The other three indivi¬ 
duals on her ticket appear to be equally 
enthusiastic. I believe that the biggest 
problem facing Miss Rekowski is not 
any one single issue, but the generally 
poor image of the student government.

their activity fee. Bradley’s fee is low compared to 
Steele’s findings. The average fee at other schools is 
$67.41 a year. 

IF THE FEE raise is approved by Senate, it will 
be implemented next fall as part of tuition and can be 
used in fall appeals with the Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC). "We should see some¬ 
thing in the spring. We’re talking about a $50,000 
increase in funds," Steele said. 

The $26 a year fee was decided by a group of 
campus leaders. 

'We had the information from other schools and 
we tried to get a general feel from an organizational 
stand point - what would be the effective amount. 

'What would have the most noticeable effect and 
what was politically feasible," Steele said. 


Steele said a survey will be going out to students, 
which consists of a proposal for the raise and positive 
and negative notes on the issue. "Basically we’re 
going to ask them ’Do you want to pay more money 
to get more activities on campus’?" 

"WE FEEL $26 is effective and feasible. Being 
a representative body, it is within our jurisdiction to 
raise the fee," Steele said. 

However, Steele said the idea to raise the fee 
wasn’t something Student Senate brought up, "it was 
brought to our attention by organizational leaders. 
Students were complaining there aren’t enough activi¬ 
ties on this campus." 

Jim Kappel, president of InterDorm Council, said 
IDC asked for about $9,000 from SABRC for next 
year. If IDC is funded for that amount, Kappel would 
like to fund some leadership conventions. SABRC 
fimding will not be announced until Monday’s Student 
Senate meeting or the April 28 meeting.

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Backpacks may 
cause health probs 


(CPS)—With Nautilus machines 
in the school gym, salad bars in 
the cafeteria and smoke-free areas 
in every student lounge, it might 
seem college life has never been 
healthier. 

But one enterprising professor 
has found a new health hazard on 
campus. 

It’s that book-laden backpack 
you’ve been hefting over one 
shoulder all these years, Ron Sen- 
dre, a Central Michigan University 
professor of sports medicine, said. 

"Knock-down shoulder" is only 
one of the maladies Sendre 
ascribed to the overuse and misuse 
of the popular book packs seen on 
every American campus. 

HOW CAN THE innocent 
backpack, symbol of outdoor lifes¬ 
tyles, wreak such devastation on 
unsuspecting college students?^ 

"A heavy backpack changes 
your center of gravity. Your 
abdominal area is thrust forward, 
and your shoulders are brought 
posterior. Then a kid will carry 
that backpack for six, eight 
minutes across campus to his next 
class," Sendre said. 

In other words, he’s got lousy 
posture while carrying a mega-load 
of textbooks, and according to 
Sendre, "there’re bound to be lots 
of repercussions." 

Besides knock-down shoulder, a 
drooping shoulder caused by con¬ 
stantly wearing the pack slung 
over one shoulder, backpacks can 
cause swayback, shoulder tension, 
headaches, even nerve damage. 

There is a simple remedy: 

"LIGHTEN THE load is the 
best advice I can give," the profes¬ 
sor said. 

But if one’s credit load demands 
carting 30 pounds of Organic 
Chemistry texts, the Unabridged 
Works of Shakespeare and a jumbo 


box of Crayolas for Art 101, Sen¬ 
dre suggested wearing the pack the 
way it was designed to be worn. 

Tve never seen a backpack 
with just one strap," he said. Yet 
that’s the way most students wear 
them. "Rather than taking the time 
to throw both straps on, they just 
throw on one." 

But even a properly balanced 
pack can be a problem for the 
out-of-shape student. So Sendre 
recommends a complete work-out 
program with weight machines, 
adding that exercises for flexibility 
are equally important. 

But if all this seems like more 
health consciousness than one can 
handle, another study offers a 
rationale for at least one *bad 
habit." 

CIGARETTE SMOKING may 
enhance students’ ability to study, 
a group of British scientists said. 

The researchers found that 
nicotine, either from cigarettes or 
pills, increased concentration by 8 
percent and kept minds sharp for 
up to a half hour.

Until he 
sees the girl of his dreams -- 
literally - and discovers she’s 
wanted by the Ministry. Accepting 
the promotion in order to get 
access to the confidential files 
about her, Sam finds himself los¬ 
ing touch with what he knows as 
reality as he comes to care about 
something for the first time in his 
life. 

"Brazil" is more than that 
plot, though. Heating ducts also 
have quite a lot to do in this film, 
and Robert DeNiro makes an 
appearance as a renegade repair¬ 
man. And audiences should 


always keep aiert for the many 
visual gags that Gilliam throws in. 

Jonathan Pryce does a per¬ 
fect job of underplaying the 
befuddled Sam, with Kim Greist 
as the truck-driving girl of his 
dreams. And as if Gilliam weren’t 
enough, some more "Monty 
Python " is thrown in with Michael 
Palin as Jack Lint, a friend of 
Sam’s who’s a little more adept at 
playing the game of life. No lum¬ 
berjacks or fish heads, though. 

"Brazil" is a movie subject to 
each audience member’s indivi¬ 
dual interpretation, one that 
makes you think as well as enter¬ 
tains. You won’t see anything like 
this ever coming out of Holly¬ 
wood, it takes a British touch. 
Enjoy the originality while you 
can.

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Commentator tells of survival’

Mary Dee, a commentator for 
WGN Channel 9 News in Chi¬ 
cago, spoke Monday night, giving 
an inspiring account of her suc¬ 
cessful life and near death experi¬ 
ence, as part of the Ninth Annual 
Garrett Week Program. 

Dee, who has been with WGN 
since 1972, described herself as a 
"little country girl" from a 
"gypsy" family. The youngest of 
six children, she was raised by her 
father. She said she has really 
grown over the years and after 50 
of them, she feels that getting 
"older is definitely getting better." 

Dee is currently co-authoring a 
CBS movie about herself to be 
produced by Motown. Mary Dee: 
The Story of Survival is scheduled 
to be aired in the fall of 1987. She 
is proud of the fact that she is 
sharing herself with the works. 
Dee said. 

She thanks God that she is able 
to be here today, she said. "Birth 
is a privilege and death is inevit¬ 
able," but while you’re alive, 
"anything is possible." Dee came 
very close to the inevitable one 
night after she got off work. 

SHE AND HER TV guest 
were going out to her car when 
she observed a man outside the 
station. The man put a .38 in her 
car window and told her to unlock 
the car. Dee said she told herself 
to remain calm and they ended up 
in the Bowbian Woods Forest 
Preserve. 

She said her assailant told her 
nothing was going to happen, but 
then she heard a shot. It hit her 
guest. A second shot was fired, 
which entered the back of her 
head. The third shot hit her guest 
and the fourth one lodged into the 
base of her skull. 

At that point, she couldn’t see 
anything. She described it as 
"nothingness". Dee said her father 
had passed away shortly before the 
attack, but at that moment, she 
saw her father standing in a cloud. 
She said he told her she could go 
back and at that point, she could 
hear the cars passing on the high¬ 
way. 

Dee said when she saw her 
father, "that was death," but God 


gave her the chance to begin 
again. She said, "You can do any¬ 
thing with God’s help...I wouldn’t 
be here without him. You learn to 
be calm when things are 
worst...You must think calmly and 
it’s only a moment when it finally 
passes." 

She was "desensitized" when 
the man who tried to take her life 
was released after serving only 12 
1/2 years of his 120-year sentence. 
The man was also convicted of the 
murder of the guest and had seven 
prior convictions. She said she felt 
angered, insulted and enraged 
"that they would let someone like 
him out." That was the first time 
she realized she was actually a vic¬ 
tim. 

DEE TRIED many sources to 
get answers to questions she 
needed to know, like "was he 
living in my neighborhood." She 
said it felt like no one seemed to 
care about her rights. They all told 
her that her assailant had rights 
and he was going to be protected. 
"I became the criminal, " she said. 

Finally, she decided to work to 
try to get a victim’s rights bill 
passed. The Churchill-White Bill 


now allows victims and their fami¬ 
lies to be represented before the 
criminal is released. She was told 
the bill would never get passed, 
but with the help of Jesse White, it 
was done. Dee said, "Your one 
vote counts, value it and don’t just 
give it away." 

Dee spoke about success, say¬ 
ing it’s not just something that 
"pops in," but it is the result of 
hard work. She said people often 
look at the glamorous side and fail 
to realize the "tough work on a 
daily basis." 

Tm a tough person. I learned 
to be tough and don’t mind being 
tough," Dee said. She feels she 
could choose any endeavor and be 
successful. 'If I’m fooling myself, 
then good for me." She hopes 
everyone can feel the same way 
about themselves. 

Dee said she is never afraid "to 
be good, to be right and to be 
counted among the living." One 
need not be afraid of anything -- 
especially success. 'The jky’s not 
the limit — it’s only the begin¬ 
ning. " She believes it’s the obliga¬ 
tion of everyone to live everyday 
of life to its fullest.

In the 30 games the Lady Braves have 
played this spring, Hawkins has pitched in 
22 of them and recorded 174 strikeouts. And 
if that isn’t enough to make you raise your 
eyebrows or shake your head, she also has 
an ERA of 0.58. That means on the aver¬ 
age, she gives up less than one run per 
game. 

ALSO IN AN average game for Haw¬ 
kins, she’ll throw nine different pitches to 
opposing batters. "That’s a fastball, rise, 
drop, out-rise, curve, change-up and a 
knuckle at three different speeds," Leanne 
Bonifas said. 

For a local Peoria girl, who first started 
throwing a ball underhand as a sophomore 
in high school, Hawkins has come a long 
way. "I can remember my first game. It was 


against Farmington East and I think we lost 
7-6." 

Five years later, she’s pitching no 
hitters and perfect games like they were just 
another day of work. 

Any intelligent person would wonder 
how a high school pitcher with no experi¬ 
ence can progress to a point where Bradley 
Coach Clint Wilson can confidently say, "1 
don’t think there is anybody better." 

"It came pretty slow," Hawkins said. 
"But my improvement was rapid. I just don’t 
like to do something unless I put my all into 
it. I think it’s self motivation."

Hawkins pitches 40 games in a summer 
league, 15 in the fall and 30 more in the 
spring.

Let’s chop off the bottom of the 
backboard. 

Of all the rules changes proposed, this is the only one that makes 
sense, although the only player I’ve seen hit the bottom of the backboard 
was Atlanta’s Dominique Wilkins. But for safety sake, let’s cut off the 
bottom of the backboard. 

And for the game’s sake, let’s cut off this experimenting and leave a 
good game be. ^

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Student activity fee raised to $26

Students will begin paying a $26 a year 
student activity fee next fall, according to a 
resolution approved at Monday’s Student 
Senate meeting. 

Richard Steele, activity fee sub¬ 
committee chair, presented the resolution to 
raise the fee from $5 a semester to $13 a 


semester at last week’s meeting. However, 
the resolution wasn’t voted on until Monday. 

Several senators and students attending 
the meeting voiced concerns for the large 
raise in the fee. 

At the meeting, it was suggested the fee 
be raised to $10 a semester, but that sugges¬ 
tion was voted down. 


THE STUDENT activity fee generates 
about $50,000 from the students, with an 
addditional $70,000 contributed by the 
University. The fee increase will generate 
approximately an additional $50,000 with 
the University contribution remaining at the 
level it is now. 

Opposition to the raising of the fee was 


based on what evidence do students have 
that an increased fee would produce more 
activities. Several senators representing 
dorms were opposed to the hike. 

The Student Allocation Budget Review 
Committee will bring its budget allocations 
for Bradley organizations to Student Senate 
Monday, for Bradley organizations. 


Hunger week begins 
with Senate’s support

concerns over world hunger issues, Student Senate has declared April 
27-May 3 World Hunger Week. 

Roberta Vogel, president of the Progressive Student Alliance, 
(PSA), said they asked for Senate’s support because "it is a ruling body 
that can make a statement which can be heard by the whole University." 
Five other organizations are also involved in the venture. 

World Hunger Week starts Sunday when food service will offer an 
optional meal in the cafeterias. Students will have the chance to eat a 
traditional meal typical of a third world peasant’s diet. PSA is also setting 
up donation boxes in dorm offices and in Barb’s College Inn. 

"We hope students will donate the money they would usually spend 
on their Sunday night meal to Oxfam America, an organization which 
works on the grassroots level to end hunger worldwide," said Vogel. 

MONDAY, FROM 11 a.m.-6 p.m., three short films will be shown 
successively on the hour at SC 215. Two of the films, set in Tanzania 
and Gambia, document attempts to overcome food problems. The third 
film documents the plight of the Haitian people, Vogel said. 

Dr. Irene Tinker will speak about world hunger from a micro- 
analytic perspective at 8 p.m. Tuesday in the SC ballroom. 

Tinker, founder and director of the Equity Policy Center, will focus 
on the differential impact of economic development. 

Wednesday, a documentary will be shown 11 a.m.-6 p.m. on the 
hour in SC 211. The documentary will explore the relationship of agri¬ 
business to hunger in the Third World. 

Dr. Michael Parenti, who received his Ph.D. in political science 
from Yale, will speak about politics of hunger in the world international 
economic system. He is speaking at 8 p.m. Thursday in SC 107. 

"PLANS FOR THE World Hunger Week began a year ago when 
Ethiopia was in the media. People felt helpless - they didn’t understand," 
Vogel said. 

PSA wants to give the students an in-depth view of the problem. If 
the students have the knowledge, "they will be more empowered to help 
and get to the root of the problem." 

Vogel said something like this might sound really boring, but PSA 
wants students to put themselves in the Third World people’s situation 
and "to come to the events because there is lots to learn." 


Libya: intern’l reaction continue 


The London Times reported 
Wednesday that Moammar Kha- 
dafy appears to have lost sole con¬ 
trol of the Libyan government 
after the U.S. bombing raid last 
week, and now seems to be shar¬ 
ing power with four other military 
officers. 

"A five-man junta of military 
officers appears to be governing 
Libya in the aftermath of the 


American air raid - a collective 
leadership which has divested him 
of his exclusive control over the 
country," the paper said. 

According to The Los Angeles 
Times reports in The Journal Star , 
the British government announced 
Tuesday it had detained and 
intends to expel 21 Libyan stu¬ 
dents, including one trainee pilot 
who allegedly telephoned Tripoli 


and offered to launch a suicide 
mission against U.S. bases. 

One day after the 12 Common 
Market nations agreed on measures 
reducing and restricting Libyan 
diplomatic representation in their 
countries, several other U.S. allies 
in Europe announced plans to act

Two Cuban refugees were rescued Monday after floating in 
innertubes for eight days. They had travelled over 250 miles and suffered 
from dehydration and sunburn. 

A Kantalai Sri. Lanka reservoir burst Monday, leaving 18,000- 
20,000 homeless. The centuries old embankment sent a wall of water rush¬ 
ing through the capital, Colombo, 130 miles away. 

OPEC members have failed to reach an agreement on production 
quotas. Hardliners Iran, Libya and Algeria held out because the proposed 
slight cuts in production were not deep enough.

He is charged with eight counts of 
attempted murder and one rape in Orange Country. Ramirez’s defense 
attorneys claim he has been wrongly charged. The prosecution has linked 
him to property stolen from victims and satanic symbols found at a murder 
site. 

Rioters in BelfdSt, Northern Ireland, set fire to two churches and 
renewed attacks on policemen’s homes. Fourteen policeman were 
wounded and nine people were arrested.

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Puerto Rican situation ‘critical’

A crisis of major proportions is brewing in Puerto Rico and unless 
the Caribbean Island is given its independence from the United States, 
the future looks very bleak, said Fernando Martin, vice president of the 
nations Independence Party. 

Martin was on campus Tuesday night and told the audience gathered 
in Student Center 107 that knowledge of the situation in Puerto Rico was 
scarce, and he was here to try to educate people to some of the problems 
that exist. 

Martin identified two "facts" about Puerto Rico which are the main 
contributors to its problems — Puerto Rico is a colony of the U.S. and it 
is a Latin American nation. 

While Puerto Rico is a territory of the U.S. and is subject to all its 
laws, it does not have any representation in the U.S. Congress. "Demo¬ 
cracy is incompatible with colonialism," he said. 

THOSE ARGUING FOR statehood should realize the history and 
culture of Puerto Rico, with its population of 3 million, is one closely 
linked with its Latin American neighbors. For it to become a state would 
make it "an overnight minority," said Martin, who noted things would be 
different if the nation were situated between Illinois and Indiana. 

Because of the lack of control over its own economy, Puerto Rico 
has become increasingly dependent on U.S. dollars. This in turn has 
affected the society of the country, which has ever increasing unemploy¬ 
ment, massive migration, high incidence of drug and alcohol addiction. 


and a "truly dismal outlook" with almost no opportunities for improve¬ 
ment. 

"The U.S. safety net has ensured the basic needs are met, but the 
society as a whole is becoming a parasite and the situation will get 
bleaker as every day passes," Martin said. 

"We are destined to be a permanent pocket of poverty within the 
United States framework, with no incentive to industrialize and provide 
our own needs," he said. 

Ever since the U.S. gained possession of the island at the end of the 
Spanish-American war some 88 years ago, it was determined that Puerto 
Rico would never have its independence, according to Martin. Congress 
is unwilling to change this, continued Martin, and the effects of this 
denial will keep the country in turmoil. 

WITHOUT EITHER THE possibility of statehood or independence 
there is no motivation to become less dependent on U.S. dollars or to 
industrialize, he said. 

There are a whole range of products the nation could produce, but it 
makes no sense to invest in the country under current conditions, Martin 
said. 

"I have the feeling that unless interested parties in the United States 
and Puerto Rico begin to move quickly to develop a policy on Puerto 
Rico, we will be facing a solution that will be set in terms not of dialo¬ 
gue but of confrontation," Martin said.

According to 
Shari Belafonte-Harper, whose 
father Harry Belafonte originated 
the idea for USA for Africa, "Peo¬ 
ple become more aware of a pro¬ 
ject when a celebrity (is behind it), 
instead of just some anonymous 
face telling the public about it."

As decided by Student Senate, we, the students of Bradley 
University will pay $26 a year for the student activity fee. 

If you attended Monday’s Senate meeting, you would have 
found a lot of people aren’t in favor of such a large raise. How¬ 
ever, this can not be the blame of anyone but past Student Sen¬ 
ates. 



The fee, originally implemented by an all-school referendum 
in 1979, was $5 a semester. Have you ever heard of inflation or 
soaring prices? Its hard to believe Bradley has gone almost seven 
years funding organizations with the same amount of money. You 
can’t depend on the University to bail you out all the time If stu¬ 
dents want more activities, they should pay the extra amount. 
This large of hike from $5 a semester to $13 a semester is a 
needed one. 

The fee should have been raised at least three years ago so 
the raise now wouldn’t have been so drastic. However, no use 
looking back on things not done. 

AT THE MEETING, several senators and students voiced 
concern over the use of the extra funds. Several are concerned 
with the funding process of the Student Allocation Budget Review 
Committee. It seems organization leaders place the blame on 
SABRC when their organization does not receive the total amount 
of funding applied for, however no one is to blame but the organ¬ 
ization itself. 

With the fee hike, an extra $50,000 will be generated. How¬ 
ever, those same organization leaders complaining of not being 
funded are saying that the organizations currently funded are 
going to benefit. However, that’s not true. SABRC fluids on the 
basis of what activities would most benefit the students ~ a popu¬ 
lation of the students, not just a small portion. 

If organizations are concerned they won’t be funded, maybe 
they should take a good look at what they’re asking to be funded 
for. Students of Bradley rely on the organizations to provide 
activities so as not to make this campus a boring one. 

Organizations on this campus are in a rut, whereas they 
assume they are going to be funded for a certain amount, there¬ 
fore they repeatedly bring the same or similar activities to 
campus. 

It s fine to bring a band with a good Bradley following back 
to campus, however students want more than bands and movies. 

The solutions aren’t here ~ maybe the leaders of student 
organizations should take some incentive. You have a chance for 
more funds, why not look for educational, entertaining and new 
activities that will attract students, not bore them.

The Peoria School Board voted 4-2 Monday to reorganize 
District 150 schools into a middle school structure for the 1986-87 school 
year. Under the new structure, neighboring schools will be paired with one 
housing kindergarten through fourth grades and the other fifth through 
eighth grades for the coming year. 

Board members want to move to a K-5, 6-8 structure in the future. 
There are school pairings in he Richwoods High area, the Woodruff High 
area, the Peoria High area, and the Manual High area. Roosevelt, Lincoln 
and Washington schools will not be affected by the new plan. Roosevelt 
will function as a magnet school with grades K-8. Lincoln will convert to a 
K-4 structure with 5-8 grade students going to Roosevelt. Washington will 
remain a school for academically gifted students. 


Peoria and Tazewell counties have stopped charging $25 for a 
marriage license because the state Supreme Court declared the fee 
unconstitutional. The money from the surcharge in Peoria went towards 
paying for the Tri-County Woman Strength shelter for battered and abused 
women and children. The shelter faces about a $60,000 budget cut 
because of the ruling. The ruling by the Supreme Court is also expected to 
prompt the establishment of a refund system for those who paid the fee. 
These fees were instituted about four years ago.

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Pro-choicers speak on abortion

In 1973, the U.S. Supreme 
Court legalized the practice of 
abortion. Wednesday night in the 
Student Center, a group of "pro- 
choice" advocates gathered to dis¬ 
cuss the emotional, ethical, medi¬ 
cal and legal questions surrounding 
the issue and to dispell falacies and 
myths about abortion. 

Sherry Matulis of Peoria 
described the horrors she faced 
with an illegal abortion she had in 
the 1950s after being raped. 

After consulting with doctors, 
she was told it wasn’t worth the 
risk and 20 years in prison for per¬ 
forming the operation. She tried 
scalding herself, throwing herself 
down stairs and beating herself in 
the abdomen to terminate the preg¬ 
nancy. When none of these 
worked, she decided to go to a 
"back alley" abortionist. 

She said the operation was the 
most painful, degrading experience 
she had ever undergone and that 
she still remembers not knowing at 
the time whether she would sur¬ 
vive to see her 24th birthday. 

"I HAD NO choice but I resent 
what I had to go through to ter¬ 
minate that pregnancy. And I 
resent the people who now say that 
women shold be forced to endure 
such experiences," she said. 

Matulis said the freedom of 
choice, both personal and private 
is what this country is supposed to 
be about. 

Dr. Paul Sinkhom, who prac¬ 
tices in Peoria, said that he used to 
perform abortions here in Peoria 
until "pro-life" advocates 
threatened his family. 

He said those opposed to pro- 
choice have a lot of literature, but 
are usually unincombered by facts. 
He described several falacies 
which many of these supporters 
believe. 

Among these falacies are: The 
claim that life begins at inception 
is not factual and is more of a 
philisophic than medical question; 
that legalization increases the 
number of abortions -- it only

allows for a more accurate count 
and studies show that although the 
population has increased, the 
number of abortions performed has 
remained about the same; legal 
abortion is unsafe; and if abortions 
were illegal, they would disappear. 

SINKHORN SAID THE only 
way to reduce the number of abor¬ 
tions was through sex education 
and use of contraceptives. 

None of the members of the 
panel said they were necessarily 
pro-abortion, but realize it is a 
reality and a matter of individual 
choice. 

Anne Baker, who works for an 
abortion clinic in St. Louis, said 
she and other councilors don’t try 
to pass judgement or change the 
minds of the women who come in, 
but they do try to make certain 
that the person is making the best 
possible decision. 

She said there have been 
incidences where after talking, the 
women has decided to carry full 
term and later wrote and thanked 
her for helping to make the right 
decision. There have also been 
cases of women thanking her for 
helping them make the decision to 


abort. 

Baker said they are very happy 
in both cases, but the important 
thing is that the women have the 
right to make that decision for 
themselves and can have an abor¬ 
tion in healthy, caring surround¬ 
ings. 

JAMES D. BROADWAY, a 

Peoria lawyer, told the audience 
what legal rights women have con¬ 
cerning abortions. 

The U.S. government, nor any 
state government, can stop a 
woman from having an abortion 
during her first trimester. After 
the second trimester, the govern¬ 
ment can deny the right to abor¬ 
tion, except in cases where the 
health of the mother is in jeo¬ 
pardy. The physcian and the 
mother are the ones which should 
make the decision, in any case, he 
said. 

The Rev. Jim Eller of the Uni¬ 
tarian Universalist Church in 
Peoria said most churches in the 
U.S. are pro-choice because they 
don’t want a law that could restrict 
their religious freedom. They feel 
they can still make moral decisions 
when they have freedom of choice.

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U.S. headed toward war in Central America

Recent developments indicate the United States is headed toward 
war in Central America despite opposing pressures, a University of Chi¬ 
cago history professor said Monday. 

Dr. John Coatsworth examined recent developments related to the 
region in his speech at the Student Center Monday night as the guest for 
the annual Olive B. White Lecture. He insisted any aid to Nicaragua’s 
Contra rebels by the United States would escalate the probability of war. 

Coatsworth, however, expects Congress to approve some funding. 
Congress is currently considering providing $100 million in aid to the 
group, $30 million in humanitarian aid and $70 million in military aid. 
The House of Representatives rejected the proposal, but the Republican- 
controlled Senate approved it. The House is scheduled to vote again on 
May 12. 

Coatsworth thinks "there is a definite relation between U.S. policy 
and Nicaragua’s action." He explained this by outlining the Sandinista 
policy during the November 1984, Nicaraguan election as well as recent 
developments. 

COATSWORTH ARGUED the November 1984 election was con¬ 
ducted freely, allowing opposition parties to voice themselves. Further, 
the Sandinista’s received 66 percent of the vote. When U.S. policies 
began to support the Contras, Nicaragua stiffened its policies, imposing 
restrictions on people and patrolling the Nicaragua-Honduras border 
where the Contras are based. 

Therefore, "If aid ceases, peace in the area will prosper," said the 
professor, and in this way, "Contra aid (by its absence) is the key to 


peace in Central America." 

The most probable of three possible outcomes of this conflict is a 
stalemate, Coatsworth said -- neither side will gain victory. However, 
this will only last for a limited time — one of the other possibilities, war 
or peace, will take over. 

Coatsworth believes this is because the Reagan administration’s aid 
package will be enough for the Contras to stay active, but refrain from 
causing total destruction. The policy will then change to either no sup¬ 
port, resulting in peace, or increased support, resulting in total U.S. 
military occupation, or war. 

When asked about the Sandinista involvement with the Soviet Union, 
Coatsworth said it has increased in the last 18 months due mostly to the 
U.S. embargo on trade with Nicaragua. Further, Nicaragua has received 
about a third of their foreign aid and 80 percent of their military aid 
since 1979 from the USSR. Coatsworth said the country needs support 
from the Soviets now because of the increased threat form the Contras. 
Nicaragua, however, receives the bulk of its aid from Mexico and 
Western Europe. 

HE FURTHER pointed out, the Soviets would avoid conflict in 
Central America because it provides no strategic advantage for them. 
"There are too many natural boundaries between Nicaragua and the 
United States for the Communists to gain an advantage," said Coats¬ 
worth. 

Coatsworth’s conclusion to his topic, "Can We Avoid War In Cen¬ 
tral America?" is a definite "maybe." He told a crowd of over 100 stu¬ 
dents, teachers and area residents, "It is not possible to know, given 
current trends."

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Menaechmi confuses and pleases 


Let's get this straight right now — the name of the production 
currently playing at the Hartmann Center is "M’nake Me An Offer: 
The Original Toga Party/ or maybe it’s the ancient Roman comedy 
'The Menaechmi." 

Well, at least we can be sure it was written by a Bradley profes¬ 
sor, with some help from students, and it was written by one of the 
greatest comic playwrights ever, Plautus, in the 2nd Century B.C. 

Confused? You’re not the only one. 

"M’nake Me An Offer" is the name of the show, which happens 
to be an adaptation of the 2nd Century B.C. comedy, 'The Menae¬ 
chmi, " by Plautus, and was adapted by a Bradley professor in the 
20th Century A.D. 

Still confused? 

At least four members of Saturday night’s audience were confused 
this reviewer and the three people I was with. The confusion began 
in the car, as we tried to figure out the name of the play. It spread into 
the theatre when we consulted our program books and found, much 
to our dismay, two plays listed. 

Some time later, we figured it out; "M’nake Me An Offer" is a 
play within a play. Clever idea, but someone should have let the audi¬ 
ence in on it sooner so they didn’t spend the first five minutes of the 
show trying to answer the question, "What’s going on here?" 

Once the play ('The Menaechmi") within the play ("M’nake Me 
An Offer") was underway, the evening’s prospects began to look 
better. 

The premise of this show is relatively simple (once you decipher 
it) and creative. The "internationally renowned" Riccoboni Acting 
Troupe has been contracted to perform 'The Menaechmi," but it 
seems they are nowhere to be found as the show begins. They eventu- 
i ally show up and perform the play, but not before much confusion 
. over just what show they have been contracted to put on. 

The Riccoboni’s own prima donna, Leonardo Giacomo D’Adamo, 
is played by Bradley graduate Len Adams (you know him best as the 
j head little green guy in the Money Center 24 commercials). He is 
1 entertaining as he insists he is there to play the lead role in "Hamlet." 
j D’Adamo ends up playing multiple roles (including a prostitute and a 
eunuch) as the Riccobonis finally mount an impromptu "Menaechmi." 

Menaechmi means twins and "The Menaechmi" is the story of 
I twins who were separated at birth, both of whom are named 
I Menaechmus. Menaechmus I lives in the city-state of Epidamnus and 
j Menaechmus II travels there to find his other half. The Riccoboni’s 
I veteran schizophrenic, Eduardo Liano (played by Ed O’Neill) plays 
1 both Menaechmi. He seems more comfortable playing the straight for- 
d ward, seafarer Menaechmus II than the sniveling Menaechmus I. 

The Riccoboni’s only female player, Ginarosa Maroni (played by 
Audrea Fumbanks), has the responsibility of covering the four female 
roles. But when logistics make that impossible, would-be Hamlet 
Leonardo Giacomo D’Adamo must step in. Fumbanks was best in the 
role of Matrona, Menaechmus I’s shrewish wife. 

The individuals who play the Riccobonis and various roles in "The 
Menaechmi" are all talented and it is fun watching as three actors try 
to play 12 characters. They are helped along by Stage Manager Pep- 
pino (played by Jim McCaffree) and Directore Giovani di Giovani 
(played by John Johnson who looks an awful lot like a svelte Dom 
DeLuise). 

Throughout the play, the audience is subjected to a roller coaster 
ride of entertainment. The ups are funny, entertaining and almost 
worth the wait. The downs leave you wanting to laugh, but you’re not 
quite sure if anything is funny.

on those measures. 

THE BRITISH ACTION and 
the European announcements 
marked the first concrete action 
against Libyan leader Khadafy’s 
regime by Western European 
countries since the U.S. air attack 
on Tripoli and Berghazi last week. 

West German and Denmark 
government sources announced 
plans to sharply reduce the number 
of Libyan diplomats in their coun¬ 
tries. The European Commission 
in Brussels also called for an end 
to the shipment of surplus butter to 
Libya. 



Speaking in the House of Com¬ 
mons late Tuesday, Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher indicated 

further action would be taken 

against an estimated 250 Libyan 
nationals undergoing training with 
British airlines at London’s 

Heathrow and Gatwick airports. 

A 31-year-old Palestinian was 
charged in London court Tuesday 
with plotting to blow up an Israeli 
jumbo jet with a time bomb hidden 
in a bag carried unwittingly by his 
pregnant Irish girlfriend. 

Nezar Hindawi was arraigned 
on two counts: conspiring to des¬ 
troy or damage a jet liner and 
attempting to murder his Irish 
girlfriend, Anne-Marie Murphy, 
32, described by police as a pawn 
in the sabotage conspiracy. 


A WEST BERLIN Justice 
Ministry spokesman, Volker 
Kaehne, said Tuesday that a man 
arrested in connection with the 
April 5 bombing of a West Berlin 
discotheque — Ahmed Nawaf Man¬ 
sur Hasi, 35 — has acknowledged 
under questioning that he is 
Hindawi’s brother. 

Khadafy’s 4-year-old son left 
the hospital Tuesday where he was 
treated for injuries sustained in the 
U.S. air raid, but the boy’s 3- 
year-old brother remains 
hospitalized, their doctor said Sun¬ 
day. 

Khadafy escaped injury when 
U.S warplanes struck his Rab Al- 
Aziziya Barracks at 2 a.m. April 
15, but his 15-month-old adopted 
daughter Hana died of injuries, 


Libyan officials said. 

The Libyan leader has been 
seen in public several times since 
the raid, but has not held a news 
conference. 

Libyan officials took reporters 
to the Al-Jalah Hospital, a separate 
facility, to see other patients 
wounded in the American attack. 
Doctors said all the patients were 
civilians, including a boy who 
appeared to be about 10-years-old. 
They gave no estimate of how 
many victims still were hospital¬ 
ized. 

AS ABOUT 1200 journalists 
crowded into the halls and patients’ 
rooms, Sudan’s defense minister, 
Osman Abdullah, also visited the 
bombing victims. 

"What I have seen this morning 


is just disgusting," Abdullah told 
reporters. "Attacking a peaceful 
country on the grounds it is 4 
center of terrorism is a deception,' 
Abdullah told reporters. 

The wife of Khadafy vowed 
Monday night to kill the American 
pilot who dropped bombs on her 
house if she ever finds him. 

Safia Khadafy posed for cam¬ 
eras before the ruins of her house 
and assured the world her husband 
is no terrorist "or I would not have 
children with him." She said the 
world has the wrong idea about 
htr husband whom the Reagan 
administration has described as 
the mad dog of the Middle East, 
and the "guru of world terrorism.’

Q: Do you think the U.S. was justified in bombing Libyan military sites, suspected terrorist training camps, and Khadafy’s head- 
quarters as a viable method of retaliating against terrrorism said to be directly supported by Khadafy?

Donn Moore. Yes, there has to be something done about the terrorism. I don’t think the U.S. actions will solve the terrorism now but in the 
long run it will. It might deter other countries from using terrorism like Libya. 

Kathy Douglas: No, I think there were probably other ways to solve the problem aside from such a direct form of retaliation, especially when it 
involved killing one of Khadafy’s children and othere people. We are supposed to be a country that exhibits non-violent type of action and the 
bombing was very violent form of reaction. 

Joseph Mangi: They were justified in the fact that Khadafy is a tyrant and also a military expansionist, expecially against his neighbors Eqypt 
and Chad. So generally, this attack would hinder his military movements into his neighboring countries. But the attack being an act to stop 
terrorism failed, because the only thing that will stop terrorism is to find a solution to the Palestinian issue through diplomatic means And this 
is what, I think, the U.S. should press more into.

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Computer age dawns on U.S. campuses

At Dartmouth, students often 
pick up their history assignments 
before they crawl out of their paja¬ 
mas. 

And if a Clarkson University 
English student finishes her term 
paper five minutes before deadline, 
she can push a button and have it 
in her professor’s office four-and- 
a-half minute^ early. 

Three years after the computer 
age dawned in a big way on about 
a dozen American campuses, cam¬ 
puses’ expensive and risky invest¬ 
ments in computers seem to be 
paying off handsomely even as 
most other higher ed programs are 
struggling. 

"As hard as it may be to 
believe, we really haven’t had any 
problems" moving many courses 
onto computers, said Mark Nickel 
of Brown University, which 
recently received a grant of $10 
million to build a new computer 
building. 

SKEPTICS PREDICTED 

overambitious schools would 
drown in the huge expenses of 
wiring their campuses and would 
derive little benefit from the 


hardware. 

But officials at the schools that 
took those first steps three years 
ago say they couldn’t be happier. 

"Faculty has risen to the chal¬ 
lenge. And students are getting the 
sophistication they need. They’re 
going beyond just being able to use 
these as desk-top computers. 
They’re using them to network and 
to use and develop new capabili¬ 
ties," Joseph Moeller, provost of 
computing services at Stevens 
Institute of Technology, said. 

Bradley University and AT&T 
Information Systems formed a 
"strategic partnership" to develop 
Geisert Hall as the "Dorm Of The 
Future," Dr. Alan Gaisky, associ¬ 
ate provost for student affairs, 
said. The program is designed to 
determine the value of a micro¬ 
computer to the average college 
student. 

About half of Geisert’s rooms, 
100, will be equipped with an 
AT&T 6300 Personal Computer 
with printer and monitor. About 
two-thirds of the computers will 
have rapid hook-ups with other 
campus computers. 'The project is 
still in its experimental stage, and 


every experiment needs a 
variable," Gaisky said, referring to 
the remaining computers without 
campus hook-ups. 

THE PROGRAM IS directed 
toward incoming freshmen and the 
response has been excellent," he 
said. Over 150 freshmen signed up 
for the project, while less than 50 
current Bradley students expressed 
interest. 

Science and engineering schools 
such as Stevens, Drexel and Clark¬ 
son actually require incoming stu¬ 
dents to buy computers, merging 
the cost into tuition payments or 
otherwise financing the purchase 
over several years. 

Participating Bradley students 
will be charged an extra $200 per 
semester for a room with double 
occupancy. That $200 includes 
computer maintenance and special 
training programs for beginning 
through advanced computer users. 

But officials are most surprised 
by the enthusiasm of liberal arts 
students for the machines. 

"We expected the computers to 
be used in the sciences. What’s 
been unexpected is that practically 
all courses, from political sciences 


to English, want their own 
software," J. Minas, Drexel’s com¬ 
puter programming director, said. 

GALSKY SAID THE com¬ 
puter is equipped to do the types 
of things needed by all majors: 
"All students, no matter what 
major, need word processing." He 
also described a program designed 
to automatically illustrate a chart 
or table by drawing a graph called 
"lotus." 

At Dartmouth, known for 
humanities more than technical stu¬ 
dies, about 75 percent of students 
and nearly all faculty own comput¬ 
ers, according to George Wolford, 
who recently completed a report 
on Dartmouth’s computer project. 

The big reason such advances 
happen so rapidly even as most 
other kinds of campus programs 
are mired in budget problems is 
that computer companies fund 
most of them. 


On April 1, Apple announced a 
new set of "educational rebates* 
on computers bought by schools. 

THE WEEK BEFORE, indus¬ 
try giant IBM -- which has largely 
ignored the college market - 
announced the creation of a new 
Educational Systems department to 
plant PCjr’s in classrooms and 
dorms. 

At the same time, AT&T said it 
was selecting 35 schools - Brad¬ 
ley, George Washington, Pitt and 
Penn among them — to experiment 
with new computers it hopes to 
sell nationwide some day. 

Apple, DEC, Zenith and other 
companies have been very aggres¬ 
sive in selling discounted machines 
to colleges, which - much to the 
chagrin of off-campus computer 
stores - then resell the computers 
to students at a low price in book¬ 
stores.

BU baseball splits with Illinois

The Illini came to town with a 
reputation of being a strong pitch¬ 
ing and weak hitting team.

Meinen Field, the Braves took 
three out of four from natinally 
ranked Indian State, improving 
their Missouri Valley Conference 
record to (7-5). They now trail the 
first place Sycamores (8-4) by one 
game.

Beck leaves BU 
goes to Nebraska

Lady Braves’ basketball Coach 
Angela Beck said Wednesday she 
leaves with no regrets after she 
announced her coaching move to 
the University of Nebraska. 

Beck ends her stay at Bradley 
after three years, in which the 
Lady Braves progressed from a 9-

season this past year. 

Beck said she wasn’t looking 
for another coaching job, but 
couldn’t pass up an offer like this. 
"It’s a move up in my career.

Nebraska went job hunting 
when third-year head coach Kelly 
Hill resigned, leaving behind a 
basketball team that never finished 
above sixth place the last three 
seasons in the Big Eight Confer¬ 
ence. 

OUT OF 90 applicants, Beck 
was chosen for the position and 
offered a two-year contract. 
"Angela did not come to us, we 
urged her application. She has all 
the qualities which Nebraska asks 
in any of its coaches," Nebraska 
Assistant Athletic Director Barb 
Hibner said. 

Hibner said Nebraska 
discovered Beck through a search 
that dealt with talking to numerous 
people, including athletic directors 
and coaches from around the coun¬ 
try. "Her name popped up repeat¬ 
edly as the type of individual that 
could help us." 


A part of Nebraska’s athletic l 
tradition is now in Beck’s hands j 
"She’ll be surrounded by the bes j 
coaches in the country and she’ll 
be rubbing elbows with the bes! 
recruiters. We’re really looking! 
forward to a long enduring rela-[ 
tionship," Hibner said.

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Abegg, vice presidents 
give ‘State of University’

The current and future state of Bradley University was discussed by 
its top administrators yesterday in the Dingledine Center -- and the pic¬ 
ture they painted was not as gloomy as some may have anticipated. 

President Martin G. Abegg returned recently from Washington, 
where he met with Senators and lobbyist and discussed the potential 
affect of the Gramm-Rudmann-Hollings bill on aid to private universities, 
such as Bradley. 

Abegg went with 49 other college administrators and the results of 
what they found seem to indicate that there will be no reduction in the 
amount of aid to private universities next year, he said. However, he 
pointed, there won’t be any major increases, either. 

He said the Build Illinois program has also helped contribute to the 
funding of private education. The maximum on aid from the state has 
increased from $2850 to $3100. 

PART OF THESE Build Illinois funds go towards projects under¬ 
way and planned projects which contribute to the growth of higher educa¬ 
tion. 

Continuing lobbying efforts are going to have to be made to insure 
that those who make the budgeting decisions keep higher education as 
one of the top funding priorities. 

'The message is loud and clear from Washinton and the states them¬ 
selves that we will have to lookk at many different and unique ways to 
fund higher education," Abegg said. 

He said the capital campaign is one of the key areas Bradley will 
have to rely on in the future, and it must build its endowment and annual 
giving programs to avoid the tuition-dependency problems of the last 15 
years. 

John Hitt, vice president for academic affairs, spoke about the 
academic side of Bradley’s future, tieing the success of those affairs to 
the economic side of the University. 

HE SAID WHILE Bradley must always concentrate on the quality 
side of education, it must be practical and not spend beyond its means. 

Hitt pointed to the area of faculty productivity and enrollment, and 
said the two have not been in phase for many years. 

We need to find a way of finding and meeting the needs of potential 
students and their parents without going beyond our means, Hitt said. 
This means taking care of the little things as well as the big. 

The response to the dorm of the future has been good and if things 
keep going the way they are.Bradley may have to open up 100 rooms in 
Wyckoff Hall and put in stand alone mini-computers. 

He said we need to increase enrollment and planning for next year 
should put us at about 97 percent of our current population. 

GARY ANNA, vice president for business affairs, said although the 
University is increasing its tuition for next year by six percent, when 
combined with the three percent decline in enrollment, that only leaves 
about a three percent actual increase in total revenue. 

However, Anna said, Bradley is very close to reaching its goal of 
1075 new students for next year, and things are looking better. He said 
things look favorable and he hopes the University can avoid going 
through what it did this year-shaving the budget by almost $1.7 million. 

Anna echoed the views of Hitt and Abegg that the University needs 
to move away from its tuition dependency if it is to survive. 

Ian Sturrock, vice president for development and university rela¬ 
tions, said the capital campaign, the chief tool in fighting tuition depen¬ 
dency, has netted $15 million already and should reach its goal of $26 
million by January of 1988. 


BU braces for Pell Grant cuts

Gramm-Rudman induced 

budget cuts are causing problems 
for students all over the country, 
but at Bradley, the administration 
is taking steps to counter declining 
financial aid, according to Dave 
Pardieck, director of financial 
assistance. 

As many as 800,000 students 
nationwide stand to get smaller 
Pell Grants or lose their grants 
altogether next fall, the American 
Council on Education (ACE) esti¬ 
mates. 

While some educators are brac¬ 


ing themselves for the worst, Par¬ 
dieck said Bradley will not suffer 
as much as other institutions. The 
bottom certainly hasn’t fallen out," 
he said. 

Pardieck submitted a proposal 
to the administration Friday, 
recommending that the University 
try to absorb as much of the bur¬ 
den as possible. "I think the 
University will try to cushion this 
loss," he said. 

UNDER DECLINING PELL 

Grant budget, about 300 Bradley 
students stand to lose a total of 
$250,000 to $300,000. Pardieck 
said the amount each student will 


lose depends on how the Univer¬ 
sity deals with the situation. 

If the University makes each 
Pell Grant recipient cover their 
own costs, the average loss would 
be $500, but if the school took the 
Pell Grant cuts from the general 
financial aid pool, each student 
who receives aid would see a 
.decline of $100 to $200, according 
to Pardieck. 

Pardieck said the Department of 
Financial Assistance is looking for 
a way to make the cuts 'have the 
least effect on the greatest number

BU officers tired of neglect

Bradley’s recently commis¬ 
sioned police officers say they are 
tired-tired of not being recognized 
as true police officers, of not hav¬ 
ing anything done about their com¬ 
plaints, and of being overworked. 

They feel the conditions they 
are under now could, eventually 
affect the security of themselves 
and the Bradley community. 

The officers, who were com¬ 
missioned in January, said they are 
tired of being neglected by the 
University when it comes to equip¬ 
ment and personnel, and they want 
to change the image the Bradley 
community has towards them. 

Dave Baer, director of security 
and voice communications at Brad¬ 
ley, said because of the commis¬ 
sions a lot of things could change, 
but they aren’t being implemented 
because he wants to make sure. 
there is a strong relationship 
between Bradley and city. 

OFFICER VERA FERNAN¬ 
DEZ said the image of Bradley 
Security as errand boys and rent- 
a-cops isn’t accurate any longer. 
They are fully commissioned 
officers with the same abilities as 
the police officers in any city. 

Baer said he doesn’t feel there 
is a negative image. He offered the 
support given by the University 
and the community in getting the 


bill passed which gave them their 
commissions as proof. 

The officers completed a 10- 
week training course at a police 
academy in Springfield last sum¬ 
mer, where they had to pass 
academic, physical, weapons and 
first aid tests before being commis¬ 
sioned. 

Fernandez said they aren’t upset 
about supplying social services, 
such as giving students rides at 
night, but with the current shortage 
of officers and equipment, there 
are times when it takes away from 
their ability to do more important 
things-like offering back-up or 
investigating an armed robbery. 

Three years ago, there were 11 
security officers on campus. Now 
there • are three full-time, two 
trainies and one part-time officer, 
Fernandez said. 

FERNANDEZ AND THE two 

other full-time officers, Jim Oliver 
and Rita Knapp, said they have 
been working 12-hour shifts, 
sometimes six days a week, for the 
past three or four weeks, and they 
don’t see the situation changing 
soon. 

They said the University and 
their boss, Baer, knew ahead of 
time that many of the officers were 
going to leave, but made no efforts 
to avoid the manpower shortage. 

Baer said steps were taken to 
fill those vacancies, and the situa¬ 


tion which has brought about the 
three officers working overtime is 
only temporary. 

Besides being overworked, the 
officers feel their equipment and 
other needs are being overlooked. 

Currently, there is one squad 
car on campus and when that 
breaks down, they are left to use 
"whatever is available" from other 
departments, Knapp said. 

"WHATEVER IS available" 
may be mail vehicles, trucks, or 
anything else. These are not emer¬ 
gency vehicles, Knapp said. 
Besides being inefficient for the 
needs of the officers, the vehicles 
also tarnish their, and the 
University’s, image. 

They have been told that in the 
past officers have abused the use of 
two vehicles. Knapp said it isn’t 
fair to judge them for the mistakes 
of other officers in the past. 

Also, since there is only one 
vehicle, it is easier for would-be 
criminals to keep track of it and 
plan their activities accordingly, 
.Fernandez said. 

Baer said it usually is only for 
three or four at the most that they 
are without their car, and any 
claim of being more effective with 
two cars is "purely a judgment

Attempted murder suspect Michael Hittle escaped 

from police headquarters Monday night. The fifteen-year-old suspect was 
left alone in a second-floor interview room by a detective who was ques¬ 
tioning him. Hittle reportedly walked through an office, down a hallway, 
down the main stairway of the building into the basement and through a 
rear door. A search of the building began immediately after Hittle’s 
absence was discovered, according to a report in the Peoria Journal Star. 

Hittle was arrested for attempted armed robbery and attempted murder. 
He and another suspect, Gene Johnson, allegedly robbed Schoch’s Market 
at 1507 W. Antoinette. Johnson fired two shotgun blasts at a man as he and 
Hittle were running from the store. They were both arrested at a house near 
the store and will be prosecuted as adults. 

Officials Of ChicaQO Air announced Tuesday they will 
begin service from Peoria to Chicago’s Midway Airport on May 19. Chi¬ 
cago Air is one of three new commuter airlines that will be serving Peoria 
by June 1. Scott Christian, Chicago Air senior vice president of marketing 
and planning, said in a report in the Peoria Journal Star , that five round-trip 
flights will leave Peoria daily. He said Midway airport was chosen because 
O Hare is too congested and Midway is convenient for passengers going to 
the east and Southwest. 

Plans for the construction of the AMKOR factory have 

been delayed because the city of Peoria is having trouble buying the land 
promised to the Korean auto parts manufacturer. The city promised 
AMKOR a 16-acre site in Southtown, including the property of St 
Stephen’s Episcopal Church, 464 W. First St. All the deals on the proper¬ 
ties were reportedly to be closed by April 1. However, the Episcopal 
Church is going to have an independent appraiser estimate the value of its 
three buildings and return to the bargaining table with its demands. 
AMKOR officials believe that it may be two weeks before the church 
returns to the negotiatins. 

Northwest Peoria will get a new fire station. The Peoria 
City Council approved $135,000 for property at 4303 Lynnhurst, to be con¬ 
verted into the fire station. Council members approved the station Tuesday 
with a vote of 6-1. Reportedly, modifications to the building will cost an 
additional $20,000-30,000 and a mini-pumper truck will cost $50,000. Staff 
for the new station has not yet been found. It will cost about $250,000- 
300,000 to staff and maintain the building each year.

A.P. Update 

U.S. Intelligence sources reported the Chernobyl 

nuclear reactor complex in the Soviet Ukraine experienced a meltdown 
Saturday, billowing smoke and radiation into the atmosphere. 

Arms control administrator Kenneth Adelman called the incident, “The 
most catastrophic nuclear disaster in history.” He said Soviet claims of 
only two deaths were “preposterous.” 

Estimations at a CIA briefing put the radiation levels at up to a miflion 
times greater than anything suspected during the Three Mile Island 
incident. 

Adelman said temperatures reached as high as 4000 degrees Cen¬ 
tigrade (7232 Farenheit) and said the graphite-cooled reactor “will con¬ 
tinue to burn for a good number of days.” 

A hacker calling himself “Captain Midnight” inter- 

rupted HBO s broadcast signal Sunday morning and inserted a messaqe 
of his own. * 

“The Falcon and the Snowman” flickered off the screen and was 
replaced by a message: “Good evening HBO from Captain Midnight. 
$12.95 a month? No way! (Showtime Movie Channel Beware.)” 

William Russell, a spokesman for the Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission said this is the first confirmed case of deliberate interference of a 
satellite signal. 

The message violates the Federal Communications Act, and a convic¬ 
tion can lead to a $10,000 fine and a year in prison.

Allegations against Deaver concern his role in acid rain matters while 
working at the White House. Soon after leaving public office, Deaver 
signed a $105,000 contract with the government of Canada to advise on 
acid rain and other issues. 

The Upjohn Co. released research results Tuesday indi¬ 
cating nearly half of 619 people treated with the drug minoxidil experi¬ 
enced moderate to heavy hair growth after a year. 

The company has asked the U.S. Food and Drug Administration to 
approve the drug as a treatment for male pattern baldness. 

However, an FDA source speaking on the condition of anonymity, said 
Upjohn s research disclosure form was filed because some clinical investi¬ 
gators testing the drug also had contracts as consultants or advisors with 
brokerage companies. Should the brokerage companies make profits on 
Upjohn stock based on confidential research reports, it could be con¬ 
sidered inside trading. 

The American Medical Association (ama) has 

agreed to supply to the Pentagon with a listing of virtually all American 
doctors for use in the event of a wartime call-up. 

A Department of Defense official said the list of doctors, their 
specialties, and address will be provided “in times of a presidential^ 
declared crisis.” 

There are roughly 450,000 physicians in the United States, one official 
said, and the AMA is able to contact almost all of them by mail regardless 
of association membership. 

A baby was delivered in Tel Aviv, Isreal, with a bullet 
wound in his shoulder after his mother was shot in the stomach during a 
brawl, news agencies reported Monday. 

Israel Radio reported Lisa Shirazi, 22, was nine months pregnant 
when she was shot during an argument Sunday in a downtown Tel Aviv 
apartment. 

The baby was born shortly afterward and is in excellent condition.

The Bradley University Speech Team, after win 
ling the National Forensics Association championship 
for the last four years, placed second to Easterr 
Michigan University Monday. 

The team lost the championship by five points. 
One-hundred-fifteen schools, representing 35 
totes, competed in the weeklong tournament in 
Moomsburg, Pa. 

EMU and Bra ley have long been rivals. It is 
nly in the past four years that Bradley has had the 
ige. EMU’s victory marked their eighth win in the 
FA tournament. 

BRADLEY SENIOR GREG Dolph took first 
place in the individual sweepstakes. He is the only 
student ever to win first place in both the NFA and 
the American Forensics Association tournament in the 
same year. Bradley won the AFA tournament two 
weeks ago in Arlington, Texas. 

Going into the NFA finals, Bradley was second 
by 26 points, and rallied within five of EMU. This 
teamwork is something Dolph is very proud of. 

In one event, prose for example, there were 324 
students competing. This was cut to 24, the 24 to 12, 
and the 12 to six in the final round. There are two 
judges for each event, and the team gets points each 
time a member advances another round. 

After we were down, our team really came 
together/ Dolph said. "We rose to the occasion. It 
wasn’t a bitter victory or a bitter loss. I believe there 
are members of our team who were hungry for 
EMU/ 

Greg Lhamon, another senior member, who took 
second in prose and poetry and fifth in duet with 


Dolph, said he feels no bitterness either, but has a 
few reservations about EMU’s win. 

ACCORDING TO LHAMON, after the tourna 
ment was over, coaches from other teams told Coach 
George Armstrong Bradley should have won. 

Lhamon also said that EMU’s head coach, Denise 
Donsline, told Bradley speech team president Tom 
Doyle that if Bradley kept winning it would change 
forensics. Smaller teams would not want to compete if 
they felt Bradley would always be the winner. 

"I can’t help but think there were a lot of politics 
going on," he said. "I have no problems with Bradley 
losing, if it’s a fair tournament." 

He said Ken Klawitter and Kevin Manton placed 
second with duo at AFA but didn’t even place in quar¬ 
ters at NFA. 

Lhamon is proud that the team was gracious in 
losing. "Five people from EMU’s team told us we 
were a class act," he said. "If there were a lot of 
teams that wanted Bradley to lose, and they saw we 
were gracious losers, they’re going to look at us 
differently next year." 

MUCH OF EMU’s success can be attributed to 
its strong coaching staff, including two fo.mer Brad¬ 
ley speech champions, Tim Clue and Tracy Anderson. 

Next year, Bradley will lose Scott Ford, one of 
its three coaches, who has been coaching the past 
year. As of now. Ford’s contract has not been 
renewed. 

Armstrong said the team will be working much 
harder next year. He is proud that so many freshmen 
and sophomores placed in the quarter and semi-finals. 

"We have an outstanding freshman team," he 
said. "We’re building for the future...We’ll be back."

The following letter has been sent to 
the director of Food Service, Robert J. 
Byczynski. 

The over-all quality of the meals, 
and the professionalism of the Food 
Service staff are excellent. In the past. 
Food Service has shown itself to be 
very receptive to student concerns, and 
we hope they will continue to consider 
our suggestions to improve upon their 
excellent quality in the future. 

It has come to our attention that the 
Bradley University Food Service may 
be discriminating, according to reli¬ 
gion, against certain members of the 
student body residing in the dormi¬ 
tories. 

During the normal dinner dining 
hours of Geisert cafeteria on April 28, 
1986, three selections were offered as 
main dishes. They were as follows: 
sausage, spaghetti, and roast beef. 
However, according to the food 
servers, roast beef was only available 
to the Jewish student not he meal plan. 
All other students were only offered a 
choice between sausage or spaghetti. 

When asked about having roast beef, 
students on the meal plan were told it 
was only for Jewish students. Also, 
Jewish students requesting roast beef 
were asked to prove that they were 
Jewish. The only factor leading to the 
decision between Jewish and non- 
Jewish was whether or not a plastic 
plate, available at the entrance of the 
serving line, but unmarked, was given 
to the server by the student. 

We feel that this is a direct act of 
discrimination at a secular school such 
as Bradley. According to the 1985-86 
Student Handbook, page 27, #15, 
Discriminations based upon race, 
color, religion, nationality, or creed 
which violates the rights of any

After questioning SABRC’s 
presentation of next year’s budget, 
Student Senate approved the allo¬ 
cation of more than $80,000 in 
student fees. 

Eight senators asked Senate not 
to approve SABRC’s (Student 
Activities Budget Review Commit¬ 
tee) recommendations for the 
1986-87 school year at Monday’s 
Student Senate meeting. 

The new budget was presented 
in a new format. Instead of listing 
all organizations that appealed and 
how much they appealed for, the 
budget was divided into four basic 
parts: movies, lectures, other 
activities, and publicity and admin¬ 
istrative costs.

much money, but not specifically 
which organizations received what. 

"I DONT MEAN TO question 
the integrity of SABRC, but 
without more information, I cannot 
in my right mind vote on this," 
Brian Lenaburg, Senate parliamen¬ 
tarian, said. 

Some senators wanted to see 
exactly how the money was allo¬ 
cated and made two motions to 
postpone voting on the budget. 

"I respect the integrity and 
competancy of SABRC but we’re 
not asking for that big of a deal. 
All we want is a simple list of 
organizations-it hasn’t been a 
problem in the last four years that 
I’ve served on Senate," Robert 
Burke, university senator said. 

More information was offered 
on activities this year rather than 
the organizations "because of 
biases in the past," Lisa Smith, 
SABRC chair, said. 

When both motions were voted 
down, the budget was voted on. A 
total of $84,911 was funded, while 
$3,840 is on reserve for any 
organizations that want to appeal 
in the fall. It was passed with no 
further discussion. 

SABRC IS A PRESIDEN¬ 
TIAL committee which was 
formed in 1974 to determine the 
allocation of funds for student 
activities. It funds activities that 
provide education, entertainment 
and service to students. 

"We look to see if the event 
accurately represents the climate 
on campus and if the money will 
be spent in the best interest of the 
students. We feel these recommen¬ 
dations will provide the best use of 
student activity fee funding," 
Smith said.

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BU trip unaffected by terrorism

While some universities and many high schools 
are cancelling trips overseas, Bradley University’s 
summer semester in Europe will go on as scheduled. 

The trip has been in question since U.S. 
warplanes bombed Libyan targets on April 14. 

Semester Coordinator Dr. Elmo Roach said the 
trip will "absolutely" go According to schedule. He 
said he is not worried any more this year than in 
years past. 

Roach, chairman of the History Department, Dr. 
Peter Dusenberry, and Dr. John R. Howard will lead 
30 Bradley students to sights in England, Belgium, 
Germany, and Austria from June 19 through July 15. 

"WE’RE GOING BECAUSE we (the faculty) 
have spent a lot of time assessing the matter of secu¬ 
rity," said Roach. He added that he has spoken with 
friends and colleagues in Europe regarding saftey. 
They reaffirm his optimistic attitude. 

Roach pointed out that 'There is a national hys¬ 
teria about terrorism that is sensationalized in the 


media." He said visiting students from all over Amer¬ 
ica have never been, nor should expect to be victims 
of terrorist attacks. 

Student interest is strong and this will be the 
largest group of ever taken to Europe. Roach said he 
has "Bigger and better plans for next year," and that 
five students have already showed an interest in the 
1987 excursion. 

The coordinator said there was a single saftey 
concern: airports. The trip is via British Airways, and 
Roach said that despite an almost flawless service 
record, the airline has adopted the security systems of 
Israeli Airlines. Under the system, passengers must 
check in at least two hours prior to departure, 
undergo a body search, and have their luggage 
inspected item by item. Roach said "American airport 
security is very poor by comparison." 

ROACH EVEN WENT so far as to contact 
Congressman Robert Michel’s (R-Peoria) office 
regarding saftey. Roach noted, They’ve informed us 
that we are under no greater threat now than a month 
ago." 


Third world suffers most: speaker

Hunger strikes women and the thousands of land¬ 
less people in the Third World more than any other 
groups, according to Dr. Irene Tinker, an expert in 
the problems and progression of world hunger. 

Tinker spoke Tuesday night, giving an overview 
of world hunger. 

Men in the Third World receive more food, on 
the average, than women and young girls. As a result, 
females usually suffer more frequently from malnutri¬ 
tion. One of the most distressing problems in this 
situation is most women are going hungry from a lack 
of food that they work to produce, Tinker said. 

The vast majority of suffering people are land¬ 
less, and are not given enough subsidies. Their work 
is scarcely compensated for, as opposed to the farmer, 
who grows food on his own land and keeps it. "One 
solution for this is to employ a program of food for 
work, giving people food if they work in rural areas," 
Tinker said. 


WOMEN IN THIRD World nations work 
between 10 to 12 hours a day and receive no leisure, 
while men work between six to eight hours and 
receive leisure time. "90 percent of the food south of 
the Sahara is grown by women whose husbands own 
rights to the land they work on," Tinker said. 

There is enough food in the world. The real 
problem lies in the way in which it is distributed," 
Tinker said. In most Third World nations, 30 percent 
of the people suffer from intense poverty and do not 
receive food for long periods of time. 

Fortunately, some progress has been made 
toward solving these problems of hunger. The Green 
Revolution, a technical package consisting of seeds, 
fertilizers and required irrigation, has encouraged an 
increase of food production. 1985 has been a very 
good year for rain, resulting in good crops in South¬ 
ern Africa. Other problems such as distribution of 
wealth, and money for clean water need to be tackled. 
"I hope we can work towards solving these problems 
for the well-being of others," Tinker said. 


Student Senate

The Student Senate was briefed 
on next year’s enrollment figures 
and voted on a motion to add 12 
new organizational seats at 
Monday’s meeting. 

•Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for student affairs, gave some 
of this falls enrollment facts and 
figures. He said there is a decreas¬ 
ing number of traditional 18-year- 
old graduates, but anything less 
than a six percent drop in Bradley 
enrollment is better than average. 

"In addition, we are only going 
to accept a certain quality of stu¬ 
dent within that shrinking pool of 
graduates," he said. Bradley is 
doing well in the number of stu¬ 
dents with quality scholarship 
awards, Gaisky said. 

Although Bradley is down 2.6 
percent in the number of appli¬ 
cants, and 3.4 percent in students 
admitted, there is a 21.5 percent 
increase in tuition deposits from 
last year. However, Gaisky doubts 
Bradley will finish that high. 

Out-of-state student enrollment 
is rising. There has been an 8 per¬ 
cent increase in applications and a 
71 percent increase in deposits for 
this group. 

Gaisky said Bradley lost 43 stu¬ 
dents to the University of Illinois 
this year. 

The student-to-faculty ratio was 
cited most often as a reason stu¬ 
dents attend Bradley. Information 
about their major, and Bradley’s 
academic reputation also ranked 
high. 

Gaisky said 186 incoming stu¬ 


dents expressed interest in The 
Dorm of the Future. This year’s 
successful basketball team was also 
a factor in focusing attention on 
Bradley. 

•A motion made by the new exe¬ 
cutive council at Monday’s meeting 
would add 12 organizational seats 
to Senate, increasing its size by 33 
percent. 

Organizations were chosen by 
their involvement on campus and 
by the students they serve. Senate 
President Karen Rekowski said the 
choices were also based on the 
groups represented in the Organi¬ 
zational Council of Presidents. She 
said organizational senators would 
not need to sit office hours or 
serve on committees since they 
already attend meetings for the 
groups they represent. 

The motion will be resubmitted 
to the Senate with a nominal 
change because it failed to receive 
the necessary votes for passage. 

•In other business, a motion to 
create a Retention Affairs Commit 
tee failed due to a lack of quorum, 
less than three-fourths of the sena¬ 
tors were in attendance. A motion 
to create an Enrollment Affairs 
Committee was tabled until the 
next Senate meeting for the same 
reason. 

Vice President Kevin Burke 
announced that Senate would han¬ 
dle basketball ticket distributions 
next semester. 

Kitchenettes will not be 
installed in Heitz Hall next year, 
but will be included on the list for 
the following year, Rekowski said.

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Gramm-Rudman 
hurts ROTC

The Gramm-Rudman federal 
balanced budget law has fbrced the 
Air Force RO' C (AFROTC) to 
cancel 300 scholarships. 

The ROTC reductions, coming 
at a time when campus military 
programs are enjoying renewed 
popularity, threaten - the scholar¬ 
ships the program uses to recruit 
students and may restrict the kinds 
of schools at which students can 
use those scholarships. 

Currently there are 22 cadets in 
Army ROTC at Bradley. Accord¬ 
ing to Capt. Robert Walker, there 
is no impact on Bradley’s program 
because it is an Army related pro¬ 
gram. "Any form of cuts right 
now are being directed to other 
areas to absorb the loss of fund¬ 
ing/ Walker said. 

Walker added that 33 percent 
of Bradley’s cadets are scholarship 
receipients, while "the other two- 
thirds are in the program for an 


opportunity in the military service 
and job placement." 

THE AFROTC’S SHARE of 
the cuts mandated that it reduce 
the number of new scholarships 
from 7500 in 1984-85 to 6200 in 
1985-86. In addition, all but the 
top scholarship winners will be 
told to attend schools where annual 
tuition is $7000 or less. 

The Air Force, Navy and Army 
reported a 30 percent increase in 
freshman enrollment at the end of 
last year. The jump swells their 
ranks to the highest levels since 
the military draft was suspended in 
1973. 

Bradley ROTC is an extension 
center, which means the program 
only offers two and three-year 
scholarship. Walker said the 
awards include full tuition, lab 
fees, a $180 per semester book 
allowance and a $100 per month 
subsistence allowance. A total 
scholarship comes to around $7300 
a year. 


Abegg expects no more cuts

There probably won’t be any financial aid cuts v 
for private universities under the 1987 federal budget, 
but there won’t be any increases either, Bradley 
President Martin G. Abegg said. 

Abegg, who met with congressmen in Washing¬ 
ton on April 15 and 16, said there was a "strong indi¬ 
cation" that Bradley could receive funding similar to 
1986. 

While available federal funds will not increase, 
the demand for aid will. 

Abegg said some of this demand will be met by 
increased state aid, and by increased endowed scholar¬ 
ships from the Capital Campaign. But these increases 
probably won’* make up for the federal aid. 

SOME CUTS WERE made April 1, as a result 
of the Gramm-Rudman deficit reducing act, but 
Congress is putting together a budget that would 
prevent second-level cuts scheduled for July. 

Abegg was in Washington as part of an effort by 
the American Council on Education to make congress¬ 
men aware of the needs of higher education. 


"My concern was to try and convince them that 
they ought to give a high priority to funding higher 
education, because only through that can all the other 
problems be solved," Abegg said. 

Abegg, who was representing the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Independent Colleges and Universities, 
spoke with Representative Robert Michel (R-Peoria), 
and two other Midwestern representatives. 

"They (the Congress) weren’t hearing much from 
presidents as to the importance of higher education 
funding," Abegg said. 

DESPITE THE SHORTAGES that will result 
due to the bill, Abegg said he still is in favor of 
Gramm-Rudman. 

"I think Gramm-Rudman currently is the only 
vehicle we have to move to a balanced budget," 
Abegg said. 

Abegg said the meeting with Congress was suc¬ 
cessful, and Bob Atwell, President of the American 
Council of Education, wrote Abegg that there were 
many favorable comments from the representatives 
and further meetings were suggested.

of students." 

Educators across the country 
are blaming the Gramm-Rudman 
budget-balancing law, but Pardieck 
said the cuts are due to a one-time 
only adjustment and are only par¬ 


tially caused by Gramm-Rudman. 

For the last three years, the 
government has been borrowing 
Pell Grant funds from the next 
year’s budget, Pardieck said. As a 
result, the pool of money has 
dropped. While the funds will not 
cover all of next year’s awards, 
Congress will not approve emer-

gency funding because of the pres¬ 
sures of the budget deficit. 
"Gramm-Rudman has created a 
mentality in Washington to not 
fund new requests," Pardieck said. 

EVERY MARCH AND April, 
campus financial aid officers make 
tentative awards to students who 
apply for aid for the next fall. 

The aid officers usually base the 
tentative awards on what each stu¬ 
dent received during the current 
year. The U.S. Department of 
Education then makes the actual 
awards in May and June. 

But the Gramm-Rudman law, 
the budget shortfall and the Educa¬ 
tion Department’s often erratic 
effort to calculate actual awards 
have deepened the uncertainty this 
year. 

'The biggest concern is the 
perception that there won’t be any 
funding," Pardieck said. He 
believes the University will help 
students because the administration 
"clearly sees the tie" between 
financial aid and enrollment. 

Bradley is also in a better posi¬ 
tion to absorb some of the cuts 
than state schools because, as a 
private institution, it has more 
flexibility to reallocate funds and 
use its endowment in emergency 
situations.

American Heart 
Association 
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Panel discusses reality of Rambo

"Rambo: First Blood Part II" 
can be seen as dangerous, pointless 
or humorous, but the film’s popu¬ 
larity is unquestionable. "Rambo 
netted $150 million in box office 
receipts, inspired the manufactur¬ 
ing of children's toys, candy and 
even President Reagan’s speeches. 

The film was shown on campus 
two weeks ago, prompting a panel 
discussion on April 17. Fourteen 
activists, and veterans met to com¬ 
ment on the film’s reality. 

Dr. Max Kele, dean of Liberal 
Arts and Sciences, distinguished 
"Rambo" as propaganda. Kele, 
who has researched Nazi pro¬ 
paganda, said, "Nazi values are 
reflected in movies and society, 
that’s what ’Rambo’ does, it is a 
reinforcement of American nation¬ 
alism and principles... just as 
American movies during World 
War II reinforced American values 
of the time." 

Dr. Mohamed Najmi, professor 
of Sociology, focused on the rage 
displayed in the movie, explaining, 
"Rambo, the individual, is 
expressing the rage of an entire 
nation." 

DR. ANU NEEDHAM, 

English professor, said "Rambo" 
following in the tradition of the 
western hero, drawing parallels to 
the II Had and the Odessey. 'The 
problem is the way in which it’s 
received," Needham said. People 
are accepting it as reality. 

Dr. Zant, professor of Sociol¬ 
ogy, said "Rambo" shows the 
American bureaucracy as responsi¬ 
ble for losing the Vietnam war and 
Rambo, the character, is also 
fighting that. This "perpetuates the 
current Reagan Administration atti¬ 
tudes that all or our problems can 


be solved by blasting away at some 
outside force...This may be the 
heart of the entire problem, not 
only with the film, but with our 
current attitude in general," he 
said. The major problem with the 
film is that "Rambo is a 
glorification of violence and hypo- 
cracy." 

Professor of Religion, Dr. 
Robert Fuller, took a 
psychologist’s perspective in his 
analysis of the film. He described 
"Rambo" primarily as a "riproar¬ 
ing adventure tale," again referring 
to the true western hero. He said, 
however, that he, as a product of 
the ’60’s, finds the film’s "militar¬ 
ism, ultrapatriotism, supernational¬ 
ism and racism truly frightening." 

Dr. Paul Lermack, of the Polit¬ 
ical Science Department, said, "If 
a student presented Rambo-type 
politics as rational. I’d laugh. But 
there is something addictive to this 
film, even though it’s not good for 
you, like there’s something addic¬ 
tive to junkfood." Lermack sees 
the film as socially dangerous. He 
said it is technically irrational; 
Stallone doesn’t even hold a knife 
correctly, but admits there is fun 
to be found in it. 

The panel also included several 
members of the Peoria community. 
The first of these to speak was 
Dolores Klein, president of 
Peoria’s chapter of the National 
Organization of Women (NOW). 
Objecting to the sexism in the film, 
she said, "sex is left out v of 
’Rambo’ because it is considered an 
obscenity. There is virtually no 
expression of loving or tenderness 
in the film...the only women in 
Rambo were prostitutes and 
peasants."

merely a money-making device 
and discounted the assumption that 
some see it as real. 'There must 
be conflict to make cinema 
interesting and man vs. man is the 
easiest to do on the screen," 
Langely said. He examined the 
history of films and discovered that 
war films have been one of the 
most popular forms of 
entertainment. Referring to films 
such as "Gone With the Wind," 
"Patton," and "Apocalypse Now," 
Langely said as years passed, Hol¬ 
lywood increased the spectacle to 
"dazzle the retinas, not the mind." 
Langely said, "In this way Rambo 
is just out to make a buck."

Jack Quinlan and Joe Hajny, 
representatives from the Illinois 
Veteran Center served in 

Vietnam in the late 1960’s. 

Quinlan said "First Blood", 
the first "Rambo" movie, was 
"one man trying to put himself 
together socially. The second 
movie, however, is "total non¬ 
sense," according to Quinlan. He 
objected to Rambo's speech on lov¬ 
ing and serving America, and the 
glorification of war. "He (Rambo) 
never did a thing for this country, 
and it turns my stomach to hear 
that speech," said Quinlan. 

Hajny outlined the identity 
crisis that many veterans experi¬ 


enced on their return to America. 
He said many men were drafted at 
19, an age when one normally 
searches for identity. "Veterans 
were denied that search for the 
self, so many are experiencing 
now what they should have experi¬ 
enced at 19," he said. 

Other panelists objected to vari¬ 
ous aspects of the movie, ranging 
from its artistic content and the 
idea of the Vietnam War itself.

doesn’t have the capability to mon¬ 
itor the radio frequency used by 
Peoria Police, so communication 
between the two depaetments is 
difficult, Fernandez said. 

BAER SAID Peoria police 
have the right to decide whether 
Bradley has access to its fre¬ 
quency.

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The Slugs ’. worth it

It isn’t often that music fans can get a hot tip on 
up and coming bands, so heed this advice--The 
Slugs are worth a listen. 

They’re a Chicago-based band consisting of 
three members: Gregg Juhlin, bass and backround 
vocals; Mike Halston, drums; and Dag Juhlin; gui¬ 
tar, lead vocals, and head songwriter. 

It’s this writer’s assumption that bands consisting 
of three or less people usually aren’t that good. 
They usually fall into a monotonous rut, but the 
Slugs rise above that. While there is some mono¬ 
tony within the the two songs on their single to be 
released May 3, their sound is fresh, and the lyrics 
to them are definitely better than most bands trying 
to make a go of it. 

The best way to describe the Slugs’ sound is to 
say they seem to have been heavily influenced by 
R.E.M. with some Rockabilly thrown in to make it 
interesting. The result is some great music that is 
going to keep people dancing. 

But that’s not all there is to the Slugs. The two 
songs on their single, "Walking in Circles," and 
"Give Me a Sunday," have that level of intellect 
that makes the listener go beyond the beat and dan- 
ceability of the music. 

"Walking in Circles" has a driving dance beat, 
aided by heavy guitar and bass rhythm, that is pack¬ 
aged together with a steady drum pace. 


The song is about the helpless feeling of infa- 
• tuation one gets for the opposite sex, that never 
seems to go away. 

Its just like walking in circles, it's just like run¬ 
ning in place...The minutes last forever and the 
days disappear, then the moon goes away and it all 
starts again. The sound l’m hearing is my own heart 
screaming, the feeling that I'm feeling is not pretend. 

"Give Me a Sunday" is the slower song on 
their single. It can best be described as a lilting rock 
ballad. Here again is evidnce of writer Juhlin’s intel¬ 
ligent and clever lyrics, perfectly paired with the beat 
of the band. Juhlin’s lyrics could be about a number 
of different things, but they’re so understandable 
and good, that the listener can make his own judge¬ 
ments about their meaning. 

"Sunday" is about a free-spirited woman, the 
type men see from a distance, on a bus or train, 
and wonder about because she seems aloof from 
the rest of the world and doesn’t seem to care. 

Oh, oh, brush it aside, give me a Sunday as a 
place to hide...She needs a perfeo match so her 
dead flame can be fired. 

Rumor has it that the Slugs will be in Peoria 
this summer, so buy their album, listen, and enjoy 
it. They have a strong following in Chicago, and 
based on their single, their success should continue. 






About Last Night; 
diamond in the rough

Even though its sound, music and color were 
"in a temporary, unfinished state," Bradley students 
got quite a treat, for free, at Wednesday’s preview 
of "About Last Night." It’s not too often we in 
Peoria get to see a movie months before it’s 
released; I expect the studio chose Bradley because 
a good percentage of the population of Chicago, 
where this film was shot, is on this campus.

Or Debbie’s roommate Joan, as her one night 
stand emerges from the bedroom asking what’s for 
breakfast: "Egg McMuffin, corner of Broadway and 
Belmont." 


Or my favorite, as Debbie breaks up with her 
previous lover: 

HIM: "I thought we had something kinda spe¬ 
cial. " 

HER: "No-it was kinda sleazy...and now it’s 
kinda over." 

The quick humor does break down as the char¬ 
acters get broken up over various hardships of life, 
and that’s where "About Last Night" starts dragging. 
With the witty lines and the semi-clothed scenes 
taken away from them, Moore and Lowe have tc 
fall back on their acting talents, which aren’t much. 
Moore falls back on oceans of tears, and Lowe uses 
downcast eyes. All in all, the film perks up when 
the characters do. 

One hopes "About Last Night’s" makers are 
planning to spend some more time in the editing 
room before the film is released: it’s full of jumpy 
edits and continuity errors. But they should be given 
the benefit of the doubt. If they’re still there on 
opening day, reviewers will pounce on them. 

So if you saw it on Wednesday, it might be 
worth seeing again to see what, if anything, is 
changed. If you didn’t see it Wednesday, there is 
enough in "About Las Night" to make it worth 
seening in its final form...even if it isn’t for free. I 
don’t know about any other age group, but his film 
was made for college students.

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Bradley offers 
discount computers

Students can buy personal com¬ 
puters at discount prices from 
Bradley University next fall. 

Joel Hartman, associate director 
of the Center for Learning 
Resources, said students have been 
able to buy discounted computers 
from the major vendors for some 
time, but increased competition has 
allowed for direct marketing to 
students and faculty next semester. 

A price schedule will be made 
available to students, he said. 

The University will be working 
with Apple. IBM, AT&T, and 
Zenith. Hartman said Bradley has 
also been approached by Commo¬ 
dore. 

THE FULL LINE of PC’s, 
monitors and other accessories will 
be available from 32 to 57 percent 
off retail price. Hartman estimated 
an average cost of $1500 to $2200 
per system, depending on the 
accessories purchased. He said, it 
is possible to buy an IBM- 
compatible model with keyboard 
monitor and two floppy disks for 
under $1000. 

AT&T, IBM and Apple will 
offer a credit system to students, 
Hailman said and the University is 
looking at other financial packages. 

All the equipment available to 
students will be of industry stan¬ 
dard configuration, so as new 
advances emerge, the computers 
will still be adaptable. 

The University is not encourag¬ 
ing students to purchase one par¬ 
ticular machine because "Not 
everyone’s needs can be met with 
one machine," Hartman said. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate pro¬ 
vost for Student Affairs, said "We 
are glad to be able to make this 
offer to students. We feel it will 
aid them in their college studies 
and their future careers." 

GALSKY SAID THE comput¬ 
ers will be available to all present 
and incoming students, and it is 
not a part of the Residence Hall of 
the Future project. 

A student living in the Dorm of 
the Future can purchase the com¬ 
puter at any time. 'If you buy it, 
you own it and it’s yours, you can 
take it home anytime you want 
to," Gaisky said. 

Gaisky said students who own 
modems can access the university’s 


main frame systems but "There are 
a lot of things one can do without 
access. It’s a matter of what the 
student’s needs are." Gaisky said 
the computers are an advantage to 
any student, regardless of major, 
even if the student only uses the 
word-processing capabilities. 

Gaisky doesn’t know how many 
students will want to purchase 
computers. "We hope students will 
take advantage of the opportunity. " 
he said.

In reading the "Panelists target abor¬ 
tion issues" article in the Peoria Jour¬ 
nal Star Thursday, April 24, 1986, I 
was first drawn to the fact that this was 
a very one-sided panel discussion at 
Bradley University.

Where adoption is 
the plan of choice we do have coun¬ 
selors skilled in assisting parents in 
making this most difficult, but responsi¬ 
ble, decision. 

Releasing a child for adoption is 
hard but it cannot compare with the 
heartbreaking post-abortion trauma and 
remorse associated with a backward 
glance of the aborting of a baby. 

The Bradley University panelists 
have entitled their discuss "Determin¬ 
ing Your Destiny" a rather pleasant 
sounding euphemism for abortion a 
baby.

The "Rally for Choice" was spon¬ 
sored by "Concerned Citizens for 
Choice" who got together a panel of 
"experts" to discuss "choice." So we 
heard words said about "freedom," 
"liberation," "rights," and "choice" 
but behind it all was the clinking of the 
coins. The "panelists" were hardly just 
a collection of concerned citizens. 

First there as Dr. Paul Sinkhom, 
abortionist.

He worked three of four 
half days a week and did more than a 
hundred abortions per week.

Next there was Joyce Harent, direc¬ 
tor of Planned Parenthood of Peoria, 
Illinois. Planned Parenthood runs the 
largest franchise chain of abortion clin¬ 
ics in the world, killing over 80,000 
per year. This means that PP makes, at 
a bare minimum, $18 million from the 
exercise of "choice." But the pay off 
does not end there. PP is the Abortion 
Industries most voracious spokesper¬ 
son.

Next on the panel was Ann Baker, 


Abortion Clinic operator. Ann is mak¬ 
ing a killing in more ways than one. 
She would have us believe that she 
counsels women into not choosing an 
abortion after they are in the abortion 
chamber. And if you believe that, I 
have a very large bridge for sale in 
New York that’s a real bargain. That 
may happen once in a great while, but 
Ms. Baker like all good business 
managers has to keep an eye on the 
bottom line. Ann, like her fellow 
panelists, was here to market her pro¬ 
duct. She could very well have intro¬ 
duced us to her talk by this singing this 
Cathy jingle to the tune of Alices Kes- 
taurant: "you can get any thing you 
pick at Ann Baker’s Abortion Clinic." 

Then comes the lawyer for Planned 
parenthood, Jim Broadway. He intimi¬ 
dated the billboard company into taking 
down a billboard that read "NOW and 
Planned Parenthood are Pro-Choice. 
This is a Pro-Choice Victim." on the 
billboard was the dismembered body of 
a 29-week gestational human being. 
Yet when someone from the audience 
asked why Planned Parenthood was so 
willing to use the Constitution when it 
suited them but also quite willing to 
trample over other people’s Constitu¬ 
tional rights when they felt like it, the 
question was not even answered.

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the way Jim, how much did you get 
paid for the legal consulting and the 
phone call to the billboard company? 

Then there was the Rev. Jim Eller 
from the Universal Unitarian Church. 
He explained how his wife and he, 
prior to marriage, had a pregnancy 
scare. Oh, but Thank God! He had the 
money to fly to New York if neces¬ 
sary. (At that time it was still con¬ 
sidered a crime to take the life of your 
offspring everywhere but New York.) 
He also explained how he helped his 
sister to abort a couple of his nieces 
and nephews. One can’t help but 
wonder what he does with scriptures 
like: "Do not be decieved; neither for¬ 
nicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 
nor effeminate, nor homosexuals, nor 
thieves, nor the covetous, nor drun¬ 
kards, nor revilers, nor swindlers shall 
inherit the kingdom of God." But if the 
Reverend Jim were to teach such words 
form his pulpit the pro-choice crowd 
would probably be offended and stalk 
out taking their cash with them and 
leaving Jim with only four walls to 
preach at. 

Then there was Sherry Matulas. 
Sherry had someone rape her one dark 
night back when abortion was still a 
crime not a virtue. He followed her to 
a dark place where he overpowered her 
and because he was bigger and stronger 
than she, he forced his choice upon her 
leaving her for dead. But Sherry was 
not dead and she conceived as a result 
of that rape. But Sherry focused all her 
hatred for the rapist upon the innocent 
child inside her. The "child of the 


fiend" she called the child even though 
that "child" was not a fiend. She tried 
to destroy the "child" by scalding her¬ 
self, throwing herself down a stairway, 
and other self destructive acts.

I personally am opposed to 
abortion because of my religious con¬ 
victions. I believe that everyone is a 
unique unrepeatable individual from 
conception and is created in image of 
God. Therefore, the value of each 
human being is incalcuable and abor¬ 
tion is a hideous crime against the 


Maker of each of us. One day we will 
all have to give an account of ourselves 
to him and there will be no hiding 
behind pro-choice rhetoric on that day.

South African President P.W. Botha asked black leaders 
Tuesday to negotiate peace with him before “radical intimidators” in their 
community devastate the country. 

Botha said the white government wants to help South Africa’s 24 mil¬ 
lion blacks by providing employment and housing, and getting rid of “out¬ 
dated bureaucratic practices.” 

“The government and I cannot do this alone,” he said in a nationally 
televised address.

Creighton takes 3-of-4 from Braves 


The Creighton Bluejays are last in the Missouri 
Valley Conference, but don’t tell them that. 

Last weekend at Meinen Field, the Bluejays 
swept three-of-four games from the Braves. The 
losses dropped the Braves into a tie for third with 
Wichita State in the MVC, leaving them two games 
out of first. 

"We didn’t give the games away, we just go’ 
beat," said Coach Dewey Kalmer. "We knew the; 
were a good team. They had a lot of injured kids am 
know they’re coming back." 

In Sunday’s doubleheader split with Creighton, 
the Braves won the opener 7-6, knocking out Bluejay 
starter Mike Grandgenett, after only one inning of 
play. Grandgenett gave up five runs, four hits and one 
walk. 

Tim Campbell, who has been on a homerun 
streak-six in the last nine games-hit another in the 
second inning, giving the Braves a 7-3 lead. That 
homer has tied Campbell with teammate Brad Tilly 
for Bradley’s homerun record. Each have hit 11. 

BRADLEY CARRIED A 7-5 lead into the sixth, 
before Bluejay shortstop Elvis Dominguez homered, 
making the final score 7-6. 

Roger Smithberg earned his second win of the 
season while Mike Boyan pitched the last two innings 
of the contest to pick up his first save of the year. 

In the second game the Braves once again scored 
enough runs to win, but Bradley’s lack of pitching was 


the difference. 

The Bluejays collected 19 hits, good for 16 runs. 
Starting pitcher Mark Gilles suffered the loss, lower¬ 
ing his record to 4-6. 

In Saturday’s games, Creighton proved they 
could hit the long ball as well as anyone. The 
Bluejays blasted seven homers en route to their 10-5 
and 8-1 sweep of the Braves. 

"I KNEW CREIGHTON could play," said Kal¬ 
mer. 'They had the fifth best recruiting class in the 
country." 

"In the opener, Paul DeJaynes (6-3) was knocked 
out after five innings, giving up nine hits and five 
walks, good for eight Bluejay runs. 

Going into the series, Kalmer was worried about 
Creighton’s left-handed pitching. Dave Marnett held 
the Braves to seven hits and one earned run in the 
first game, while Brad Kucera held the Braves to only 
three hits and one run in game two.
